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INAUGURAL ADDRESS OF HON. JOHN B. HYNES, 
MAYOR OF BOSTON. 


In assuming my duties as Mayor of the City of 
Boston, I do so with mixed feeling and mingled 
emotions. I have a deep realization of the grave 
responsibilities and obligations that will confront 
me in the two years immediately ahead. They would 
have a sobering effect upon any man. But I am 
also warmed and heartened by the knowledge that 
great opportunities have been opened to me by the 
people of Boston — opportunities for real public 
service to our city and its citizens. 

As I stand here, on my inaugural day, the first 
day of my term as Mayor of Boston, it is with a 
sense of abiding gratitude ‘to the thousands of men 
and women who have placed their confidence in me, 
and who ask only that I do the best possible job of 
running this city. Their trust I will try — with all 
my heart — to keep. 

As I begin my term as your Mayor, I welcome — 
indeed, I seek and request — the help and the co- 
operation of every citizen of Boston. This city 
does not belong to any one man, to any one group, 
to any select few. It belongs to all the people, and 
I intend to be the Mayor of all the people. 

I wish it were possible to make a bright and glow- 
ing forecast of things to come in our municipal gov- 
ernment, to tell you that you can look for a lower tax 
rate, and that we can at the same time undertake 
great public improvements to make this a bigger and 
better city. 
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But, unfortunately, that is not possible. Accord- 
ingly, it is not my intention on this or any other day 
to serve up to our people any soothing syrup or any 
sugar-coated pills, nor do I believe the people of 
Boston want any. They want the truth and the 
facts. That is what I propose to give. 

In my campaign for election as Mayor, I pledged 
myself to restore the good name of this city. That 
pledge I solemnly repeat to you today. 

It will be my purpose, starting tomorrow, on 
the first business day of my administration, to intro- 
duce every reasonable and possible economy in the 
conduct of the business and the services of this city. 
Unnecessary expenses must be eliminated, for our 
city is, and for the past two years has been, living 
beyond its means. 

I say.in all sincerity and honesty, and with full 
realization of the significance of my statement, that 
a continuation of some of the policies and procedures 
our city has been following could lead only to financial 
ruin—to a collapse of our city government that 
would jeopardize the welfare and well-being not 
only of the people of Boston but of the residents in 
that entire section of Massachusetts and New England 
that looks to Boston as its capital city. 

For that reason, in almost everything I do as 
Mayor, in virtually every decision I make, the under- 
lying consideration must be our city’s financial 
condition. 


BostTon’s FINANCIAL CONDITION 


Proposals for improvements — and some must be 
undertaken for public convenience, to prevent the 
loss of business or to attract new business — will 
have to be weighed in the light of the city’s ability 
to pay. 

In recent years the cost of running our city gov- 
ernment has gone steadily upward, and the tax rate 
has climbed correspondingly. That is understandable 
because just as it costs much more to run a home 
than it did five or ten years ago, so it costs more to 
run a great city. 
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Even though we have been in a period of postwar 
prosperity, our municipal government has not been 
on a pay-as-you-go basis. The extent to which it has 
plunged into debt during the past two years has 
alarmed persons concerned for the future of our 
city. 

It is not my purpose to direct attacks upon any- 
one, but simply to present the facts to you. In the 
year just ended our city borrowed $27,100,000. It 
paid off in old debts $9,144,500. In 1948, it bor- 
rowed $12,800,000 and during that year retired 
$10,177,400 in old debts. That means that in the 
last two years Boston’s debt has gone up $20,578,100. 

It hardly need be stated that a continuation 
of that trend would be disastrous and that it must 
be halted. Any family head knows he cannot go on 
indefinitely spending more money than he earns, 
piling up bills that grow larger and larger, without 
facing an ultimate day of reckoning. 

Those heavy loans floated by the city in 1948 
and 1949 must be paid off by the people of Boston, 
and part of them must be paid this year. Not only 
must we pay back the original amounts borrowed, 
but the interest on them will reach a very substantial 
figure. | 

Now let me explain why our city is threatened 
with a staggering increase in its tax rate. 

Salary raises were granted last July to city, 
county, and school employees. They were in effect 
for only six months during 1949, but they must be 
figured on a 12-month basis for 1950. That will 
involve an additional expense of $3,228,200 this 
year. 

Boston’s tax rate last year was $56.80. Even 
that was not a realistic rate. Payments which should 
have been made from the 1949 tax levy were post- 
poned until later years. Bills were left for someone 
else to pay. 

Our welfare expense must be considered as a 
current item. It may vary somewhat from year to 
year, depending upon economic conditions, but we 
know we are obliged to take care of our poor, our 
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needy, and our underprivileged. We know, too, 
that welfare relief is an expense that must be met 
annually. 

Last year, however, a welfare loan of $2,350,000 
was floated rather than raise that money in the tax 
levy. That bill was left for future administrations 
to pay. 

In addition, I am informed that welfare require- 
ments for 1950 will be about $750,000 greater than 
in 1949. This means that unless the policy of bor- 
rowing for welfare relief is continued, I must raise 
approximately $3,100,000 more by taxes for welfare 
purposes than was raised last year. 

The administration in authority last year floated 
a $10,150,000 loan to meet the city’s share of the 
MTA deficit for 1948 and the first seven months 
of 1949. I agree that it was proper to fund that 
amount in view of the fact that Governor Dever was 
doing everything within his power to place the MTA 
on a self-supporting basis. 

But the 10-year loan was so written that no 
portion whatever of that deficit was paid last year. 
The first payment of $1,015,000 must be made this 
year. The reasonable thing to have done would 
have been to pay off a portion of the deficit last year. 
However, that would have meant a higher tax rate 
so the first payment was delayed until 1950. 

Boston’s share of the MTA deficit for the last 
five months of 1949 will be about $1,000,000. Thus, 
we are confronted with the necessity of paying 
$2,015,000 for MTA purposes. Since nothing was 
paid off by the city last year on the MTA deficit 
under the policy followed of not meeting any bill 
that could be put off until some other time, that 
will be one of the factors responsible for a higher 
tax rate. 

It may come as a shock to you to learn that I 
must allow in this year’s city budget about $10,640,500 
to meet payments that will fall due on old loans. 
In other words, $7 on our tax rate must go to pay 
off bills for. other years. 
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This is approximately $1,500,000 more than was 
set aside last year for debt requirements and is a 
commitment which must be met to preserve the 
credit of our city. 

It will be necessary to provide in our 1950 bud- 
get about $750,000 to cover the expense for higher 
pensions which were voted after the 1949 budget 
was adopted and after the tax rate had been fixed. 

I will be obliged to allow an overlay deficit of 
more than $8,000,000 in the tax levy to cover abate- 
ments granted by the last administration. ‘This is 
in addition to the regular overlay appropriation 
made each year in anticipation of tax abatements. 

In terms of our 1950 tax rate, this means I will 
be called upon to provide at least $5,000,000 more 
from the tax levy for so-called overlay deficits than 
did the outgoing administration last year. 

This is one of the heavy, overhanging burdens 
I must assume as the incoming Mayor, and an obliga- 
tion, which, standing alone, would necessitate a 
substantial rise in the tax rate. 

I am further informed by our fiscal experts that 
the city last year was allowed $2,388,202 in income 
by the State Tax Commissioner on which we cannot 
depend for this coming year. 

As a result of these financial obligations, over 
which I have no control and to which the city already 
has been committed, it will be necessary to raise 
approximately an additional $17,000,000 this year. 
If this amount were to be included inthe tax 
levy, it would mean a $12 increase in our tax 
rate. These are the commitments that preclude 
and make impossible any decrease in the tax rate. 
They are obligations not incurred by me, but which 
must be met by my administration. They are the 
factors which make an increase in the tax rate 
inevitable. ) 

Boston’s Tax RATE 


There was a time when only a small proportion 
of the residents of our city were concerned about the 
size of Boston’s tax rate. They were the owners of 
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business and residential properties. Many tenants 
and rent payers, who did not own their own homes, 
somehow became convinced that the tax rate meant 
little or nothing to them. 

They have discovered that the tax rate affects 
them directly, that when it goes up it hits their 
pocketbooks and their family budgets in the form of 
rent increases. 

In the Boston rent control office on the ground 
floor of the old Houghton & Dutton Building there 
is daily a continual line of landlords, filing petitions 
for the right to increase the rents of their tenants, 
and on every petition, without exception, the first 
reason listed—and sometimes the only reason 
given —is that their taxes have gone up and that 
they must charge them back against their tenants. 

I realize full well that Boston cannot withstand a 
$12 tax rate increase. It would work a hardship 
upon already hard-pressed home owners and rent 
payers. It would cost us business and industry. 
I recognize that the people who elected me to serve 
as their Mayor — and, indeed, those who voted for 
some other candidate — expect — and have a right 
to expect — that a $68 or $70 tax rate will be avoided. 
And [I will avoid it. That I promise. 

I realize, too, that it would be a serious mistake 
to continue the policy of the past two years of 
plunging the city more deeply into debt. Because 
of the situation confronting me, it may be neces- 
sary to borrow money for some purposes. But it 
will be my policy to borrow less than is paid off 
in old debts and to lower gradually the city’s 
outstanding debt. 

There is no easy cure for Boston’s financial 
troubles. Indeed, many of its problems are shared 
by every big municipality in the country. I promise 
no overnight miracles. I offer no panaceas. But 
we can and will have a prudent, careful management 
of Boston’s municipal affairs. We can and will have 
the city’s business conducted in an efficient manner. 

We must, of course, provide for our sick, our 
needy, our poor, our elderly men and women who 
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in the twilight of their lives are unable to support 
themselves. That is a responsibility which I am 
sure no citizen of this city would want to avoid or 
would want me to avoid. I intend to care ade- 
quately for the men, women and children who are 
legitimately in need of help from their city. It will 
also be my purpose to maintain and improve the 
standards of care and service at such institutions 
as our City Hospital, the Boston Sanatorium, and 
Long Island Hospital. 

Services necessary for the well-being of the people 
of Boston and for the protection of their safety, their 
health, and their property must be maintained. 
Our public schools must be so run as to provide the 
best possible education for our children and future 
citizens. 

I am convinced, however, that a higher degree 
of efficiency can be achieved in the operation of 
municipal departments and that economies can be 
realized by more businesslike handling of city 
contracts. | 

The contractors doing business with the city can 
anticipate a somewhat different relationship with 
my administration than they have enjoyed at times 
in the past. 

Contracts will be awarded on the basis of com- 
petitive bids and to the firm or company willing 
to give the city the greatest value for its money. 

Any hint of collusion in the bidding for city con- 
tracts will not be tolerated. I will take any steps 
necessary to put an end to certain of the contract 
monopolies that have existed. For the next two 
years this city will be run for the benefit of the 
people. 

Many of the important contracts for this year 
have been awarded by the outgoing administration. 
However, they will be legal and binding upon the 
city only if their provisions and terms are met. Com- 
panies which furnish the people with anything less 
than the services for which they are paid can ex- 
pect to find themselves in difficulty in a very short 
time. 
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I intend to take full advantage of the survey 
reports of the Boston Finance Commission, and adopt 
and put into effect those recommendations which I 
consider would make possible a more efficient admin- 
istration of the city’s affairs. 

It is my conviction that these recommendations 
should be reviewed and analyzed to determine which 
of them could be adopted with practical advantage 
to the city. 

One of my first steps, therefore, will be the selection 
of three department heads who will comprise the 
Mayor’s executive committee on administration. 


After completing their study, they will report to 
me as to the improvements and changes that could 
and should be made in administrative practices and 
procedures. 


To bring about a higher degree of working effi- 
ciency in the internal operations of our city govern- 
ment, I also plan the establishment of three divisions 
within the Budget Department. 

One division would concern itself with personnel 
records and changes and the training and promotion 
of employees. 

A second division would constantly review depart- 
mental expenditures. For that work, the division 
would be staffed with examiners who would have 
definite departmental assignments. 


A third division would be concerned with the 
general operation of municipal departments and would 
be prepared to provide advice on unusual problems, 
working conditions, and procedures. 

In my opinion, the Budget Department, so or- 
ganized, can be an effective force for the improvement 
of our city government. 

In the light of the financial picture which I have 
described, Boston is engaged in what amounts to a 
fight for survival as a great city. It is imperative, 
therefore, that inefficient and outmoded practices 
and procedures be replaced with modern, business- 


like methods, and that overlapping functions be 
eliminated. 
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That subject will be discussed in greater detail 
as my administration progresses. 

No wholesale dismissals and no salary slashes 
are planned. City employees as a group are not 
overpaid, in my judgment. Those employees who 
do an honest day’s work will have nothing to fear 
from my administration. 

I propose to place real emphasis on public service. 
I intend to provide the people of our city with the 
best service possible in return for the taxes they 
pay. In this endeavor I ask the cooperation and 
help of every man and woman in the city employ. 

A number of our city departments will be con- 
ducted in a much different manner than in the past. 
There will be an abrupt end, starting tomorrow, to 
the indifference to the public that has existed in 
certain of our municipal agencies. 

Persons who have legitimate business to transact 
with the city will be able to transact it within their 
own rights and without. bestowing favors upon any- 
one. Any employees who do not see eye to eye 
with me on that matter will find their future with 
the city government very uncertain. 

The cost of operating our municipal government, 
with all its essential functions and services, is great 
enough without burdening our citizens with any 
unnecessary or unjustified expense. Many of our 
taxpayers are sorely pressed from a number of direc- 
tions. They are entitled to full value on every dollar 
they pay to the city. They have a right to expect 
full protection against raids on the city treasury. 
It is my intention to see they get it. 

At this poimt may I stress most emphatically 
that corruption in any form will not be countenanced 
while Iam Mayor. At the first indication or evidence 
of it, swift and decisive action will be taken. 

I will be equally intolerant of any willful waste 
or careless extravagance. Whether the cost of our 
city government is unnecessarily increased by corrup- 
tion or waste or incompetence or favoritism means 
little to the taxpayer. The result is the same to 
him. 
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I propose to be constantly vigilant against need- 
less expenses even though such vigilance may mean 
the loss of political popularity in some quarters. 

At this point may I state that the very acuteness 
of the city’s financial predicament will force me to 
adopt a policy which will necessitate disapproval of 
any proposal, whether initiated in the Legislature or 
elsewhere, which would unduly increase the operating 
expenses of our city government. 


Boston’s FUTURE 


I consider an important feature of my job will be 
to try to sell Boston, and I ask that every listener 
aid me by being salesmen and good-will ambassadors, 
by boosting our city whenever the opportunity pre- 
sents itself. 

Let us be the same kind of supersalesmen for 
Boston as are the visitors who come here from Cali- 
fornia, from Texas, and from Florida. .We have as 
much, if not more, to sell than they have. Let us 
try selling it. 

It is my hope that we may be able to increase the 
number of conventions which come here, bringing 
with them thousands of visitors who patronize our 
stores, our theaters, our restaurants, our taxicabs, 
and who help in many ways to provide employment 
for our people. 

I intend to advertise our many attractions. For 
the tourists and visitors we have numerous historic 
shrines and many points of interest. For business 
and industry we have perhaps the country’s greatest 
reservoir of skilled labor. 

At this point, I wish to announce that I shall 
appoint an industrial counselor who will be attached 
to the Mayor’s office. His duties will be to promote 
a better understanding between business and the 
city government, and to make every endeavor to 
bring new industry and business to Boston. 

I also shall appoint a labor counselor who will 
serve as the Mayor’s adviser on labor questions 
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within the municipal government, and on any other 
labor matters in the city, into which the Mayor may 
be drawn. 


Because we are an old and historic city, we have 
one problem that is more critical than in many of 
the newer municipalities. That is: 


TRAFFIC 


Every city in this country has been obliged to 
spend many millions of dollars to meet the require- 
ments of the steadily increasing number of auto- 
mobiles on its streets. | 


It must be apparent to everyone familiar with 
conditions in our city that Boston is in danger of 
being strangled by its own traffic unless it moves 
swiftly to meet its threat. 


I will undertake any street widenings which 
will speed up the flow of automobile travel provided 
the cost involved is not prohibitive. I intend to 
confer with city engineers and city planners as to the 
feasibility of widening ‘Tremont street in downtown 
Boston by narrowing the sidewalk along the Common 
and of making other improvements of this nature. 


Many of our most heavily-traveled streets can- 
not be widened, however. The only action that 
can be taken to make possible a free flow of traffic 
over them is to remove the parked automobiles which 
now hinder and impede travel. 


Our traffic and parking problems go hand in 
hand. Many automobiles are left on streets, fre- 
quently in violation of regulations, because there 
are no other convenient places to leave them. 

The construction of an underground garage be- 
neath Boston Common would be an important step 
toward the solution of our parking problem. I 
intend to use every resource to hasten the building 
of this project with private capital, as provided 
under the law authorizing its erection. 

The city’s own off-street parking program will 
be pressed with greater speed. A bill has been filed 
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in the Legislature, asking authority to undertake an 
additional $5,000,000 program to meet this acute 
problem. 

This will be an investment, which, if properly 
handled, should be completely self-supporting. 


HovusInGc 


There is an acknowledged need for carrying for- 
ward our housing program with greater speed and 
dispatch. That will be done in my administration. 

I propose to approach our housing program with 
two objectives in mind: the first, to provide criti- 
cally needed homes; the second, to improve sections 
of our city which need a face lifting. 

At the same time nothing will be done to dis- 
courage private construction of dwellings. I will 
do everything within my power to encourage it. 
There are potential housing sites In some sections of 
our city which, I believe, should be left for private 
development. It would be unwise and unsound for 
us to close the door to those who want to build their 
own homes in Boston. 

As a general policy, it seems to me that housing 
built either with State, City, or Federal funds, and 
subsidized in one way or another, should be for 
families in the comparative low-income brackets who. 
are financially unable to afford adequate homes. 

It certainly is not a sound theory of government 
to have persons in very moderate circumstances con- 
tributing, even indirectly, to provide subsidized 
housing for families in higher income brackets. We 
must achieve some sort of intelligent and sensible 
balance in our approach to this problem. ; . 

It is my purpose to eliminate some of the 
extraneous circumstances which have slowed down 
progress in the construction of new homes. 

As in all other fields of municipal activity, I will 
strive to obtain the best value for each dollar 
expended. All reputable construction companies will 
be invited to bid for our housing work. All bidders 
my have the same opportunity and will be treated 
alike. 
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There are three ways in which Boston can finance 
its housing programs. It can utilize State credit. 
It can use its own credit up to $28,000,000, and it 
can take advantage of a law enacted last year by 
Congress, providing Federal funds with which cities 
may launch redevelopment, slum-clearance programs 
and may construct low-rent projects. 


Boston was originally allocated $48,000,000 under 
the $200,000,000 State housing program. Up to the 
present time the Boston Housing Authority has 
encumbered about $30,500,000 of that amount, 
leaving approximately $17,500,000 still available. 

I have conferred with State housing officials and 
have learned that if Boston presses its housing 
activity effectively and intelligently it may seek 
additional State help with reasonable assurance it 
will be granted. 

April 6 is the deadline for submitting applications 
for further State housing funds. That gives us just 
about three months in which to prepare plans for 
submission to the State Housing Board. ‘Thus, it is 
of vital consequence that this feature of our housing 
program be accelerated. 

The State program offers us an opportunity to 
build homes for the families of veterans. By taking 
full advantage. of the resources available, I believe 
we can ease the housing shortage in the comparatively 
near future. 

The Federal program should provide means to 
rehabilitate some sections of Boston. I find, how- 
ever, that Federal funds will not be available until 
a master plan has been submitted showing all public 
improvements and changes of any nature that may 
be undertaken throughout the entire city. 

I had intended to have such a master plan 
prepared as a matter of thoughtful and intelligent 
city planning. This was prompted by the realiza- 
tion that in drafting programs for housing and other 
municipal improvements we should also consider 
any State plans for those areas. For example, it 
would not be good government to plan a housing 
development for a location only to learn that the 
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State had intended to take the same land as an 
approach to a bridge or for a high-speed, overhead 
highway. 

I shall issue instructions for the immediate draft- 
ing of a master plan for Boston, showing the im- 
provements and changes of all kinds that are con- 
templated by any public agency. I will ask His 
Excellency the Governor for the cooperation of all 
agencies under him, and I am confident we can have 
such a plan ready to submit to Federal authorities 
within a short period of time.* 


Property ASSESSMENTS 


Our assessment picture, especially as it concerns 
downtown commercial property, has been a scrambled 
and confusing one. A stabilization of tax assessment 
values is vital, in my judgment, for the future pros- 
perity and well-being of our business community. 

Adjustments of inequities always will be necessary, 
of course, and property owners cannot be denied 
their right of appeal to the City’s Board of Assessors 
and to the State Tax Appellate Board. 

But there must be, and there will be, an end to 
the practice of juggling assessment figures for the 
purpose of creating a false valuation and a fictitious 
tax rate. 

It is a definite disservice to our city to raise the 
value on a piece of property before the tax rate is 
fixed, lower it again after the rate is established, 
refund an abatement with interest for the over- 
charge, and then place the valuation back at its high 
level for tax rate purposes the following year. 

Any city which uses such methods to hold down 
a tax rate is building its tax base on financial quick- 
sands. I announce now, without equivocation, that 
a halt will be made to the circle of assessment in- 
creases and abatements and that the valuations 
fixed by the incoming Board of Assessors will be 
honest appraisals. 


A MertTrRopouitan Boston 


Some of my informal remarks concerning the 
need for a Metropolitan Boston have been miscon- 
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strued by officials in other cities and towns who are 
zealous to preserve the identities and the traditions 
of their communities. 


I have not suggested, and do not now suggest, 
that any city or town give up either its identity or 
its traditions. But, as I see it, there is a real need 
for some changes which would be to the mutual 
advantage of Boston and its neighboring cities and 
towns. 


Boston, with a population of under 800,000 
persons, provides services for a working day popu- 
lation of about 1,500,000 people. It is the core — 
the very heart — of the entire Metropolitan Boston 
area. It pumps the economic blood into the life 
stream of Metropolitan Boston, and it must con- 
tinue to exist for the good of the entire metropolitan 
area. 

Manifestly, it would be to the advantage of the 
entire Metropolitan Boston section if it could be 
organized into a form of metropolitan government 
which would preserve the entity and traditions of 
each city and town including Boston, and at the 
same time make possible the amalgamation of services 
which are metropolitan in nature. 


A metropolitan city, with Boston as its nucleus, 
would have a.much stronger competitive position 
in the field of business and industry than it now 
enjoys. This is a subject that merits deep considera- 
tion and careful study. Even the branches in the 
sturdiest of oaks will wither and die if the trunk 
of the tree is not strong and healthy. 

I am not proposing that Boston swallow up any 
other city and town. Rather do I urge a sober study 
of possible steps that would assure greater and more 
enduring prosperity for the entire Metropolitan Boston 
area. 


Ciry CouNcIL 
Now may I address myself briefly to the 22 mem- 


bers of the City Council, who comprise Boston’s 
Municipal Board of Directors. 


I need not outline to most of your membership 
the problems of our city or the responsibilities we 
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face. Twenty of you gentlemen have served in our 
municipal government for periods ranging from 2 to 
12 years. 

Nor do I need tell you that in the two-year term 
for which we have been elected the people of Boston 
expect us to work together in harmony for the good 
of the city. I am depending upon your help and 
your understanding cooperation in the months ahead. 

Working together for the common good of our 
city and its people, we can go forward toward our 
goal for a better Boston and earn the approbation of 
our fellow citizens. 

CONCLUSION 


A short time ago, you heard me receive my oath 
of office and pledge myself to uphold the Constitu- 
tions of the United States and of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. That oath has a very deep mean- 
ing for me, as I am sure it has for you. 

I hope and believe that it is unnecessary for me 
to say anything about subversive activity in our city 
government. I am sure there has been none and 
will be none. 

But to those citizens so deeply concerned over 
the present-day threat of Communism, let me em- 
phasize that safeguards already erected against any 
form of subversive activity will be carefully main- 
tained and will be extended if the slightest necessity 
for such action should develop. 

We shall have in our city government an adminis- 
tration by patriotic men and women who believe in 
the American way of life and in the principles em- 
bodied in our State and National Constitutions 
which I have this morning sworn to uphold. 

There is another matter which might well be 
touched upon briefly. Boston has been conspicu- 
ously free from racial and religious strife. Our 
people live, work, and mingle in complete harmony 
as true Americans. There is no room in our city, 
in our municipal government or in our conduct of 
Boston’s official business for racial or religious bigotry 
or intolerance, and there will be none while I am 
Mayor. 
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We have now entered the second half of the 20th 
century. By the standards of this country, Boston 
is an old city. Though its problems are many, they 
are possible of solution. In all the years of our city’s 
existence those who have preceded us have faced 
and have met the challenge of their times. 

The problems of our day are challenging, too, but 
they can and will be overcome if those who have 
real pride and love for our city work together for 
the common purpose of achieving a better Boston. 

We do not grope in the dark. We understand 
our city’s problems. We realize their gravity. We 
can master them; we must not let them master us. 
The term for which I have been elected is two years. 
It is a short period in which to accomplish what 
must be done. With your patient understanding, 
I feel certain real progress can be made before my 
brief term comes to an end. 

Boston has an historic and glorious past. As I 
stand here on my first day as Mayor of this city, I 
sincerely believe that Boston’s future can and will 
be equally as glorious. I am certain that the spirit 
which made our city a great city still burns as strong 
as ever it did. | 

May I conclude this inaugural with these timeless 
words, found in the 110th Psalm, ‘‘The fear of the 
Lord is the beginning of all wisdom.”’’ 

Let us then, in the days ahead, go forward humbly 
and fearfully, seeking His wisdom; imploring His 
guidance; beseeching His blessings on our city, on 
ourselves, and on our children. 

With that appeal to Divine Providence, I assume 
my duties as Mayor of the City of Boston.

CENSORSHIP BOARD 


Miss Mary Evangeline Walker has been designated 
Art Commission member of the Board of Censors of 
Plays for the year 1950. 


NEw Works oF ART 


During the year 1949 this Commission has approved, 
for sites in Boston, three new works of sculpture. First, 
a bronze tablet to Brigadier General John H. Dunn, 
placed on the brick bandstand at Marine Park, South 
Boston, and dedicated October 23. Second, a bronze 
portrait bas-relief with inscription, by John F. Paramino 
(9’ 2’ x 2’ 6’), of Commodore John Barry, “‘ Father of 
the American Navy,” set on an upright block of stone 
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on La Fayette Mall, Boston Common, and dedicated 
October 27. Third, the new monument, to citizens of 
Boston killed in the Second World War; this monument 
was designed by Tito Cascieri, and the sculpture 
executed by John F. Paramino; it was erected at a site 
on the Fenway approved by this Commission, during 
the summer and early fall, and was dedicated on 
October 30. 


UPKEEP 


Since the care and custody of municipal works of 
art are vested by law in the Boston Art Commission, 
we must naturally spend some money annually on 
mere upkeep of city property. Thus, during the year 
we have had the tablet cleaned on the monument to 
Benjamin Franklin in the Old Granary burying ground. 

The ornamental iron fence at King’s Chapel burying 
ground was in poor shape; this Commission has had it 
repaired. The fence at the Old Granary burying 
ground was also found out of condition. This Com- 
mission has replaced pickets which had been broken off, 
and has completely restored the ornamental ironwork. 
At the Monumental Guild Steps, on the Beacon Street 
side of Boston Common, the ironwork was found 
badly out of repair; this Commission has had the 
ironwork cleaned and repainted. We have had the 
Coppenhagen fountain cleaned thoroughly, as it had 
been very much defaced with markings. Nearby, the 
base of the Edward Everett statue has also required 
cleaning. Across the park, the marker at the site of 
Edward Everett’s house has also been renovated. All 
this work was done well within the Commission’s 
budget for General Repairs. 


THe Cost oF VANDALISM 


The statue of Admiral Farragut at Marine Park, 
South Boston, seems, year after year, to be a special 
object for depredations by hoodlums. The Admiral’s 
sword, stolen last year, but recovered, was replaced 
just a little more than a year ago — and again, this last 
October, the buttons on the Admiral’s uniform, the 
buckle of his belt, also his face and hands were found 
covered with yellow paint; and a big ‘““P W” was 
lettered in yellow on his back. No sooner was the 
paint cleaned off than the vandals again defaced the 
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Farragut monument, daubing a lettuce green paint 
over the polished granite base and, to a lesser degree, 
on the bronze figure above. 

Last summer, the statue of the Sailor on the Civil 
War Monument, Boston Common, lost his sword for 
the second time in our experience. The Soldier had 
his gun taken not long afterward. Then in November, 
the bronze Soldier toppled to the ground carrying away 
one panel of the bronze railing below. However, all 
the parts are in safe custody awaiting sufficient funds 
for replacement. 

A large part of our budget goes for this sort of thing. 
Cleaning, repairs, and replacements have confronted 
this Commission with costs for general repair over and 
above our budget. 


COOPERATION 

The White Fund sought our aid in setting up two 
large bronze inscriptions at the entrance to the very fine 
Schoolboy Stadium at Franklin Park. 

In the repainting of the Old State House, inside and 
out, this Commission was consulted. It had served two 
years ago in a like capacity when Faneuil Hall was 
given a thorough repainting job. 


THE SHAW MONUMENT 

In the Art Department’s Annual Report for the year 
ending December 31, 1946, the Commission called 
attention to serious displacement of stones on each side 
of the bronze high relief representing Colonel Shaw, on 
horseback, leading his colored soldiers; also to a bad 
crack across the stone topping the easterly pilaster of 
the Shaw monument. During the year which ended 
December 31, 1947, this Commission had the monument 
repointed all around Saint Gaudens’ bronze high relief. 
This repointing should prevent damage by rain and frost. 

The Art Commission is carefully watching this 
situation, and it plans to have more preventive re- 
pointing done, when any crisis presents itself. So far 
the two ornamental stone railings which border the 
platform in front of the high relief have sagged out- 
ward no further. 


Tur BrREwEeR FOUNTAIN 


When this Commission’s clerk, Henry Copley Greene, 
last February was given leave of absence, without pay, 
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it was understood that he should visit Geneva, Swit- 
zerland, and inspect the original fountain of which our 
Brewer Fountain, on Boston Common, is said to be a 
replica. In Geneva, Mr. Greene found and _ photo- 
graphed, in a lake-side Park, called the English Garden, 
a fountain apparently identical with the Brewer Foun- 
tain. He also learned, on good authority, that there is 
a fountain exactly similar, except that the dolphins are 
lacking, at Lyons, France. 

When Mr. Greene was in Geneva, this fountain was 
playing. He was informed that it was kept playing all 
summer. ; 


Masgor GENERAL Henry Knox TABLET 


The bronze tablet by John F. Paramino, in memory of 
Major General Henry Knox, was removed from its site 
at the Roxbury Heights Tower in early August, 1937. 
After finding it at the Park Department’s storeroom at 
Franklin Park, this Commission decided that this 
tablet should be put in place again. Accordingly, we 
shall restore it to the Roxbury Heights Tower where 
the Commission on Marking Historical Sites originally 
placed it in 1931. 


FANEUIL HALL 


_ Thanks to our good relations with the Public Build- 
ings Department, they have acceded to our informal 
request, through Hector Campbell, the admirable 
janitor, that visitors to the Hall be helped a little more 
in identifying works of art there. Accordingly, clear 
labels now show them who painted the great picture, 
at the end of the Hall, representing Webster’s Reply to 
Hayne; also who made the three busts under it, and 
whom they represent: President John Adams, with 
President John Quiney Adams on his right, and Daniel 
Webster on his left.

In compliance with the provisions of the Revised 
Ordinances, I submit the report of the City Clerk 
Department for the year ending December 31, 1949. 

The expenditure under the special appropriation 
“Recording and Binding of Veterans’ Discharges and 
Mortgages,’ was not required for this year, as the 
backlog of work in recording and binding of veterans’ 
discharges has been completely processed and the 
number of such discharges now being received for 
recording has considerably decreased. 

The increase of $8,397.17 over 1948 in the regular 
expenditures of the office is due chiefly to a three 
hundred dollar salary increase given to 20 employ ees 
of the office during the year.

The City Planning Board submits herewith, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of section 24, chapter 3, 
Revised Ordinances of 1947, its thirty-sixth annual 
report, containing a statement of its acts and doings and 
receipts and expenditures for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1949. 

The Board, at its postponed annual meeting on 
May 24, 1949, re-elected Thomas F. McDonough as 
chairman and Joseph A. Mitchell as vice-chairman for 
the ensuing year. The executive director, Thomas E. 
McCormick, and the secretary, Miss Mary T. Downey, 
were reappointed by the Board. 

There was one change in the membership of the Board 
during the past year. Alfred Beck, Jr., who had served 
as a member since 1943, died suddenly on September 2, 
1949. At its meeting on September 13, 1949, the Board 
adopted the following resolution: | 


“Whereas, Almighty God, in His wisdom and mercy, has 
seen fit to remove from our midst by death our faithful and 
esteemed associate and friend, Alfred Beck, Jr.; and 

Whereas, Alfred Beck, in his six years as a member of the 
Boston City Planning Board, has given generously of his 
time and outstanding ability to the work of the Board; and 
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Whereas, His loss will be felt by the members of the City 
Planning Board to a degree rarely experienced and difficult 
to express; therefore be it 

Resolved, That in tendering our sympathy to his sorrowing 
family in their bereavement, we record our own deep appre- 
ciation of his work and his worth in the service he has rendered 
to the City of Boston; and be it further 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be forwarded 
to the family of our late associate and that they be also spread 
upon the permanent records of the meeting of the City Plan- 
ning Board.” 


Mayor James M. Curley appointed Francis M. Fon- 
seca to serve the unexpired portion of Mr. Beck’s term, 
ending April 30, 1952. Mr. Fonseca took office on 
September 6, 1949. 

Mayor Curley also reappointed Miss Elisabeth M. 
Herlihy and Francis X. Lane for five-year terms on 
the Board, ending April 30, 1954. Miss Herlihy and 
Mr. Lane appeared before the City Clerk on May 16, 
1949, to be duly sworn as Board members. 

During the year fifteen formal meetings and several , 
informal meetings and conferences were held.’ 

As in previous reports, the various problems studied 
during the past year are presented herewith in as much 
detail as appears advisable for the purposes of record, 
while all of the maps, plans, and charts referred to are 
on file in the office of the Board, Room 43, City Hall, 
and are open for inspection.

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- HOUSING AND REDEVELOPMENT 
LEGISLATION 


Continuance of a public housing program was in- 
sured by legislation at both state and national levels. 
By chapter 314 of the Acts of 1949, the General Court 
of Massachusetts extended until May 23, 1954, the 
provisions of chapter 372 of the Acts of 1946, which 
permits local housing authorities to construct dwellings 
for veterans of World War II. The law would have ex- 
pired on May 28, 1951, but for this action. 

The 81st Congress of the United States enacted far- 
reaching legislation under the caption ‘‘ Housing Act of 
1949.” Under Title ITI of the act a six-year program of 
federally aided low-rent public housing was initiated. 
This title is really an amendment of the earlier United 
States Housing Act (1937) and by its terms federal 
financial assistance will be available for the construction 
and operation of 810,000 additional low-rent dwell- 
ings. The City Planning Board has estimated that 
Boston’s share in this program might run to 12,000 
new units in the six-year period. 

Of even greater import are the possibilities under 
Title I of the same act. With slum clearance and urban 
redevelopment as primary objectives, a five-year pro- 
gram of federal aid has been initiated which, for the 
first time, will permit a broad attack upon some of 
Boston’s most serious problems. The law provides 
loans and grants to assist local redevelopment agencies 
(under Massachusetts law, chapter 121, section 26P, 
the local housing authorities are also the redevelop- 
ment agencies) in acquiring and clearing selected areas 
and preparing them for redevelopment. Since reuse 
of the cleared areas is not limited to housing, the possi- 
putes in terms of city rebuilding are obviously mani- 
old 

REDEVELOPMENT PLANNING 


Early in 1949 Mayor Curley directed the City Plan- 
ning Board to draft a program of slum clearance in 
Boston, to be presented to the incoming national Con- 
gress. The Board accepted this responsibility at that 
time because the federal legislation was still in the 
discussion stage and the respective roles of the local 
redevelopment agency and the planning agency were 
not yet definite. A two-fold planning program was 
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adopted: designation of redevelopment areas and prepa- 
ration of preliminary plans for rebuilding, after demo- 
lition and clearance. Because of the acute housing 
shortage and the serious problem of displacement of 
families in the areas to be cleared, the attention of the 
Planning Board was directed first to those blighted areas 
which ought to be rebuilt with housing. ‘Toward the 
close of the year a report was ready which indicated the 
extent of blighted areas in Boston and offered specific 
solutions for redevelopment of seven neighborhoods. 
This report is included herewith as Appendix I. How- 
ever, publication and distribution were withheld at 
that time because the federal housing bill had become 
law and it was apparent that the task of the local 
planning agency was more in the field of general com- 
prehensive planning than in the planning of projects, 
the latter being an assignment which properly belongs 
to the redevelopment agency. 


TRANSPORTATION 
HigHWAY LEGISLATION 


The year 1949 witnessed enactment of long-awaited 
legislation bringing state powers and finances to bear 
upon Boston’s crucial highway problems. The city 
itself had, in 1930, developed a comprehensive plan of 
thoroughfares, the so-called ‘‘Whitten Plan.” Boston, 
however, had been virtually powerless to carry out 
the major proposals of that plan due to their great 
cost and the state of municipal finances. In 1948 a 
joint board appointed by the Governor had made a 
substantial revision and extension of Whitten’s plan 
and recommended state action. Finally, by chapter 
306 of the Acts of 1949 the Legislature authorized the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works to expend 
$37,000,000 and the Metropolitan District Commission 
$8,000,000 for projects within the area covered by the 
1948 Master Highway Plan for the Boston Metropolitan 
Area. Thus was the way opened to building of vital 
links in the arterial highway system and especially the 
so-called central artery traversing Boston’s downtown 
area. 

By chapter 262 (1949) the Metropolitan District 
Commission was authorized and directed to lay out and 
construct a limited access way along the bank of the 
Charles River from Nashua street to Boston University . 
Bridge, including an interchange at Charles and Cam- 
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bridge streets, an underpass from Charles street to 
Nashua street, and alterations in the collinear Boston 
marginal drainage conduit, where necessary. The high- 
way is to be depressed for part of its length and is to 
consist of a pair of two-lane roadways with a center 
dividing strip. Where construction results in reduction 
of recreation lands equivalent area is to be added by 
filling in the river. A swimming pool is to be con- 
structed on the Charlesbank, and that area is to be main- 
tained after construction as an M.D.C. Playground. 

A viaduct from Moon Island to Long Island was 
authorized for construction by the City of Boston under 
the terms of chapter 480 (1949). This project, under 
discussion for many years, will at last provide vehicular 
access from the mainland to the city’s institutions on 
Long Island. The act permits borrowing for this 
project of sums up to $2,000,000 outside of the statutory 
debt limit. 


HicgHway PLANNING CONFERENCES 
With construction of at least a part of the downtown 
central artery assured by legislative action, the attention 
of interested public officials was directed toward choice of 
a specific route. At the instigation of the City Planning 
Board a series of conferences was held, attended by 
representatives of the following agencies: 


Boston City Planning Board 

Boston Traffic Commission 

Boston Public Works Department 

Boston Board of Street Commissioners 
Boston Finance Commission 

Massachusetts State Planning Board 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works 
Metropolitan District Commission 


Two particular problems were studied — connection of 
the northerly end of the artery to Mystic River Bridge 
and to Charles street and connection of the southerly 
end to Atlantic avenue. After consideration of alterna- 
tive proposals, the conference voted approval in principle 
of the following plan as submitted by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works: 


Direct connection of the Mystic River Bridge to Charles 
River dam in the vicinity of Charles street, the main 
connection to downtown Boston to be via a new bridge 
over Charles River just west of the present Warren 
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Bridge and via an elevated highway through Beverly 
street to North Washington street at Haymarket square, 
where a surface connection would be made to Sumner 
Tunnel. Estimated cost, $25,000,000 to $28,000,000. 


Also during 1949 the Boston Traffic Commission sub- 
mitted to the Mayor some twenty-three proposals for 
alleviation of traffic difficulties in various sections of the 
city. These proposals were given due consideration by 
the several department heads having an interest in the 
matter, who were constituted as a Committee on 
Traffic Improvements by direction of the Mayor and 
under chairmanship supplied by the Planning Board. 
As a result of these deliberations, action was instigated 
on a number of improvements, perhaps the most im- 
portant of which was reconstruction of Columbia road 
from Edward Everett square to Franklin Park, ap- 
proximately two miles of highway where the substitution 
of trolley busses for street cars has made possible the 
elimination of the old car reservation and substantial 
widening of the paved roadways on both sides of a newly 
built center strip. When completed, this improvement , 
will be a link in the major highway system, affording 
good access to the center of the city to traffic entering 
Boston via a number of important state highways from 
the outer region to the south. 


Union Truck TERMINALS 

Karly in 1948 the City Planning Board had proposed 
legislation (House Bill 1375, session of 1948) which 
would have authorized the creation of local authorities 
for the purpose of erecting, maintaining, and operating 
union truck terminals. The need for such terminals in 
the Boston area had previously been demonstrated in a 
City Planning Board report, published in 1947. The 
1948 bill had culminated in a legislative order to the 
Committee on Transportation, directing that body to 
give further study to the matter during the ensuing 
recess. The committee reported its findings as House 
Document 2425 (1949). This report outlined the origin 
and development of the proposed legislation, described 
the terminals in New York which were visited by the 
committee, suggested that the problem in Massachusetts 
was confined to metropolitan Boston and was one where 
the solution ‘‘could well be in the creation of a Boston 
port authority having an enlarged scope of activity 
which would include regulation of all types of transpor- 
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tation whether by land, water, or air.”’ The committee 
also proposed a new order which would provide for a 
continuance of the study during the 1949 recess. This 
latter proposal, after meeting with some initial success, 
was finally rejected by the Senate on July 138, 1949. 
Thus the year ended with the truck terminal problem 
a dormant issue. 


Rapip TRANSIT LEGISLATION 


Approval for long-awaited transit improvements in 
Boston was enacted into law during the 1949 session 
of the Legislature. Under chapter 649, the Metropoli- 
tan Transit Authority is to construct and equip an 
addition to the existing Tremont Street subway, from 
Scollay square to Park street, including alterations in 
Scollay, Park Street, and Boylston Street stations, at a 
cost not to exceed $11,500,000. The same act provided 
for construction and equipment of an addition to the 
Washington Street tunnel, from Boylston station south- 
erly to a junction with the existing elevated structure 
near Cedar street at Washington street, in Roxbury. 
The route was to be mostly under Shawmut avenue, 
with subway stations at Union Park street, West 
Springfield street, and Dudley street. Upon com- 
pletion of this work, the MTA was to remove its elevated 
structure from Cedar street northerly to its present 
junction with the southerly end of the Washington 
Street tunnel. The total cost of this project was not 
to exceed $19,000,000. 

The foregoing act was later amended by chapter 
747 (1949) which provides that the new work south of 
Dudley Street station shall be as follows: under Wash- 
ington street in a southwesterly direction to Valentine 
street; thence westerly under private land and emerging 
by an incline to an elevated structure over Columbus 
avenue and Amory street to the easterly side of the 
New York, New Haven, & Hartford Railroad right of 
way; thence following said right of way to Williams 
street; thence crossing private land and rejoining the 
existing elevated structure in Washington street near 
Loftus place. Elevated stations are to be built near 
Columbus avenue at Amory street, and near Green 
street. The existing elevated structure is to be removed 
from its junction with the southerly end of Washington 
Street tunnel to Loftus place. For the work between 
Dudley street and Loftus place the sum of $12,000,000 
is authorized. 
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Finally, under chapter 753 (1949) the MTA is author- 
ized to construct and equip an addition to the Washing- 
ton Street tunnel from its present northerly end near 
Union Street station to the present elevated structure 
at Sullivan square, Charlestown. The route is to be 
generally under or near the present elevated structure 
route. There is to be a subway station at the North 
Station (Boston & Maine Railroad terminal) and 
another midway between City square and Thompson 
square, in Charlestown. The existing elevated struc- 
ture is to be removed between the northerly end of the 
Washington Street tunnel and. Sullivan square. The 
total cost of these improvements is not to exceed 
$24,000,000. 


OFF-STREET PARKING 
LEGISLATION 

The legislative attack on the Boston parking problem 
was carried forward during 1949 in the form of amend- 
ments of two earlier laws. 

Chapter 776 (1949) sets up a new section (22B) in 
chapter 40 of the General Laws and authorizes use of 
parking meter receipts for acquisition and development 
of off-street parking areas, provided that such areas 
are not more than 600 feet from a business, commercial, 
or industrial building which, in turn, is not more than 
600 feet from the nearest parking meter of a group 
comprising at least 30 meters. 

The Legislature also gave attention to the problem 
of ‘‘fringe parking” by conferring upon the Metropoli- 
tan Transit Authority power to establish at or near its 
terminals such off-street parking facilities as the Author- 
ity deems necessary. The act (chapter 798 of the Acts 
of 1949) authorizes borrowing of up to $1,500,000 for 
such parking facilities. 


Essex STREET GARAGE 


The City Planning Board had made a study of 
off-street parking requirements and_ possibilities in 
downtown Boston during 1946 and had reported to 
the Board of Real Estate Commissioners the advisa- 
bility of acquiring three specific sites for municipal 
parking garages. During 1947 the Real Estate Com- 
mission did acquire the recommended sites, had cleared 
them and leased them for private operation as open 
parking lots. Under date of July 20, 1949, the Com- 
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mission asked the Planning Board for its opinion as 
to the feasibility of erecting a garage on one of the 
sites located at Essex and Lincoln streets. After due 
consideration, the Planning Board voted approval of 
an increase in parking facilities at that particular 
location, ‘“‘providing it is determined that the city 
would get a fair return on its investment.” This 
action was transmitted to the Real Estate Commission. 


RECREATION 


LEGISLATION 


In the matter of legislation touching upon recreation 
developments in Boston, the following new laws are 
worthy of note. 


By four special acts of 1949 the trend of recent years 
toward increased state interest in Boston’s recreation 
problems was continued. Chapter 431 authorized the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works and the 
Mayor of Boston to exchange World War Memorial 
Park and Amerena Playground in Kast Boston for two 
new recreation areas, one in the vicinity of Wordsworth 
and Thurston streets, the other in the vicinity of Porter 
street at the so-called airport-approach interchange. 
The two new areas are to include suitable approaches, 
parking spaces, and such other facilities as the Mayor 
and Department of Public Works shall agree upon. 
The Porter Street area is to have a stadium of not less 
than 5,000 seating capacity. Sums authorized include 
$1,300,000 to be expended by the state plus $300,000 
to be paid to the state by the City of Boston, the latter 
sum to be raised through sale of bonds outside the 
statutory debt limit. 

A major extension of the metropolitan park system 
was effected by chapter 509 (1949), which authorized 
and directed the Metropolitan District Commission to 
take or purchase the South Boston and Dorchester 
beaches and shore parks and their facilities, hitherto 
under ownership and control of the City of Boston. 
Further, by chapter 533, the M.D.C. is to construct and 
maintain an outdoor swimming pool on the bank of the 
Charles River in the vicinity of the Allston-Brighton 
district, and by chapter 673 the same agency must 
construct two recreation areas in Charlestown, adequate 
to replace those discontinued because of construction of 
the Mystic River Bridge. 
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A gain and a loss in recreation space will result from 
chapters 73 and 770 (1949). The former authorizes 
transfer (as recommended in the City Planning Board’s 
report on children’s playgrounds, 1948) of school 
property on Union street, Brighton, to the Park Depart- 
ment for use as a playground, and the latter provides for 
a gift to the state of fifteen acres in Boston’s Franklin 
Park (northeast side of Morton street) for use by the 
Department of Mental Health as a site for a 600-bed 
chronic diseases hospital. 


REPORT ON CHILDREN’S PLAYGROUNDS 


Toward the close of the year 1948 the Planning Board 
had completed a study and report on the adequacy of 
distribution of children’s playground space in Boston. 
Areas in which serious deficiencies existed were noted 
and in a number of cases specific remedies were proposed. 
Although the report was submitted to the Mayor during 
1948, it was not made available for public distribution 
until March 15, 1949. It was given fairly broad distri- 
bution and won general acclaim among local recreation , 
authorities as a progressive step in the. continuing de- 
velopment of Boston’s playground system. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL 
LEGISLATION 


Investigations by the Legislature, extending over 
several years, and studies by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health had indicated the desirability, if 
not the absolute necessity, of treating raw sewage prior 
to its discharge into Boston Harbor. The state itself 
had acted prior to 1949 in providing for construction of 
a treatment plant on Nut Island to process the sewage 
of the South Metropolitan Sewerage District, which 
includes a substantial part of the City of Boston. In 
anticipation of eventual legislative compulsion, Boston 
had also developed plans for treating the Sewage of its 
own Main Drainage District (Boston Proper, South 
Boston, and portions of Roxbury and Dorchester) by 
proposed works at Calf Pasture and Moon Island. 
Finally, in 1949, the Legislature did act (chapter 598) 
by authorizing the city to build such a treatment plant. 
Construction is to begin not later than April 1, 1950, 
and to be completed prior to July 1, 1955. For this 
purpose the city may borrow up to $12,000,000 in | 
thirty-year bonds outside the statutory debt limit. 
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The Legislature also directed (chapter 57, Resolves of 
1949) a joint board comprising the Department of Public 
Health and the Metropolitan District Commission to 
make an investigation relative to the disposal of sewage 
in the South Metropolitan Sewerage District and the 
extension of that district. This directive was of interest 
to Boston because a substantial part of the city’s area 
lies within the South District and the city pays a large 
share of metropolitan sewerage costs. 


FORT POINT CHANNEL AND SOUTH BAY 


Proposals for improvements contemplated over many 
years were given further impetus in 1949 by legislative 
resolution directing the Port of Boston Authority to 
study the matter of further legislation necessary to 
undertake the project of filling and improving the South 
Bay and Fort Point Channel area and also to study uses 
for the resulting filled land. Such findings are to be 
reported in the Authority’s next annual report to the 
General Court. 


ZONING 


LEGISLATION 


The basic zoning law applicable to Boston (chapter 
488, Stat. 1924) was amended in a matter of vital 
importance by chapter 537 of the Acts of 1949. By the 
terms of an earlier amendment, the continuance of non- 
conforming land uses was to be prohibited after April 1, 
1961. The new amendment, however, makes _ pro- 
hibition of nonconforming uses effective in all cases 
after April 1, 1986, instead of the earlier date, except 
that if a use became, or shall become, nonconforming by 
reason of a change in zoning boundaries, continuance of 
such use must be allowed for a period of thirty-seven 
years from the time it became nonconforming. 

The Planning Board recorded its opposition to the 
foregoing act in letters to the Legislature and to the 
Governor. These letters, containing the reasons for 
the Board’s opposition, are included herewith as 
Appendix II. : 


REZONING Back Bay 


For a number of years a feeling in certain quarters 
had been manifest that restrictive zoning was dis- 
couraging progressive rebuilding of Boston’s once fash- 
ionable Back Bay area. It was urged that the existing 
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limitation of SO feet on the height of buildings be 
raised, in order to stimulate construction of apartment 
houses at a height consistent with the requirements of 
economic feasibility. The Planning Board gave the 
matter due consideration and under date of March 10, 
1949, released the following statement: 


‘Removal of the 80-foot height restriction in the 
desirable building section of the Back Bay, Beacon street, 
and Marlborough street from Arlington street to Charles- 
gate East, is under serious consideration by the City 
Planning Board, Thomas F. McDonough, Chairman, 
declared last night. McDonough said that a recom- 
mendation may be presented to the Boston Board of 
Zoning Adjustment shortly. 

‘McDonough stated that there had been repeated 
requests from competent concerns for permission to 
erect multiple-story apartment and hotel structures 
in this area. He added that the present height restriction 
prevents the erection of a desirable type of apartment 
house or hotel property because of the economic limitations 
due to the high cost of construction. The Board believes 
that a height of 155 feet is desirable. 

‘““ “The Board is aware,’ McDonough said, ‘that there 
has been an increasing trend on the part of colleges, 
private secondary schools, rooming houses and tax-exempt 
organizations to locate in this area. 

“The Board realizes that unless this trend is halted 
and a new cycle of construction started one of Boston’s 
most desirable areas will become another run-down district 
similar to that now existing in the South End. 

“The location of well-established business properties 
on Boylston street and throughout the adjoining Back 
Bay area could be jeopardized if the trend is permitted 
to continue. On the other hand the construction of 
so-called tower apartment and hotel buildings in this 
area will enhance the value of this district and create 
prosperous tax and revenue-producing properties.’ ” 


MARKET AUTHORITY 


By legislation under chapter 53, Resolves of 1947, the 
Legislature had set up a special commission known as 
the “Market Authority” to study the “handling of 
essential fresh foods within the commonwealth, with 
& view to making recommendations for the improve- 
ment of market facilities for such handling.” This 
commission Was continued in operation by chapter 70, 
Resolves of 1948, with an added function assigned, 
namely, a study of the possibility of “rebuilding of the 
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Boston Market by the construction, operation, main- 
tenance . . . alteration, repair, and removal of 
existing buildings in the so- -called market area 

the creation of the Boston Market Authority and 
defining its powers and duties. 

The report of the commission to Re 1949 session of 
the Legislature (Senate Bill No. 373) outlined the 
scope of the problem and the manner in which it was 
intended to be handled. The commission had, in 1948, 
obtained the cooperation of a marketing division of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, including 
federal matching funds in carrying on the study. 
Toward the close of that year Department of Agri- 
culture specialists began a survey of conditions in the 
Boston market which had for its objective the gather- 
ing of sufficient factual knowledge to permit prepara- 
tion of preliminary plans for an improved, consolidated 
market. 

In June of 1949 a preliminary report was issued in 
which the following conclusions were presented: 


1. The present Boston market suffers from such 


‘“‘major defects (as) . . . lack of properly designed 
facilities with adequate railroad connections and _ plat- 
forms . . . inadequate streets with no parking areas 


and multistory facilities, adding to the cost of 
doing business.” 

2. The present facilities ought to be abandoned, and 
the market located in a new area. 

3. A majority of the present marketmen have indicated 
an interest in relocating their businesses in new facilities. 

4. An adequate site for a modern, consolidated market 
would require a minimum of 150 acres. 

5. There are several sites in the Boston area which 
offer varying degrees of possibility, but the outstanding 
site is in the South Bay area. 

6. The rental yield from the new facilities would be 
ample for operation and maintenance of the market and 
also would permit amortization of the capital investment 
in a period of thirty years. 

7. The savings accruing to food wholesalers would be 
large enough to make tenancy in the new market attractive. 

8. The City of Boston would benefit in terms of 
lowered costs of municipal services in the market area. 

9. The new market ought to be built by a non-profit 
public benefit corporation for which appropriate enabling 
legislation must be enacted by the General Court of 
Massachusetts. 
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In order to develop the study in further detail, the 
special commission recommended that its own existence 
be continued. The Legislature complied, in chapter 28 
of the Resolves of 1949.

INTERIM ReEpPoRT ON A HOUSING REDEVELOPMENT 
PROGRAM FOR Boston 


Summary 


1. The national Housing Act of 1949 offers federal 
assistance for a twofold urban program — the assembly, 
clearance, preparation, and sale or lease of land for 
redevelopment under Title I and construction of low- 
rent public housing under Title III. | 


2. The City Planning Board has designated forty- 
three predominantly residential census tracts as re- 
development areas. These comprise about 10 per cent 
of the residential area of the city and nearly 25 per cent 
of the family dwelling units. While the facts do not 
suggest that complete rebuilding of these areas is neces- 
sary in the immediate future, conditions therein are 
such as to warrant inclusion of substantially all of the 
redevelopment program within these tracts. 


3. Boston’s share of federal loans for slum clearance 
probably will not exceed $15,000,000 over a five-year 
period. To repay this money the city’s redevelopment 
agency can avail itself of $7,500,000 as an outright 
federal capital grant, $3,750,000 of city funds as a 
“local grant-in-aid,’’ and $3,750,000 through sale of 
land to redevelopers, public or private. 

4. These sums will allow for acquisition and clearance 
of three or four project areas, comprising about 125 to 
150 acres, involving displacement of up to 6,000 dwelling 
units, the loss of which might be offset by rebuilding 
4,000 on the project areas, leaving 2,000 units to be 
supplied elsewhere, if the families displaced are to be 


accommodated. 


5. In the building of new dwellings on redevelop- 


ment project areas, the main reliance must be placed 
upon public housing since private enterprise, though 
aided by public subsidies permitted under present law, 
cannot be expected to enter the low-rent field. Public 
housing, on the other hand, can pay up to $2 per square 
foot for sites, erect housing at a density consistent with 
good neighborhood design, and still hold rentals to as 
little as $10 per room per month, including all services. 
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6. The low rent public housing program under 
Title III of the national act will probably allow for 
construction of 12,000 dwelling units in Boston, over a 
six-year period. This is at least twice as much housing 
as can be erected on sites cleared under Title I. 


7. To initiate the redevelopment program a pool of 
at least 1,500 low-rent units must be available for the 
first families displaced. The Boston Housing Authority 
is favorably situated to provide this housing, and a 
beginning should be made forthwith, making use of the 
Cathedral site in the South End and available vacant 
land in East Boston in order that a substantial addition 
to the supply of low-rent housing may be made during 
1950, the first year that a real start can be made on the 
slum clearance program. 


Foreword 


A vigorous program of housing redevelopment is 
vital to maintenance of a state of health in the organ- 
ism that is Boston. Such a program must include both 
elimination of bad old housing, and construction of 
good new housing. Experience offers proof that gov- 
ernmental assistance is indispensable to such a pro- 
eram. This assistance is proposed on federal, state 
and local levels. 

Federal legislation will do little more than furnish a 
part of the necessary funds; state legislation does not 
go beyond supplying the required legal authority; the 
chief responsibility for formulating and carrying out 
the program is left to local government. This very 
great responsibility can be discharged effectively only 
if the problems involved are thoroughly understood 
and the plans are carefully prepared. 

For several months the City Planning Board, by 
direction of the Mayor, has been devoting a substantial 
share of its available resources to this task. The 
Board believes that the subject is sufficiently broad 
and important to warrant publication of its findings 
in a report of major character. Preparation of such a 
report is now under way and it should be completed 
during the current year. However, because enactment 
of federal legislation is expected momentarily, and 
because preliminary action by local government’ may 
be required in the more immediate future, it has seemed 
advisable that the Board prepare, in summary form, 
an interim report of its progress to date.

Legislation — 

An understanding of the law relating to housing 
redevelopment is the first step toward formulation of 
a program. 

By Massachusetts statute (C. 121, Sec. 26P, Mass. 
G. L.) the local housing authorities have all the powers 
necessary for “. . . clearing substandard areas, en- 
gaging in land assembly and redevelopment projects 
and providing housing for families of low income 


; and . . . to receive loans, grants, and 
annual . . . contributions from the Federal gov- 
ernmentor . . . any other source. .’ Local 


aid for housing authorities is authorized in the amount 
of one half of one per cent of the average of the assessors’ 
valuations of the city’s taxable property for the three 
preceding years. The real estate and tangible personal 
property of a housing authority shall be exempt from 
taxation, but provision is made for payment in lieu of 
taxes. 

Federal legislation provides for a twofold program 
in urban areas. Under Title I federal loans and out- 
right grants will be available to local public agencies 
“for the undertaking of projects for the assembly, 
clearance, preparation, and sale and lease of land for 
redevelopment.” Title III provides financial assistance 
in the form of loans and annual contributions for local, 
low-rent public housing programs. 

Land acquired and prepared for redevelopment under 
Title I must be a deteriorated area which is predomi- 
nantly residential in character or is to be redeveloped 
for predominantly residential uses, or if the site is 
principally open land at the time of acquisition it must 
be one which is already platted, impairs or arrests 
sound community growth, and is to be developed for 
predominantly residential uses. 

Federal loans under Title I must be repaid within a 
maximum term of forty years, and with interest at the 
“going federal rate.’”’ Advance loans are available for 
surveys and plans. 


Federal capital grants are intended to enable local 
‘“‘agencies to make land in project areas available for re- 
development at its fair value for the uses specified in the 
redevelopment plans.” Every contract for capital 
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grant shall require local grants-in-aid which, in the 
aggregate, shall amount to $1 of local grant for every 
$2 of federal grant. 

Local grants-in-aid may take the form of cash, or 
donations at cash value of land, demolition, or removal 
work, or site improvements in the project area, or any 
other public improvements of direct benefit to the 
project. 

Redevelopment plans for projects assisted under 
Title I must be approved by the local governing body. 
It must also be shown that there is a “feasible method 
for the temporary relocation of families displaced ; 
and that there are or are being provided . at 
rents or prices within the financial means of the families 
displaced . . . decent, safe, and sanitary dwellings 
equal in number to the number of and available to such 
displaced families and reasonably accessible to their 
places of employment.” 

Federal loans under Title III for low-rent public 
housing are for a maximum term of forty years with in- 
terest at the ‘‘going federal rate’’ of 23 per cent. To 
qualify, the public housing agency must demonstrate 
that there is need for such.low-rent housing and that a 
gap of at least 20 per cent has been left between the 
upper rental limits for admission to the proposed low- 
rent housing and the lowest rents at which private 
enterprise unaided by public subsidy is providing a 
substantial supply of decent, safe, and sanitary housing 
in adequate volume. Construction cost of low-rent 
housing is limited to $1,750 per room, but this may be 
increased to $2,500 if found necessary. 

As in the case of the Massachusetts statute, the 
federal government will require a local, tax-exemption 
subsidy for low-rent housing, but provides also for pay- 
ment in lieu of taxes in an amount not to exceed 10 per 
cent of the shelter rents charged in the project. How- 
ever, in the matter of purchase of sites, cleared with 
federal assistance under Title I, the public housing 
agency enjoys no special advantage, being required i 
make ‘‘payments equal to the fair value of the land,” 1 
the same manner as private enterprise. 


Scope of the Program 


The chief limitation upon a redevelopment program is 
the volume of available funds. 
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It can be assumed that, as a matter of policy, the city 
will strive to 


1. Undertake as broad a program as possible. 

2. Secure as large a share of federal loan and 
capital grant funds as possible. 

3. Hold Boston’s share of the expenses to the 
lowest point possible. 


The federal government will provide, by loans, the 
initial sums required by local agencies for acquisition, 
clearance, and improvement of redevelopment project 
areas. This borrowed money must be repaid. Repayment 
is possible from three sources — sale of land to public or 
private developers, federal capital grants, and local 
‘‘orants-in-aid.”’ 

Federal loans for slum clearance are not to exceed 
$1,000,000,000 over a five-year period. It is highly im- 
probable that the allocation to Boston will exceed 
$15,000,000. 

Federal capital grants are limited to $500,000,000 
over a five-year period. Boston’s share, very likely, . 
will not exceed $7,500,000. This money: is a gift which 
must be matched by a gift on the part of the city of at 
least $3,750,000. 

It is especially advantageous for the city to avail itself 
of federal capital grants, for with this assistance it is 
possible to do $3 worth of work with only $1 of local 
funds. 

The city’s policy can best be carried out by borrowing 
the full amount of available loan funds, $15,000,000. 
This sum can be used to meet the full cost of acquisition, 
clearance, and improvement, including construction of 
any public facilities to be credited as local grants-in-aid. 
Repayment can then be undertaken as follows: 


Proceeds from sale of land to developers (4) . $3,750,000 
Federal capital grants (4) PG rh rg ern 7,500,000

The “new use value” of land to be resold to developers 
can thus be held to as little as one fourth of the entire 
project site cost. | 


_ The scope of a redevelopment program, though 
limited by the number of available dollars, takes tangible — 
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form only when described in terms of acres cleared, 
persons or families displaced, and new housing or other 
facilities provided. Obviously, the more expensive the 
site, the fewer the acres which can be acquired and 
improved, for a predetermined sum of money. ‘The 
decision as to where the funds shall be spent is one of 
fundamental importance, a matter of policy for de- 
termination by those with proper jurisdiction. Wide 
latitude is impossible in this matter for in Boston there 
are extensive blighted residential areas where site acqui- 
sition and improvement costs might vary from $2 to 
$10 per square foot. Preliminary study indicates that 
for the gross cost of redeveloping 1 acre in the North 
End it would be possible to do 1.2 acres in the West 
End, 2.5 acres in East Boston, 4 acres in Charlestown, 
3. acres in Roxbury, or 4 acres in South Boston. 

The scope of the program might also be influenced by 
the extent to which reliance can be placed upon private 
and public housing, respectively. It can be shown (see 
Figs. 1-38, pages 24, 25, and 26) that private housing, 
though enjoying the benefits of more than one kind of 
public subsidy, can yet not be expected to enter the low- 
rent field. Site advantages, having an important in- 
fluence upon rents, are, therefore, of crucial importance 
in determining the possible extent of participation by 
private building interests. Public housing, on the other 
hand, can be justified only on grounds of meeting a 
genuine need for decent housing at rents substantially 
lower than those offered by private enterprise for a ready 
supply of similar, decent housing. Such low rents 
require the additional public subsidy afforded by federal 
annual contributions, (which are not without limit) as 
well as local tax exemption. Manifestly, the program 
of land clearance should be reasonably related to antici- 
pated demands by public and private building interests. 

The volume of public housing is circumscribed by 
three principal legal restrictions, viz., as to available 
funds for construction, maximum number of new units, 
and annual contributions. Boston’s share of the na- 
tional five-year program would comprise, at most, 
12,000 low-rent public housing units, requiring not more 
than $22,500,000 of borrowed federal capital, nor more 
than $4,620,000 annually of federal contributions. It 
can be shown that the estimated amount of annual 
contributions would be sufficient to meet the probable 
deficits incurred by the estimated number of low-rent

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units; federal loans for construction, however, would 
fall far short of the total requirements and would necessi- 
tate substantial private financing of the public housing 
program. 

From some points of view most advantageous ar- 
rangement would be effected if the public housing 
program under Title III of the National Housing Act 
could be constructed entirely upon land cleared under 
Title I. Thus the building of good new housing could 
be accompanied by approximately equal elimination of 
bad old housing and the local housing agency would 
enjoy the benefit of a double subsidy. It can be shown, 
however, that the financial resources available for re- 
development under Title I will be adequate to clear 
less than half the area required for the volume of public 
housing possible under Title III. Thus additional cheap 
land must be found for the public housing program. 
Vacant land would be especially suitable because it 
would afford the means for launching the entire pro- 
gram by accommodating families displaced and, in 
addition, would make possible lower population densi- 
ties in rebuilt areas. 

A summary of the possible scope of a housing re- 
development program so ‘Boston is presented herewith 
as Table I. 


Designation of Redevelopment Areas 


The selection of areas for inclusion in the redevelop- 
ment program involves two phases. First is the designa- 
tion of all areas in Boston which require redevelopment. 
The second phase, an intelligent choice of projects com- 
prising the limited program possible under the law, can 
be undertaken only upon completion of the first phase. 

The determination of redevelopment areas in a large 
old city like Boston is itself a study of major importance. 
Properly, it should be an integral part of a long-range 
plan covering comprehensively all the principal elements 
of community development. Such planning is a truly 
prodigious task for which time and available resources 
do not allow. Hence, limited human experience and 
opinion must be substituted in large part for more exact 
statistical knowledge in designating housing redevelop- 
ment areas. 

Federal and state legislation refer to ‘‘deteriorated or 
deteriorating”? areas, making use also of such terms as 
“blighted,” “substandard,” ‘‘decadent,” and “slum.”

Legal definitions of these terms do no more than enumer- 
ate the factors which give evidence of deterioration, and 
are qualitative rather than quantitative. A list of such 
evidences includes: 


1. Dilapidation, physical deterioration, or ob- 
solescence of residential or other buildings. 

2. Faulty arrangement or design of dwellings. 

3. Lack of ventilation, light, or sanitation 
facilities. 

4, Overcrowding. 

5. Frequent taking of property for nonpayment 
of taxes, or upon foreclosure of mortgages. 

6. Frequent demolition of buildings, without 
prospect of replacement. 

7. Obsolete platting and diversity of ownership 
as preventing the effective use of vacant land for 
sound community growth. 


Actual designation of deteriorated areas suitable for 
redevelopment is, in any case, a local determination, and 
the method is left to local discretion. 

Providence and Baltimore have taken a position of 
leadership among large eastern cities in the matter of 
housing redevelopment. ‘The planners in both cities 
have designated redevelopment areas on the basis of 
concurrence in individual census tracts of a number of 
factors of blight. The following factors were used in 
both cities: | 


1. Dwelling units in need of major repairs or 
having no private bath (U. 8. Census, 1940). 
2. Overcrowding of dwelling units (U.S. Census, 
1940). 
3. High density of population. 
4. High rate of juvenile delinquency. 
5. High rate of tuberculosis. 
6. Decline in property values. 
In addition to the above, the following were used by 
one city but not by the other: 
7. High incidence of fire (Providence). 
8. High percentage of old dwelling structures 
(Baltimore). 
9. Low valuation of dwelling structures (Balti- 
more). 
10. Low average monthly rentals (Baltimore). 
11. High number of welfare cases (Baltimore). 
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Perhaps the most complete and best method for deter- 
mining blight has been developed and used by the 
American Public Health Association. This rating sys- 
tem makes use of penalty scores both for physical 
deficiencies of the dwellings themselves and neighbor- 
hood environment. Five categories of housing quality 
are defined on the basis of total scores, from excellence 
to thorough-going slums. Because of the increasingly 
widespread acceptance of this system, the Planning 
Board believes it to be ideal for use in Boston at the 
earliest possible time. In the interim satisfactory 
results must be achieved with the means at hand. 

By observation, some of the characteristics of blight 
indicate a measure of the physical conditions in and 
around the dwellings themselves, while others relate to 
the social and economic condition of the inhabitants and 
must be regarded as merely symptomatic, and not a 
direct measure of bad housing. Again, some factors are 
of direct importance primarily to the slum residents, 
while others affect also the community at large. If 
some one simple factor could be found to represent 
accurately each of these types of blighting character- 
istics, the designation of redevelopment areas could be 
facilitated. Two major studies by the Planning Board 
during the past fifteen years seem to supply the neces- 
sary data. 

It is probably true that in a free, competitive housing 
market, such as prevailed prior to World War II, the 
quality of housing is reflected by the rentals. In 
Boston nearly 80 per cent of all dwelling units are for 
tenant occupancy and in the higher density blighted 
sections the rate is even higher. Therefore, data on 
rentals would cover nearly all housing. The United 
States Census of 1940 gives complete information on 
rentals and two basic housing deficiencies, viz., lack of 
central heating equipment and private bath. Analysis 
reveals that an amazing degree of correlation exists 
between low rentals on the one hand and these two 
basic deficiencies on the other. (See Figures 4 and 5.) 
The reliable use of rental data as an indication of blight 
is corroborated by the results of a survey in New Haven 
by the American Public Health Association method. It 
was found that 81 per cent of dwelling units in the sub- 
standard sections of that city, renting for less than $25 
monthly, had also one or more basic deficiencies.

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Social characteristics having an adverse effect upon 
the community are probably the occasion for more than 
average expenditures for public services. The income 
and cost survey of 1985 showed disparity between tax 
revenue and municipal costs for individual census tracts. 
Preliminary investigation shows that the residential 
tracts having the greatest tax deficits have also the least 
favorable position when rated on a combination of such 
factors as delinquency and crime, health, and public 
relief, 

The Planning Board believes that there is justifica- 
tion for tentative designation of redevelopment areas 
on the basis of low rental and high tax-revenue deficits. 
A map showing predominantly residential census tracts 
in which both factors prevail is presented as Figure 6. 
The facts do not suggest complete rebuilding of these 
areas as necessary in the immediate future, but the 
Planning Board believes that conditions therein are 
such as to warrant inclusion of substantially all of the 
redevelopment program within these tracts. 

The following are some of the facts pertinent to these 
areas, revealing their substandard character. They 
comprise less than one tenth of the residential area of the 
city and fewer than one quarter of the family dwelling 
units, but they have 


1. More than half of all rental units paying less than 

2.  Five-eighths of all rental units lacking central heat- 
ing equipment. ' 

3. Nearly three-fourths of all rental units lacking pri- 
vate bath. 


Prior to World War II the cost of municipal services 
in these tracts was exceeding the tax revenues therefrom 
by nearly $10,000,000 annually, accounting for more 
than half of such deficit spending for the entire city. 
At the same time among these forty-three tracts could 
be found 


1. Twenty-nine of the worst tracts in the city for 
juvenile delinquency. 

2. Twenty-one of the worst for infant mortality. 

3. Twenty-one of the worst for new cases of tubercu- 
losis. 

4. Twenty-seven of the worst for cases of public relief. 


In general, the housing in these areas is old and tenant 
occupied; 78 per cent of family dwelling units are 
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now more than fifty years old and 86 per cent are 
rented units. Hence, any rebuilding program would 
involve no considerable displacement of home-owners, 
or demolition of modern housing. 


Redevelopment Project Planning 
The objectives of redevelopment project planning are 
outlined in the federal legislation, recently enacted, 
which, in its declaration of policy, proclaims “. . . 
the general welfare and security of the Nation and the 
health and living standards of its people, require housing 
production and related community development 


and the realization . . . of the goal of a decent 
home and suitable living environment for every American 
family: es Le POlCy. «. cee anes 


(to encourage and assist) local public bodies ; 
to undertake the development of well-planned, inte- 
grated residential neighborhoods’’. It is clear that the 
Congress intends more than the mere building of a 
succession of ‘‘housing projects.’’ To encourage ‘“‘re- 
lated community development,’’ the new housing act 
provides that “‘local grants-in-aid’? may be in the form 
of ‘parks, playgrounds, and public buildings or facilitics 
, which are of direct benefit to the _ pro- 
ject. Ais 
Planning concepts, generally, include the belief that 
sound housing developments must follow the patterns 
of good neighborhood design. Indeed, one of the criteria 
employed by the American Public Health Association 
in its housing appraisal technique is a penalty score for 
environmental deficiencies. 


_A redevelopment plan, by federal housing-law defini- 

tion, means “a plan . . . for the development 
or redevelopment of a project area, which plan shall 
mares indicate its relationship to definite local ob- 
jectives as to appropriate land uses and improved traffic, 
public transportation, public utilities, recreational and 
community facilities, and other public improvements, 
and . . . indicate proposed land uses and building 
requirements in the project area.”’ 


Following the preparation of plans, a program of 
redevelopment must be arranged —a schedule of proj- 
ects, so that agreements for financing can be con- 
summated and provision be made for persons displaced, 
as required by law. 
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The selection of project areas should conform to 
certain basic principles. These are the usual maxims 
for good neighborhood design plus the specifications 
of the federal act, by which the site of a project must 
be

A survey of vacant land by the Planning Board in 
1946 show virtually no tracts, predominantly open, 
of five acres or more, within the city limits, which 
impair or arrest the growth of the community because 
of obsolete platting or diversity of ownership. There 
is also an apparent scarcity of deteriorated areas, 
predominantly nonresidential at present, but which 
should be redeveloped for residence. Hence, the 
Board has directed its attention to residential slums 
and has adopted the principle that the first redevelop- 
ment projects should be selected within the residential 
tracts previously designated as redevelopment areas. 


Project planning should observe the basic principles 
of good neighborhood design and make the fullest 
use of present advantages enjoyed by the project 
area. Design standards, not only for housing but for 
“related community development”’ as well, depend 
upon the composition and numbers of anticipated 
residents. The planning of a project should begin, 
therefore, with the selection of suitable boundaries, 
and then proceed with an estimate of desirable future 
population. 

Any reasonable proposal for future population density 
will be the outcome of a reconciliation of two factors 
—design for good living and economics. Success of 
the program as a whole will not be achieved by sacri- 
ficing one to the advantage of the other.

If housing is to be “of sound standards of design, 
construction, livability, and size for adequate — family 
life,’ as stated to be the national housing objective, 
it must be planned with a recognition that housing 
needs are varied. Unless a good reason can be shown 
for doing otherwise, a neighborhood should be designed 
for an average cross-section of urban society. According 
to the U. S. Census of 1940, the average urban family 
includes 3.6 persons, and family groupings are classified 
by types as follows:

Population density can be calculated by use of an 
assumed distribution of dwelling types suitable to 
the requirements of the family groupings enumerated 
above, together with data on area required for the 
recommended dwelling types. Thus, in _ preparing 
preliminary plans for a proposed project in the South 
Boston district, the following assumptions were made: 


1. One third of families with minor children (17.4 per 
cent of all families) to live in single family group housing. 


2. One third of families with minor children (17.4 per 
cent of all families) to live in two-story multiple housing.

Use of the foregoing data and certain other assump- 
tions has resulted in these conclusions: 
1. That a proper diversification of dwelling 
unit types can be achieved with a density of 35 
to 45 families per net residential acre, or about 22 
to 28 families per gross project acre; but 
2. A density in excess of 50 families per net 
acre is inconsistent with good neighborhood design, 
for average conditions. 


The Planning Board has considered the question of 
whether these limited densities are consistent with a 
sound economic status for the redevelopment program. 
Colean and Davist have shown that as between various 
dwelling types the chief factor affecting unit costs is 
the cost of site. The Planning Board has studied the 
effect of site cost upon rentals for various densities, 
according to existing procedures and law applicable to 
private redevelopment on the one hand and public on 
the other. Graphs showing these relationships are in- — 
cluded herewith as Figures 1, 2, and 3. 


Private enterprise, though enjoying the benefits of ' 
more than one kind of public assistance as provided 
by existing law, is yet unable to enter the low-rent 
field. Therefore, only site advantages of a superlative 
order would make redevelopment of slum areas attractive 
to private interests. It is difficult to predict such an 
interest in any of the projects contemplated up to now. 
The main reliance must be placed upon public housing, 
which can pay up to $2 per square foot for sites, erect 
housing at a density consistent with good design, and 
still hold rentals to ten dollars per room per month, 
including all services. 

Tentative plans (Figures 7, 8, and 9) for three projects 
are included herewith, located in the North End, West 
End, and Roxbury. Statistics for these projects are 
also presented in tabular form. It is clear that the 
proposed densities would result in permanent displace- 
ment of more than 3,000 families now residing in the 
areas to be cleared. Although these projects should 
not be regarded as typical it is obvious that only an 
initial surplus of low-rent housing can set the stage for 
an aggressive attack upon slum clearance.

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It appears that three or four projects, depending on 
the sites selected, for a total of not more than 150 
acres would comprise the entire clearance program for 
Boston during the next five years. ‘This involves re- 
placement of about 6,000 dwelling units, 4,000 of which 
might be rebuilt on the localities from which they 
were displaced, 2,000 to be located elsewhere. ‘The 
clearance program should be undertaken in stages in- 
volving displacement and rehousing of about 1,500 to 
2,000 families at each step. Thus, there is a clear 
necessity at the very beginning of the program for. 
that number of low-rent units, for temporary rehousing 
of the first families displaced,.and ultimate housing of 
those permanently dislocated. 

The Boston Housing Authority has a substantial 
program of veterans’ housing under way at the present 
time. This housing, soon to be completed, should be 
of some assistance in relieving the current critical 
shortage in the Boston area. What is needed, however, 
is a substantial supply of low-rent housing reserved for 
families displaced by the slum clearance program. Early 
construction of this housing on vacant sites is essential. , 
The Planning Board suggests immediate building on 
the South End housing site, now vacant, and on available 
vacant land in East Boston. For this the Housing 
Authority should seek federal assistance under Title II 
of the new legislation and proceed forthwith on a 
minimum program of 1,500 units, for completion 
during 1950.

DEAR REPRESENTATIVE CARR: | 

As Executive Director for the City Planning Board 
and Engineer for the Board of Zoning Adjustment, I 
am authorized to place both Boards on record as being 
in opposition to Senate Bill 80, making certain changes 
in the zoning law, so called, of the City of Boston. 

One of the serious and baneful influences on good 
living conditions in many sections of our city is that of 
mixed uses of property, that is, the existence of auto 
repair shops, junk yards, etc., in residential zones. The 
nonconforming or, more correctly, amortization clause, 
was put in the law to eliminate these mixed uses by 
setting a time limit for the amortization period on them. 

Several of the larger cities, such as Chicago, Los 
Angeles, and New Orleans, have this provision, and 
many smaller cities also have the provision in their law. 
In the case of New Orleans, the amortization period 
ended this year, but they have extended the period 
until 1951 pending the working up of basic land-use 
studies. Both of our boards would like to have knowl- 
edge of New Orleans’ experience in putting this law into 
effect before tampering with our present law. 

Mayor Curley has requested that a rezoning study 
be made, in which study one of the major purposes 
would be to consider the effects of the amortization 
clause as it now stands. It is expected that funds will 
soon be made available to start this study. Since the 
law still has twelve years to run, action at this time is 
not necessary. The Boards feel that to add another 
twenty-five years to the period is equivalent to having 
no law at all and believe the law should not be changed 
until some basic studies are made. 
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The intention of the present law is more or less to 
eliminate nuisance uses. In the case of any substantial 
business or industry the correct thing to do is to zone it 
properly. This, of course, can be done now by petition 
and, when a rezoning study is made, it could be done 
by the Board of Zoning Adjustment since they would 
hold general public hearings on new zoning changes 
that they intended to make. 

The Boards feel that it is not in the public interest 
to jeopardize a very important clause in the law without 
proper consideration which can be made only by weigh- 
ing basic land-use material. Our present land-use maps 
and statistics are now fifteen years old.. The prelimi- 
nary motions to bring the study up to date have been 
made. It will require an extra appropriation which 
it is hoped will be granted within the next year. It is 
recognized that some modification of the law would 
have to be made, but it is necessary to have up-to-date 
material before doing so. 

In case money is made available by the federal govern- 
ment for large-scale redevelopment, I think the present 
law would be an aid in that in the taking of substandard , 
property nuisance business and industry could not hold 
out for high prices as their locations have to be amor- 
tized in twelve years. 

To summarize, it is felt that the above-mentioned 
Boards and the Building Department should have the 
opportunity of assembling data and to go over the 
matter thoroughly before any action is taken, especially 
since there is a period of twelve years before the amorti- 
zation clause runs out.

ANNUAL REPORT

FOR THE YEAR 1949.

Sir,— In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION. 


In accordance with chapter 246 of the Acts of 1945, 
registration was held continuously at the central 
office from January 3 to October 19, inclusive, and 
from November 9 to December 31, inclusive. Prior 
to the City Election, registration was held from 6 P.M. 
to 10 p.m. in the twenty-two wards from October 5 to 
19, inclusive, five nights each in two locations in every 
ward. 

NUMBER OF VOTERS. 

At the State Election held November 2, 1948, the 
number of voters on the list was 410,646. The number 
of such voters in the first list published by the Board, 
August 15, 1949, was 370,214. From that time to the 
close of registration for the City Election there were 
added the names of 34,006 voters. Included in this 
latter figure are the names of 10,003 voters who were 
omitted from the 1949 police listing and who were 
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restored to the voting list without reregistration, under 
the provisions of chapter 244 of the Acts of 1947. 
The number of voters on the final list sent to the polls 
on the day of the City Election, held November 8, 
1949, was 404,220, a decrease of 6,426 from the number 
on the list at the preceding State Election. The number 
of voters on the final list December 31, 1949, was 404,366. 


REGISTRATION OF THE PHYSICALLY DISABLED. 


In accordance with the provisions of chapter 715 of 
the Acts of 1945, persons qualified to vote but unable 
to appear at a registration office because of physical 
disability were examined for registration in their 
homes or other places of confinement upon receipt of 
an application for such registration. Applications were 
received from 11 such persons. Of that number 10 
were found to be qualified and were duly registered; 
one was found to lack qualifications and was refused 
registration. Three applications were received after 
the close of registration and therefore could not be 
honored. Persons found qualified to register were 
furnished with applications for absentee ballots for the’ 
city election. . 


SUPPLEMENTARY REGISTRATION OF SOLDIERS AND 
SAILORS. 


Under the provisions of chapter 51, sections 50 and 51, 
of the General Laws, no persons in the military service 
were registered as voters in Boston during the period 
from the close of registration to the third day preceding 
the City Election. 


NOMINATION PapERS AND REFERENDUM PETITIONS. 


The Board received 3,091 nomination papers for the 
City Election on which 87,432 names were certified; 
six initiative petitions consisting of 2,649 papers, on 
which 63,545 names were certified; and one petition for 
recount of ballots cast on which 50 names were certi- 
fied. This makes a total of 5,741 papers on which the 
names of 150,977 voters were certified. 


REVISION OF THE VoTING LIST. 


The names of 4,229 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city, 
and other causes. | 
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JURORS. 


The jury list prepared by the Board in 1949 contained 
the names of 8,726 voters of Boston. During the time 
covered by this report, 2,378 were drawn for jury 
service.

811 total ballots cast. 


VoTING MACHINES. 


The 1949 City Election was conducted with four 
wards (Wards 1, 2, 3, and 4) completely equipped with 
voting machines, and additional machines were in- 
stalled in 70 precincts in various locations in all other 
wards for the first time (except Ward 5, Precinct 4, 
where machines had been in use since 1942). 

Assistant registrars were given instructions in the 
use of the machines, and they were assigned to demon- 
strate the machines to the voters of the precincts 
affected. The voters were notified by postal of the 
opportunity to become familiar with the new procedure, 
and many of them attended the demonstrations held in 
two places in each ward, four nights in each place, during 
the hours from 7 p.m. to 10 p.m. The nights of demon- 
stration were from October 25 to November 3, inclusive. 
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There were 112 voting machine precincts at the City 
Election, and election officers assigned to machine- 
equipped precincts were instructed in their respective 
duties by the Voting Machine Custodian and were given 
certificates when qualified. 

The results as demonstrated at the City Election were 
highly satisfactory. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD 
No change was made in the membership of the Board 
during 1949. Mr. J. Joseph Connors was continued 
as Chairman and Commissioner Everett R. Prout as 
Secretary. . 


EXPENSES OF THE ELECTION DEPARTMENT. 


The expenses of the Election Department for the year 
ending December 31, 1949, amounted to $404,281.85.

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SECTION 1— THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 





SPECIAL COMMENTS. 


A. PERSONNEL. 


The following changes in personnel of the fire force 
occurred during the year: twenty-three (23) retirements, 
thirteen (13) deaths, and five (5) resignations. The 
promotions were ten (10) deputy chiefs, ten (10) dis- 
trict chiefs, twenty (20) captains, and forty-nine (49) 
lieutenants. One hundred and thirty-eight (138) new 
men were appointed, and four’ (4) privates were rein- 
stated. 


B. APPARATUS AND MOTOR VEHICLES. 


The following major apparatus was purchased and 
delivered during the vear:

C. BUILDING PROGRAM. 


The new fire station for Engine 10, Mt. Vernon and 
River streets, Back Bay, was completed on June 1, 1949. 

The new fire station for Engine 55, Washington street 
and Ferncliff avenue, West Roxbury, was completed on 
July 11, 1949. 

A contract was awarded on November 22, 1949, in 
the amount of $126,790, for the construction of a fire

station at Blackinton and Ashley streets, Kast Boston’ 
where it 1s proposed to place in service a new engine 
company, No. 56, when the building is ready for occu- 
pancy. 

A contract was awarded on December 30, 1949, in 
the amount of $1,684,932, for the construction of a Fire 
Department Headquarters and Maintenance Garage 
Building, on Southampton street. This building, when 
completed, will also house the Fire Alarm Division 
Repair Shop and Engine 238 and Water Tower 2. 

On January 25, 1949, the old fire station at 133 Salem 
street, formerly occupied by Engine 8, was abandoned 
and turned over to the Public Buildings Department. 

On August 30, 1949, Engine 44 (fireboat company) 
house and dock at 18 Northern avenue, was abandoned 
by the Fire Department and turned over to the Public 
Buildings Department. The personnel of fireboat, 
Kngine 44, are now housed at 531 Commercial street in 
quarters formerly occupied by fireboat, Mngine 31.

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The year 1949 was an eventful one for the Boston 
Health Department. In addition to the usual routine, 
special activities and new programs were incorporated 
into the work of the Department. 


CHEST X-RAY PROGRAM 


The entire year saw great emphasis placed on the 
preparation for and the execution of the X-ray survey 
which opened on September 21. The vast scope of 
this program is described in detail in the Tuberculosis 
Division and Health Education Service reports. With 
a goal of a chest X-ray for every adult Bostonian, the 
program required extraordinary effort, planning and 
personnel. It is expected that the program which 
succeeded in X-raying over 560,000 people will find 
favorable future reflection in a lowered tuberculosis 
death rate. 


HYDE PARK HEALTH UNIT 


On January 26, 1949, the Hyde Park Health Unit 
was dedicated, bringing the number of district health 
centers in Boston to nine. This unit, modern in 
design and equipment, houses not only Health Depart- 
ment personnel and clinics but also the other official 
and voluntary health and welfare groups active in the 
area. 


REORGANIZATION OF THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


Following the publication of the recommendations 
of the Citizen’s Committee and the Finance Committee 
surveys, intensive study was made throughout the 
year of both reports and the recommendations sug-

gested by them. Several immediate changes were 
accomplished and it is expected that action will be 
taken early in 1950 to amend city ordinances which 
will permit alteration of the basic organization of the 
Department along lines different from the present 


setup.

A new set of regulations governing quarantine and 
isolation of patients and contacts was adopted during 
the year. The standards set by the American Public 
Health Association and the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health were followed in most instances, 
with the result that the length of the isolation period 
was sharply reduced in several diseases. Copies of the 
regulations have been distributed to all physicians, 
hospitals, and schools in the city. Both public and 
parochial schools have adopted the new standards per- 
mitting unified communicable disease control. 


ANTERIOR POLIOMYELITIS 


After more than a decade of unusually low incidence, 
1949 experienced the largest number of cases of an- 
terior poliomyelitis since. the epidemic peak year of 
1916. Although 277 resident cases were reported, only 
4 deaths resulted. Boston hospitals also cared for 873 
nonresident cases, 30 of which resulted in death. 

Of the 277 cases reported, 97 were of the paralytic 
type, 142 nonparalytic, and 38 bulbar. Paralysis fol- 
lowed the usual pattern, with 15 to 20 per cent showing 
paralysis and less than 1 per cent resulting in serious 
handicapping. 


DIPHTHERIA 


An increased incidence of this disease was again 
noted in 1949, with 215 resident cases and 30 resident 
deaths being reported. Although cases and deaths still 
occur occasionally in the younger age groups, em- 
phasizing the necessity for continued vigilance in the 
immunization and booster dose program, an increas- 
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ing incidence is observed in the older age groups. The 
30 deaths, for example, occurred in the following age

Two thirds of the deaths occurred in persons over 
thirty years of age. This brings out the necessity for 
readjusting ideas regarding diphtheria so that it be 
regarded also as a disease of adults and not primarily 
one of children. 


"GERMAN MEASLES" 

Two hundred and sixty-five resident cases were 
reported during 1949. While this is generally con- 
sidered a mild disease of little public health signifi- 
cance, medical research has revealed that German 
measles contracted by the mother in the early months 
of pregnancy lead to congenital defects in the newborn. 
Intensive study of German measles as it is related to 
pregnancy is being made and it is hoped that a control 
program will result which will minimize the possibility 
of congenital defects. 


LOBAR PNEUMONIA 


This disease is no longer reportable. 
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MALARIA 


Only one resident case was reported during 1949. 
The experience of the last few years indicates that no 
danger of infection from service-contracted cases exists. 


MEASLES 


Only 864 cases were reported in 1949, as contrasted 
with 7,890 in 1948. This pattern is usual, since measles 
generally occurs in three-year cycles of increased in- 
cidence. No deaths were reported — the fourth con- 
secutive year to achieve this favorable record. 


MUMPS 

As was the case with measles, 1949 was a year of low 
incidence of mumps, with only 783 cases reported. In 
1948, 3,046 cases occurred. Therapy with reacti- 
vated pooled plasma aids in the elimination of un- 
favorable complications. 


SCARLET FEVER 


No deaths were reported for the fourth consecutive 
year, although 1,750 cases occurred. Modern therapy 
has provided excellent -control of this disease and the 
crippling complications are seldom seen. The new 
quarantine regulations adopted during the year have 
resulted in shortening the isolation period for patient 
and contacts. . 


TYPHOID FEVER 


Four cases and one death were reported. These 
resident cases are usually traceable to out-of-town in- 
fection or to carriers. The Boston water supply has 
never been found to be responsible for any case. 


VENEREAL DISEASE 

The number of reported cases of syphilis continued 
the decrease noted three years ago, with the result 
that only 804 cases were recorded. Gonorrhea cases 
remained at substantially the same level as in previous 
years, with 1,817 cases reported. Modern therapy, 
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with adequate free treatment available to all requiring 
it, opens the way for eradication of these diseases in 


the near future. 


WHOOPING COUGH 

1949 showed a sharp increase in this disease over 
1948, with 1,244 cases reported. No deaths, however, 
occurred. Since the danger of complications and death 
is greatest under two years of age, it is important that 
immunization of the infant be carried out at the earliest 
possible age with booster doses administered when 


conditions so indicate. ; 


DOG BITES 

Although 3,139 bites were reported, of which 235 — 
were face bites, the virtual freedom enjoyed from both 
human and animal rabies eliminates much of the danger. 
Antirabic treatment, though initiated with face bites, 
can generally be discontinued due to favorable reports 
on the condition of the biting animal. 


NURSING AND CONVALESCENT HOMES AND HOMES FOR THE AGED 


1949 saw the transfer of this function from the 
Department of Public Welfare to the State Depart- 
ment of Public Health, under the authority of the 
General Laws, chapter III, sections 71 to 73, inclusive, 
as amended by chapter 618 of the Acts of 1948, which 
provides for the licensing of boarding homes for the 
aged as well as for the licensing of hospitals, sanatoria, 
and convalescent homes by the Department of Public 
Health. 

These rules and regulations for the licensing of board- 
ing homes and nursing and convalescent homes were 
approved and adopted at a meeting of the Department 
of Public Health on November 3, 1948. 

The Boston Health Department is responsible for 
the coordination of official inspections and reports per- 
tinent to these institutions. Intensive inspections 
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are made by this Department on all the above institu- 
tions referred to it by the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health.

Nursing Division — Boston Health Department 
Food Division — Boston Health Department 
Housing and Sanitation — Boston Health Depart- 
ment. 


Upon receipt of satisfactory inspection reports from 
the various Divisions involved, recommendations are 
made to the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health for the issuance of a license. 

With the obvious keen interest of the public con- 
cerning the health and safety of occupants of these 
institutions, a voluminous amount of work is entailed 
in the detailed records kept in the office of the Medical 
Division. Thus far requests for inspections from the 
State Department of Public Health on these institutions 
have numbered approximately 122, which obviously 
entails eight or more inspections for each request. 

In addition to the preceding function of the Medical 
Division the usual number of inspections of boarding 
homes for infants, day nurseries and hospitals were 
carried out. The inspections of these institutions also 
involved practically the same number of inspections 
for each institution.

The past few years have shown a steady decrease in 
the tuberculosis mortality, and for the first time in 
the history of the Boston Health Department there 
have been less than 400 deaths. The mortality rate 
for 1949 was 49.3, and there were 392 deaths, of which 
378 were pulmonary.

MASS CHEST X-RAY PROGRAM 

The success with which mass X-ray programs operated 
in the large cities in which they were carried out 
prompted the local authorities and the United States 
Public Health Service to arrange for a similar program 
in Boston. A date was tentatively set for the middle 
of September, and on the twenty-first of September 
the program finally got underway. It was definitely 
slated to close on the fifteenth of January, 1950. This 
program was advertised as the greatest health measure 
sponsored by the city. At least it was the most en- 
thusiastic. Organizational work was arranged by the 
personnel of the Boston Health Department and the 
U.S.P.H.S., who were instrumental in coordinating 
the efforts of a large citizens’ committee and the various 
agencies situated in the Boston area. The nursing 
profession contributed a great deal of time to organiza- 
tion and publicization of the program. The medical 
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profession wholeheartedly cooperated in advising pa- 
tients to be X-rayed, and medical specialists helped in 
setting up standards for diagnosis of heart and lung 
diseases and also participated in interpretation of 
films. There were 18 to 23 X-ray units operating 
throughout the city, some of which were mobile and 
others stationary. They were manned by personnel 
of the U.S.P.H.S. and the Boston Health Department. 

The Survey Headquarters was located at 65 Forsyth 
street, Boston, in a building loaned by Northeastern 
University and a large staff of workers, federal, city, 
and state, were engaged in administrative work. In 
addition, industry donated most of the office equip- 
ment and loaned the program their personnel. 

A retake center was set up in the Buddies’ Club on 
the Boston Common, which is centrally located, and 
it was here that patients with abnormal photofluo- 
rographiec X-ray films came for the conventional 14 x 17 
film. The X-rays were interpreted by leading specialists 
of the city or the U.S.P.H.S., and when any pathology 
was found the patients were referred either to their 
own physician or to an appropriate clinic. 

A diagnostic center was set up in the South End 
Health Unit in Boston, where a patient might have 
further diagnostic tests if he so desired. The staff 
worked so well that only three cases who were advised 
to have sanatorium treatment failed to comply with 
the request. 

Toward the close of the year there were close to 
400,000 people X-rayed, and there was no letup in the 
enthusiasm of the people. There were no_ break- 
down figures available at the end of the year.* 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


The nine health units continued to function as usual, 
and tuberculosis clinics were available in each clinic 
at least once a week, where diagnostic facilities such

erent and other X-rays taken during the period raised the final total of 70mm. X-rays 
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as X-rays and tuberculin tests were available. To- 
ward the latter part of the year gastric lavage and 
guinea pig inoculations were transferred from the South 
End Health Unit to the Laboratory in Haymarket 
Square. Pneumothorax clinics were well attended 
every week at an afternoon and evening clinic. 

Weekly discussions were held at the South End 
Health Unit by members of the medical, nursing, and 
medical social departments where current problems 
were gone over and solutions attempted. 

The weekly staff conferences of the Tuberculosis 
Division were held as usual, and many interesting cases 
were presented. These staff conferences are avail- 
able to the medical profession.

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The boys and girls of today are the men and women 
of tomorrow. Everything which can be done for the 
conservation of child health and the prevention of 
disease for our young and growing population spells a 
physically and mentally healthier citizenry. 

It is refreshing to note the continuing progress in 
this field on a national, state, and local level. Much 
of the progress which is taking place is influenced by a 
growing appreciation on the part of parents of the 
importance of child health conservation, reflected not 
only in the number of increasing visits to municipal 
health clinics, but also in the importance and greater 
utilization of the family physician as a most valuable 
guide in a program for disease prevention.

It is pleasing, indeed, to report most satisfying prog- 
ress revealed in the lowest number of infant deaths, 
with a consequent lowest infant mortality rate from 
this cause in the history of the city, namely, 25.8 
infant deaths for every 1,000 live births. 

Attention is also called to the establishment of a most 
enviable record in the field of maternal health. Out 
of 15,563 births during the past year, there were but 7 
maternal deaths, establishing a maternal death mortality 
rate of 0.4 for every 1,000 live births. 

The establishment of the Health Department’s re- 
sponsibility in the field of premature baby care will 
play an important part in the further reduction of

infant deaths, since a very substantial proportion of 
the total loss of infant life occurs among this group. In 
October, 1949, the new law for the protection of pre- 
mature babies went into effect, placing the respon- 
sibility upon the Health Department for transporta- 
tion of premature newborns to a facility adequate for 
their care. The Health Department is further charged 
with the responsibility for financing such care of babies 
weighing 43 pounds or less, this responsibility being 
assumed after study of settlement and the financial abil- 
ity of the parents to pay. This is indeed a forward step 
in the protection and furtherance of infant health. 

During the past year, an increase in attendance 
occurred at the long established Well-Child Confer- 
ences which function in 18 stations throughout the 
city. These visits during 1949, totaling 55,000 in 
number, not only furnish rich opportunites for physical 
examinations and instructions on the care of the grow- 
ing child, but also for immunological procedures, in- 
cluding protection against diphtheria, whooping cough, 
and tetanus. |

SUPERVISION OF SCHOOL HYGIENE IN THE PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 

The Health Department, in active and most pleasant 
cooperation with the Archdiocesan Director, has ear- 
ried on its important program in the parochial schools 
of the Boston area. This program is in keeping with 
requirements of school child health procedures, in- 
cluding physical examinations of children in selected 
grades, health education, and medical and nursing 
supervision. 

The number of children inspected, as well as physi- 
cally examined, during the past year exceeded the 
total in 1948.

HEALTH UNITS 


Bostonians are familiar with the prominent part 
played by the health units in the historic development 
of this type of health service in this and other countries. 
An experimental health unit was first opened to the 
public on Blossom street 35 years ago. The health 
and welfare programs, integrating the efforts of the 
official and voluntary groups in the above field, have 
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meant better services to the people in the areas in 
which nine health units are now functioning. An ad- 
ditional health unit will soon be opened to the public 
in Dorchester. Among the activities carried on are 
prenatal, infant, and preschool clinics, dental, facilities 
for diagnosis of tuberculosis, refraction services, public 
health nursing, and health education. As already men- 
tioned, these public health measures are supplemented 
by the activities and programs of the relief agencies. 


DAY NURSERIES 

The medical inspectors continued to visit the day 
nurseries located in their districts, and were also charged 
with the responsibility for medical supervision of 
the day nurseries on the roofs at the health units. 
Total visits during 1949 were 507.

DENTAL SERVICE 


Rapid progress was made by the Dental Service in its 
program of education and preventive dentistry. Almost 
37,000 children attended the dental clinics during 1949 
and 25,000 received prophylactic treatment with a 2 per 
cent topical application of sodium fluoride. 

With the opening of the clinic in the Brighton section, 
twelve dental clinics are now available which provide 
service to children within easy distance from home or 
school. 

Special emphasis was placed on completing each 
child’s dental work in a minimum of time so that the 
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child would lose as little time as possible from school. 
As a result, the number of visits averaged but three to 
each patient.

HEALTH EDUCATION SERVICE 
COMMUNITY HEALTH EDUCATION 

Throughout the entire year, the main energies of the 
entire Health Education Service staff were concentrated 
on the tuberculosis X-ray program. The procedure of 
X-raying an entire adult population presented an 
educational problem of large magnitude. Even under 
an ideal situation, it would have been difficult to reach 
the goal of an X-ray for every adult fifteen years of age 
or older, but a short-term intensive program, while 
advantageous in many respects, presented a far from 
ideal situation. 

Perhaps the greatest handicap encountered was time. 
In the nine months which elapsed from December 17, 
1948, when the final papers were signed assuring Bos- 
ton of the services of the federal X-ray team until the 
opening of active X-raying on September 21, 1949, it was 
necessary to recruit and train additional staff members 
and to enlist the aid of an army of volunteer workers. 

The success of the program in taking over 550,000 
X-rays in the 16-week period allocated to it is a reflec- 
tion of the sincere and capable efforts of many individ- 
uals and groups, both professional workers and highly 
trained volunteers, who worked night and day to make 
the program a success. The Health Education Service 
staff benefited enormously from its participation in the 
program and gained experience which will doubtless 
prove of great value in future Health Department 
programs. 

A detailed report of the program will be prepared in 
separate form, outlining the organization, its strengths 
and weaknesses, its activities, and the results gained, 
so that only a brief statement will be presented here. 
The Health Education staff were all assigned to the 
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community participation division of the program and 
worked with the five committees having the responsi- 
bility of bringing the public to the X-ray machines, 2.e., 
public information, locations, business and industry, 
schools, and neighborhood. Each committee was under 
the chairmanship of a volunteer who enlisted the aid of 
various leaders in the city. It has been estimated that 
over 12,000 volunteer workers were recruited to assist 
the educational program, including canvassers, host- 
esses, committee workers, and telephone canvassers. 
A measure of the success of these efforts may be gained 
from the fact that the Boston program took an average 
of 294 X-rays per machine per day — more than in 
any other city to date having a similar program. 


SCHOOL HEALTH EDUCATION 


The program of the Health Education Service in the 
parochial schools of the city during the past few years 
has concentrated very largely on assisting the class- 
room teacher to become better acquainted with the 
aims and materials of health education. A well-in- 
tegrated program of health education in the schools 
requires good health practice as well as information, 
and must operate through a satisfactory school plant, 
a good medical service program, qualified teachers and 
a modern well-taught curriculum. 

The efforts of the Health Education Service since 
1943 have been employed in assisting the diocesan 
superintendent in carrying out this type of well-rounded 
health education program. 

In August the annual Diocesan Teachers’ Institute 
afforded an opportunity to present a program on health 
education. A panel discussion was arranged with 
sisters representing five teaching orders, under the 
leadership of Miss Beryl Roberts, Associate in Health 
Education, Harvard School of Public Health. Before 
an audience of 225 sisters the panel group presented a 
discussion of problems commonly encountered in the 
classroom and suggested possible solutions. Partici- 
pation from the audience was excellent, and the entire 
session reflected the increased interest in and acceptance 
of health education as a classroom subject. 





The year 1949 was one of increased activities, prog- 
ress, and adjustments to new and changing situations. 


CHEST X-RAY PROGRAM 

The mass X-ray program in which the nurses partici- 
pated required an increased amount of nursing service. 
This program, in cooperation with the United States 
Public Health Service, officially started September 21, 
1949, but the planning necessarily started long before 
that date. The U.S.P.H.S. assigned a public health 
* nurse to the Health Department for the period of one 
year, starting July 1, 1949, to act as a public health 
nursing consultant and liaison officer to the Public 
Health Nursing Service and the Tuberculosis Division. 
This arrangement has been invaluable in such matters 
as interpreting objectives, the place of the nurse in the 
X-ray program, and assisting in activities designed to 
promote a better understanding of tuberculosis and the 
care of the tuberculosis patient on the part of all nurses 
in Greater Boston. 

Cooperating with Nursing Committee of the Boston 
Chest X-ray Survey, a very successful Tuberculosis 
Institute was held on September 21, 1949, in the Gard- 
ner Auditorium of the State House. There was an 
attendance of over 775 nurses from Greater Boston. All 
Health Department nurses attended either the after- 
noon or evening session or both. 

Eight staff nurses and one supervising nurse from the 
Health Department were assigned to the Retake Cen- 
ter, and one supervising nurse and one staff nurse were 
assigned to the Diagnostic Center for the duration of 
the survey and as long afterward as necessary. In 
addition, the staff as a whole participated in necessary 
follow-up work. 
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Relationship of the public health nurse to the medical 
social workers assigned to the X-ray program neces- 
sitated clarification of duties and adjustment of policies 
in the tuberculosis field. To that end, conferences on 
policies affecting the Tuberculosis Division and the 
Public Health Nursing Division have been scheduled 
for early discussion. 


FIELD STUDENTS 


The student program has progressed satisfactorily 
and is contributing to greater understanding of the 
work of the nurses in the Boston.Health Department.

Miss Mary Welsh, supervising nurse, has been as- 
signed to the Headquarters Office and also has charge 
of the student program. Miss Welsh plans for alloca- 
tion of students, content of their experience, and 
handles the orientation period with class work, obser- 
vation of various activities of the Health Department, 
and special excursions. These excursions include visits 
with the students to the South Department of the 
Boston City Hospital for observation of communicable 
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disease work; Boston Sanatorium for observation of 
the tuberculosis patient; and the Sheltered Workshop 
conducted by the Boston Tuberculosis Association for 
observation of rehabilitation of tuberculosis patients. 
All new nurses appointed to the regular Health Depart- 
ment staff are included in these excursions. 


SCHOOL NURSING PROGRAM 


In order to implement the program for the nurses 
in the parochial schools and to help the nurses carry 
out with some uniformity the policies and procedures 
as outlined in the Nurses’ Manual, Miss Cecilia Murphy, 
supervising nurse, has been assigned to visit the various 
schools and go over the work with the nurse and prin- 
cipal of the school. This will give the administration 
more detailed knowledge of the nurses’ work in the 
schools and help to clarify the nurses’ thinking in re- 
gard to what is required and also help to eliminate 
unnecessary procedures. 


IN-SERVICE TRAINING 


New nurses appointed to the staff are given a special 
orientation period by Miss Murphy. This includes 
administrative policies and procedures and information 
regarding the scope of the whole Health Department 
program, so that nurses may more readily see how pub- 
lic health nursing fits into a modern municipal health 
department program. 


CARE OF PREMATURE INFANTS 


With the passage of the new law requiring premature 
infants to be reported to the Health Department, the 
Nursing Service has taken greater responsibility in the 
home follow-up of these infants after they leave the 
hospital. Up to December 31, 1949, 159 premature 
babies were reported for intensive follow-up. This 
included demonstrations and teaching to parents re- 
garding the care of their premature baby. The physi- 
cians in the hospitals on a regular referral blank notate 
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information regarding the condition and weight of the 
baby and instructions regarding care and feeding. 

Report on home conditions is returned to the hos- 
pital by the nurse prior to the infant’s discharge, and 
later reports are sent to the hospital as indicated. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Referral plans which were put into effect in 1948 
have developed rather slowly but on the whole satis- 
factorily. Referrals certainly have increased the knowl- 
edge of the work of the participating organizations 
and should help in more effective use of present health 
resources. 

Because of the pressure of new work and a greatly 
depleted staff, some activities have had to be some- 
what curtailed. Sixty-seven boarding and convales- 
cent homes for the aged were visited by the nurses 
during 1949. The number of home visits to well 
children in the child hygiene group dropped from 41,310 
in 1948 to 40,144 in 1949, a drop of 1,166 visits. How- 
ever, the time given to baby and preschool confer- 
ences increased by 1,423 hours. 

Visits to cases of communicable disease also decreased, 
partly because a revision in the rules regarding visiting 
to communicable disease eliminated some of the pre- 
viously required follow-up visits by the nurses. 

The amount of service given to day nurseries and 
nursery schools has decreased because of insufficient 
personnel. 

Work on the revision of the Nurses’ Manual has 
been delayed for the same reason.

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At this mid-century mark, the activities of the Bac- 
teriological Laboratory reflect the result of the dis- 
semination and assimilation of public health informa- 
tion and practice in the decrease of certain types of 
specimens submitted for the diagnosis of acute infec- 
tious diseases of bacterial etiology. Increasingly suc- 
cessful immunization programs of both private and 
public physicians and clinics have curtailed incidence 
of many previously highly incidént childrens’ diseases. 
The tools of health education, epidemiology, environ- 
mental sanitation, and medical knowledge have com- 
bined to make diagnostic bacteriology increasingly an 
implement in public health service. 


CERTIFICATION 

The established performance of diagnostic bacterio- 
logical and serological examinations in the Laboratory 
as recertified by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health was augmented early in 1949 by the as- 
signment of additional enteric work formerly done 
by the State Diagnostic Laboratory. 


CHEST X-RAY PROGRAM 

Active participation of the Laboratory in the city- 
wide, U.S.P.H.S. sponsored, mass X-ray program of 
1949 well illustrates the correlation of divisional activ- 
ities with departmental projects. Preliminary to the 
initiation of the program, the Laboratory was fortu- 
nate in having two bacteriologists observe the per- 
formance of specialized tuberculosis culture work at 
the New York Hospital, supervised by Rene J. Dubos of 
Rockefeller Institute. This procedure was followed 
as a research problem on comparative media for the 
successful isolation of M. tuberculosis by culture. The 
laboratory staff was increased by a technician trained 
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in tuberculosis culture methods, who was supplied by 
the U.S.P.H.S. for the duration of the sponsored pro- 
eram. The number of examinations for tuberculosis 
of all types of body fluids, made by cultures verified 
by guinea pig inoculations, was 1,448 in 1949, an in- 
crease of 617 over 1948. Simultaneously with the 
momentum of the X-ray program, the number of sputum 
specimens submitted for routine examination progres- 
sively increased—for example, October, 471, November, 
653, and December, 710. In the latter part of the year 
the Bacteriological Laboratory assumed the responsibility 
of collecting gastric specimens from individuals de- 
tected by X-ray examination as_ possible patients 
suffering from TB. This additional service continued 
the initial work performed at the South End Unit 
Diagnostic Clinic. 


ALLERGY STUDY 

The work undertaken in 1948 of a daily pollen count 
for this section of Boston was continued from March 
through September. However, since the summer was 
peculiarly dry, and this area definitely an intown one, 
the counts have been released only for study. It 
is hoped that, in the immediate future, the results will 
prove valuable to both allergists and the public. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 

Cooperation with the Health Education Division 
resulted in the preparation of material for a graphic 
exhibit, ‘Focus on TB,’ shown both at the Mas- 
sachusetts Dental Association Convention in Boston 
and the Massachusetts Public Health Conference meet- 
ing in Amherst. 

Again correlation of departmental activities was 
illustrated by the preparation and examination of 
1,500 diphtheria cultures taken by the Massachusetts 
Memorial Hospital, Out-Patient Department, in a proj- 
ect approved by the medical division in an attempt 
to solve the carrier problem among the indigent in a 
circumscribed South End area. 
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QUALITY OF MILK 


No case of disease traceable to the Boston milk 
supply was reported in 1949. 

The new Boston Federal Order Formula referred to 
in the 1948 report continues to function efficiently 
and again gave to Boston a supply of milk without any 
shortage during 1949. This formula works both to 
decrease as well as to increase the price of milk in 
accordance with the supply, demand, and cost of 
production. 


The Milk Inspection Service continued to maintain 
close scrutiny over the milk supply. The chemical 
quality and the bacteriological safety of the milk has 
for many years been maintained at the very highest 
standard. 


QUALITY OF CREAM 


The improvement in the quality of cream referred 
to in the report of 1947 as a project and the improve- 
ment noted in the report of 1949 has been made per- 
manent by the adoption of the following regulation, 
effective January 1, 1950: 


Article XII of said regulation is further amended by 
inserting a new section 5A after section 5 to read as 
follows: 


SrectTion 5A: No person shall deliver, or have in his pos- 
session with intent to deliver, for sale within the City of Bos- 
ton any cream which has a fat content less than 38 per cent 
(obtained as a result of adjustment to the smaller fat con- 
tent), which has not had the fat content so adjusted by the 
addition of raw milk which complies fully with all legal bac- 
terial standards, and which has not been PASTEURIZED 
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AFTER said adjustment to that fat percentage which is to 

be delivered to the final consumer. 

Boston now has delivered to the final consumer 
pasteurized cream which is placed in the final container 
at the establishment for the pasteurization of milk 
where said cream was pasteurized. This provision, 
so obviously required by good sanitary practice, had 
seemed impossible of attainment because cream, if 
this city 1s to have a supply of cream, must come in 
bulk from shipping points 1,500 miles away, more or 
less, and be pasteurized at the shipping point. 


CONTAMINATION OF MILK AND CREAM AFTER 
PASTEURIZATION 


The following regulation sets a bacterial standard 
for contamination after pasteurization. Such contam- 
ination is picked up by the pasteurized milk or cream 
flowing over cleaned but not sterile equipment. Sterili- 
zation of such equipment is easily done by hot water 
at a temperature not less that 180° F. when used in 
sufficient quantity. The requirements of the Depart- 
ment will so provide, and anyone following the _ pro- 
cedure set forth in ‘““Hot Water Sterilization” can easily 
comply with the standard set by the following regula- 
tion, to become effective January 1, 1950: 

Article XII of the existing regulations is amended 
by inserting a new section 2B after section 2A to read 
as follows: 


SEecTION 2B: No person shall deliver, or have in his pos- 
session with intent to deliver, for sale within the City of 
Boston any pasteurized milk or cream which contains 
more than THREE colonies of COLIFORM BACTERIA in ONE 
CUBIC CENTIMETER under the following conditions. When 
a sample of pasteurized milk or cream is found to contain 
more than THREE colonies of COLIFORM BACTERIA in ONE 
CUBIC CENTIMETER, thereupon a notice thereof shall be sent 
to the owner of the business. Within twenty days after 
such notice has been sent samples of pasteurized milk or 
cream may be taken from not less than three different con- 
tainers on the same day and it shall be deemed to be in viola- 
tion of this regulation if more than two of such samples 
contain more than THREE colonies of COLIFORM BACTERIA in 
ONE CUBIC CENTIMETER. 
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During 1949 the Food Division continued its pro- 
eram of education and supervision over all aspects of 
the food sanitation problem in Boston. Restaurants, 
lunch rooms, catering establishments, food stores, food 
terminals, markets, food warehouses, and food process- 
ing plants were inspected and supervised to the limit of 
the man power available to the Food Division. Swab- 
rinse samples of eating and drinking utensils for bac- 
teriological examination were collected from 891 estab- 
lishments. In addition, inspections were made of push- 
carts offering food for sale, of frozen desserts, of bakeries, 
boarding homes, day nurseries, and hospitals, of plants 
manufacturing non-alcoholic beverages, and of various 
other establishments. In all, a total of over 138,000 
inspections were made. 


EDUCATION YS. POLICING 


The problem of food sanitation is only partly re- 
solved through constant supervision. In order to 
bring it to a proper level of sanitary achievement, a 
constant effort must be made to educate all concerned 
in the principles and requirements of sanitary practices. 
Thus every effort is made to use each inspection as a 
basis for an educational experience. Similarly, every 
laboratory examination of eating and drinking utensils 
is utilized in the same way, especially where the lab- 
oratory findings indicate the necessity for improvement. 
Special educational literature is distributed to workers 
and operators. Special group meetings are held 
throughout the year for consultation and for instruc- 
tions. Every effort is made to bring about improve- 
ment in food sanitation through education rather than 
through police procedures. 
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SELF-INSPECTION, SELF-EDUCATION, SELF-SUPERVISION 

During the past nine years special efforts have been 
made to improve restaurant sanitation in Boston 
through food handlers training classes, through special 
lectures, exhibits, and plays, through the use of the 
radio, through guided inspection tours, through sani- 
tary establishments, and through the use of posters, 
booklets, and other specially printed materials. It is 
generally realized, however, that all of these efforts are 
of very little avail unless there is someone in each estab- 
lishment all the time who is sanitation minded and 
who has sufficient authority to insist on sanitary prac- 
tices. The Health Department cannot possibly have 
an inspector present constantly in each restaurant and 
in each food processing plant. The responsiblity must 
be assumed by the owner or operator involved. The 
larger establishments or those that are part of a chain — 
may be expected to employ full-time trained sani- 
tarians or public health engineers to assume the re- 
sponsibility of self-inspection, self-education, and self- 
supervision. The smaller concerns must depend on 
some other organization to solve this problem for 
them. Either the owner or operator must receive 
special training in the principles of food sanitation or 
he must allow representatives of the industry to enter 
his establishment at frequent intervals to make san- 
itary inspections and reports. In some instances the 
recognized business men’s association may be able to 
offer trained personnel for purposes of self-inspection 
and self-education to each member agency at nominal 
cost. This would be a real service and would enhance 
the value and appeal of the business men’s organization 
appreciably. 

During 1949 considerable emphasis was placed on the 
development of a self-inspection service in all the various 
food processing establishments and the public eating 
and drinking places in Boston. To this end, separate 
meetings were held with each industrial group. In 
each case the proposed plan was outlined and carefully 
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explained. Each industry exhibited interest and pledged 
its loyalty to the proposed plan. In some instances, 
notably the Boston Association of Retail Druggists 
and the Boston Association of Poultry Slaughterers, 
committees were formed and authorized by the in- 
dustry to make sanitary inspections and recommenda- 
tions. At this writing, the Massachusetts Restaurant 
Association is considering the problem of introducing a 
self-inspection service. It is hoped that some suitable 
plan will be evolved, since it offers the best hope for 
the solution of the numerous problems surrounding 
food sanitation. Supervision must be intelligent, con- 
stant, and authoritative, else it fails in achieving satis- 
factory results. 

The industrial groups which were called in for con- 
sultation for the purpose of developing a self-inspec- 
tion service included the following: the Boston Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists; the Boston Hotel Men’s As- 
sociation; the Boston Retail Liquor Dealers Association ; 
dealers in shellfish and those engaged in breaking out 
lobster meat and crab meat; the Boston Association of 
Poultry Slaughterers; the New England Bakers Asso- 
ciation; the Massachusetts Restaurant Association. 


SPECIAL ACTIVITIES 

One important development following the meeting 
with the representatives of the shellfish industry was 
the adoption of an itemized list of Instructions for the 
Sanitary Operation of Lobster and Crab Meat Break- 
ing Out Establishments. The potential relationship 
of fresh lobster meat and fresh crab meat to food-borne 
infections is always present, especially during the sum- 
mer time. Improvement in the sanitary quality of 
these important but highly perishable foods will help 
substantially to lessen the hazards of food-borne disease. 

Another food that has often been involved in food- 
borne disease has been the raw oyster. Though a 
delectable and nutritious food, the oyster is frequently 
stored at incubating temperatures instead of at 32°-40° 
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F., and is not handled in a sanitary manner. Accord- 
ingly, a public health hazard of considerable potential 
magnitude is created, which must be brought under 
control. The Food Division studied the methods of 
refrigerating oysters in use in Boston and concluded 
that these were unsatisfactory. Special instructions 
for refrigerating shell oysters properly were therefore 
prepared and distributed to every dealer in Boston. 


Another special problem to receive attention and 
corrective treatment was the method of washing and 
sterilizing counter cream dispensers for beverage coffee. 
A bacterial survey showed that the cream introduced in 
the dispensers was invariably low in bacteria content 
and relatively free of coliform bacteria. On the other 
hand, the cream taken from the dispenser was invariably 
high in total count and in coliforms. While the re- 
frigeration of the cream is unsatisfactory most of the 
time, the real source of the bacterial contamination is 
the interior of the cream dispenser, which is usually 
cleaned and sterilized improperly. Appreciable in- 
creases in total count .and in coliforms have been 
obtained immediately after cream of low count and 
relative freedom of coliforms has been introduced into 
the dispenser. Special instructions were therefore pre- 
pared and published, giving in consecutive order the 
various steps that should be taken to cleanse and ster- 
ilize cream dispensers for beverage coffee in a thoroughly 
satisfactory manner. These instructions have been 
widely distributed, and the effort involved represents 
part of the educational program in food sanitation. 

Another special program was aimed at improving 
the bacterial quality of milk used at soda bars in pre- 
paring mixed milk drinks. The method in use was to 
store milk in large, refrigerated, stainless steel tanks 
built into the soda bar and to remove it by special 
pumps. Obviously it was impossible to insure the 
proper cleansing and sterilization of each tank and each 
pump every day. A bacterial survey of the situation 
indicated that the milk obtained from the dealer was 
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always low in total count and relatively free of coli- 
forms. Conversely, the milk derived from the pumps 
was high in the total count and in coliforms. After 
suitable hearings on the subject, it was agreed to pro- 
hibit the use of milk pumps at soda bars, effective 
January 1, 1951, and to permit the use of refrigerated 
bulk milk dispensers acceptable to the Health Commis- 
sioner for preparing mixed milk drinks. It was also 
stipulated that such milk shall be homogenized and 
pasteurized and that it shall be refrigerated at a tem- 
perature no higher than 45° F.

CONDEMNED FOOD 


In 1949 it was necessary to seize, condemn, and de- 
stroy a total of 1,222,570 pounds of food as unfit for 
human consumption. Over 870,000 pounds, or 71.5 
per cent of the total condemnations, consisted of veg- 
etables, and approximately 270,000 pounds, or 21.8 
per cent, consisted of spoiled fruits. Thus, over 93 
per cent of all the condemnations consisted of fruits 
and vegetables that were unfit for human consumption. 
It was also necessary to destroy approximately 16,000 
pounds of canned goods. The amount of food de- 
stroyed in 1949 was less than the amount destroyed 
annually during the four preceding years. Detailed 
information concerning the foods destroyed is given in 
the Statistical Summary. 

In the routine inspection of a sausage factory in the 
market area, the carcass of a dressed cow was found 
which aroused suspicion concerning its fitness for use 
as human food. The cow from which the carcass had 
been obtained was slaughtered and passed in New 
Bedford, but subsequent investigation disclosed that 
the animal was sick at the time of slaughter. The car- 
cass was seized, condemned, and destroyed after exam- 
ination by market inspectors and a veterinarian at- 
tached to the United States Bureau of Animal Industry. 

By early morning inspections of food terminals and by 
careful supervision of cold storage warehouses, it has. 
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been possible to detect large quantities of fruit, veg- 
etables, meats, and broken-out eggs that were de- 
composed and unfit for human consumption. These 
were seized, condemned, and destroyed. 


Horsemeat that originated in Houston, Texas, and 
that was unstamped and uninspected was seized at the 
railroad yards in South Boston in 1948 and became the 
basis of court action in the Federal District Court in 
Houston, Texas, in 1949. Two members of the Food 
Division were subpoenaed to testify, and Judge Allen 
Hannay, the presiding jurist, found the defendant 
guilty and fixed an appropriate fine. 

The existence of a serious drug situation in Charles- 
town was brought to the attention of the Food Division 
by the United States Food and Drug Administration. 
Investigation disclosed that a Jarge supply, approx- 
imately four truckloads, of adulterated drugs and baby 
foods was being stored in a pile in the center of a large 
room on the second floor of a two-story wooden building 
in poor repair in Charlestown. The owner had evi- 
dently purchased the drugs and baby foods at public 
auctions from drugstores going out of — business. 
Although the drugs and baby foods were placed under 
official embargo and the owner was instructed not to 
move any of the supplies without the knowledge and 
supervision of the Food Division, at least two truck- 
loads were soremoved. A pile of dangerous and poison- 
ous drugs was also discovered on the ground in the rear 
of the building. Furthermore, some of the children 
in the neighborhood had come into possession of some 
of these drugs. The situation was potentially dan- 
gerous. Accordingly, the police were notified and it 
was necessary to enter the schools and the homes in the 
neighborhood to warn the teachers and parents of the 
dangers involved. Some of the drugs were recovered 
in this way and destroyed. The owner of the drugs 
was subsequently taken to court and fined $50 for refus- 
ing to comply with an order from the Health De- 
partment. 
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MANPOWER AND OBJECTIVES 

The Food Division is composed of 22 men who have 
the rank of food inspector or higher. The magnitude 
of the problem of supervising the food supply of Boston 
is enormous and varied. Because most of the food 
supply of Greater Boston and other parts of New Eng- 
land is funneled through Boston, the problem of the 
Food Division is aggravated and increased substantially. 
While the task is a never-ending one and while further 
improvement can always be made, it is probably cor- 
rect to say that the present degree of sanitary super- 
vision is highly satisfactory. By placing most of the 
emphasis on education rather that on policing, it is 
expected that the passage of time will see continued im- 
provement in the sanitary handling of all foods. This 
should bring food-borne infections under complete con- 
trol and it should contribute simultaneously to the 
more effective control of flies, rodents, and vermin. 
Good sanitation must ever remain the firm foundation 
on which the health of the city depends. 


MISCELLANEOUS 

It was necessary to close two lunchrooms in 1949 be- 
cause of unsanitary conditions. In each case a hear- 
ing was held before the Boston Licensing Board with 
the resulting suspension of the license. After making 
suitable alterations in equipment and methods, each 
establishment was allowed to reopen for business. How- 
ever, they have been under constant supervision ever 
since, in order to insure satisfactory sanitary perform- 
ance. 

A meeting was held in the Mayor’s office on April 
25, 1949, to consider opening the Blackstone Street 
Market area for licensed pushcart peddlers on Friday 
afternoons from 3 to 7 p.m. Such permission was finally 
granted by the Mayor, with the understanding that 
the number of pushcarts would not exceed 350. 
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For many years all slaughtering within the city 
limits has been restricted to the Brighton Abattoir 
plant, where supervision and inspection strictly guards 
all aspects of the procedure. 

Due to the difficulty in obtaining the correct type of 
machinery during the war years, it was impossible to 
eliminate entirely the obnoxious odors that were escap- 
ing from the rendering plant. This condition has now 
been eliminated by the installation of the proper ma- 
chinery. A new plant has been erected which is fully 
equipped with the most modern machinery and sanitary 
safeguards. 

The slaughterhouses have been equipped with new 
sterilizers, tables, and post-mortem tables, as required 
by law. Also, the serious rodent condition which pre- 
viously existed at the Abattoir is now being handled by 
a professional exterminator. 

The painting of the interior of all slaughterhouses 
each year also has been enforced, which means that 
conditions which now exist at the Brighton Abattoir 
are entirely satisfactory and in compliance with the 
rules and regulations. 

An ordinance relating to the fees for certain licenses 
and permits and the charges for certain services and 
work was passed by the City Council and approved by 
the Mayor on April 29, 1949, as follows: 

“The fees for a license under section 119 of chapter 94 
of the General Laws to carry on the business of slaughter- 
ing neat cattle, horses, mules, sheep or service shall be a pri- 
mary fee of one hundred dollars, payable at the time of issuance 
of license, and the following additional fees payable at the close 
of the last business day of each month during the term of 
the license: Five cents for every calf, swine, sheep or goat 
slaughtered under the licenses during such month, and 
fifteen cents for every other animal so slaughtered; provided, 


however, that no additional fee shall be required for any 
animal slaughtered under federal inspection.” 
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WATER EXAMINATIONS 


During the year a total of 2,179 tap-water samples 
were taken from each ward in the city, including Deer 
Island and Long Island, for chemical and bacteriolog- 
ical examination. Over 100 complaints from various 
sections of the city, Deer Island, and Long Island 
were also investigated for color, taste, available chlo- 
rine content, pH, and _ bactériological examination. 
In a few cases cause for action was found, and immediate 
remedial measures effected. 


SUPERVISION OF BATHING BEACHES 


Seven hundred and sixteen samples were taken from 
indoor and outdoor swimming pools for chemical and 
bacteriological analysis. 

During the bathing season, June 15 to September 15, 
the bathing beaches and wading pools throughout the 
city were inspected twice each week for chemical and 
bacteriological analysis. The beaches and wading pools 
are located in East Boston, South Boston, Dorchester, 
Neponset, and the Charles River from the Charles- 
bank to West Roxbury. A total of 413 beaches and 
wading pools were examined during the bathing season. 

It was found necessary after a series of tests to close 
the Charlesbank Beach as of June 15, 1949, because of 
the high degree of pollution found. Samples were ex- 
amined twice a week, and no improvement was noted. 
Consequently, the beach remained closed for the entire 
season. 

The salt water beach located at the North End Park 
was found to be highly polluted and was closed from 
July 15, 1949, for the remainder of the season. During 
this period samples were taken daily with the view of 
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reopening the beach if and when it was safe for bathing 
purposes. This did not occur, and the beach remained 
closed. 

Many times during the bathing season operators of 
swimming and wading pools called on the Department 
for consultation and advice on sanitary, chemical, 
and bacteriological problems that develop from time to 
time, and after careful study and investigation favor- 
able results were obtained. 


RODENT CONTROL 


During the year a large number of industries and 
associations in the city were contacted in an effort to 
create added enthusiasm and interest in the proposed 
rodent control program. This was successfully accom- 
plished, and many of the interested parties sent written 
acknowledgments. 

Several meetings have been held in the Health De- 
partment Auditorium and attended by the personnel 
of the Housing and Sanitation Division and the Food 
Division. Further evidence of. public interest was 
shown by volunteer speakers at these meetings. 

Surveys were made in East Boston, Back Bay, South 
End, North End, Dorchester, and West Roxbury. 
Recommendations were made and action taken in 
each case. 

Plans for models and exhibits have been made, and 
a few mounted specimens have been obtained. 

A study of existing ordinances in Boston and other 
cities is now being done with an aim toward forming an 
ordinance that will be suitable to the City of Boston. 

Arrangements have been made with the United 
States Fish and Wildlife Service to supply the first 200 
copies of 12 different pieces of literature and posters. 

A 40-page manual was prepared and may be amended 
for use at some later date. 

This Department was represented at the Jersey City 
Rodent Control School held in that city March 1, 
2, and 3. 
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A meeting was held Tuesday, December 13, in the 
Health Department Auditorium. Representatives of 
Boston industries and trade associations attended, and 
at this time the first steps were taken to organize a 
Civic Committee. These meetings will be continued. 


HOSPITALS, NURSING AND CONVALESCENT HOMES 

On April 6, 1949, an inspector was assigned to special 
duties involving the sanitary environment of all hos- 
pitals, nursing homes, convalescent homes, boarding 
homes for the aged, boarding homes for infants, and 
day nurseries. This program was later enlarged to 
include private schools and hospital premature nurseries. 

This assignment further included routine inspections 
of nursing, convalescent, and boarding homes, em- 
bracing the entire public health field as well as fire and 
safety conditions, and the investigation of all complaints 
on institutions relative to licensure and environment. 

The duties of this assignment were further amplified 
as the program developed so as to include compilation 
of adequate sanitary codes recommending material for 
the change in day nursery laws and regulations and 
contact work between the various city departments and 
the State Department of Public Health. 


COURT ACTIONS 


The legal assistant examined 517 titles of properties 
at the Registry of Deeds and at the Registry of Probate 
in order that orders of the Health Commissioner could 
be properly served on legally responsible persons. 

During the year the legal assistant prepared and pre- 
sented for the Housing and Sanitation Division 53 cases 
in the Municipal and District Courts throughout the 
city. In all instances, regardless of ultimate disposi- 
tion, the order of the Health Commissioner had been 
met. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


During the months of September and October the 
personnel were assigned on alternate days for canvass-

ing business establishments in the city proper in prep- 
aration for the city-wide chest X-ray program. Ap- 
proximately 3,500 interviews were made, involving 
about 100,000 employees. This procedure was a valu- 
able aid in promoting interest among the public for 
the chest X-ray program. At the request of the Health 
Commissioner, during the final weeks of this chest 
X-ray program, personnel of this Division voluntarily 
agreed to be assigned to the various X-ray units in 
morning and afternoon shifts to encourage passers-by 
to avail themselves of the opportunity of receiving 
free chest X-rays. 

The Annual Cleanup Campaign was carried on with 
the usual efficiency and with excellent results. It was 
noted during this campaign the work was accomplished 
without the usual number of prosecutions, due in part 
to the splendid cooperation of the Boston newspapers 
in previous years in publicizing all phases of the cam- 


paign.

The Boston Health Department was saddened by 
the death on March 2, 1949, of Mr. Joseph W. Monahan, 
Deputy Commissioner of the Division of Vital Statistics. 

Mr. Monahan had gained through his thirty-five years 
of loyal service to the Boston Health Department a repu- 
tation of renown in the field of medical statistics, and 
his sudden death was deeply felt by his host of loyal 
friends throughout the entire country. 


The outstanding feature of Boston’s health for 1949 
is the exceedingly low maternal death rate of 0.4. 
Fifteen thousand five hundred and sixty-three resident 
births were recorded in Boston, with only seven mater- 
nal deaths. This is the lowest rate ever recorded in 
Boston and is indeed a credit to the medical, educa- 
tional, and social services of this community. 

The death rate of 12.1 in Boston for 1949 was the 
lowest in five years, with a decrease of approximately 
500 deaths over deaths of the previous year. The 
birth rate, while decreasing somewhat, remained high, 
with an allocated rate of 20.3. 

Heart disease and cancer remained the leading 
causes of death in Boston, showing the need of con- 
tinued research in these fields. 

Boston suffered through the severe epidemic of 
anterior poliomyelitis in the summer and early fall of 
1949, but was fortunate in having only four resident 
deaths from this dreaded disease. However, there 
were 29 fatalities among those sent for treatment to 
our medical centers from nearby communities. 
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Deaths from diphtheria among the resident popula- 
tion increased in 1949 over the previous year, which 
stresses the need of early immunization. 

There were no deaths from measles, mumps, scarlet 
fever, or whooping cough in the resident population. 

The death rate for prematurely born infants was the 
lowest death rate in three years. It is sincerely hoped 
that a continued low incidence of deaths due to this 
cause continues.

SIR: 


In compliance with the ordinances, the trustees of 
the Boston City Hospital present the following report 
of its condition for the year ending December 31, 1949. 

This is the eighty-sixth annual report of the Hospital 
Department, which consists of the Main Hospital, the 
South Department for contagious diseases, the San- 
atorium Division, the East Boston Relief Station. 
The Haymarket Square Relief Station has been in the 
custody of the Public Works Department since May, 
1938. The West Department was transferred to the 
Public Works Department February, 1939. | 

The Board of Trustees was organized May 6, 1949, 
by election of Dr. Martin J. English as President, and 
Dr. Thomas J. Giblin as Secretary. 
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Dr. Thomas J. Giblin was appointed to the Board. 
of Trustees for the term ending April 30, 1954. 


EXPENDITURES. 


The total expenditures for all departments of the 
Hospital, excepting the Sanatorium Division, during the 
fiscal year were $8,952,891.25. Of the total operating 
expenses, $7,691,610.64 was expended on the hospital 
proper and its subdivisions; $627,002.78 on account of 
the Out-Patient Department; $548,425.69 on account 
of the South Department; and $85,852.14 on account of 
the Kast Boston Relief Station. 

Of the amount spent on the Pathological Laboratory, 
$190,668.15, $175,414.70 is ancluded in the hospital 
proper expenditures, $13,346.77 in the -Out-Patient 
Department, and $1,906.68 in the South Department 
expenditures. The entire amount spent on the Thorn- 
dike Memorial Laboratory, $123,550.02, is included in 
the hospital proper expenditures. Of the $389,734.70 
total amount spent on the X-Ray and Photographic 
Department, $198,764.70 is charged to the hospital 
proper and $190,970.00 to the Out-Patient Department. 
Of the total amount spent on the Department of Physi- 
cal Therapeutics, $29,640.60, $9,781.40 is charged to 
the hospital proper, $19,266.39 to the Out-Patient 
Department, and $592.81 to the South Department. 
Of the amount spent on the Department of Immu- 
nology, $6,567,28, $131.35 is charged to the hospital 
proper, and $6,435.93 to the Out-Patient Department. 
Of the amount spent on the Biochemical Laboratories, 
$155,077.84, $134,917.72 is charged to the hospital 
proper and $20,160.12 to the Out-Patient Department. 
Of the amount spent on the Department of Surgical 
Research, $16,671.28, $8,335.64 is charged to the 
hospital proper and $8,335.64 to the Out-Patient 
Department. Of the amount spent on the Department 
of Dentistry, Oral Surgery, $12,789.74, $1,023.18 is 
charged to the hospital proper and $11,766.56 to the 
Out-Patient Department. The entire amount spent 
on the Department of Inhalational Therapy, $11,840.70, 
is Included in the hospital proper expenditures. Of 
the amount spent on the Department of Social Work, 
$98,027.17, $60,776.85 is charged to the hospital proper, 
$36,270.05 to the Out-Patient Department, and $980.27 
to the South Department. Of the amount spent in 
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ascertaining the settlement of patients, $9,406.96, 
$9,030.68 was spent on the hospital proper and $376.28 
on the South Department. 

In Table No. 2 the expenditures of the hospital 
proper and the South Department are combined under 
the title ‘‘Main Hospital.”

Frigidaire water coolers. This work has been com- 
pleted and accepted and final payment made to the con- 
tractor. 

On September 19, 1949, a contract in the sum of 
$19,940 was awarded to Dorchester Plate and Window 
Glass Company for furnishing and installing approved 
window cleaners’ safety anchors. This work has been 
completed and accepted and the sum of $17,946 paid 
on account to the contractor. 

On October 3, 1949, a contract in the sum of 
$106,501.20 was awarded to M. Solimando for repairs 
and renovations to ventilating duct work and repairs 
to metal pans in the kitchen. This contract has not 
as yet been completed. The sum of $56,521.80 has 
been paid on account to the contractor. 

For architectural services rendered in connection 
with the above contract, the sum of $6,790 has been 
paid on account to John M. Gray. 

The sum of $42.84 was paid to John M. Gray for 
blueprinting of plans and specifications in connection 
with the above contract of M. Solimando. 

On October 28, 1949, a contract in the sum of 
$170,915 was awarded to Rich Brothers Construction 
Company for explosion-proofing, air-conditioning and 
acoustical work in the Dowling Building. This con- 
tract has not as yet been completed. The sum of 
$24,423.44 has been paid on account to the contractor. 
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For architectural services rendered in connection 
with the above contract, James H. Ritchie & Asso- 
ciates are to be paid the sum of $3,966.50 which is the 
balance due. 

On November 9, 1949, a contract in the sum of 
$38,725 was awarded to M. Solimando for addition to 
the tenth floor of the Medical Building. This con- 
tract has not as yet been completed and to date no 
payments have been made to the contractor. 

The sum of $71.10 was paid to John M. Gray for 
blueprinting of plans and specifications in connection 
with the above contract of M. Solimando. 

On October 31, 1949, a contract in the sum of 
$139,950 was awarded to John Rugo for additions and 
alterations to the Administration Building. This con- 
tract has not as yet been completed. The sum of 
$16,068.83 has been paid on account to the contractor. 

The sum of $112.80 has been paid to John M. Gray 
for blueprinting of plans and specifications in connec- 
tion with the above contract. 

On August 12, 1949, a contract was awarded to 
John M. Gray for architectural services in connection 
with work on the various buildings; architect’s fee to 
be $50,000. The sum of $15,000 has been paid on 
account to the architect. 

A contract in the sum of $11,964 a year was awarded 
to Consolidated Elevator Company, Inc., for servicing 
elevators in the Main Hospital for the year 1949. 
Payments have been made to the contractor monthly. 


FEDERAL GRANT, NEw Utiuity BuILpING. 


For architectural and engineering services in con- 
nection with drawing up plans and specifications for 
the New Utility Building, final payment in the sum 
of $96,000 was made to James H. Ritchie & Associates, 
$86,000 from Federal Funds and $10,000 from Con- 
struction of Buildings, Revenue.

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B. THE REORGANIZATION OF THE METRO- 
POLITAN TRANSIT AUTHORITY 


By St. 1947, c. 544, the territory within, and the 
inhabitants of, Arlington, Belmont, Boston, Brookline, 
Cambridge, Chelsea, Everett, Milton, Medford, Malden, 
Newton, Revere, Somerville, and Watertown were 
made a political subdivision of the Commonwealth 
under the name of the Metropolitan Transit Authority, 
which was empowered to, and did, take over as a going 
concern all assets and liabilities of the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway Company. The principal effect of this 
action was to eliminate the guaranteed dividends to 
the company’s stockholders and to gain exemption 
from federal taxation and from local taxation on per- 
sonal property. Despite the concomitant financial 
savings, the operation of the transportation business 
involved continued to result in deficits averaging about 
$1,000,000 a month. The law then, as now, required 
the cities and towns constituting the Authority to 
remmburse the Authority for all deficits. Since Boston’s 
share was about two thirds, Boston was faced with an 
M.T.A. deficit assessment approximating $8,000,000 
yearly. 

When His Excellency, Paul A. Dever, became Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth in January, 1949, he im- 
mediately took steps to alleviate this huge burden upon 
the property owners of Boston and the thirteen other 
cities and towns, and subsequently sent a special mes- 
sage to the General Court proposing drastic changes in 
the laws governing the Authority. This message led 
to the enactment of chapters 572 and 649 of the Acts 
of 1949, entitled respectively ‘‘An Act Amending and 
Revising the Acts Creating the Metropolitan Transit 
Authority and the Boston Metropolitan District,”’ and 
““An Act Further Providing for Certain Rapid Transit 
Improvements in the City of Boston.’ The Boston 
Law Department was accorded the high honor of being 
frequently consulted in the evolution and drafting of 
these laws which are designed to reduce the Authority’s 
monthly deficit by an estimated $500,000. 

Chapter 572 reorganized the existing M.T.A. setup, 
while chapter 649 fixed the pattern for future construc- 
tion. No useful purpose would appear to be served by 
rehearsing here the various provisions of these two 
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chapters, which, combined, exceed 20 printed pages and 
cover a multitude of subjects. Suffice it to say that 
these laws thoroughly reorganized the Authority’s 
corporate and fiscal structure so far as the same could 
be done by legislation. The unrealistic situation 
pertaining to the Authority’s debt to the Boston 
Metropolitan District was corrected. The Authority’s 
depreciation policy, which had often been challenged as 
unreasonably high, was changed. The Authority was 
granted full exemption from local taxation. From the 
point of view of the City of Boston, undoubtedly the 
most important sections in the new laws were those 
providing for the transfer to the Authority of the 
City’s Transit Department and the purchase by the 
Authority of the subways, tunnels, and rapid transit 
lines hitherto owned by the City of Boston in its pro- 
prietary capacity and merely rented by the Authority 
from the City. These sections are especially note- 
worthy because they directly benefited not only the 
Authority but also the City, for they greatly improved 
the City’s financial standing by effectuating a $40,- 
000,000 reduction in the City’s net debt while at the 
same time insuring that Boston would not have to 
pledge its credit in connection with new subways, tun- 
nels, and rapid transit lines anticipated to cost in excess 
of $60, 000,000. 

From the foregoing résumé of the new laws it can 
readily be seen that Boston was vitally concerned either 
directly or indirectly in practically all parts of the 
legislation. Boston’s position had to be zealously safe- 
guarded without impeding a reorganization advan- 
tageous to the entire metropolitan area. To recount in 
detail the work done by the Law Department in this 
regard would unduly lengthen this report. It can best 
be illustrated by calling attention to one provision in 
the new laws which, perhaps more than any other, can 
be attributed to the efforts of the Law Department. 
When the Boston Elevated Railway Company was 
privately operated and a subway or tunnel was built, 
the company paid a rental sufficient to meet principal 
and interest. These payments were made out of operat- 
ing income without any subsidy from a public body. 
This arrangement continued for some years after the 
first public trustees took over. About 20 years ago, 
however, a new scheme was developed with the result 
that in recent times, when a new subway or tunnel was 
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constructed, while the company or the Authority paid 
an adequate rental, it was reimbursed almost immedi- 
ately for the full amount thereof by the levy of a subsidy 
assessment upon the cities and towns within the transit 
district. In other words, both principal and interest on 
debt incurred for new construction was the ultimate 
obligation of the municipalities whether the Authority 
operated at a loss or at a profit. The new legislation as 
reported by the Committee on Metropolitan affairs 
proposed to perpetuate this situation. Counsel from 
the Law Department strenuously objected on the 
ground that a fair share of the burden ought to be borne 
by the Authority as a part of the cost of its service. The 
Law Department’s position brought about a new and 
economically just plan whereby the Authority charges 
the interest to the cost of its service and the cities and 
towns constituting the Authority make annual capital 
contributions to defray the principal. 

Of course, the mere enactment of the new laws did 
not end the Law Department’s work. Part of the legisla- 
tion was subject to acceptance by the City Council and 
Mayor of Boston. Counsel from the Law Department 
was required to spend many hours with the City Council 
explaining the legislation in detail. Following acceptance 
by the City Council and Mayor, there was the task of 
effectuating the sale of the subways, tunnels, and 
rapid transit lines, and the transfer of the Transit 
Department. 

A reorganization of the magnitude here involved can 
be truly appraised only by the decades to come; but it 
is hoped that it will prove worthy of the great efforts 
put into it. 


IV. LITIGATION. 


A. SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT. 


The following cases in which the city, its officers or 
agents were a party were decided by the Supreme 
Judicial Court during the year: 


Adalian Brothers, Inc. v. Boston, 323 Mass. 629. 


Rugs were ordered for the Mayor’s office in February, 
1945. At that time no appropriation was available to 
pay for them; but subsequently a suitable appropriation 
was made. Thereupon the Mayor was asked for 
authority to purchase without advertising; but no

such permission was given, nor were proposals invited 
by advertising, nor was any new contract executed in 
writing. When the City Auditor refused to pay for the 
rugs, the rug dealer brought this action, which came 
before the Supreme Judicial Court upon the City’s 
appeal from a Superior Court finding favorable to the 
rug dealer. The Supreme Judicial Court reversed the 
Superior Court and decided for the City, holding that 
the original attempt to buy the rugs when there was no 
appropriation created no enforceable-contract and that 
the later transaction resulted in no enforceable contract 
because there was no contract in writing as required by 
St. 1890, c. 418, § 6, and also because of noncompliance 
with St. 1909, c. 486, s. 30, requiring that ‘‘proposals”’ 
be invited by due advertisement or authority in writing 
given by the Mayor to dispense with advertising. 


Assessors of Boston v. Commissioner of Corporations 
and Taxation, 323 Mass. 730. 


This opinion of the Supreme Judicial Court dealt 
with a controversy between the Assessors of Boston 
and the Commissioner of Corporations and Taxation 
as to whether certain corporations should be classified 
as business corporations or as manufacturing corpora- 
tions. As the Court observed; the ‘‘importance of 
classifying a corporation as a business or as a manu- 
facturing corporation lies in the fact that the machinery 
used by a business corporation in the conduct of its 
business is subject to local taxation at the tax rate 
fixed by the assessors of the city or town in which the 
machinery is located, while the machinery of a manu- 
facturing corporation is exempt from local taxation 
and there is substituted for such local taxation a tax at 
the rate of $5 per thousand in the assessment of the 
corporate franchise tax.” 323 Mass. 730, 733. 


The corporations involved in the controversy were 
Dwinell-Wright Company, Stanley W. Ferguson, Inc., 
LaTouraine Coffee Company, and Standard Brands, 
Inc., all of which roasted, ground and packaged coffee; 
Orange Food Products, Inc., which was engaged in the 
production of fruit syrups, the extraction of juice from 
oranges and lemons, and the shredding of orange and 
lemon peels; American Dry Ginger Ale Company, Inc., 
and Coca-Cola Bottling Company of Boston, both of 
which prepared soft drinks; Whiting Milk Company, 
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which pasteurized and homogenized milk, prepared 
chocolate milk, separated and pasteurized cream, and 
made butter, buttermilk, soft cheeses and ice cream mix; 
Merchants Wool Scouring Company, which scoured raw 
and waste wool; Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company, 
which, in addition to selling glass, manufactured mirrors 
and fabricated store fronts and windows, partitions, and 
kitchen and bathroom walls; Carter, Rice & Co. 
Corporation, which, in addition to selling paper, pro- 
duced paneled cards for wedding invitations and calling 
cards, greeting cards with and without windows cut 
into them, layer cards for wrapping bar candy and as 
separators in packaged candy, and embossed paper 
with the name or trade mark or symbol of the customer 
for the confectionery trade and also sheets of such 
embossed paper reinforced by tabs and used in the mak- 
ing of confectionery; and Boston Mailing Company, 
which conducted various operations in the making of 
folders, pamphlets, briefs, books, and magazines. The 
Commissioner of Corporations and Taxation classified 
each of these corporations as a manufacturing corpora- 
tion; and the Appellate Tax Board upheld the Com- 
missioner’s classifications. Upon appeal to the Supreme 
Judicial Court, the action of the Appellate Tax Board 
was affirmed. 

The Court first pointed out that the language of 
the governing statutes “affords little aid in the classi- 
fication of corporations for, in so far as_ pertinent, 
the statutes merely state that a corporation which 
is engaged in manufacturing shall be deemed to be 
a manufacturing corporation. Nothing is said as 
to what constitutes manufacturing nor, if it is engaged 
in both manufacturing and nonmanufacturing activities, 
how much manufacturing must be done in order that 
the corporation may be classified as a manufactur- 
ing corporation.” 323 Mass. 730, 740. The Court 
then proceeded to define manufacturing as the work- 
ing of raw or partly wrought materials into suitable 
forms for use. The Court further said that “when 
the manufacturing part of its business has been de- 
veloped and maintained as an important and material 
branch of the business of the corporation when con- 
sidered with the entire business conducted by the 
corporation, then such a corporation is entitled for the 
purposes of the pertinent statutes to be classified as a 
manufacturing corporation”; and that ‘‘it is a matter of 
indifference to our public policy, declared by the statutes 
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exempting the machinery of manufacturing corpora- 
tions, whether all the manufacturing is done by one 
corporation or a part of it is performed by an independ- 
ent contractor if the latter is also a manufacturing 
corporation, provided of course the work is performed 
in this Commonwealth.’ 323 Mass. 730, 746, 748. 


Commissioner of Corporations and Taxation vy. Assessors 
of Boston, 1949 Mass. Adv. Sh. 273. 


This was a companion case to Assessors of Boston v. 
Commissioner of Corporations and Taxation, above. 
The corporations whose classification for local tax 
purposes was here involved were Palmer & Parker 
Company, engaged in the processing of mahogany logs 
into veneer and lumber, and Salada Tea Company, 
which imports, sifts, cuts and blends tea and makes 
bags and boxes for tea bags and boxes for packaged tea. 
The Commissioner classified both of these corporations 
as manufacturing corporations. The Appellate Tax 
Board held them to be business corporations. The 
Supreme Judicial Court reversed the Appellate Tax 
Board and sustained the Commissioner. 


Circle Lounge & Grille, Inc. vy. Board of Appeal of Boston, 
Mass. Adv. Sh. 737. °° 


The Board of Appeal’ varied the zoning law with 
respect to a parcel of land in a residence zone at Cleve- 
land Circle to permit the erection thereon of a ‘‘ Howard 
Johnson type” restaurant building. The Circle Lounge 
& Grille, Inc., which was in possession of premises in a 
business zone on the other side of Cleveland Circle 
where it operated a restaurant, claimed to be aggrieved 
by the Board’s decision and filed a bill seeking review 
in the Superior Court. That Court annulled the Board’s 
decision; whereupon the Board and the owner of the 
land in the residence zone appealed to the Supreme 
Judicial Court, which, after stating that “it was no 
part of the purpose of the zoning regulations to protect 
business from competition,’ held that ‘‘a proprietor in 
a less restricted zone is not a ‘person aggrieved’ within 
the meaning of the [zoning] statute by the introduction 
into a more restricted zone of any use permitted in the 
zone in which the proprietor’s property is located.’’ The 
decree of annulment was accordingly reversed, and a 
decree entered dismissing the bill. 
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B. DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC UTILITIES. 


The City was represented before the Department of 
Public Utilities at hearings on the issuance of permits 
for changes in routes of bus and transportation companies 


and on petitions involving changes in rates, contracts, | 


and other related matters affecting public utilities 
corporations. 


C. TORT ACTIONS. 


During the year 476 tort cases were disposed of. 
The total amount paid by the City was $367,344.96.

K. WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION. 


There has been a marked increase in the number of 
Workmen’s Compensation cases handled by this depart- 
ment in 1949. This was due to the passage of legislation 
in April, 1948, whereby all city employees with very 
few exceptions are now included within the benefits of 
Workmen’s Compensation. Formerly only ‘‘workmen, 
laborers, and mechanics” received such benefits.

V. CONSULTING SERVICE. 


During the year our legal staff gave advice and 
opinions to city officials involving the proper perform- 
ance of their duties. ‘This service was extended to 
the Court House Commission and various county 
officials. 

In addition to advice rendered in conference and in 
telephone conversations, the department rendered 30 
formal opinions and passed upon the form and validity 
of 1,086 contracts and 670 bonds. 
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VI. CONVEYANCING. 


A. REAL ESTATE. 


1. Sales, Leases, Licenses—City-Owned Property. 

During the year the Conveyancing Section of our 
department prepared eight deeds, seven leases, five 
licenses and transfers affecting parcels of city-owned 
properties. 


2. Sales, Leases—Trust Property. 

During the year the Conveyancing Section of the 
department prepared instruments, deeds and/or leases 
relative to parcels of real property held by the City for 
public charitable purposes: 


(a) The lease of the premises 154 and 155 
Tremont street, Boston, was amended to provide 
new rentals. 

(b) By an order passed in City. Council and 
approved by the Mayor, 59,770 square feet of land 
at North End Beach were transferred to the 
George Robert White Fund for the establishment 
of a swimming pool and diving pool. 

(c) At the request of the Trustees of the Boston 
Public Library this section prepared an agreement 
for the purchase from the Trustees of Boston 
University of the property situated at 688 Boylston 
street and 27 Blagden street, Boston. 


3. Purchases, Leases of Private Property. 

During the calendar year this section prepared at the 
request of various departments instruments whereby 
the City acquired interests for public purposes, such as 
leases for public branch libraries and for health depart- 
ment purposes. 


4. Miscellaneous. 

The Conveyancing Section during the course of the 
vear conducted 95 title examinations and examined 
various deeds, leases, plans, and other instruments and 
conferred with and reported to public officers interested 
therein. 


B. EMINENT DOMAIN. 
Laying Out and Construction of Public Highways. 


_oLhe Conveyancing Section during the year prepared 
instruments in settlement of 70 petitions for land takings 
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and damages to property resulting from the laying out 
and construction of public highways, involving payments 
of $17,552.70. 


C. LAND COURT. 


The City of Boston is a party respondent to all 
petitions filed with the Land Court for registration of 
title to lands within the territorial limits of the city. 
During the year the office appeared in 41 cases in this 
court and examined all petitions and papers filed there- 
with, preparing many answers to said petitions and 
documents and stipulations affecting the land and title 
sought to be registered. 


DD. EROBATE. 


During this year appearances were made in numerous 
cases in the Probate Court in matters affecting the City 
of Boston in its capacity as a public charitable trustee. 
All accounts upon which the city or its departments 
were cited were examined. 

During the year John J. Tobin, who had been in 
charge of the Conveyancing Section for 12 years, 
resigned to become Chief Examiner of the Land Court. 
He was succeeded by Assistant Corporation Counsel 
William A. McDermott. 


VII. COLLECTIONS. 


A. TAX TITLE DIVISION. 


In 1949 the Tax Title Division of the Law Department 
disposed of 1,319 cases and brought into the treasury 
of the City the sum of $256,732.60. The following sta-

C. COLLECTIONS FROM ESTATES OF DE- 
CEASED PERSONS RELIEVED FROM 
TAXATION. 


Under authority of G. L., c. 59, s. 5A, the Assessors 
of the City of Boston have committed to the Collector 
of Taxes upon special warrants the aggregate amount 
of the taxes from which persons were relieved. 

The claims for these taxes have been referred to the 
Law Department for collection. Claims were filed in 
the Probate Court and in some cases suits were com- 
menced in the Boston Municipal Court. Total collec- 
tions in the amount of $6,743.53 have been made and 
turned over to the City Collector. 


D. CLAIMS AGAINST BANKRUPTS. 


Iiffective September 1, 1948, the Law Department 
assumed complete supervision of the filing of claims 
against the estates of bankrupts indebted to the City. 
During 1949, 230 such estates were investigated to 
ascertain whether the bankrupts were indebted to 
the City. In 147 of these estates claims aggregating 
$64,792.29 were filed. Claims to the amount of 
$10,062.36 were subsequently withdrawn because the 
items involved were satisfied from other sources. Sums 
received in 1949 from bankrupt estates totaled 
$25,068.05.

Just one case of the State v. Boston is pending. This involves claims 
totaling $6,106. 

During 1949 three cases of the Commonwealth against Boson: were 
disposed of: Findings for the Commonwealth in two cases resulted in the 
payment of $786 to it; and a finding for Boston was made in the third case. 

These Commonwealth cases are not included in any figures shown in the 


report above.

The Board of Overseers of the Public Welfare here- 
with presents its eighty-sixth annual report of the 
present series, covering the period from January 1, 
1949, to December 31, 1949. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


The Department of Public Welfare in Boston is 
administered by an unpaid board of twelve members, 
appointed by the Mayor for terms of three years and 
known as the Board of Overseers of Public Welfare. 
The Board meets weekly. It elects a paid secretary 
who acts as the executive agent of the Board. The 
department administers Old Age Assistance, Aid to 
Dependent Children, and General Relief under the 
general laws. 

The Temporary Home for Women on Chardon street 
and the Wayfarers’ Lodge on Hawkins street are main- 
tained and administered by the department. 

In addition to the expenditure of public funds for 
relief purposes, the Overseers are trustees of eighteen 
private trust funds. 
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SociaL SERVICE DIVISION 


The Social Service Division is responsible for receiving 
all applications made by residents of Boston for public 
assistance, for giving them thorough consideration, 
identifying need if it exists and meeting it in a way 
that as far as possible restores the applicant to self 
support. This includes administering Old Age Assist- 
ance, Aid to Dependent Children and General Relief; 
it includes recognizing the need of special services 
required to restore people to independence and utilizing 
resources of the community. 

This is done largely through the three major sub- 
divisions, Old Age Assistance, General Relief, and 
Aid to Dependent Children, and the special sections, 
Application, Life Insurance, Medical Social, Real Estate 
and Trust Funds and is described in detail in the 
reports from each supplementing this introduction. 
Each accepts its individual responsibility but works 
in such excellent harmony with the others that the 
Social Service Division develops as one unit. 

As we started the year 1949, we again faced the 
problems of the high cost of living. According to 
the statistics of the State Division on the Necessaries 
of Life from January, 1941, to January, 1949, the cost, 
of food had increased 118.1%; the eost of clothing 
88.7%; the cost of shelter 8.1%; the cost of fuel and 
light 51.3%; the cost of sundries 28.38%; the combined 
cost of living 62.3%. Fortunately within the year 
there was no further great increase. 

Available to all were special opportunities for in- 
creasing the knowledge and skill of our workers. We 
cannot list each one but mention the following as 
illustrative. Again this year, we were indebted to Mr. 
Arthur F. Sullivan, Director of the Massachusetts 
Division of the Blind, for participation in a two-day 
institute on eye care sponsored by that division and 
the State Division of Child Health in cooperation 
with Massachusetts Eye and Ear Infirmary. Eminent 
eye specialists discussed conditions that are the greatest 
causes of blindness and the treatment desired; there 
was also presentation of the laws and resources for the 
blind. With permission from the Board 31 supervisors 
and social workers attended. 

The subdivisions and special sections have also 
participated in community efforts that have helped 
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those receiving public assistance and hastened their 
return to self maintenance. As an instance is the 
cooperation given to the Health Foundation of Boston 
in carrying out the plan of the United States Public 
Health Service and Boston Health Department to 
have chest X-rays of all people over 15 years of age 
living in Boston or working here or of as nearly as 
possible to the total number. Representatives of 
the United States Public Health Service and the Boston 
Health Department consulted freely. From the out- 
set this department’s Director of Social Service was 
a member of the Social Service Committee and was 
co-chairman of the Subcommittee on Case Work 
Services. The collaboration between the Boston Health 
Department and this department’s Medical Social 
Section on medical social problems was reported to 
be extremely helpful. People found to require treat- 
ment for serious conditions disclosed by the X-ray, 
who had probably always been self-supporting, suddenly 
faced need of financial assistance for their families 
if they were to combat their illness. The understanding 
and competence shown by the supervisors and field 
workers of this department when applications for 
assistance had to be made played an important part 
in recovery of health. 

The reports that follow refer to the work of the 
various subdivisions and special sections of the Social 
Service Division: Old Age Assistance, General Relief, 
Aid to Dependent Children, Application, Life Insurance, 
Medical Social, Real Estate and Trust Funds. 


OLp AGE ASSISTANCE 


The year 1949 witnessed a continued rise in both case 
loads and costs in the operating of the Old Age Assist- 
ance law in Boston. The monthly average grant in- 
creased from $57.29 in 1948 to $61.37 in 1949. 

The spiraling cost of the program was due in part to 
the increased use of the medical program as it became 
better understood and used by recipients of Old Age 
Assistance. As the present medical program is virtually 
without a ceiling, the sharply mounting costs have be- 
come a matter of concern to administrators and. social 
workers alike. In addition to this rising cost, the budget 
of each recipient was increased as of December 1, 1949, by 
$4.00 a month to provide for an item to be known as 
Leisure Time Activities. This was mandatory under the 
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provisions of Chapter 796, Acts of 1949. Obviously this 
increase coming late in the year had only a minor effect 
on the increased costs of Old Age Assistance in 1949, but 
will be a factor in the cost of Old Age Assistance in 1950. 
The amount expended for Old Age Assistance for the 
year 1949 was $13,744,201.14.

AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 


During the year 1949 the Department expended 
$5,014,685.62 for relief under the Aid to Dependent 
Children law. This expenditure exceeded the previous 
year’s expenditure by $890,095.11. The only change in 
law which necessitated an increase in expenditure was 
the change in the per diem rate for hospital care from 
$8.00 to $10.00 but since this change did not become 
effective until November 25, 1949 it could not account 
for the increase in expenditures of almost $900,000.00. 
However, there was an appreciable increase in the case 
load for 1949, a net increase of 520. This increase which, 
when compared with the net increase for 1948 of 299, for 
1947 of 418, for 1946 of 262, and for 1945 of 135, could 
easily account for the seemingly large increase in the re- 
hef item in the Aid to Dependent Children budget. 
Another factor was the increase 1n the cost of hospitaliza- 
tion for recipients of Aid to Dependent Children which 
eannot be compared with previous years since the pay- 
ment of hospital bills for Aid to Dependent Children has 
only been in effect since September 1, 1948. The total 
cost of hospitalization for Aid to Dependent Children 
recipients in 1949 was $77,548.63 for 1,228 admissions. In 
addition to that $26,198.33 was expended for other 
medical needs such as physicians’ fees, dental care, 
prosthesis, ete. Perhaps it would be interesting to note 
here that the Federal Government does not participate 
when payments to hospitals are made indirectly, that 1s, 
the bill is paid to the hospital rather than to the recipient. 

The average monthly Aid to Dependent Children 
grant in the City of Boston for the year 1949 was $115.66. 
This compares very favorably with the State average 
monthly grant which amounts to $113.35 for the year 
1949. For purposes of comparison the average monthly 
Aid to Dependent Children grant in Boston in 1948 was 
$108.36 while the State monthly average grant for 1948 
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was $105.21. The total Aid to Dependent Children case 
load for the Commonwealth for the year ending Decem- 
ber 1949 was 11,756 while Boston’s total Aid to Depend- 
ent Children case load on the same date was 3,943 or 
334 per cent of the total State Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren case load.

INSURANCE SECTION 


The major functions of the Insurance Section are: 


I. Verification of statements of insurance 


II. Investigation of possibilities of adjustment of 
insurance 


III. Recommendation of adjustments on insurance 
IV. Investigation of Death Claims 


VY. Investigation of Old Age and Survivors 
Insurance 


All activities are necessary to determine the fulfill- 
ment of insurance requirements pertaining to the 
various relief grants. The total number of inquiries 
received in this section within the year was 6,763. 

During the year 1949, $10,358.40 was returned to 
clients on adjusted cases. A total of $628,545.91 has 


=| 
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been returned to clients since 1934. This amount rep- 
resents a substantial saving to the Department and to 
the City of Boston. 

Approval for premium allowance consideration in the 
budget was given on 1,566 Old Age Assistance cases 
and on 557 Aid to Dependent Children cases. During 
the year 338 Old Age Assistance cases and 92 Aid to 
Dependent Children cases did not come within insurance 
eligibility requirements for premium allowance. 

The Life Insurance Adjustment Bureau under the 
management of Mr. Louis L. Himber, Savings Bank 
Life Insurance directed by Mr. Judd Dewey, Deputy 
Commissioner of Insurance, the Boston Mutual Life 
Insurance Company and other Life Insurance Com- 
panies and Fraternal Organizations have assisted us 
immeasurably in our efforts to assist both social worker 
and client with insurance problems. 

The District Office of the State Department of Public 
Welfare under the direction of Mr. Francis Kelly, 
Acting Director, has been of great assistance to us. 

This section has had the responsibility of clearing all 
inquiries for Old Age and Survivors Insurance from any 
relief agency in the City of Boston, since January 15, 
1941, in agreement with the plan for closer relationship 
between this Department and the Social Security 
Administration. Of the 1,785 cases referred by our 
Department to the Social Security Administration, over 
$22,613.11 was received in monthly grants in 1949 
representing an estimated savings to this Department 
and to the City of Boston of approximately $271,357.22 
for a twelve-month period. Lump sum payments to 
this Department for burials amounted to $2,117.43. 
The excellent cooperation and assistance given to this 
section by the officials and staff of the Old Age and 
Survivors Insurance office of the Social Security 
Administration under the management of Miss Angela 
O’Brien has been of invaluable assistance to us, and 
workers of the various districts. Payments by insur- 
ance companies to families of deceased clients within 
the year have amounted to $227,146.60. Approval of 
payment of burial costs to undertakers and others can- 
not be given until a check-up is made and report received 
from this section. As a result of this activity it has 
been possible to assist many recipients to become self- 
supporting and permit a substantial saving in relief 
costs. 
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MEDICAL SocIAL SECTION 


The main functions of the Medical Social Section are 
to provide a consultant service concerning medical 
social problems, coordination of all medical social and 
health activities of the department, laison service 
between the department and medical agencies in the 
community, evaluation of medical evidence presented 
in support of an application for Aid to Dependent 
Children on the basis of incapacity, advice regarding 
special medical needs, review of closed case record and 
the preparation of summaries of department contacts 
with recipients for the purpose of replying to inquiries 
from hospitals, supervision of cooperative exchange of 
information with physicians and medical agencies, 
authorization of expenditures for drugs for General 
Relief recipients, and at the Boston City Hospital 
clinical steering of recipients and the preparation of 
written reports of the findings. 

There has been a steady increase in the volume of 
work done in the Medical Social Section during 1949. 
A total of 22,583 referrals were received during the year. 
These referrals included: 


1. 2,737 medical reports prepared on recipients under 
medical supervision of the Boston City Hospital. 

2. 9,776 medical reports reviewed on recipients under 
7 medical supervision of other hospitals and 


physicians. 

3. 315 reports approved as medical evidence presented 
in support of application for Aid to Dependent 
Children. 

4, 145 reports disapproved as medical evidence pre- 


sented in support of applications for Aid to 
Dependent Children. 


In addition there were: 


1. 5,489 memoranda sent to supervisors and_ social 
workers. 

2. 3,739 interviews held in the Central Office and at the 
Boston City Hospital. 

3. 722 letters sent to hospitals, physicians and others. 

4. 9,241 conferences held with physicians, nurses, hospital 
social workers, and others. 


During 1949, 4,771 prescriptions for drugs were 
authorized and approved by this section’s prescription 
unit at the Boston City Hospital for 3,254 recipients of 
General Relief. 
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REAL ESTATE 


The Real Estate Section investigates all property 
owned by applicants and recipients of Old Age Assist- 
ance, General Relief, Aid to Dependent Children and 
Trust Funds. This investigation includes the prepara- 
tion of a formal report for every property situation re- 
ferred to the division. The report presents to the social 
worker a picture of the financial condition of the property 
in question. It includes full information relative to the 
assessed valuation, the amount and status of the taxes, 
the name and address of the mortgagee, the present 
amount of the mortgage, the date the loan was secured, 
the monthly carrying cost, the client’s equity, and the 
income from the property. This information is obtained 
from the records at the Board of Assessors and the Tax 
Collector’s office. 

Special work is done pertaining to city owned property, 
acquired through foreclosures on tax titles. The rent 
allowance is deducted from the budget of welfare recip- 
ients residing in this property. 

Another phase of the work of this section is the prepa- 
ration of mortgages and bonds on all Old Age Assistance 
cases where the equity is in excess of the $3,000 allowed 
by law. This includes the execution of an affidavit 
which is a simple statement in which the applicant 
swears to the ownership of certain property and admits 
his willingness to execute a mortgage and bond in the 
sum of his excess equity payable to the City of Boston. 
When this affidavit has been signed, the mortgage and 
bond are then prepared and executed and recorded at 
the Suffolk Registry of Deeds. In the past year it was 
found that 120 applicants for Old Age Assistance had 
an equity in property which was in excess of the amount 
allowed. Reimbursements have been received in a num- 
ber of bonds and mortgages held by this Section. 

There has been close cooperation of this Section with 
the Assessing Department so that there is no need to 
abate taxes to our recipients, thereby saving the tax- 
payers a substantial sum. 

This arrangement has been in effect since July 1946. 

Special work is done by the Real Estate Section per- 
taining to new housing problems which have arisen due 
to the building of the Mystic River Bridge and the ex- 
tension of the East Boston Rapid Transit and rebuilding 
of the McLellan Highway. This Section has cooperated 
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with the Housing Authorities and real estate dealers 
in acquiring housing facilities for our clients, which work 
has been hampered due to the shortage of apartments 
at this particular time. Reimbursement to the Depart- 
ment for assistance granted to the owners of some of 
these properties taken by right of eminent domain has 
been accomplished. 

This Section was designated by the Board of Over- 
seers of Public Welfare to assist in obtaining apartments 
for families evicted who had been temporarily housed 
at the Temporary Home for Women and Children. 
Some of these were self-supporting, whereas others were 
on public relief and all had been evicted by Court Order.

Trust FunpDs 


The Trust Funds administered by the Overseers of 
the Public Welfare were established by bequests made 
years ago to assist certain specified groups of Boston 
residents. If circumstances have so changed that the 
terms of any have become impractical, the Court has 
allowed a change in the conditions of grants, as for 
instance in 1908 the Supreme Court authorized other 
expenditures from a bequest that had provided ‘‘ Income 
to be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate 
and sugar for the refreshment of those persons who in 
the providence of God, are, or shall be, reduced and 
obliged to take shelter in the almshouse, after having 
lived reputably; the Overseers of the Poor to be judges 
as to the persons, but always giving the preference to the 
pious poor.” 
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Unless authority has been received from the Court to 
alter the conditions, the money is expended in strict 
accordance with the terms of the will, even though these 
include definite limitations such as in one to coal for 
widows of East Boston, in another to semi-annual grants 
of one hundred dollars to ‘‘poor, worthy, Protestant 
single women of Boston, who have arrived at the age of 
50 years (not including widows)’, in another to the 
“nurture and instruction of poor orphan and deserted 
children of the town of Boston until fourteen years of 
age.’ ! 
Actually, these Trust Funds have been of great assist- 
ance in supplementing small incomes, in bringing aid to 
people in distress who would not apply for public assist- 
ance and in meeting special needs. 

The conditions of eligibility for each fund are given in 
annual reports of this department. Representatives of 
public and private agencies, clergymen, doctors and 
other citizens refer individuals for Trust Fund grants. 
Every referral is given careful consideration. Supple- 
menting a regular investigation, letters of reference from 
two responsible individuals in the community are re- 
quired. The applications are reviewed by the Com- 
mittee on Trust and Special Funds and referred to the 
Board of Overseers for action. If grants are continued, 
regular visits are made so that there is assurance of 
continued eligibility; these also provide an_ oppor- 
tunity to assist the beneficiary to obtain special service 
if needed. 

Illustrative of the ways in which residents of Boston 
are assisted by Trust Fund grants are the following: 

A young man with a crippling nerve disease, living in 
the home of a married sister, where the income was 
inadequate to meet the needs of four people and where 
according to the General Relief standards the income 
exceeded their budget, a grant was given to help meet 
this man’s expenses. 

Two aunts who were unable to assume the responsi- 
bility within their homes for the care of an orphan 
nephew and two nieces were helped by a grant to send 
these children to a boarding school. 

An elderly woman, a non-citizen, was assisted by 
a grant to help supplement the cost of her care in a 
nursing home, which was being paid for by a long 
standing family friend. 
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Two young women recovering from a long standing 
communicable disease were given a grant to help with — 
current expenses while they attended school, as part 
of the rehabilitation program where resources within 
the home were inadequate to cover this expense. 


A couple where the husband was too ill to work, 
and where illness on the part of the wife, too, made it 
impossible for her to earn enough to meet their needs, 
were assisted by a grant to help meet their medical 
expenses. 

In 1949, 125 people were assisted by Trust Funds; 
of these 65 were receiving continuous assistance January 
1, 1949; within the year 34 were added for continuous 
assistance and 29 were closed; 32 received. special 
grants in accordance with terms of bequests, and 9 
referrals were found to be ineligible for grants. 


WAYFARERS’ LODGE 


The largest number of lodgings in any month of the 
year was 4,551 in March, and the smallest number 
was 4,038 in August. The total number of lodgings 
during the year was 51,7438, as against 50,835 for the 
year 1948. The number of individual lodgers, lodgings, 
and meals for the year by months was as follows:

The completion of the calendar year 1949 has made 
possible the compilation of statistics for a period of time 
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sufficient in length to properly evaluate the work of 
rehabilitation being done for the homeless unemployed 
men at the Wayfarers’ Lodge. 


A study of the results obtained confirms the belief 
that every effort made for. the rehabilitation of homeless, 
unemployed men pays rich dividends in men reclaimed 
for future usefulness, in conserving community resources, 


and in reaffirming the validity of the democratic way 
of life. 


Every effort to date has been directed to the building 
of sound foundations and concepts of rehabilitation, 
and to working out effective techniques for achieving 
the purposes sought. Men are enabled to make a better 
adjustment and to take their places as producing 
units in our economy. 


Every community counts among its assets men who 
are living normal, well-adjusted lives; men who are 
independent, self-supporting and willing to accept 
their civic responsibilities. 

In our work at the Lodge we are striving to the end 


that present homeless unemployed men will one day 
attain that status.

TEMPORARY HOME 


Registrations, 1,562; Women, 741; Children, 821. 
Average monthly, 188. 

The Temporary Home offers shelter and social service 
to all homeless families who apply for care. These 
unhappy, disturbed individuals require intensive case- 
work and are classified under the following groups: 
Unattached Women, 519. 

These include transient, migratory, and local women 
who are homeless, all needing counseling, financial 
assistance, clothing, medical care and employment. Of 
these women, only 44 became recipients of public 
assistance due to ill health, etc. The others were 
placed in employment or in boarding homes to work 
part time to earn their expenses. 

Family Groups, 222 with 576 children. 

Since the housing shortage is still acute, the Tem- 
porary Home offers the only shelter for evicted families 
who come from all parts of the city and are referred 
daily from agencies, courts and interested citizens. 
Sometimes they remained for many weeks if the family 
was large as it is so difficult to find apartments willing 
to consider children. These families were aided to 
find homes, employment, clothing, medical care and 
maintain their family life as close as possible to normal 
living. Among these family groups are migrants who 
come to Boston from other states and cities seeking 
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employment, homes, etc. These are immediately re- 
turned to their former homes whenever possible. Also 
included are unwed mothers who will not be accept- 
able to their relatives on discharge from hospital and 
usually are placed in a boarding home until a satisfac- 
tory adjustment is made for mother and baby. 


Children Groups, 869. 
432 in the age group three to twelve years 
233 under three years of age 
85 from twelve to sixteen years 
71 from sixteen to twenty-one years — usually tran- 
sient adolescents who could not adjust in their 
homes and are runaways, etc. 


Due to the pressure of such large numbers of children 
with varied age levels to provide for, it was necessary 
to expand our services to include a recreation worker 
and a large play area was installed on the top floor. 

This worker arfanges programs for children and takes 
them to a nearby playground and recreation center to 
enable mothers to look for homes and care for small 
babies. 


Children without Mothers, 174. 


One hundred and twenty-two brought by Police to | 
the Temporary Home. These are children who have 
been abandoned, deserted or deprived of parental care 
by illness of parents or emergency conditions such as 
arrests, etc. If they are to be without the protection 
of their own homes for long periods they are referred 
to the City Child Welfare Department for foster 
placement. 


Health Program. 

A physician assigned to staff, visits daily and examines 
each admission to prevent epidemics and spread of 
infectious diseases. A local visiting nurse checks on 
infants. and we follow up immunization on children. 
During the year, we have lectures from Public Health 
Department regarding care of infants and children, 
and the Home Service Department of the Red Cross on 
homemaking and nutrition. Every effort is made to 
teach mothers hygiene and health habits while at the 
Home. In spite of such a heterogeneous group the 
morale is surprisingly good and families and children 
adjust very well to each other.

BusINEss DIVISION 


The Business Division has control of all fiscal opera- 
tions of the department. This includes the preparing of 
the department budget; requisitioning of cash from the 
City Treasurer; disbursing relief payments; obtaining 
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reimbursements provided under the law; determining 
legal settlements; keeping of financial and accounting 
records; procuring and maintaining department equip- 
ment and supplies. 


ToTaL EXPENDITURES 


Total expenditures of the department during the year 
1949 amounted to $24,893,389.36, as compared with 
total expenditures during the year 1948, which amounted 
to $20,005,949.43. 


RELIEF Costs 


Total relief expenditures for Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren, Old Age Assistance, and General Relief during 
the year 1949 and the cost of the operation of the 
Temporary Home and Wayfarers’ Lodge for the year 
1949 amounted to $22,454,016.51, as compared with the 
relief cost during the year 1948 of $18,352,297.10. Total 
cases assisted during the year 1949 were 37,770, as 
compared with 32,772 cases assisted in 1948. 


ADMINISTRATIVE Costs 


Administrative costs during the year 1949 amounted 
to $2,439,372.85, as compared with administrative costs 
of $1,653,652.33 in 1948. Administrative costs for 1949 
were 9.7 cents per dollar of total expenditures. 


REIMBURSEMENTS 


During the year 1949 the department received from 
the Federal Government through the Commonwealth 
federal grants totaling $7,970,826.14. In addition, the 
department collected in reimbursements from the Com- 
monwealth, cities and towns, and other sources a total 
of $7,793,711.41. Of this amount $304,492.22 was from 
the Meals Tax, and $116,891.43 in reimbursements from 
recipients of assistance. 


Net Cost of the Department 


The net direct cost of the department to the 
taxpayers of the City of Boston during the year 
1949 was $9,127,656.69, as compared with total 
expenditures of $24,893,389.36. 

Net direct relief costs were $7,349,437.68, com= 
pared with total direct relief costs of $22,454,016.51. 

Net administrative costs were $1,778,219.01, as 
compared with total administrative costs of 
$2,439 ,372.85.

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Trust Funps 


The total amount of the trust funds administered by 
this department as a corporation, including accumu- 
lated income, is now $821,028.22. There are 18 trust 
funds, all of which are administered according to the 
wishes of the donors as interpreted from time to time 
by the Board with the advice of the Law Department. 


Applicants for trust pensions must have a legal resi- 
dence here, must be at least 50 years of age, and must 
be old residents of Boston. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the 
Pemberton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears 
Charity, Lucy Bullman Charity, the Moses Hunt, the 
Thayer, the Rachel T. Stevens, the Stoughton, Good- 
now, and Jeffries Funds is 56. During the year nine 
died, three were transferred to General Relief, six were 
transferred to Old Age Assistance, and seven were 
discontinued for other reasons. Twenty-two were added. 

A total amount of $26,199.78 was distributed to these 
pensioners during the year. 

During the year there was paid $4,854.78 from the 
income of the Boylston Education Fund, and there are 
now ten children who are beneficiaries of this Fund. 


The interest accruing from the Mason Fund was 
divided among six chaplains, Hebrew, Protestant, and 
Catholic, at the House of Industry at Deer Island. 


Boston Ciry Hospirau 


This department determines legal settlements on all 
admissions to the Boston City Hospital, other than 
private cases. In 1949 there were 38,744 admissions. 
The Social Service staff of the department obtains the 
necessary histories through bedside interviews. The 
required information is based on where the patient has 
domiciled in the past five preceding years and other 
information pertinent to establishing liability, such as 
the receiving of aid and the category received, if any. 
Determination of settlement on pre-natal, pre-tonsil and 
adenoid cases, treating in the Out-Patient Department, 
is obtained by a representative of the Social Service 
staff of this department, present at the Clinic. This 
department, in cooperation with the Veterans’ Agencies, 
informs them of veterans or their dependents admitted 
to the hospital. 
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Over the years, this department has secured reim- 
bursement from the Commonwealth on unsettled cases, 
and from the cities and towns where patients have a 
legal settlement and are unable to pay for services. All 
receipts on account of such care at the Boston City 
Hospital are turned over by this department to the 
Trustees of the Boston City Hospital, with the excep- 
tion of persons admitted to the South Department. 
Collection in these cases is made by the City Collector. 
It is the function of the Hospital Department to collect 
on all patients able to pay. However, the salaries paid 
to the staff who work in the Settlement Department 
of the Boston City Hospital are charged to the appro- 
priation of this department.

Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, 
Mary Belknap, ‘‘A Citizen of Boston,’’ Anonymous, 
Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, Walter 
E. Hawes, Wiliam B. Spooner, Rebecca A. Goddard, 
Matilda Goddard, and Richard C. Humphreys. The 
most important, however, of the bequests was from 
Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been 
given to the fund. The income of this fund is to be 
expended, at the discretion of the overseers, in semi- 
annual payments to the poor of the city. 

Boylston Relief and Education Funds.— These funds 
were from a bequest of John Boylston, who died in 
London, England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequests is ordered to be paid to “‘ poor 
and decayed householders of the town of Boston, not 
under fifty years of age, persons of good character, and 
reduced by the acts of Providence, not by indolence, 
extravagance, or other vice.”” The other portion to be 
applied to the ‘‘nurture and instruction of poor orphan 
and deserted children of the town of Boston until four- 
teen years of age.” 

Mason Fund.— A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually “to 
the standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, 
or by whatever other name called,” interest to be added 
until one is appointed. The interest is now distributed 
annually towards the salaries of the chaplains of the 
House of Industry at Deer Island. 

Dexter Fund— A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by 
will dated May 7, 1811, ‘‘for supplying with firewood 
or coal such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not 
supported in the almshouse, though sometimes relieved 
by the Overseers of the Poor.” 
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Jeffries Fund— A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: ‘‘Income 
to be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate — 
and sugar for the refreshment of those persons, who in 
the providence of God, are, or shall be, reduced and 
obliged to take shelter in the almshouse, after having 
lived reputably; the Overseers of the Poor to be judges 
as to the persons, but always giving the preference to 
the pious poor.”’ 

In 1908 the Supreme Court decreed that in addition 
to the above provisions of the will the income of this 
fund could be used by the Overseers of the Poor in their 
discretion for the benefit of Boston poor outside of the 
almshouse. 

Lucy Bullman Charity.— Consists of an estate on 
Cambridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into 
the possession of the City of Boston in accordance with 
the will of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, 
Suffolk County, January 9, 1832, in which it is provided 
that, upon the death of certain persons therein named, 
said estate 1s given to the City of Boston upon the con- 
dition that the estate should never be sold, but the 
income used for the benefit of the poor. By a vote of 
the City Council, approved by the Mayor January 4, 
1873, this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers 
of the Poor. , 

The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the 
income only to be expended ‘‘in aid and for the support 
of citizens or families who may have seen better days, 
and for charity in all its forms in such a manner as may 
best tend to alleviate the sufferings of human life and 
render the condition of the poor more comfortable.”’ 

Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to 
the city of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council 
of that city May, 1861: ‘‘Income to be expended in 
the purchase of fuel to be distributed to those indigent 
widows whose husbands, before their decease, had 
resided in Charlestown at least one year, and the said 
widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown at the 
time of receiving said bounty.” 

Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
“Income to be annually expended forever in purchasing 
and distributing provisions among poor and indigent 
Protestant families in said town of Brighton on Thanks- 
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giving or other holidays, or just previous to such holi- 
days, to the end that such poor Protestant families 
may have the means, in some degree, of enjoying such 
' holidays in common with their fellow-citizens; and I 
especially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor and needy 
shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other 
articles of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem 
to be the most conducive to the comfort and happiness 
of that lone class of citizens.”’ 

Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.—A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
‘“Income to be annually expended, in whole or in part, 
as necessity of circumstances may require, by the 
selectmen of said town, in providing good and plentiful 
meals on Thanksgiving Day, or other holidays, to the 
Protestant paupers of said Brighton. If the whole of 
said income shall not be required to be so expended, 
then the surplus shall be added to the principal, and if 
such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest 
or income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing 
said festive meals on said holidays, may be expended by 
said selectmen for the comfort of the Protestant paupers 
of said Brighton in such a manner as said selectmen 
shall judge best and most conducive to the comfort and 
happiness of such paupers.”’ 3 

Stoughton Poor Fund.—A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. 
William Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will 
he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to. 
be improved by the care of the selectmen, the income 
to be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. 

Goodnow Fund.—A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to 
be paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of 
Boston and its assigns, ‘‘to be invested and the income 
applied forever to and for the relief, assistance and sup- 
port of the poor, sick and infirm in said city, not sup- 
ported by the said city in its almshouse, in such manner 
as the said city, or the government or officers thereof, 
may deem most judicious, but without reference to the 
religious faith or belief of those who may apply for or 
need the assistance of this fund.” Five thousand 
dollars, received April 29, 1885. 

Rachel T. Stevens Fund—A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of 
a person named in the will) “‘for the support and main- 
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tenance of poor, worthy, Protestant single women of 
Boston, who have arrived at the age of 50 years (not 
including widows), paying to each of such women during © 
her life the sum of one hundred dollars in semiannual 
payments. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary under 
this will no further payment of money is to be made 
to her, nor is any further payment of income to be made 
to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help under 
this trust.”’ 

Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute-—A legacy from 
the late Moses Hunt: ‘‘The income to be devoted to 
the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents 
of that part of said Boston which was Charlestown.” 

Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund.—A_ bequest of 
Caroline C. Thayer (who died about 1891), to be paid 
over to the city after the death of two sisters, the last 
of whom died in September, 1899. The fund was 
received in May, 1900. ‘‘Income to be annually 
appropriated .for the benefit and use of Protestant 
widows and single women, without distinction of color, 
preference always to be given to those who have seen 
better days.” 

In August, 1900, a small sum was received under the 
will of Susan T. Balch, which was added to this fund in 
accordance with the wish of the donor. 


Thorndike Fund.—Extract from will ‘of George L. 
Thorndike, proved June 11, 1901: ‘‘I give, devise and 
bequeath to the City of Boston ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) in trust forever; the income from the same is 
to purchase coal to be distributed to deserving widowed 
women of East Boston.’ By a vote of the City Council, 
approved by the Mayor December 19, 1907, the income 
of the fund is paid to this Board. 


Rowe Fund.—Legacy from the estate of Ransom 
Rowe. No express grant in the will beyond the mere 
gift of $1,000. Mr. Rowe’s attorney has stated that 
some years ago, when Mr. Rowe was a very young man, 
he and a friend of his were furnished with accommoda- 
tions at the Lodge, which he always remembered. It 
was with the idea that he was assisting others who 
might be in similar circumstances that this gift was 
made.

I respectfully submit the following report relating 
to the activities of the Public Works Department for 
the year ending December. 31, 1949: 

During the year a particularly important and necessary 
job was done to strengthen and recondition the pier 
foundations of the Charlestown Bridge which, upon 
examination, were found to have deteriorated to an 
alarming degree.. Under a contract awarded to the 
Crandall Engineering Company, this work is now in 
progress and will be completed early in the coming year. 

Much work of a maintenance nature has been done 
on the city-owned bridges. This work, of necessity, 
should not be curtailed. In fact, the time has come when 
larger sums should be made available for rebuilding 
many of our bridges which are in a dangerous condition, 
and for major repairs and maintenance. 

For the protection of motorists and others using 
bridges which carry highway traffic, a contract was 
awarded in 1948 for the installation of traffic signal 
flashers and reflectors on such of these structures as 
have center roadway obstructions. The work of

installation was completed in January of this year, 
and since these devices were considered as being more 
properly with the general control of vehicular traffic 
under the jurisdiction of the Boston Traffic Commission, 
negotiations were carried on with that department for 
taking over the operation and maintenance of that 
equipment on 25 bridges throughout the city, together 
with the care, control and maintenance of the standard 
push-button traffic control lights at Chelsea North 
Bridge, Chelsea Street Bridge, and Malden Bridge. 
With the approval of the Mayor, the Boston Traffic 
Commission assumed complete jurisdiction for all of 
this equipment on March 15 of the current year. 

The operating machinery of the ferryboat ‘‘ Daniel A. 
MaecCormack’’ was completely overhauled and the 
superstructure painted under one contract. Under 
another contract the rudders, propellers and other 
underwater parts of the boat were repaired. The larger 
part of this work was done in accordance with the 
requirements of the Coast Guard Steamship Inspection 
Service. Repairs of a more or less general nature were 
made to the Ferry plant on both sides of the harbor. 

The department has had a problem where, because 
of freezing, the fire line water pipe originally installed 
in the Sumner Tunnel has at times been unavailable 
for use. From time to time minor repairs were made 
and, this year, it was decided to renew the pipe and 
encase it with an asphalt and sand mastic which 
will serve as an insulation and, it is expected, will 
prevent further trouble from freezing. The work, 
performed under contract, was completed in December. 

Although bids were received on the 30th of November, 
after public advertisement, for removing the drawspan 
and as much of the approaches on both sides of the 
Meridian Street Bridge as is necessary to comply with 
the requirements of the Secretary of the Army that a 
175-foot channelway be provided, a contract for doing 
the work has not, as yet, been awarded. The original 
order, modified several times, requires that the alter- 
ation must be made by January 31, 1950. Negotiations 
are now being carried on with officials of the Department 
of the Army for further time for carrying out this 
requirement. 

The plans prepared by the Crandall Engineering 
Company for a new structure to replace the existing © 
Warren Bridge, over the Charles River, are completed 
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and ready for use when it appears advisable to proceed 
with the erection of a new bridge at that location. 

Proposals were received on November 23 for collecting 
and removing garbage, ashes and rubbish during the 
coming year. In the last remaining district — the South 
Ind — where this work has been done by day-labor 
forces heretofore, the collections, beginning on January 
1, will be made by contract, thereby completing the 
conversion of the entire city to the system of contract 
collection. 

The work of changing over from gas street lighting to 
electric street lighting, started last year, has been 
continued in a very satisfactory manner. During the 
year, 979 gas lamps were eliminated and replaced by 
an equal number of electric lamps in the various sub- 
urban sections of the city. This program will be carried 
on without interruption in all sections where electric 
facilities are available and provided that the Boston 
Edison Company is able to procure the necessary supplies 
and equipment required for the new installations. 

A large and important program of street construction 
was prepared for the current year which included the 
reconstruction of a number of main arteries and of many 
streets in the residential sections. Considerable resur- 
facing of roadway areas was done in the downtown 
section of the city. A list of the major improvements is 
included in the Highway Division section of this report. 

The activities of the Sewer and Water Divisions 
included the maintenance of the systems and the exten- 
sion of facilities where required. Complete cooperation 
was given by these-two divisions to developers of 
property who were erecting new homes, and the Boston 
Housing Authority: was¥assisted in every way in con- 
nection with the construction of its projects. 

By its diligence in collecting current water charges 
as well as overdue accounts, the}Water Division ended 
the year with a surplus of $632,547.10, a very credit- 
able record.

The foregoing does not include certain expenditures 
for construction work for other divisions, which work 
was supervised by the engineers of this division. 

In an order from the Department of Public Utilities, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, schedules of tolls and 
charges for the use of the Sumner Traffic Tunnel, 
between Boston Proper and East Boston, were approved, 
covering the year 1949. 

The city operates one ferry, the so-called ‘‘South 
Ferry,” with the Boston terminus at Eastern avenue 
and the East Boston terminus at Lewis street. 

The more important works undertaken during the 
past year in the Bridge and Ferry Division were general 
repairs to the Bennington Street Bridge; resurfacing, 
painting, ete., the Brooks Street Bridge and Stairway, 
Brighton; emergency strengthening of piers of Charles- 
town Bridge; repairs to the Gove Street Footbridge; 
repairing fender piers of Meridian Street Bridge; 
guniting and painting Temple Street Bridge; repairing 
pile bents and roadway of Warren Bridge; rebuilding 
the superstructure of Walworth Street Bridge; resur- 
facing Winthrop Bridge; emergency repairs to ma- 
chinery of Summer Street Bridge; emergency repairs 
to machinery foundation of Summer Street Bridge; 
steel repairs to Allston and Boylston Street Bridges; 
repairing the pavement of the Sumner Traffic Tunnel; 
renewing water pipe, Sumner Traffic Tunnel; cleaning 
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the surface drainage system of the Sumner Tunnel; 
cleaning exhaust duct and exhaust fan rooms of the 
Sumner Tunnel; renewing traffic signal control cables 
at the Sumner Tunnel; furnishing and installing two 
turnstiles at the South Ferry; cleaning and painting 
the hull of the ferryboat ‘‘Daniel A. MacCormack”’; 
general repairs to the ferryboat ‘‘Daniel A. Mac- 
Cormack”; strengthening northerly pier of gallows 
frame foundation, South Ferry, East Boston, ete. 


BRIDGE SERVICE. 


General Repairs to the Bennington Street Bridge, over the 
former Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad. 


Due to the very poor condition of the roadway plank 
and steel work of this bridge, extensive repairs were 
necessary and a contract was entered into with Martin 
J. Kelly Company, Inc., for doing this work. Work 
commenced October 3, 1949, and is now in progress. 
It is expected’ that the work will be completed early 
in 1950. Payments of $9,241.09 have been made to 
date. 


Resurfacing, Painting, Etc., the Brooks Street Bridge and 
Stairway in Brighton. 

Because of the defective condition of the roadway 
surface, which allowed water to leak through to the steel 
work, a contract was entered into with Charles A. 
Reynolds to remove the existing surface, grout the 
concrete underdeck, resurface, make necessary repairs 
and paint. The work commenced August 22, 1949, 
and was completed October 1, 1949, at a cost of 
$2,001.17. 


Emergency Repairs to the Charlestown Bridge Piers. 


An under water inspection of the pier foundations 
disclosed that seven of the piers had been undermined 
to an alarming degree. Test samples of the concrete 
removed showed very poor material for depths up to 
2 and 3 feet. Conditions indicated that immediate 
repairs were necessary and the city entered into a 
contract with the Crandall Engineering Company for 
strengthening the pier foundations by driving a short 
steel bulkhead at the most defective sections, in such a 
way as to allow the work to be continued, and then 
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filling between the sheeting and the pier with concrete 
placed by tremie method. The work commenced 
August 17, 1949, and is now in progress. Work is 
expected to be completed about midyear in 1950. 
Payments of $54,243.91 have been made to date. 


Repairs to Gove Street Footbridge. 

A contract was entered into with Martin J. Kelly 
Company, Inc., for making necessary steel repairs, re- 
newing the planking of the walkway and stairways, and 
cleaning and painting. Work was commenced May 1, 
1949, and completed October 5, 1949, at a cost of 
. $15,524.85. 


Repairs to Gove Street Footbridge (Additional Work). 

While work was progressing on the previous contract 
it was found necessary to make more extensive repairs 
to the steel work than was first estimated. Another 
contract was entered into with Martin J. Kelly Com- 
pany, Inc., for this additional work using the original 
bid prices as a basis. The work commenced Septem- 
ber 27, 1949, and was completed October 5, 1949, at a 
cost of $2,392.50. 


Steel Repairs to the Massachusetts Avenue Bridge, over 
the Boston & Albany Railroad. 

Extensive repairs to the steel work, including placing 
new cover plates on the bottom flanges of all girders was 
commenced in September, 1948, under a contract entered 
into with Frederick W. Byron. Due to slow deliveries 
of steel the work was stopped December 21, 1948, and 
was resumed May 9, 1949. It was completed August 8, 
1949, at a cost of $57,017.90. 


Repairing Fender Piers at Meridian Street Bridge. 

Due to damage caused by the tanker ‘‘Abiqua”’ on 
January 14, 1949, the upstream end of the East Boston 
fender pier and the downstream end of the main fender 
pier were badly damaged. In order to restore the 
fenders, which protect the drawspan and landing, the 
city entered into a contract with W. H. Ellis & Son 
Company, to make necessary repairs. The work was 
commenced March 21, 1949, and was completed April 29, 
1949, at a cost of $5,385.35. 

The shipping interests involved have been billed for 
the damage. 
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Emergency Repairs to the Machinery Foundation at 
Summer Street Bridge, over Fort Point Channel. 


A collapse of the wooden foundation made it necessary 
to rebuild immediately. A contract was entered into 
with the W. H. Ellis & Son Company, and work com- 
menced September 12, 1949, and was completed Oc- 
tober 5, 1949, at a cost of $3,828.37. 


Emergency Repairs to Machinery at Summer Street 
Bridge, over Fort Point Channel. 


Due to a severe breakdown, caused by foundation 
failure, it was necessary to make extensive repairs to 
the machinery. A contract was entered into with the 
Daniel Marr & Son Company, and work commenced 
September 6, 1949, and was completed September 29, 
1949, at a cost of $2,221.48. 


Guniting and Painting Temple Street Bridge, Brighton, 
under the New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road. 

In order to eliminate a dangerous condition, due to 
disintegrating surface concrete in extensive areas of the 
arch and wing walls, a contract was entered into with 
the Coleman-Doyle Company, for necessary repairs. 
Work commenced August 18, 1949, and was completed ' 
December 12, 1949, at a cost of $5,014.90. 


Rebuilding the Superstructure of the Walworth Street 
Bridge, over the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad. 

Due to the almost complete failure of the wooden 
stringers and the poor condition of the roadway plank- 
ing this division made designs for a new superstructure 
comprising steel stringers, wood planking, and asphalt 
concrete wearing surface. A contract was entered into 
with the Rossano Construction Company, Inc., who 
commenced work May 16, 1949, and completed same 
September 8, 1949, at a cost of $12,649.54. 


Repairing the Pile Bents and Roadway 
of Warren Bridge. 
In order to continue maintaining traffic it was neces- 
sary to make further repairs to the roadway plank, 
stringers and piles. A contract was entered into with 
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M. Rufo Company, Inc., for this work. Work com- 
menced May 17, 1949 and was completed November 14, 
1949, at a cost of $34,576.94. 


Resurfacing the Winthrop Bridge, over Belle Isle Inlet. 


Due to the badly worn and disintegrated condition of 
the 2-inch fir wearing surface, the City of Boston and 
the Town of Winthrop, the joint owners of the bridge, 
decided to remove the fir wearing surface and replace 
with sheet asphalt after making necessary repairs to the 
roadway deck. A contract was entered into with the 
Martin J. Kelly Company, Inc., and work commenced 
May 24, 1949, and was completed June 9, 1949, at a 
total cost of $2,859.71. Boston’s share at 60 per cent 
was $1,715.82 and Winthrop’s at 40 per cent was 
$1,143.89. 


Steel Repairs to the Allston and Boyiston Street Bridges, 
over the Boston & Albany Railroad. 


Due to the very poor condition of the old blast plates 
over the two northerly tracks, disintegrated concrete at 
the fascias at the Allston Bridge, and the need of 
strengthening the hangars at the Boylston Street 
Bridge, a contract was entered into with the Eastern 
Construction Company for this work. Work com- 
menced September 19, 1949, and is now in progress. 
The work is expected to be completed early in 1950. 
Payments of $14,078.50 have been made to date. 


Furnishing and Installing Traffic Signal Flashers and 
- Reflectors on Various Bridges. 

The work of installing traffic lights and flashers was 
commenced in October, 1948, under a contract with the 
Eagle Signal Corporation, which in turn made an agree- 
ment with the Boston Edison Company to furnish and 
place all underground installations at a cost of $14,152.30. 
This work was completed in January, 1949, at a cost of 
$38,091.30. 

Maintenance Force. 


The Maintenance Force patched and replaced deck 
sheathing, headers, and sidewalk planking on various 
bridges; repaired platforms; cleaned and painted draw- 
houses; made repairs to drawhouses and controller 
houses; regulated the counterweights of bascule bridges, 
as required; repaired steps; removed snow and ice from 
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bridges and sanded same; repaired piers; painted fences 
and gates; did general carpenter work and painting and 
made mechanical repairs, ete., repaired wood block pav- 
ing; repaired and rebuilt gates on various bridges; re- 
paired floats; built and repaired sand boxes; rebuilt coal 
bins at various bridges; repaired boats; set glass at vari- 
ous drawhouses; made miscellaneous small repairs at 
various bridges, etc. 

The Maintenance Force cleaned the bridge sidewalks 
and steps in the intown area of snow and refuse during 
the year. 

Ordinary electrical and machinery maintenance work 
was done by the electricians and machinists. 


Miscellaneous. 


Another duty of the division during the winter months 
was the supervising and inspecting of snow loading and 
removal in common with other divisions of the depart- 
ment. This work was done under contract. 

In the course of the year part of the activities of the 
office force was taken up in work for other divisions of 
the department. These efforts, spread over the entire 
year, did not require a considerable amount of time, the 
work being mostly of an advisory and investigating 
nature.

The work of this service for the year consisted of the 
following: 


General Repairs to Ferryboat ‘‘ Daniel A. MacCormack.”’ 

A contract was entered into with the Quincy Drydock 
and Yacht Corporation for making a complete overhaul 
of the machinery and painting the superstructure. 
Work was commenced May 25, 1949, and was com- 
pleted August 4, 1949, at a cost of $28,774.28. 
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Cleaning and Painting Hull of Ferryboat 
‘* Daniel A. MacCormack.”’ 

A contract was entered into with the Bethlehem Steel 
Company for drydocking, and making repairs to the 
rudders, propellers, ete. The work commenced May 17, 
1949, and was completed May 24, 1949, at a cost of 
$10,811.70. 


Strengthening Northerly Pier of Gallows Frame 
Foundation, South Ferry, East Boston Side. 

As a result of an underwater inspection, which showed 
that the concrete at the tops of the foundation piles was 
badly disintegrated and in need of immediate repairs, a 
contract was entered into with the M. & R. Construc- 
tion Company for strengthening, by building a wooden 
cofferdam around the pier and filling with concrete. 
Work commenced September 26, 1949, and was com- 
pleted December 23, 1949, at a cost of $19,452.85. 


Strengthening Southerly Piers of Gallows Frame 
Foundation, South Ferry, Boston Side. 
This work was commenced under a contract with 
the James B. Rendle Company November 22, 1948, and 
was completed February 8, 1949, at a cost of $14,261.52. 


Furnishing and Installing Two Turnstiles 
at the South Ferry. 

The coin operated turnstiles in use being in very poor 
condition, the city entered into a contract with Martin 
J. Kelly Company, Inc., to replace them with new 
manual operated turnstiles. Work commenced April 4, 
1949, and was completed May 20, 1949, at a cost of 
$2,260. 

Removing Ashes, Cinders, Clinkers, 
and Refuse from the Ferryboats. 

A contract was entered into with J. H. Stack & Co. for 
performing this work commencing January 1, 1949, and 
completing December 31,1949, at a cost of $2,366.10. 


Department Force. 
During the year machinists, carpenters, painters, 
riggers, and other mechanics, who are included in the 
personnel of the Ferry Service, made all repairs possible 
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to the plant to the extent of equipment at their disposal. 
This work consisted mainly of minor repairs to the 
machinery on the boats, repairs to ferry bridge machin- 
ery, ferry bridge roadways and headhouse repairs in 
general. 


TUNNEL SERVICE. 
Renewing the Water Pipe in the Sumner Tunnel. 

The original fire line water pipe had been damaged 
several times in the past by freezing conditions, necessi- 
tating numerous repairs. It was decided this year to 
renew the pipe for the full length of the tunnel and to 
encase the pipe with an asphalt and sand mastic. A 
contract was entered into with Andrew P. Keegan. 
Work commenced August 22, 1949, and was completed 
December 22, 1949, at a cost of $19,000. 


Repairing the Pavement of the Sumner Tunnel. 

A contra¢t was entered into with the Hancock Con- 
struction Company, Inc., for repairing the granite block 
pavement of the roadway. Work commenced April 11, 
1949, and was completed May 18, 1949, at a cost of 
$9,757.25. | 


Cleaning the Surface Drainage System 
of the Sumner Tunnel. 

A contract was entered into with Andrew P. Keegan 
for cleaning the draining system, including sump and 
seepage chambers. Work commenced August 1, 1949, 
and was completed August 18, 1949, at a cost of $3,231. 


Cleaning Exhaust Duct and Exhaust Fan Rooms 
of the Sumner Tunnel. 

A contract was entered into with James A. Freaney, 
Inc., for doing this periodic maintenance work. Work 
commenced December 1, 1949, and was completed 
December 22, 1949, at a cost of $2,342. 


Renewing Traffic Signal Central Cables 
at the Sumner Tunnel. 
Due to advanced disintegration of the original cables, 
a contract was entered into with Kenworthy & Taylor, 
Inc., for renewing the cables and junction boxes, which 
were supplied by the city, at an estimated cost of $6,783. :

6. Motors, Fans, Dampers, and Controllers. 
All of the 28 fan motors (14 blowers and 14 exhausters) are in good 
working condition and are operating efficiently. 
All fans have had the oil and grease changed at regular intervals. 
All 28 controllers were overhauled and adjusted and are working 
properly. . 


7. Transformers, Circuit Breakers, and Relays. 
All transformers (20) have had the oil tested for acidity and new 
oil added as required. 
All circuit breakers were tested and set for correct voltage operation. 
All relays were tested, reset as needed, and adjusted for the safety 
of the equipment. . 


8. Carbon Monoxide Equipment. 
The four Micro-Max recorders are recording properly; repairs and 
adjustments were made under periodic inspections. 
All four carbon monoxide analyzers are operating; adjustments 
were made as required.

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Pumps. 

Various changes to valves and piping in the harbor pump room 
were made to improve the operation of the pumps. Simuar changes 
and adjustments to float switches, valves, etc., were made in the | 
portal pump room. Repairs to motors and controls were made as

Storage Batteries. 

In each of the ventilating buildings there is a set of 60 storage 
batteries that are used for emergency lighting. These batteries are 
under strict supervision and maintenance and are in first-class con- 
dition. 


Traffic Signals. 

All damaged and defective traffic signals were replaced as needed. 
All broken glass and lenses were replaced as needed. Defective 
relays and contacts were replaced in traffic signal relay cabinet. 


Motor Generators. 

There are four motor generator sets and all are operating efficiently. 
Under the regular maintenance schedule, all repairs to brushes, com- 
mutators and controls are being performed. 


Telephone System. 

All defective hand sets and instruments have been replaced. 
Repairs pas replacements of relays, cords and jacks on the main 
switchboard were made as required. 


Tunnel, General. 

On July 5, 1949, the one hundred millionth car passed through the 
tunnel. This occasion was noted by exercises held on the Boston 
Plaza. Mayor James M. Curley was the principal speaker. County, 
State, and Civic officials were also present. 

On a 16, 1949, all oil trucks were prohibited from using the 
tunnel. 

Specifications were written and a contract for the removal of the 
old 4-inch water line was awarded. This line was replaced with all 
new pipe and fittings, total length 5,500 feet. 

During the past year, it was necessary to remove the paving and 
reset the drop inlet at the Boston portal. 

Specifications were written and a contract was awarded to make 
repairs to the tunnel roadway. This work amounted to the relaying 
of defective areas of granite paving. All of this work was performed 
between the hours of 12.30 a.m. and 5 A.m., and with no interruption 
to vehicular traffic. 

All catch basins, drop inlets, drain pipes, harbor pump room, and 
portal pump rooms have been cleaned and are in good condition. 

Invitation bids were sent out and a contract was awarded for the 
pointing of the granite wall at the East Boston exit. All open joints 
were raked out and replaced with new cement mortar. 

New uniforms and hats were purchased for all tollman-guards. 

Specifications were written and advertised for a contract to clean 
the fresh air duct. This work was performed between the hours of 
12.30 a.m. and 5.30 a.m. with no interference to vehicular traffic. 

During the past year, the following automotive equipment was 
purchased for the tunnel: 

1G. M. C. emergency service truck, 10-ton. 

1 aerial ladder for relamping standards. 

Specifications were written and advertised to replace 6,200 feet of 
traffic signal cables. This work was started in January, 1950. 

On October 13, 1949, the City Treasurer publicly notified the 
holders of the 4} per cent Traffic Tunnel Bonds, City of Boston, 
that these bonds were being called for retirement and cancellation 
on December 1, 1949. 
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MiIscELLANEOUS WoRK. 


Meridian Street Bridge. 


Under a contract with the Charles A. Maguire 
Associates, plans and specifications for the proposed 
new Meridian Street Bridge were brought to completion. 

In order to provide a 175-foot waterway at the site of 
the existing bridge by January 31, 1950, as required by 
order of the U. S. Army Engineers, specifications were 
drawn up and bids received on November 30, 1949, for 
the work of removing the present drawspan, the entire 
Chelsea approach and approximately 142 feet of the 
East Boston approach. The low bidder for this work 
was the M. & R. Construction Company, in the amount 
of $48,200. This work has not been awarded to date. 


Warren Bridge. 

Plans and specifications for the proposed new Waren 
Bridge were completed on July 26, 1949, under a con- 
tract with the Crandall Engineering Company. This 
division worked in conjunction with the above concern 
in the preparation of the plans and specifications. As 
of December 31, 1949, the city has paid a total of 
$80,447 to the Crandall Engineering Company for 
services rendered in accordance with their contract, 
the total estimated cost of which is $94,500.

The amount of money taken in through the Permit 
Office was $25,651.91; of this amount $22,321.41 was 
deposited with the City Collector and $3,330.50 was 
billed to the Public Service Corporations. ‘There are 
now on file 2,391 bonds protecting the City of Boston 
against claims that may be made on account of the 
permits issued. 

The regular forces of the Paving Service were em- 
ployed as usual in the maintenance of public streets, 
resurfacing and patching macadam pavements, patching 
permanent pavements, such as asphalt and granite 
block, and maintaining gravel, brick and artificial stone 
sidewalks. In the snow removal season, division forces 
were engaged in plowing and removal of snow. 

Contracts were awarded for the construction and re- 
construction of 172 streets during the year and 107 were 
completed. Work was also completed on 41 streets that 
were unfinished from 1948.

Work Accomplished.—During the early part of the 
year 1949, while the motor sweepers were out of serv- 
ice, 200 temporary laborers were employed for three 
months on street cleaning. 
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The servicing of the Dempster-Dumpster equipment 
has been performed by the South End day labor refuse 
collection force, because this system was largely used 
for the relay of refuse from the ends of the South End 
alleys. 

In 1950, the refuse collection will be done by con- 
tract, and the relay system for rubbish collection by 
city forces will then be discontinued. ‘Therefore, a 
new street cleaning subdivision was created to service 
the Dempster-Dumpster system. Standard boxes were 
placed at strategic locations throughout the city, and 
are picked up by a crane designed for this purpose. 
It is a functional service, and has no district boundaries. 

On January 1, 1949, the North and West Ends 
(refuse removal) district was placed under contract, 
and the city day labor force of 76 men, thus released, 
were distributed among the various street-cleaning 
districts. 

On June 28, the cleaning of Columbia road, from 
Kdward Everett square to Blue Hill avenue (at Frank- 
lin Park), was transferred from the Park Department 
to the Sanitary Division, and this area is now cleaned 
by District C—13, Dorchester. 

The following listed repairs and improvements have 
been accomplished: 

Xepairs to Receiving Station at Albany street. 

Repairs to buildings at 650 Albany Street Yard. 
Repairs to Fort Hill Receiving Station, including painting. 
Repairs at Battery Street Yard Lavatory. 

Repairs at Victory Road Receiving Station. 


At the Albany Street Receiving Station, a: bulkhead 
was constructed not only to retain the land area, which 
had fallen into the slip, but also to serve as a dust 
curtain. 

Icxtensive repairs were made at the Fort Hill Wharf 
Receiving Station, costing upwards of $40,000, and 
consisting chiefly of replacement of defective piling and 
underframing and decking. The dredging of the slips 
at this location was also accomplished. 

The following listed equipment was received under 
the Equipment Loan: 

1 Elgin sweeper. 

The following listed equipment was received under 

Item C-—4, during the year 1949: 


Three Ford sedans, six pickup trucks, six Elgin sweepers, 
ten Ford dump trucks. 
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The quota of the Sanitary Division permanent em- 
ployees was reduced to 883, on account of the placing 
of the North and West Ends district under contract 
for refuse removal. 

Increases and Decreases—The expenditures for the 
year 1949 show an increase over those of 1948 of 
$766,739.39. This increase is explained as follows: 


1. There was an increase in the contract prices for 
collecting and removing of waste material amounting 
to $111,882.60. 

2. The North and West Ends district was placed 
under contract for the first time at a price of $201,420. 

3. Extensive repairs to the disposal stations, par- 
ticularly the Fort Hill Station, account for an in- 
crease over 1948 amounting to $61,649.80. On ac- 
count of the closing of the Fort Hill Station for 
repairs for two and one-half months, the contractors 
using this station were awarded the sum of $20,310. 

4. There was an increase in the amount of the 
disposal contract amounting to $57,287. 

5. Street cleaning expenditures were increased in 
the amount of $458,691.05, chiefly on account of the 
transfer of the North and West Ends district laborers 
to this service. 

6. Against these increases, decreases should be 
noted in the following items: 


(a) Waste collection day labor $244,216 95 
(ob) Indirect; . 42,187 39 


7. In the indirect item, there was an increase 
of $13,662.81 in pensions, $19,034.65 in preventive 
street cleaning, and $3,051.61 in miscellaneous items. 

Against these increases, there was a decrease of 
$1,895.06 in the injured roll, and there was no special 
spring clean-up expense, which in 1948 amounted to 
$76,041.40. 

8. Distributed throughout these. expenditures is 
the full-year increase in wages and salaries of em- 
‘ployees, amounting to about $200,000 in 1949, as 
against $100,000 granted in 1948 for one-half year, 
or a net increase in this amount of about $100,000 
in 1949.

To the Commissioner of Public Works. 
DEAR SIR: 

I submit herewith statement of the activities an eX- 
penditures of the Sewer Division for the year ending 
December 31, 1949. 

During the fiscal year 1949, there were built by con- 
tractors and day labor 7.50 miles of common sewers and 
surface drains throughout the city. After deducting 
0.21 miles of sewers and surface drains, rebuilt or aban- 
doned, the net increase for 1949 is 7.29 miles, which 
added to the existing 1,241.14 miles of common sewers 
and surface drains and 30.93 miles of intercepting sewers, 
makes a grand total of 1,279.36 miles of all sewers be- 
longing to the City of Boston, and under the care of the 
Sewer Division on January 1, 1950. 

There were 125 catch basins built or rebuilt and 10 
abandoned or removed during the year, making a net 
gain of 115 catch basins and a erand total Ole aa lion 
catch basins under the care of the Sewer Division on 
January 1, 1950. 

Entrance fees to the amount of $3,019.38 have been 
deposited with the City Collector for collection from 
estates upon which no sewer assessments were ever paid, 
in accordance with Ordinances of 1925, chapter 27, 
section 10. 

Seven hundred and twenty-eight permits have been 
issued, viz., 240 to district foremen and contractors and 
488 to drainlayers for repairing or laying new house 
drains. Inspectors from this office have personally in- 
spected the work done under these drainlayers’ permits. 

Two thousand nine hundred and three complaints 
have been investigated and inspectors are instructed to 
report in writing in each case. 
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One thousand five hundred and sixty-seven catch 
basin complaints were received. 

Reported in writing on 2,402 municipal liens to the 
City Collector, in accordance with chapter 60, section 
25, of the General Laws. Reported orally on about 
2,600 requests for information on municipal liens. 

Notices have been mailed to abutters in conformity 
with the Ordinances of 1925, chapter 27, section 8, 
apprising them of the construction of new sewers or 
repairs to old sewers. 

During the year 1949, 4,170 catch basins were cleaned 
by day labor and 3,044 catch basins were cleaned by 
contract.

To the Commissioner of Public Works. 
DEAR SIR: 

I respectfully submit the following report of the 
activities of the Water Division, operations and ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1949. 

The shortage of critical materials having been les- 
sened, and new meters made available, the work of 
laying and relaying water mains and the replacement 
of obsolete meters, etc., was resumed. 

A total of 15,993 linear feet of pipe were either laid 
or relaid, varying in sizes from 6-inch to 12-inch, 
inclusive, as follows:

DISTRIBUTION BRANCH. 


Due to the increased volume of work caused by 
applications for service pipes, etc., the department has 
engaged the services of contractors during the year. 

The regular work of this branch, consisting of in- 
stallation of new services and fire pipes, repairing of 
leaks, caring for complaints, shutting off and letting on 
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water, freeing of stoppages in pipes, etc., was performed 
in such a manner and at such periods as to cause mini- 
mum delay and inconvenience to applicants for water, 
water takers, and the general public. 

The machine shop and plumbing shop were forced 
to handle all the drilling and connecting of services in 
addition to the regular work carried on in these shops, 
such as the machining and assembling of gates, valves 
and hydrants, and the department assisted the other 
branches of the Public Works Department in perform- 
ing special jobs. 


BUSINESS OFFICE. 

In order to enforce the payment of outstanding water 
bills, customers in arrears are notified that the flow of 
water will be reduced, but yet enough water is left on 
the premises to provide a minimum for health and 
sanitary requirements. As a result, the Water Division 
ended the year 1949 with a surplus of $632,547.10, this 
surplus being due mainly to the collection of bills due 
and payable.

ARCHITECTURAL DIVISION. 

During the year work involving various trades was 
performed in the following buildings in order to comply 
with the provisions of chapter 143 of the General Laws 
and amendments thereto:

This work included the installation of fire escapes, 
smoke screens, new intercommunicating doors and all 
incidental work in connection thereto. 

The Architectural Division furnished the architec- 
tural, strugtural engineering and supervisory services 
for the above work and for work of a major nature in 
the following schools: 


Boston Trade School: 

New shower room installation. Installation of a new 
stainless steel counter and new equipment in the 
cafeteria. A paint spray room was erected within this ° 
building. New entrances were provided for the garage 
and airplane shop. A new telescopic hoist was installed 
in the garage. The installation of offset equipment for 
the Printing Division of this school was completed. 


Boston Trade High School Annex: 
The installation of additional bakery shop equipment 
was made. 


Mary Hemenway School: 
A new office was prepared for the master. 


Patrick F. Gavin School: 

Alterations were made within this building in order 
to relocate shop facilities which were transferred from 
the Thomas N. Hart School. 


Grover Cleveland School: 

Changes were made within the{building in order to 
relocate the woodworking and electrical shops. The 
stage in the auditorium was extended in order to furnish 
more suitable conditions for a school of such size.

Teachers College: 

The reading center of this college was modernized. 
As a large number of male students are now using this 
building, the present gymnasium was divided into two 
separate sections by a folding partition and plaster 
partitions. The division of this gymnasium involved 
delicate structural work and engineering. The office of 
the president of this college was modernized. 


Administration Building of the School Committee: 
Modern office furniture was purchased for various 
offices within this building. 


Thomas N. Hart School: 
A modern seminar for elementary teachers was pro- 
vided within this building. 


Boston Clerical School: 

A modern office was provided in this building. A new 
type of secretarial practice room furniture was pur- 
chased and installed. 


Boston Latin School: 

With the aid of federal funds, a néw stainless steel 
counter was erected in the cafeteria. Other changes 
were made within this cafeteria in order to improve the 
efficiency of its operation. 


In an effort to modernize the cafeterias, the following 
equipment was furnished and installed: 


Dishwashers were installed in seven high schools. 

Potato peelers were installed in three high schools. 

Food mixers were installed in five high schools. 

New steam tables were installed in three high 
schools. 

Asphalt tile was installed in the cooking rooms of 
twenty-eight (28) school buildings. 


During this year, the old stage curtains and window 
drapes were replaced with new in the Washington Irving 
School, the James P. Timilty School, and the Roxbury 
Memorial High School for Girls. 


CiviL ENGINEERING DIVISION. 


With an increased budgetary allowance of approxi- 
mately 50 per cent in 1949 over the previous year, the 
Civil Engineering Division completed a program pro- 
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portionately larger. Despite greatly increased labor 
costs, the division received surprisingly low bids for 
asphalt yard paving which made accomplishment of 
the program possible. Attention is called to the fact 
that again in 1949 there were no additions to the con- 
tract prices on jobs awarded on competitive bids for the 
care of school grounds under Item E-5.

At several schools which had been opened for play- 
ground use, it was necessary to erect extensions on 
existing fences in order to protect adjoining property 
and persons and reduce likelihood of damage claims 
against the city.

The entire fence on the northerly boundary at the 
Boston Latin School was moved 25 feet towards Simmons 
College to the center of a so-called ‘‘paper street.’

The ground newly enclosed was regraded and seeded, 
thereby adding approximately 7,900 square feet to the 
premises of the Latin ‘School and affording additional 
area for use in the physical education program. 

The fences surrounding the Randall G. Morris 
School were painted under supervision of this division. 

The entire lawn area at the Joyce Kilmer School was 
regraded, sodded and seeded, and put in first-class 
condition. In addition, landscaping or lawn work was 
done at the David A. Ellis, Bowditch, and George T. 
Angell Schools. 

Property line walls which were in dangerously bad 
condition were taken down or repaired and rebuilt at 
the Farragut, Prince, and Thomas N. Hart Schools; 
at the latter, the portion above yard grade was replaced 
with a chain link fence after building a new concrete 
curb wall from schoolyard to grade below adjoining 
property. 

The Dunreath Street Playground was regraded and 
seeded and put in condition for seasonal use. A large 
area at the Washington Irving School was regraded and 
surfaced with granolithic paving. All tree surgery, 
trimming, removal, and spraying in the school plant 
was under jurisdiction of this division. 

In addition to work under budget Item E-—5 listed 
above under the various contracts and projects, the 
division issued approximately 200 miscellaneous orders 
for repairs at various schools, such as patch paving, 
fence repairs, rebuilding masonry walls and piers, etc. 

Under Item E-17, two portables were moved to new 
locations to provide needed classroom accommodations 
as follows:

In conjunction with the above relocations, all neces- 
sary repairs were made to the buildings to put them in 
first-class usable condition. 

Under Item E-3A, contracts were awarded and work 
supervised for the demolition of the following aban- 
doned schools: Old Thornton Street and Bennett 
Branch. Work was completed on the demolition of 
the Elizabeth Peabody School, contract for which was 
let in 1948.

After a lapse of many years in new building construc- | 
tion, appropriations were made in 1949 for three new 
building projects under Land and Buildings, namely, 
a new elementary school in the Readville section of 
Hyde Park in the Henry Grew District, an addition to 
the Michael J. Perkins School in South Boston, and an 
addition to the automobile shop at the Brighton High 
School. The Civil Engineering Division furnished the 
architects concerned preliminary plot plans including 
surveys and cross-sections. Test pits and borings were 
ordered to provide essential data for foundation designs, 
and work is in progress on the final plot plans for the 
contract drawings. 

In conclusion, attention is again called to the fact 
that this division is operating at one-half its prewar 
complement. Faced with the additional field work 
under the new building program, it is urgently requested 
that steps be taken at this time to secure some of the 
technical help required. It is considered the minimum 
need at this time would be filled by the employment of 
one engineering draftsman and a rodman (civil engineer, 


Grade I). 
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INSPECTION DIVISION. 


During the year this division supervised extensive 
repairs to school buildings. 

Based on-a_ definite program, pupils’ furniture, 
teachers’ furniture and other types of furniture were 
repaired and refinished. All furniture is in clean and 
usable condition. 

During the year 1949, the department continued 
its program of interior and exterior painting on a more 
extensive scale than was possible for many years past. 
The scientific use of spectrum colors in their various 
combinations and shade blendings, based on building 
orientation, prevailed in carrying the painting program 
for this year to successful conclusion.

In order to eliminate extensive discussions in the 
performance of painting contracts, I have developed 
a specification for interior and exterior painting work 
which has resulted in most satisfactory contractual 
performance. 

The department’s standard specification for interior 
painting follows: 


“ STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS FOR 
INTERIOR PAINTING. 


Scope. It shall be understood that these specifications 
are designed to accomplish the work of applying 
painter’s finish to all interior surfaces of the 
building, not expressly excepted herein, and is . 
divided into two parts as follows: 

Part One. All old interior surfaces which 
have previously been treated with painter’s finish. 

Part Two. All new surfaces created by the 
incorporation of work of alterations, repairs, 
remodeling, a new building, ete. 


PART ONE. 
Work}jTo Be A. Includes all labor, materials, and equip- 
Done. ment necessary to clean and prepare all interior 


surfaces to receivé painter’s finish; and to paint, 
tint, glaze, shellac, oil, varnish, stain, or apply 
other painter’s finish to all surfaces hereinafter 
referred to or described. 

B. Exceptions. All floor surfaces, furniture, 
teachers’ closets in classrooms, interior surfaces 
in bookcases, storage rooms, boiler rooms, coal 
pockets, and metal lockers, unless specifically 
mentioned hereinafter as requiring painter’s 
finish. All window shades, drapes, pictures, 
plaques, etc., shall be taken down and reinstalled 
by another contractor. 
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C. All glazed masonry or other surfaces 
which were not previously treated with painter’s 
finish shall be thoroughly washed and dried so 
as not to leave any streaks.

The costs of all tests 
required by the Superintendent shall be borne 
by the contractor. 

The painter shall prepare and submit to the Color Samples. 
Superintendent or his authorized representa- 
tive sample color boards of colors for all in- 
terior surfaces. He shall also. be obliged to ex- 
periment with colors by mixing same at the site 
to obtain colors desired, and it is understood that 
the Superintendent or his authorized representa- 
tive reserves the right to select different colors 
for separate coats to be applied to the same sur- 
face. Also, that more than one shade of a color 
may be applied as a finish coat to one surface to 
provide contrast to projecting moldings, archi- 
tectural motifs, etc. 

All painter’s materials shall be the best quali- Materials. 
ties obtainable and shall be those manufactured 
by well established business firms, generally 
recognized by the trade as reputable. All 
materials shall be new and delivered on the site 
of the work in unbroken original packages 
bearing the manufacturer’s name, brand, and 
trademark. Prepared paints shall not be 
diluted. 

All surfaces to receive painter’s finish shall Preparation. 
be properly cleaned by washing off dirt, grease or 
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foreign matter. All surfaces shall be thoroughly 
dried and smoothed by sandpapering, rubbing 
down with wire wool, scraping, spackling, put- 
tying, etc., as necessary before any painter’s 
finish is applied. Where plastered surfaces are 
so cracked, holed or broken that they cannot be 
properly prepared to receive painter’s finish by 
the use of spackle, all loose plaster shall be re- 
moved and holes, cracks, and loose and broken 
plaster cut back to well secured plaster and 
patched with new plaster as required or directed.

Include all labor, materials and equipment 
necessary to clean and prepare all exterior sur- 
faces to receive painter’s finish and to paint and 
varnish as hereinafter specified all wood or metal 
window sash, frames and screens, all doors, door 
frames and screen doors, bulkheads and winter 
enclosures of entrance doors, all types of fences, 
wood or metal, flagpoles attached to buildings, 
wood and iron stairs, metal grilles, metal and 
wood railings which are not a part of fire escapes 
or escape enclosures, exposed metal flashings, 
skylights, vents and vent hoods on roof, all 
other wood, masonry or metal surfaces or parts 
incidental thereto which have previously been 
painted. All surfaces of areaways, courtyards 
or other areas within the perimeter of the build- 
ing or attached to the building which have pre- 
viously been painted shall be painted. 

Type VI, Wood Frame Buildings as classified 
in the Building Code of the City of Boston. 

Include all labor, materials and equipment 
necessary to clean and prepare all exterior sur- 
faces to receive painter’s finish and to paint 
and varnish as hereinafter specified all exterior 
surfaces of the building including wood or metal 
window sash, frames and screens, all doors and 
door frames, and screen doors, bulkheads, gutters 
inside and outside, all types of fences, wooden or 
metal, flagpoles attached to buildings, wood and 
iron stairs, wood and iron railings which are 
not a part of fire escapes or escape enclosures, 
metal grilles, exposed metal flashings, skylights, 
vents and vent hoods on roofs, wood, masonry 
or metal surfaces or parts incidental thereto 
which have previously been painted. All sur- 
faces of areaways, courtyards or other areas within

The following is applicable to all existing 
buildings. 

All outside doors and bulkheads over basement 
entrance areas are to be prepared and painted or 
varnished on both the inside and outside. 

This contract does not include the painting of 
portable schools, shelters, swing frames, self- 
sustaining flagpoles or chain link fences unless 
herein specified in another section. Fire escapes 
are not to be painted unless definitely specified 
herein in another section. 

All wood and other surfaces shall be free from 
all blisters, scales, foreign matter, peeling and 
loose paint, and shall be properly smoothed and 
cleaned before painting. 

All metal surfaces which are to be painted shall 
be free from all rust, scale, grease, dirt and 
foreign matter and shall be scraped and wire- 
brushed before red lead or other material is 
applied.

Red lead paste shall stand at least 72 hours 
before adding any thinners or drier so as to 
insure thorough wetting of all red lead particles. 

Factory mixed oil paint, if allowed to be used, 
shall be delivered on the work in original, un- 
broken packages or containers bearing the manu- 
facturer’s certificate that the ingredients and 
proportions comply with the requirements of 
these specifications for the use to be named in the 
certificate and giving formula for reducing to’ 
proportions herein specified for other uses. If 
required, a quart sample shall be tested in

STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS FOR 
EXTERIOR PAINTING. 


ADDENDUM NO. I 


A. The second and fourth paragraphs of the Standard 
Specifications for Exterior Painting, under the caption — 
“Ror Existinc Burtpines — Work to be Done’’ — page one, 
are amended to include exterior surfaces of metal or wood 
cornices, materials of other architectural designs, metal and 
wood window sills, ete. 

B. All exterior surfaces to be painted are to receive two 
coats of paint or other painter’s finish, as specified under the 
caption — “‘ Parntin@” — page four, of the Standard Specifi- 
cations. However in every instance, excepting as provided to 
the contrary in the context of the specifications, it shall be 
understood that the first coat of paint shall be a prime coat, 
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gray in color, and the second or final coat shall be of a color 
selected by the Superintendent of Construction or his 
representative. 

In no instance shall the prime gray coat be covered by the 
finish coat until the Superintendent or his representative 
authorizes such application.

The increased budgetary allowance for alterations 
for 1949 allowed the department to perform extensive 
pointing and waterproofing of buildings. The pointing 
and waterproofing performed this year eliminated 
leaky conditions from the major portion of the buildings 
wherein such leakage existed.

I developed a standard specification governing this 
pointing and waterproofing work. The work performed 
under the terms of this standard specification was most 
satisfactory and in no instances whatsoever have any 
leaks appeared in the walls pointed and waterproofed. 


HEATING AND VENTILATING DIVISION. 


The work of the Heating and Ventilating Division 
consists of designing the heating and ventilating sys- 
tems, together with their auxiliary equipment, to be 
installed in new school buildings; and maintenance, 
repairs, and general technical supervision for the 
existing steam plants in the present 231 buildings. 

The division is responsible for the maintenance and 
upkeep of steam plants, automatic control systems, 
oil burning apparatus, steam and electric pumps, steam 
engines, coal-burning stokers, hydraulic and electric ash 
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hoists, unit ventilators, fans, approximately 500 steam 
boilers, incinerators, furnaces and ventilating equipment 
of various kinds. 

Drawings are made for modernization work embrac- 
ing removal of old equipment which can no longer be 
kept in serviceable condition with a reasonable expendi- 
ture for repairs. Plans and specifications are also 
prepared for steam plants and mechanical equipment 
in new buildings. 

All boiler rooms on which work was done during 
1949 were painted, and obsolete and unused equipment 
removed, improving their general appearance. 


GENERAL REPAIRS AND MAINTENANCE 


Maintenance was carried on and general repairs 
were made to heating and ventilating systems in the 
buildings, including the installation of new radiation, 
repairs to steel piping, sheet metal ducts, steel chim- 
neys, pipe covering, automatic control equipment, oil 
burner pumps, and electric condensate pumps. Re- 
pairs were also made to steam engines and ventilating 
fans and ducts installed in various school buildings. 
Maintenance repairs on steel and cast-iron boilers, 
boiler and incinerator masonry, electric air compressors, 
oil burning systems, and steel chimneys were effected. 


MODERNIZATION 


In accordance with tite. gener i policy of the depart- 
ment, the following general modernization program 
was carried on during the year 1949: 


George Putnam School 


Two obsolete cylindrical return tubular brick set 
boilers installed in 1909 were removed and replaced by 
two cast-iron sectional steam boilers. A new incinera- 
tor was erected in the boiler room, and new radiation 
was installed in a number of rooms in place of the old 
indirect pin heaters which had formerly heated these 
rooms from the basement. A new unit heater was 
furnished for the voting room in the basement. 


William H. Kent School 


The brick set steam boiler which had been in the 
building since 1894 was removed, and a new boiler of 
similar type was purchased. In ‘order to facilitate ash 
removal, an electric ash hoist was purchased. 
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William EF. Endicott School 

The two old cylindrical steel boilers which had been 
in the building since 1905 were removed and replaced 
by two return tubular brick set boilers of the same size. 
A new incinerator was constructed in the boiler room, 
and a new electric ash hoist replaced an old rope and 
wooden block arrangement. 


Minot School 

The two cast-iron boilers which had been erected in 
1915 were removed, and two cast-iron sectional steam 
boilers erected in their place. Because of the inade- 
quate draft which had been experienced in this build- 
ing for many years, the top of the chimney was raised 
about 6 feet in order that it might be above the top 
of the roof, and an old 18-inch round interior clay 
lining was taken out, increasing the internal size of the 
chimney to 24 inches by 24 inches. An automatic oil- 
burning system was installed in both boilers and a 
2,000-gallon steel tank was located in the coal bin. 
A number of obsolete indirect pin radiator heaters in 
the basement, encased in sheet metal — the cause of 
much complaint — were discarded, and direct radiators 
placed in the majority of the classrooms. 


Theodore Roosevelt School 

Due to the fact that the gymnasium addition of this 
building is located at the extreme end of the line from 
the boiler room and that its brick walls have neither 
an air space nor plastered surfaces, this part of the 
building has been much more difficult to heat than 
those rooms nearer to the boiler room. Also, when 
the steam pressure went down, the gymnasium was the 
first to lose the steam and the last to regain it when 
the boiler pressure was again raised. It was decided, 
therefore, to install a small oil-fired cast-iron sectional 
steam boiler solely for this part’ of the building so that 
it could be heated and operated separately from the 
thermostat located on the gymnasium wall. Heat is 
now furnished independently of the remainder of the 
building. 


Hugh O’Brien School 


A general modernization of the entire heating system 
was made. The old cast-iron indirect heaters encased 
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in sheet metal boxes were removed, and _ cast-iron 
radiators were placed in the various classrooms. New 
fan heaters were placed in the basement, and new 
vacuum pumps were provided in place of the old pumps 
installed in 1925. 


Dorchester High School for Boys 

New full automatic oil-burning apparatus was in- 
stalled in three 72-inch return tubular brick set boilers, 
and the old oil-burning equipment dating from 1924 
was removed. The oil tank and much of the piping— 
which had been found to be in good condition—were 
used in the new installation. The interior of the three 
boilers was completely lined with refractory fire brick. 


Boston Trade School 


General maintenance repairs were made to oil engine 
generators which furnish most of the electric current 
used in the building. 


Girls’ High School 


The oil-burning system in this building which dated 
back to 1924 had been worn out to such an extent that 
it became very difficult to maintain it in running con- 
dition and it was decided to replace it with new oil- 
burning equipment burning No. 5 fuel oil with full 
automatic controls. The.old tank was retained in use 
for the new system. New condensate pumps and 
auxiliary piping and devices were installed to supplant 
the steam pumps which had been in the building for 
more than 40 years. An air compressor was installed, 
and miscellaneous piping changes made to improve the 
operation of the temperature control system, and the 
old steam air compressor—in use for almost 50 years— 
was removed. 


Jeremiah EF. Burke School 

Oil burners to burn No. 5 fuel oil were installed in 
three Scannell 200-h. p. portable-type three-pass steel 
burners. Changes were made to boiler pits in order to 
accommodate the apparatus. The interior of the boilers 
was lined with refractory fire brick. An 8,000-gallon 
steel oil tank encased in masonry was installed in the 
coal room. 
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James P. Timilty School 


The oil-burning apparatus in three large cylindrical 
steel portable fire box boilers was remodeled, and miscel- 
laneous piping changes were made in the boiler room. 


Teachers College 


The greenhouse in this building is heated by a hot 
water system with a cast-iron sectional boiler. Several 
times during the year leaks occurred in the boiler, and 
temporary repairs were made. During the Christmas 
vacation, a leak occurred of such serious nature that it 
could not be repaired and it proved necessary to replace 
the old boiler which had been in use for nearly 30 years. 


Ash Hoists 


New electric-driven ash hoists were purchased to 
replace the rope hoists and wooden blocks in the follow- 
ing schools:

Also, ash hoists were installed in the William Kent, 
William E. Endicott, and Minot Schools, the cost of 
which was included in the contract prices for those 
buildings. 


ELECTRICAL DIVISION. 


In addition to regular maintenance of all electrical 
systems, shop equipment, motion picture equipment, 
and fire alarm systems in all school buildings, the fol- 
lowing lists the major items of work preformed during 
the year. 

In compliance with the provisions of chapter 143 
of the General Laws and amendments thereto, six 
school buildings were equipped with a complete emer- 
gency lighting system that will operate automatically 
and furnish light throughout the building whenever 
the main Edison service should fail. Each system 
includes a stand-by generating plant with artificial 
gas-operated engine together with outlets throughout 
the building. Stand-by plants of this type were in- 
stalled in the English High School, Dorchester High 
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School for Girls, Teachers College group, William 
Howard Taft School, Joseph H. Barnes School, and 
the Robert Gould Shaw School. 

Machinery of various types was purchased and _ in- 
stalled at the Boston Trade High School, Dorchester 
High School for Boys, East Boston High School, Hyde 
Park High School, and the Boston Technical High 
School. 

It was possible, this year, to install public address 
systems in the following schools: 


Teachers College Theodore Roosevelt School 
William Lloyd Garrison Sarah Greenwood School 
School Patrick F. Gavin School 


Many old and worn electric clocks were replaced 
with new clocks. Twelve buildings benefited most by 
this replacement. They are listed as the Jamaica 
Plain High School, Emerson School, Michelangelo 
School, Charlestown High School, Chapman School, 
James J. Storrow School, Stephen M. Weld School, 
Edwin P. Seaver School, Teachers College, English 
High School, George T. Angell School, and the Philip 
Sheridan School. 

At the Boston Technical High School it was pos- 
sible to install a new alternating current circuit in 
nine classrooms, the assembly hall, and in the lunch- 
room. Up to this time direct current was all that was 
available in the vicinity -of this building. 

At the Boston Trade High School a _ three-phase 
circuit was installed in the machine shop, new lighting 
was installed in the shower room, the paint shop, and 
the offset printing room. Alternating current service 
was brought to this building by the Edison Company. 

Miscellaneous electrical work was performed in the 
following buildings in order to bring the facilities as 
nearly to the modern stage as is possible:

New lighting in toilet rooms, basement, and _ class- 
room wardrobes. Modernized service and switchboard 
controls. : 


Grover Cleveland School: 


Electrical layouts for the electrical and woodworking 
shops. Additional emergency lighting units were in- 
stalled.

Miscellaneous electrical improvements and _ installa- 
tion of emergency lighting units. 


Teachers College: 
New lighting for the president’s office and mis- 
cellaneous modernization throughout the building. 


Patrick F. Gavin School: 


New equipment and lghting in the woodworking 
shop, sewing rooms, and sheet metal shop. 


Sarah J. Baker School: 

New telephone system, new clock system installed, 
and general modernization of the lighting was ac- 
complished. 


Boston Trade High School Annex: 
New equipment and lighting in the bakery room. 


William Blackstone School: 
Modernization of clocks, telephones, and the install- 
ation of additional emergency lighting units. 


Chapman School: 


New master time and program control with twenty- 
seven electric clocks installed. 


South Boston High School: 
Explosion-proof lighting fixtures were installed in 
the auto body shop. 


Bigelow School: 
Modernization of electrical switchboard. 


PLUMBING DIVISION.

The Board of Street Commissioners presents the 
following report of the Street Laying-Out Department 
for the year ending December 31, 1949. 

Streets having a total length of 4.20 miles were ordered 
laid out as public ways. 

Under authority of the Acts of the Legislature for the 
levying of assessments on account of benefits derived 
from the laying out and construction of highways, there 
has been assessed on real estate, especially benefited, the 
sum of $111,141.96. For benefits derived from sewerage 
works construction, assessments to the amount of 
$19,807.92 have been made. 

In accordance with the provisions of chapter 60, sec- 
tion 23, of the General Laws, the Assessment Division 
of this department is required to submit reports on street 
and sewer betterments. The number of municipal liens 
upon which reports were made during the year was 2,402. 

Damages in the amount of $15,113.89 were awarded 
for grade damages.

In accordance with the recommendations contained 
in the Finance Commission Report of 1949, many of 
the administrative functions have been amended and 
corrected to comply with said recommendations, 
including: 

1. The transfer from the Engineering Division to 
the office of the Administrative Secretary the duties 
and responsibilities of the payroll clerk. 

2. The standardizing of license and permit forms 
to the extent practicable. 

3. The inclusion on all forms of licenses and per- 
mits, the expiration dates of said licenses and permits 
where practicable. 

4. The preparing, publishing and distributing of. 
rules and regulations governing the issuance of licenses 
and permits. 
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5. Elimination to the extent practicable temporary 
appointments of personnel to permanent positions in 
the engineering division in the classifications of rodman 
and draughtsman. 


REPORT OF THE ENGINEERING DIVISION FOR 1949. 


GENERAL. 

In 1949, the Engineering Division of the Street 
Laying-Out Department performed its regular fune- 
tions. These functions include (a) the making of 
surveys, plans, estimates, and reports required by the 
Board of Street Commissioners; (b) the maintenance 
of records and plans relative to public highway loca- 
tions of the City of Boston, and (c) furnishing miscel- 
laneous municipal engineering services to all city 
departments upon request. 

Following the retirement of Thomas F. McGovern 
on December 31, 1948, James W. Haley, a department 
employee since 1928, was promoted to the position of 
chief engineer. At the same time, Walter R. Luby, 
senior engineer, was appointed assistant chief engineer. 
During the year, several important organizational and 
functional readjustments were made within the divi- 
sion. These changes, based upon the findings of the 
1949 Finance Commission Survey, were: 


1. Elimination of engineering districts and the 
establishment of a coordinated Survey Section under 
the direct supervision of the assistant chief engineer. 

2. Establishment of a Records Section under the 
direct supervision of the chief draughtsman. The 
functions of this section include the preparation of 
record plans, the maintenance of all street location 
records and indexes and reproduction work, including 
blueprinting and photocopying. 


PERSONNEL. 

On December 31, 1949, there were 29 permanent 
employees in the Engineering Division, as compared 
with 53 on December 31, 1939, and 68 on December 31, 
1929. In the past 10 years, 30 employees have left the 
division through retirements, resignations, and death. 
Only 6 replacements have been employed. 

In order to properly fulfill its duties, the Engineering 
Division should maintain a staff of approximately 40. 
employees. During the war and for several years there- 
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after, public works construction in Boston was far 
below normal, and the related work of the Engineering 
Division was satisfactorily performed with a greatly 
reduced staff. But in 1948 and 1949, engineering activi- 
ties of the city returned to prewar level, making the 
shortage of trained personnel a severe handicap.

ENGINEERING SERVICES FOR PRIVATE ENGINEERS AND 
ARCHITECTS. 


The Engineering Division maintains a complete file 
of records and plans establishing the location of all 
public ways in the city. The records of sections of the 
city surveyed and mapped by the Board of Survey 
between 1891 and 1910 are also maintained by this divi- 
sion. All surveying within the city, both public and 
private, must be based upon or related to this record 
data. In 1949, due to increased construction activities 
in Boston, the number of engineers and architects repre- 
senting public and private agencies, applying to this 
division for street lines, grades, and other surveying data 
greatly increased over previous years. In the older 
sections of the city, where records are often 50 or more 
years old, considerable research is required to furnish 
the desired street line information. In some instances 
it is necessary that engineers of this division resurvey 
locations in order to furnish reasonably modern accurate 
data. For example, the surveys being made of the pro- 
posed central artery by private engineers for the State 
Department of Public Works, have required the full-time 
services of an engineering party from this division for 
the last several months of the year. Additional work 
must be continued in 1950. 

On surveys of proposed housing sites, a new policy 
requires that engineers submit bids for engineering con- 
tracts. This means that in some instances as many as 
seven different engineers have applied for basic survey 
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data relating to one site in order that they may figure 
their bids. Obviously, a greater burden is placed on this 
division. 

The Finance Commission Survey Report on the Street 
Laying-Out Department, dated February 1, 1949, stated 
in reference to the work of this division that ‘‘ Most of 
the work of the engineering division stems from the lack 
of control of private subdivisions, lack of a monument 
system and lack of a bench mark system. ‘These faults 
are historic and their correction will be costly.”” A sys- 
tem of stone monuments at street corners and angle 
points would have certain advantages; however, experi- 
ence had proven that such monuments are not perma- 
nent. If set on the street lines, they may be destroyed 
by improvements made by abutters and if set on offset 
lines, they may be destroyed by installation of drains 
and utilities. If an accurate survey of the city were 
made, it might be possible to depend on stone bounds, 
then every point could be coordinated and as bounds are 
destroyed they could be replaced. Such a survey would 
cost at least $3,000,000. Thereafter, surveying in Bos- 
ton could be carried on easier and in less time. The 
installation of a system of stone bounds and bench marks 
would probably reduce the time of the average survey 
about 20 per cent, and eliminate many of the requests 
made to this office by private engineers for survey data. 
However, in all, the total time savings of the division 
would not exceed 25 per cent. 

It appears that the savings resulting from the installa- 
tion of a system of stone bounds would not justify its 
cost. In the future, as sections of the city are rede- 
veloped, complete surveys will be necessary. At that 
time, coordinated stone bound systems tied in to new 
construction, should be installed. 


Masor HiGHway IMPROVEMENTS. 


On January 1, 1949, two major highway improve- 
ments in the City of Boston were well under way. The 
Mystic River Bridge, being constructed by the Mystic 
River Bridge Authority, nears completion and is ex- 
pected to be open to traffic in March, 1950. In East 
Boston, work progressed satisfactorily on the proposed 
expressway connecting the Sumner Tunnel and the 
McLellan Highway, a main highway to the north. The 
reconstruction of Sullivan Square, Charlestown, is 
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planned for 1950 by the State Department of Public 
Works. This improvement will eliminate one of the 
most severe traffic congestion problems of the city. The 
Metropolitan District Commission have commenced 
work on the construction of Embankment road, between 
Nashua street, in Boston, and Soldiers Field road. When 
completed, this parkway will afford ready access to 
downtown Boston from the west. Funds have been 
allocated by the Commonwealth to construct the north- 
erly portion of the Central artery in downtown Boston, 
to be connected directly with the Mystic River Bridge, 
the Northern artery in Somerville and the proposed 
Embankment road. Cost of this project is estimated to 
be $30,000,000. 

In all approximately $85,000,000 of major highway 
improvements for Boston Proper, Charlestown, and East 
Boston are underway. 

A report to the Legislature by the Boston Port Au- 
thority recommends the construction of an extension of 
the proposed Central artery southerly to the vicinity of 
Massachusetts avenue in Roxbury. Construction of 
this highway together with the construction of the so- 
called Roxbury Belt Highway forming a southerly con- 
nection between the proposed Embankment road and 
Central artery would provide a circumvential system of 
super highways around downtown Boston. Every effort’ 
should be made to promote the speedy completion of 
these proposed highways. 

When it is assured that the Central artery and Roxbury 
Belt Highway will be constructed, the entire thorough- 
fare system of downtown Boston should be restudied, 
with a view towards widening or relocating those existing 
streets which will serve as access roads to the Central 
artery and Embankment road. 


THOROUGHFARE PLAN. 


Following the completion of the first comprehensive 
study of the city’s highway system in 1928 by Robert 
Whitten, legislation was passed (chapter 168, Statute 
1930) authorizing the City of Boston to establish and 
maintain an official thoroughfare plan. Such a plan has 
never been prepared. At this time, the necessity for 
such an ‘‘official plan”’ still exists. The Joint Report of 
1947 commonly referred to as the ‘‘ Maguire Plan’ could 
Li serve as a modern basis for a Boston Thoroughfare 

an. 
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Boston STREET NAMES. 


On February 28, 1949, the Boston City Council passed 
the following order: 


Ordered, That the Board of Street Commissioners be 
directed to take immediate action to eliminate all 
duplication of street names in the City of Boston. 


Boston today comprises an area of nine original towns 
and villages. Prior to annexation by Boston, streets 
were commonly given a name duplicating that of a 
street in the adjacent town. Upon annexation no 
changes were made so that today, with a total of 5,320 
public and private streets, we find 992 public ways with 
names duplicating other public ways and 935 private 
ways with names duplicating public ways or other private 
ways. The Board of Street Commissioners control the 
naming of public ways. Individual abutters and owners 
control private ways. 

Most of the public ways having duplicating names 
have been in existence for generations and it is believed 
that the abutters would not favor a change. A reason- 
able approach to a solution of this vexing problem would 
be to first enact legislation to extend the present street 
naming authority of the Board of Street Commissioners 
to include private ways. Upon passage of such legisla- 
tion, the public should be made aware of the means of 
petitioning street name changes. In this manner, many 
of the duplicate names might be changed. However, it 
is deemed inadvisable to attempt any general policy of 
name changing which would not have the approval of 
abutting property owners. 


PRIVATE DEVELOPMENTS. 


Control of the laying-out and construction of high- 
ways in private developments has been a major problem 
in the City of Boston for near a century. In 1891, legis- 
lation was enacted which required that the approval of 
the Board of Street Commissioners be secured prior to 
the opening of any new way in the city. However, 
lacking adequate enforcement, this law was ignored by 
many land developers. In 1947, an amendment to the 
existing law permitted the establishment of better super- 
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vision of laying-out private ways. In 1949, permission 
was granted to prepare the following private ways for 
travel: 

Rustlewood road, West Roxbury. 

Jamaicaway court, West Roxbury. 

Potomac Street Extension, West Roxbury. 

Skyline road, Hyde Park. 

Prairie Street Extension, Dorchester. 


All of these proposed streets are located in small, new 
developments where it is planned to construct dwellings 
immediately on each available lot. In the past, it has 
been the practice of builders and developers to construct 
inexpensive sidewalks and roadways in such develop- 
ments. After a few years the roadway pavement dis- 
integrates and the abutters then usually petition to have 
their street accepted and constructed as a public way. 
Considerable savings will result to both the city and the 
abutters if these streets can be made public and con- 
structed at the time the abutting land is constructed 
upon.

We shall endeavor to accomplish, step by step, 
the recommendations contained in the Griffenhagen- 
Finance Commission report, and at the same time by 
all the means at our disposal endeavor to improve traffic 
conditions in our city: by installation of a number of 
one-way streets, recommending changes in the design 
of various street intersections, installation of new traffic 
lights, promotion of off-street parking facilities within 
the city and at terminal points of our. transit systems, 
installation of additional parking meters, and by special 
studies of other factors which may be utilized for the 
benefit of our community. 

In particular, inquiry shall be made regarding experi- 
mental or permanent projects under way in various 
comparable cities of the country so that our Boston 
program may be in every way up-to-date, progressive, 
and efficient, according to national standards.

Acknowledgment is hereby made of the cooperation 
of the State Department of Public Works, Metropolitan 
District Commission, Metropolitan Transit Authority, 
Chamber of Commerce, Boston Real Estate Board, 
Retail Merchants Association, and other such agencies 
which have already offered their support of our 
objectives. 


SAFETY EDUCATION DIVISION. 


Traffic accident research must be the first considera- 
tion of those interested in eliminating hazards through 
sound traffic engineering principles. Therefore reports 
of all motor vehicle accidents must be analyzed and 
accurate records kept systematically, to supply engineer- 
ing data for the erection of suitable signs, signals, 
markers, and devices. 


Application of the information thus received was one 
of the outstanding factors in reducing deaths caused by 
motor vehicle accidents to 56 in the year 1949. 


This is the lowest figure ever recorded in the City of 
Boston since records of this type have been kept. 


Boston has been recognized consequently by the 
National Safety Council as having the lowest per 
capita motor vehicle death rate of any of the cities of 
the United States in the population group of 500,000 
and over. 


Forty-six pedestrians were killed during the past year 
in Boston. Eleven of these were ten years of age and 
under, while twenty-five were sixty years of age and over. 
These statistics clearly indicate the continued need for 
further safety education among these two groups, at 
their respective levels. 


Safety talks illustrated by 16 mm. sound motion 
pictures were given before all types of organizations, 
numbering audiences in excess of 5,000 listeners. 


Throughout the entire year newspaper and radio 
releases were issued, receiving wide coverage, based on 
safety information and traffic changes and installations, 
establishing friendly public understanding of the work 
being accomplished. 


During the coming year it is hoped that present 
plans will develop successfully to receive, through the 
courtesy of Registrar of Motor Vehicles Rudolph F. 
King, translated code copies of approximately 10,000 
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reports of motor vehicle accidents occurring each year 
in the City of Boston. 

At the present time the only source of accident 
reporting available to the Boston Traffic Commission 
is the approximate 3,000 reports received annually 
from the Boston Police Department. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


The traffic rules and regulations were recodified in 
1949. This recodification is in accordance with statute 
law, meeting with the approval of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works. 

The last previous complete revision of the rules and 
regulations was made in 1941. Since that time hun- 
dreds of amendments had been made, virtually chang- 
ing the entire book. In a sense it was unfair to expect 
the general public to obey these rules and regulations 
when the original sense of so many had been changed 
and no new record was available. 

The new booklets also are used as guides for enforce- 
ment of purposes by the Boston Police Department. 
For these reasons alone, it is recommended that not 
more than two years elapse before another revision is 
published. 


PARKING METERS. 


With the idea of facilitating and abetting the enforce- 
ment of parking regulations and of obtaining a more 
efficient use of premium street space for the movement 
of traffic, and for equitable distribution of parking 
privileges, the City of Boston installed 2,000 Mico and 
1,000 Dual meters in June of 1948. 

After a sufficiently long period of experimentation, 
the Boston Traffic Commission on October 1, 1949, 
replaced the Dual automatic with 1,000 Mico penny- 
nickel meters and purchased an additional 2,000 Mico 
2-hour, 2-nickel meters. The elimination of the auto- 
matic meters not only afforded the city a standardiza- 
tion of type, but the Mico manual meter proved to be 
more rugged, simpler in construction, and therefore 
much easier to maintain. This change-over relieved 
those in charge of the necessity of winding the removed 
automatic meters. 

At the present time there are installed 1,000 2-hour, 
10-penny, 2-nickel meters in the Roslindale. Jamaica.

Plain, Brighton, Roxbury, and Dorchester sections and 
4,000 nickel meters in the downtown sections, with the 
purchase of additional meters being considered by 
the members of the commission. 


It has been conclusively proved that the parking 
meters have practically eliminated all day parking and 
double parking by permitting a more accurate check 
by the police officers. 

The daily average income from each meter amounts 
to approximately 33 cents a day per meter.

The signals at all of the above intersections, with the 
exception of those in the Unit 1 system, are equipped 
with pedestrian push buttons. This feature eliminates 
the unnecessary delays caused by fixed pedestrian 
periods occurring regularly, regardless of demand. 

In the early part of 1949 the Bridge and Ferry Divi- 
sion of the Public Works Department completed instal- 
lation of new flashing signals at 24 bridge locations 
throughout the city, where bridge supports created 
obstructions in the roadway. Upon completion, these 
signals were turned over to this department for control 
and maintenance. 

The addition of all of the above installations brings 
the number of traffic signals maintained by the Boston 
Traffic Commission to 251. 

Modern controllers with pedestrian push-button 
actuation were substituted for obsolete controllers at 
the following intersections: 


Blue Hill avenue and Morton street. 
Commonwealth avenue and Washington street. 
Corinth street, Poplar street, and Washington street. 
Dorchester street and Old Colony avenue. 


During 1949 five police officers’ spotlight poles were 
moved from unused locations to the following new 
locations:

The magnitude and importance of this work now 
requires that an accurate file system be maintained on all 
signs existing in the field and also those to be installed 
in the future. 
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To this end early in 1949 a sign census was inaugu- 
rated and is painstakingly working to a close. 

With its completion much valuable data will be 
recorded and in general more efficiency result pertinent 
to the replacement of damaged or obsolete signs. 

It must be remembered that in addition to permanent 
installations more than 3,500 portable signs are main- 
tained and placed out each year, for reasons of public 
safety and convenience in connection with emergency 
conditions that arise. 


ROADWAY PAINTING. 


One of the most important safety functions of this 
commission and one each year that increases in public 
popularity is the marking of roadways with center lines 
and other markings. 

A new record of more than 200 miles of such painting 
was reported in 1949. Immediately following is a unit 
summary:

The painting of loading zone is an income-producing 
effort, since a fee of 50 cents per foot is charged. 


AUTOMOBILE REGISTRATION. 


During 1949 the Registry of Motor Vehicles issued 
the largest number of certificates of registration in its 
history, amounting to 1,432,935. Certificates of regis- 
tration were issued for 129,485 vehicles in the City of 
Boston. While this figure, representing 11 per cent of © 
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the entire state registration, is in itself impressive, 
volume vehicle counts estimate that 260,000 vehicles, 
or 21 per cent of the entire state registration, enters 
the City of Boston daily. None the less welcome, it is 
this influx that creates Boston’s traffic problem.

In accordance with the provisions of section 20, 
chapter 488, of the Acts of the year 1924, and amend- 
ments thereto, the Board of Zoning Adjustment of 
the City of Boston submits herewith, in the form of 
its twenty-sixth annual report, a statement of its acts 
and doings and receipts and expenditures for the year 
ending December 31, 1949. 


During the past year the following reappointments 
have taken place in the membership of the Board. 


Everett F. Gray, a member of the Board upon 
nomination of the Associated Industries of Massa- 
chusetts, whose appointment expired April 30, 1947, 
was reappointed for the term ending April 30, 1952. 
Mr. Gray appeared before the City Clerk under date 
of May 16, 1949, and was sworn as such officer. 


Earl McMann, a member of the Board upon nom- 
ination of the Boston Central Labor Union, whose_ 
appointment expired April 30, 1949, was reappointed 
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for the term ending April 30, 1954. Mr. McMann 
appeared before the City Clerk under date of May 4, 
1949, and was'sworn as such officer. 


In accordance with the provisions of section 9, chap- 
ter 3, of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, the Board 
organized at an executive meeting on May 4, 1949, by 
its election of the following officers: 


Dana Somss, Chairman, 
JoHN A. BREEN, Vice Chairman, 


and appointment of Thomas E. McCormick, Engineer, 
and Mary T. Downey, Secretary. 


The method of procedure in connection with peti- 
tions for changes in the boundary lines of the zoning 
districts remains unchanged. Public hearings, executive 
sessions and inspection trips were held as found neces- 
sary, the staff of the City Planning Board rendering 
such assistance as was essential in the way of investiga- 
tions, field surveys, drafting and clerical work. A 
detailed record of the proceedings has been filed by the 
Board in the office of the Building Commissioner, as 
required by law. This record is open to public in- 
spection, and notice of the decision has been mailed 
to all parties in interest.

Since the enactment of the Zoning Law in 1924, a 
total of 319 petitions, 292 for changes in boundary lines 
and 27 for review of Board of Appeal decisions on 
height variances, have been filed. In but three instances 
have the decisions of the Board been set aside. In 
these instances the question of procedure was at fault, 
while the constitutionality of the Board was definitely 
upheld. 


One decision authorizing a slight change in the bound- 
ary line of a zoning district was made the subject of a 
court appeal during the past year. No action had been 
taken on the case at the year’s end. 


AMENDMENTS TO ZONING Law. 


During the year one amendment to the Zoning Law 
was enacted by the legislature in the form of chapter 
537 of the Acts of 1949. This amendment made innoc- 
uous the amortization clause inserted in the law by 
chapter 373 of the Acts of 1941, which provided for 
the discontinuance of nonconforming uses after April 1, 
1961, by changing the date to the year 1986. 
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The amendment was passed without any provision 
for ratification by the city government and over the 
objections of the zoning and planning officials of the 
city. In’ December the Board filed a petition to the 
1950 legislature which would repeal the 1949 amend- 
ment and would modify the original amendment. 

The modification proposed that the Board of Zoning 
Adjustment be given the power to allow, after due 
notice and public hearing, the continuance of non- 
conforming uses beyond the period of 1961 in cases 
where substantial business and industry justify the 
maintenance of their use. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


During the year the Board has expended for verbatim 
records, personal and professional services, advertising, 
blueprints, postage and miscellaneous supplies the sum 
of $1,736.07. Since its establishment in 1924 the Board 
has received appropriations from the Reserve and Con- 
tingent Funds to the amount of $35,000. Of this there 
was a balance on hand December 31, 1949, of $819.94. 

For the first three years no filing fee was authorized 
in connection with the filing of petitions. In 1927 a 
$10 filing fee was imposed by legislative act and in 
1931 this was raised to $25 for each petition. As a 
result there has been deposited with the City Collector 
to date the sum of $2,650.

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RULES OF THE CITY COUNCIL 
1950-1951. 


Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to 
time, and except on holidays, the regular meeting of the 
city council shall be held on every Monday at two o’clock 
p.m. Special meetings may be called by the president 
at his discretion, and by the city clerk for the purpose 
only of drawing jurors. No special meeting of the city 
council, except to draw jurors, shall be called, except 
with the consent of all the members, upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the notices are 
mailed or dispatched by special messenger. 


QUORUM. 


Rue 2. A quorum of the city council shall consist 
of twelve members. If, at the time any meeting is 
called to order, or if, during a meeting, on a vote on 
the adoption of a motion or order, a roll call shows less 
than a quorum present, the president may declare a 
recess of not more than ten minutes, after which time, 
if a quorum is not present, the meeting shall be ad- 
journed. If, on the question of lack of a quorum a 
roll call shows less than a quorum present, the pres- 
ident shall declare the meeting adjourned. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rute 3. The president of the council shall take 
the chair at the hour to which the council shall have 
adjourned and shall call the members to order, and a 
quorum being present, shall proceed with the regular 
order of business. In the absence of the president the 
senior member by age present shall preside as tem- 
porary president, or until a presiding officer is chosen. 
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Rute 4. The president shall preserve decorum and 
order, may speak to points of order in preference to 
other members and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal. Any member may appeal from 
the decision of the chair, but no appeal shall be con- 
sidered unless properly seconded. No other business, 
except a motion to adjourn or to lay on the table, shall 
be in order until the question on appeal has been decided. 


The question shall be put as follows: 


‘Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of 
the council?’’ The vote shall be by a roll call, and it 
shall be decided in the affirmative unless a majority of 
the votes are to the contrary. 


The president may, at any time, during debate or 
otherwise, declare a recess for not more than ten 
minutes, and such action shall not be subject to appeal, 
nor shall any motions apply thereto. 


Rute 5. The president shall propound all motions 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the subse- 
quent motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, 
in naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and 
the longest time shall be put first. 


Rute 6. The president shall, at the request of any 
member, make a division of a question when the sense 
will admit of it. . 


Rute 7. The president shall, without debate, decide 
all questions relating to priority of business to be acted 
upon. 


Rute 8. The president shall declare all votes; but 
if any member doubts a vote, the president shall cause 
a rising vote to be taken, and, when three members so 
request, shall cause the vote to be taken or verified by 
yeas and nays. 


Rue 9. The president shall appoint all committees, 
fill all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the 
members thereof. 


Rute 10. When the president of the council or the 
president pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he 
may call any member to it; but such substitution shall 
not continue beyond an adjournment. 
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MOorTIONS. 


Rute 11. Every motion shall be reduced to writing 
if the president shall so direct. 


Rute 12. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 


Rute 13. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be admitted 
under color of amendment. 

Any motion, order or resolution which in the opinion 
of the presiding officer does not have a direct bear- 
ing on the business of the council shall be referred 
without debate to the committee on rules and shall 
not be further considered by the council except upon 
report by that committee. There shall be no appeal 
from the decision of the chair hereunder, and this rule 
shall not be subject to suspension. No motions shall 
apply, nor shall unanimous consent to speak on the 
matter so referred be in order. 

The committee on rules may report that any motion, 
order or resolution so referred to it is out of order 
because not having a direct bearing on the business of 
the council, and its report shall be a final disposition 
of the matter, subject to an appeal which shall be 
governed by the same provisions as those governing 
appeals from rulings of the presiding officer. 


Rute 14. When a petition, order or resolution relates 
to a subject which may properly be examined and 
reported upon by an existing committee of the city 
council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. When a motion is made 
to refer any subject, and different committees are pro- 
posed, the motions shall be put in the following order: 


1. Toa standing committee of the council. 
2. Toa special committee of the council. 


Any member offering a motion, order or resolution, 
which is referred to a committee, shall be given a hear- 
ing on the same by the committee before a report is 
made thereon, provided he so requests at the time of 
offering the order or before final action by the committee. 

If, after thirty days, a matter referred to a committee 
is not reported upon, it may be recalled by a standing 
vote of seven members of the city council. 
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If, within thirty days, a matter referred to a committee 
is not reported upon, it may be recalled by a majority 
vote of all the members present and voting. 

If, after sixty days, a matter referred to a committee 
is not. reported upon, any member may recall such 
matter from the committee, and such matter shall not 
again be committed to the same or any other committee, 
except that said matter may be referred or committed 
to the executive committee. 

The provisions of this rule shall not apply to matters 
before the rules committee, and such matters shall not 
be considered except upon report by that committee. 

Rue 15. After a motion has been put by the presi- 
dent it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous 
consent. 

Rute 16. When a question is under debate the fol- 
lowing motions only shall be entertained, and shall have 
precedence in the order in which they stand arranged: 


1. To adjourn. 

2. To lay on the table. 

3. The previous question. 

4. To close debate at a specified time. 
5. To postpone to a day certain. 

6. To commit. 

7. To amend. 

8. 


To postpone indefinitely. 


Rute 17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at 
any time, except on an immediate repetition or pending 
a verification of a vote; and that motion, the motion 
to lay on the table, the motion to take from the table, and 
the motion for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate. 


READINGS. 


Rute 18. Every ordinance, order and resolution, 
unless reported upon by a committee or rejected, shall 
have two several readings, both of which may take 
place at the same session unless objection is made, pro- 
vided, however, that all orders for the expenditure of 
moneys, unless reported upon by a committee of the 
council, shall lie over for one week before final action 
thereon. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first reading, the document may be read by 
its title only; provided, that all orders releasing rights or 
easements in or restrictions on land, all orders for the 
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sale of land other than school lands, all appropriations 
for the purchase of land other than for school purposes, 
and all loans voted by the city council shall require a 
vote of two-thirds of all the members of the city council, 
and shall be passed only after two separate readings 
and by two separate votes, the second of said readings 
and votes to be had not less than fourteen days after 
the first, except in cases in which a shorter period is 
authorized by law. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rue 19. When a vote has been taken any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting. 
Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to 
twenty minutes, and no member shall occupy more 
than four minutes, but on a vote upon any subsidiary 
or incidental question, debate shall be limited to ten 
minutes, and no member shall occupy more than two 
minutes. 


RuLeE 20. When a motion to reconsider has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any recon- 
sideration be had upon the following motions: 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate ata specified time. 


A motion to reconsider may be laid on the table or 
postponed indefinitely, and the effect of such action in 
either case shall be to defeat the motion to reconsider. 


ConpuctT oF MEMBERS. 


Rvu.LgE 21. Every member when about to speak shall 
rise, address the chair, and wait until he is recognized, 
and, in speaking, shall refrain from mentioning any 
other member by name, shall confine himself to the 
question, shall not use unbecoming, abusive, or un- 
parliamentary language, and shall avoid personalities. 
Any member who, in debate or otherwise, indulges in 
personalities or makes charges reflecting upon the 
character of another member, shall make an apology 
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in open session at the meeting at which the offence is 
committed or at the next succeeding regular meeting, 
and, failing to do so, shall be named by the president or 
held in contempt and suspended from further partici- 
pation in debate until said apology is made. 


RuLE 22. No member shall speak more than once 
on a question when another member who has _ not 
spoken claims the floor, and no member speaking shall, 
without his consent, be interrupted by another, except 
upon a point of order. 


Rue 23. No member shall be permitted to vote on 
any question, or to serve on any committee, where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 


RuLE 24. Every member who shall be present when 
a question is put, unless he is excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote in the affirmative or negative or shall 
respond ‘‘present,’’ unless the council for special reason 
shall excuse him from voting. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


RuLeE 25. The following standing committees of 
the council, and all other committees, unless specially 
directed by the council, shall be appointed by oe 
president: 


1. A committee, to be known as the Executive Com- 
mittee, to consist of all the members of the council. 


2. A committee on Appropriations, to consist of 
seven members of the council, to whom shall be referred 
such appropriation orders as may be submitted to the 
council from time to time. 


3. A committee on Claims, to consist of five members 
of the council, to whom shall be referred all claims against 
the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report annually an account of 
the claims awarded or approved by them, and the amount 
of money awarded or paid in settlements thereof. 


4. A committee on County Accounts, to consist of 
five members of the council. 


5. A committee on Finance, to consist of seven 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
applications for expenditure which involve a loan. 
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6. A committee on Inspection of Prisons, to consist 
of five members of the council. 


7. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of 
five members of the council, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before the committees of the General 
Court and represent the interest of the city; provided, 
said committee shall not appear unless authorized by 
vote of the city council and shall not, unless directed 
so to do by the city council, oppose any legislation peti- 
tioned for by the preceding city council. 


8. A committee on Licenses, to consist of seven mem- 
bers of the council. ) 


9. A committee on Military Affairs, to consist of 
five members of the council, to whom shall be referred 
all matters concerning veterans’ affairs. 


10. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of seven 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
ordinances or orders concerning ordinances. 


11. A committee on Parkman Fund, to consist of five 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
matters concerning the Parkman property, or the 
expenditure of the income from the Parkman Fund. 


12. A committee on Printing, to consist of five mem- 
bers of the council, who shall have the charge of all 
printing, advertising, or publishing ordered by the city » 
council as one of its contingent or incidental expenses, 
and the supply of all stationery or binding for the same 
purpose. The committee shall fix the number of copies 
to be printed of any document printed as above, the 
minimum, however, to be four hundred; and they shall 
have the right to make rules and regulations for the 
care, custody and distribution of all documents, books, 
pamphlets and maps in the charge of the city messenger. 


13. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five 
members-of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
matters relating to public lands. 


14. A committee on Rules, to consist of five members 
of the council, to consider all matters concerning the 
rules, and to whom shall be referred all resolutions 
expressing opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 
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ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rue 26. Atevery regular meeting of the council the 
order of business shall be as follows: 


1. Communications from his honor the mayor. 

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials and remon- 
strances. 

3. Reports of city officers, ete. 

4. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

5. Reports of committees. 

6. Motions, orders and resolutions. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rue 27. No person, except a member of the council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member 
while the council is in session. 


Rute 28. No person, excepting officials connected 
with the city council, and duly assigned reporters of 
the daily newspapers, shall be allowed in the ante- 
rooms or upon the floor of the council chamber while 
the council is in session. Spectators will be allowed in 
the gallery of the council chamber when the council 
is In session, and no one will be admitted to said gallery 
after the seats are occupied. No demonstrations of 
approval or disapproval from the spectators shall be 
permitted, and if such demonstrations are made the 
gallery will be cleared. The city messenger shall enforce 
this rule. 


BuRIAL GROUNDS. 


RvuLE 29. No permission for the use of land for the 
purpose of burial shall be granted until a public hearing 
shall have been given by the executive committee of the 
city council on the application for such permission, after 
due notice has been given abuttors. 


COMMITTEE MEETINGS. 


Rue 30. No meeting of any committee shall, with- 
out the consent of all the members thereof, be called 
upon less notice than twenty-four hours from the time 
the clerk shall have mailed the notices or dispatched 
them by special messenger, provided, however, that 
meetings of the executive committee may be held in the 
recess period of any meeting of the council without such 
consent or notice. No committee, unless authorized by 
an order of the city council, shall incur any expense. 
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No committee meetings shall be called later than one 
hour immediately preceding the time set for any regular 
meeting of the city council, nor shall any committee 
remain in session later than the hour named for any such 
regular meeting. 

ForM OF VOTES. 

Rute 31. In all votes the form of expression shall be 
“Ordered” for everything by way of command, and the 
form shall be ‘‘Resolved” for everything expressing 
opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 


TRANSFERS. 

RuLE 32. Every application for an appropriation 
to be provided for by transfer shall be referred to the 
executive committee, unless otherwise ordered, and no 
such appropriation shall be made until the said com- 
mittee has reported thereon. 


Use or CommitrEE Rooms. ~ 
Rue 33. No person except members and officers of 
the city council and regularly assigned city hall reporters 
shall be admitted at any time to the west anteroom, the 
locker room, or the president’s room, except when 
invited on official business or accompanied by a member 
of the council. 


CONFIRMATION OF APPOINTMENTS. 


Rute 34. The question of confirming appointments 
by the mayor shall be decided by a yes and no ballot, 
unless otherwise ordered. 


AMENDMENT AND SUSPENSION. 


RuLeE 35. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or repealed at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of all the members of the city 
council,

In Crry Councrn, March 13, 1950. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of January, 1950, for performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or 
by vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, or 
County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, the respective 
sums of money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out 
be, and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments 
and for the objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 


Ordered, That the appropriation for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the state, under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the 
interest and debt requirements or for loans issued for water purposes, be 
met by the income of said works and any excess over income from taxes; 
that the appropriation for Printing Department be met by the depart- 
ment income and any excess over income from taxes; and the appropria- 
tion for the City Record be met by the income of said publication and any 
excess over income from taxes; that the appropriation for the Sumner 
Traffic Tunnel be met by the income from tolls and any excess over in- 
come from taxes, in accordance with the provisions of section 11, chapter 
297, of the Acts ‘of 1929, as amended by chapter 74 of the Acts of 1935; 
that. the other appropriations hereinafter specified be met out of the 
money remaining in the treasury at the close of business on December 31, 
1949, exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed to carry out the 
requirements of any statute, gift, trust_or special appropriation; by the 
income of the financial year beginning January 1, 1950; by taxes on the 
polls and estates in the City of Boston; and by the pr oceeds of any oe 
authorized loans. 


Ordered, That all sums of money which form no‘part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any de- 
partment or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation 
be expended for the objects and purposes directed by the several con- 
tributors thereof. 


Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city, 
and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the state tax 
for the year 1950, or for any other taxes or assessments payable to the 
Commonwealth, shall be due and payable on July first of each year. 
Interest shall be charged at the rate of 4 per cent per annum and com- 
puted from October first, 1950, on all real estate and personal property 
taxes remaining unpaid after November first, 1950, and assessed and pay- 
able in the year 1950 before said November first, 1950, until such taxes 
are paid. All interest which shall have become due on taxes shall be 
added to and be part of such taxes. 


Ordered, That except as the appropriativn for any purpose or item shall 
be increased by additional appropriations or transfers lawfully made, no 
money shall be expended by any department for any of the purposes or 
items designated in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out in excess 
of the amount set down as appropriated for such specific purpose or item.

CONCERNING ORGANIZATION OF THE 
HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Fifty. 


Be ut ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

SECTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 17 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by adding at 
the end thereof the following: The health commissioner 
may appoint, subject to the approval of the mayor, an 
assistant health commissioner, who shall be sworn to 
the faithful discharge of his duties and shall hold office 
until his successor is appointed and qualified. The 
assistant health commissioner shall perform such duties 
as may be assigned to him from time to time by the 
health commissioner. 


Sect. 2. Said chapter 17 is hereby further amended 
by striking out section 2 and inserting in place thereof 
the following: Section 2. There shall be in the health 
department the following sections: section of general 
services, section of medical services, section of environ- 
mental sanitation, and section of local health service.

The health 
commissioner may, from time to time, determine the 
divisions, if any, within each of said sections, and shall 
appoint the heads of such divisions. In appointing 
the director of a section or the head of a division, the 
health commissioner shall certify that in his opinion 
the person appointed is an expert in the work which 
will devolve upon him, that he is a person specially 
fitted by education, training, or experience to perform 
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the duties of the position, and that the appointment is 
made solely in the interest of the city, such certificate 
to be filed with the city clerk and to be open to public 
inspection. 

Sect. 3. All employees of the divisions of the health 
department abolished by this ordinance who are sub- 
ject to civil service shall, without civil service examina- 
tion or registration, be reappointed to similar positions 
with similar status and like compensation in a division 
established by the health commissioner under this 
ordinance; and all such employees shall, upon such 
reappointment, retain all rights to retirement with 
pension that have accrued or would hereafter accrue to 
them; and the service of all such employees shall be 
deemed to have been continuous, to the same extent 
as if such abolition had not taken place.

FURTHER AMENDING THE BOSTON BUILD- 
ING CODE. 





In the Year Nincteen Hundred and Fifty. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Section 1201 of chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938 is 
hereby amended by striking out paragraph (c), as 
amended by Section 138 of chapter 2 of the Ordinances 
of 1943, and inserting in place thereof the following :— 

(c) Structures of Division 2, erected on the roof or on 
the fagade of a building in the first or second fire zone, 
shall be constructed with incombustible materials, 
except water tanks, flag poles, isolated signs flat against 
an exterior wall not more than twenty square feet in 
area, and isolated signs projecting from an exterior 
wall; provided, that such projecting signs have a frame 
of incombustible material, that the combustible mate- 
rial in such projecting signs 1s no more combustible 
than wood, that no part of such combustible material 
is nearer an exterior wall than fifteen inches, and that 
the surface area of such combustible material is not 
more than thirty-five square feet on any face and not 
more than seventy square feet in the aggregate, except 
that the surface area of such combustible material, if 
the nearest point thereof is eighteen or more inches 
from all exterior walls, may be more than thirty-five 
square feet on a face and more than seventy square 
feet in the aggregate if the building commissioner cer- 
tifies on the application for the permit to erect such 
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sign that in his opinion the spread of fire therefrom is 
no more likely than from a projecting sign having an 
incombustible frame and two wooden faces each thirty- 
five square feet in area the nearest point of which wood 
is fifteen inches from the nearest exterior wall.

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THE PRICE OF FREEDOM IS 
RESPONSIBILITY 


AN ORATION DELIVERED AT 
FANEUIL HALL, JULY 4, 1950 
BY 


HONORABLE FRANCIS C. GRAY 


Your Honor, Reverend Clergy, Distinguished Guests 
and Fellow Citizens. 

We are gathered here today in this historic hall 
to commemorate the signing of the Declaration of 
Independence 174 years ago. Ever since _ that 
July 4, 1776, when our forefathers in Congress 
approved the great document establishing American 
independence, this day has fittingly been the occasion 
to reflect not only upon the courage and wisdom 
of the daring men who signed the document, but 
more particularly upon the steadfast resolve by the 
people of those troubled colonies to establish a society 
in which liberty could flourish. 

In standing before you today I wish that I were 
as well equipped both in knowledge and eloquence 
as those who have preceded me in other years. 
Reference has been made to the fact that my great, 
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great uncle, for whom I was named, delivered the 
oration from this platform in 1818. ‘As I read my 
ancestor’s remarks on that occasion, you will, I feel 
sure, forgive me if I salute him as a member of the 
family who at 28 had a far better command of history 
than his great, great nephew has at more than twice 
that age. In saluting him may I also express to 
Mayor Hynes—who is making his great office 
synonymous with honor, straightforwardness and high 
efficiency — my deep appreciation and that of my 
family, for his kindness in making it possible for me 
to stand not only where my forebear stood 132 years 
ago, but where so many stirring scenes in the life 
of the nation took place. This hall, which came to 
be known as the Cradle of Liberty, was given to the 
town by Peter Faneuil in 1742. Rebuilt after its 
partial destruction by fire in 1761 (by the proceeds 
of a lottery) and enlarged in 1805, it serves much 
the same purposes that it did 200 years ago. The 
market was downstairs, as it is now, and town meet- 
ings were held here. Can we not rejoice in_ the 
evidence of New England thrift which in one edifice 
dispenses meat and produce downstairs and patriotism

Can we not also draw fneputlan from the fact 
that in Faneuil Hall were held debates over the 
Stamp Act, which was the spark that lit the 
Revolution; that, although the final meetings which 
produced the Boston Tea Party took place else- 
where — because this hall was not large enough — 
the early gatherings to denounce the obnoxious tax 
on tea were held within these walls (one of the tea 
ships, I might add, was owned by a forebear of my 
wife); that here the people welcomed Washington 
and Lafayette; Daniel Webster, Charles Sumner, 
and others spoke on the great issues of the day; and 
Wendell Phillips uttered his war cry against slavery. 
And that through all these early years this was the 
place where the people gathered to discuss and to 
become informed not only upon the domestic problems 
of the growing Town of Boston, but on the vital | 
issues which confronted them.

But if Fanueil Hall is much the same today, 
Boston and some of its customs have indeed changed. 
For I note that in 1810 when the oration was 
delivered so much punch was provided that five 
barrels were left, and on the following day, 700 
persons, without distinction of party, were regaled 
in this hall. As the records show no evidence that 
the orator of the occasion provided these refresh- 
ments I take it they were the gift of the town and, 
no doubt, there may be those who would deplore 
the lapse of so pleasing a custom. And since tax 
bills are something we are apt to receive in blunt 
form, witness how they were sent out in the early 
1800’s — ‘“‘The Town Treasurer presents his most 
respectful compliments to those citizens who have 
tax bills unpaid, and requests the favor of them to 
pay the same immediately as he has large drafts 
from the Selectmen and Overseers of the Poor in 
favor of mechanics, school masters and others, to 
whom especially at the present season, money would 
be very acceptable.’’ And today when close elections 
invariably produce recounts it seems strange to find 
that in 1822 when the first mayor of Boston was to 
be elected, Harrison Gray Otis and Josiah Quincy, 
the two leading candidates, received so nearly the 
same number of votes that both withdrew and 
John Phillips was readily elected for a single term. 

If you lived at that time and wished to visit 
Thomas Jefferson in Virginia, as my uncle did in 
1814, it would have taken you by stage and horseback 
almost as many weeks then as it would hours now, 
and you would be lucky in your stopping place for 
the night if you found better accommodations than 
the floor in front of the fire with a couple of good 
sized pigs sharing your sleeping quarters. 

At the time of which we speak, the country 
was still recovering from the effects of the war of 
1812 with England which wrought such havoc on 
our commerce, particularly in this area which was 
the shipping center of the nation. But more than 
material damage came out of that conflict, for the 
embargo on shipping which the Federal Government 
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deemed best to lay down in the years preceding the 
war, was violently opposed by many of our foremost 
men. I[eelings ran so high, certainly in these parts, 
that this period in our development as a nation must 
have severely tested popular belief in the form of 
government established by the vision and deter- 
mination of our forefathers. ‘That we successfully 
passed this test can be ascribed to the good sense 
of the people buttressed by the heritage handed down 
to them by their dauntless leaders at the close of the 
18th century. One more crisis still faced us — the 
Civil War. And it was not till we had met this 
challenge, that the nation emerged as the great and 
indissoluble union envisaged by the people and their 
leaders in those early days. Without such a union 
who can say how our nation would have survived not 
only the growing pains which came with our develop- 
ment, but the savage and relentless menace of other 
nations as evidenced by two world wars. 

When these ceremonies were instituted in 1783 
those who were to deliver the orations were 
instructed to consider among other things the 
important effects, whether general or domestic, which 
flowed from the momentous decisions of that epoch. 
In the address in 1818 the speaker confined himself 
to one of the consequences of independence — the 
responsibility which it casts upon ourselves. May I, 
too, dwell upon that responsibility. 

Our forefathers fought to establish a society in 
which liberty could flourish. Liberty to them meant, 
among other things, the right of the individual to be 
free in thought, in expression, in the right to worship. 
And to that end the closing phrase of the Declaration 
of Independence reads ‘‘we mutually pledge to each 
other our Lives, our Fortunes and our sacred Honor.” 
Surely, that stirring acceptance of responsibility found 
its counterpart in the war just ended, but as the 
unifying effect of that great crisis has abated there 
has crept into our thinking an increasing emphasis on 
the need for security. Certainly the founders of our 
country fought to be free from aggression and attack, 
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as our generation has done; but the seeking of 
security for its own sake is not to be easily associated 
with the thinking of the people and their leaders 174 
years ago. ‘Their watchwords were liberty and inde- 
pendence. ‘These are positive, intrepid words and we 
would do well, in the natural desire for security from 
the hardships of the world, to be sure that in our 
emphasis on security, we do not relegate to second 
place the freedom which was so dearly bought by our 
forebears and ourselves, and which inherently we, too, 
cherish beyond measure. For it has been truly said 
that if a nation values anything more than freedom 
it will lose its freedom, and if it is comfort that it 
values more, it will lose that, too. This is a big 
subject on which no one has the right to be dogmatic, 
but certainly it is ‘“‘freedom”’ not “security”? which we 
all wish to have ring “from every mountain side.”’ 

There is our first and greatest obligation to the 
men and women who founded the nation. But free- 
dom does not flourish in the soil of indifference nor in 
a climate merely of resounding phrases. J reedom is 
the soul of a nation. It is born of conviction, 
nurtured by determination and sustained in all its 
glory only through the acceptance of responsibility 
by those who receive its blessings — the kind of 
responsibility that demands fair play for one and all; 
that inspires men and women to build and maintain 
Christian homes; that calls upon each of us to take 
a positive part in our community problems. We 
cannot all be governors or mayors or holders of high 
office — but we can, if we will, do our share, however 
small, to maintain the principles and the ideals of our 
forefathers. Freedom is not given to those who seek 
only to be secure. If we want it, we must work for 
it —for the price of freedom is responsibility. 

That is where this speech ended when I finished 
it 10 days ago. Two days later the crisis in Korea 
burst upon us. Once again we may be faced — 
perhaps we are now faced — with an attempt by a 
foreign power to destroy our freedom. We have met 
that challenge successfully in the past, and with the 
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courage, fortitude and determination which is our 
heritage, we will meet it successfully again. Our 
leaders in Washington have shown us the way. They 
have accepted the responsibility which is the price of 
freedom. Following their bold and courageous 
example, let us resolve here in Faneuil Hall, July 4, 
1950, that we will do everything in our power to 
preserve the blessings of freedom, pledging to each 
other — as did those gallant men in 1776 ‘ 

our Lives, our Fortunes, and our sacred Honor.’

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ORDINANCES OF 1950, CHAPTER 8. 


ESTABLISHING A DEPARTMENT OF CIVIL 
DEFENSE. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Fifty. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. DEPARTMENT OF CiviL DEFENSE. There 
is hereby established a department of civil defense 
(hereinafter called the ‘‘department’’). It shall be the 
function of the department to have charge of civil 
defense as defined in Section 1, Chapter 639, Acts of 
1950, and to perform civil defense functions as authorized 
or directed by said chapter or by any and all executive 
orders or general regulations promulgated thereunder, 
and to exercise any authority delegated to it by the 
governor under said Chapter 639. 

Sect. 2. DrrecTor oF Civit DEFENSE. The depart- 
ment shall be under the direction of a director of civil 
defense (hereinafter called the ‘‘director’’), who shall 
be appointed as prescribed by law. The director shall 
have direct responsibility for the organization, adminis- 
tration, and operation of the department subject to 
the direction and control of the appointing authority 
and shall receive such salary as may be fixed from 
time to time by the appointing authority. The director 
may, within the limits of the amount appropriated 
therefor, appoint such experts, clerks, and _ other 
assistants as the work of the department may require, 
and may remove them, and may make such expendi- 
tures as may be necessary to execute effectively the 
purposes of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950. The director 
shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordina- 
tors and may accept and may receive on behalf of the 
city, services, equipment, supplies, materials, or funds 
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by way of gift, grant, or loan for purposes of civil 
defense, offered by the federal government or any agency 
or officer thereof or any person, firm or corporation, sub- 
ject to the terms of the offer and the rules and regula- 
tions, 1f any, of the agency making the offer. The 
director shall cause appropriate records to be kept of 
all matters relating to such gifts, grants, or loans. 

Sect. 8. Crvit DEFENSE ADVISORY CouNcIL. There 
is hereby established a civil defense advisory council 
(hereinafter called the ‘‘council’’). Said council 
shall serve without pay and shall consist of the 
director of civil defense, such other department 
heads and such other persons as the authority appoint- 
ing said director may deem necessary. Such member 
of said council as said appointing authority shall desig- 
nate shall serve as chairman of said council. Said 
council shall serve subject to the direction and control 
of the appointing authority and shall advise said 
appointing authority and the director on matters per- 
taining to civil defense. 

Suct. 4. Potice Alp TO OTHER CiTIES AND TOWNS 
IN EKvEenT oF Riots AND OTHER VIOLENCE THEREIN. 
The police department is hereby authorized to go to aid 
another city or town at the request of said city or town 
in the suppression of riots or other forms of violence 
therein. | 

Sect. 5. TERMINATION OF ORDINANCE. This 
ordinance shall remain in force during the effective 
period of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and any act in 
amendment or continuation thereof or substitution 
therefor. 

Sect. 6. DeErrnirion. All references to Chapter 
639, Acts of 1950, as now in force shall be applicable 
to any act or acts in amendment or continuation of or 
substitution for said Chapter 639.

The City Seal was adopted by ‘‘An Ordinance to 
Establish the City Seal,’ passed January 2, 1823, which 
provides ‘‘That the design hereto annexed, as sketched 
by John R. Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the 
device of the City Seal; that the motto be as follows, 
to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit Deus nobis’; and that the 
inscription be as follows: — ‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 
1630. Civitatis regimine donata, A.D. 1822.’”’ The 
motto is taken from 1 Kings, vill, 57: ‘‘God be with 
us aS He was with our fathers.” 

The seal as it first appeared is shown above. 

The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever 
since continued to be used, was first shown on page 221 
of the volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known 
as the ‘First Revision,’’ published in 1827, and is 
established as the City Seal at the present time by 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, Chapter 1, Section 5, 
which provides that ‘‘The seal of the City shall be 
circular in form; shall bear a view of the City; the 
motto ‘Sicur Patrrisus Sir Drvus Nosis,’ and the 
inscription, ‘Bostonta Conpita, A.D. 1630. CrviTaTis 
REGIMINE Donata A.D. 1822,’ as herewith shown.” 

The seal as changed in 1827 is shown on the opposite 


page. 
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ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BOSTON. 


THE Royal Patent incorporating the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted ‘‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.” To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June * 12, 1630, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
* 23 to September * 28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they ‘‘ordered that Trimountaine 
shall be called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.” Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the latter part of August, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘Court”’ held in Boston was a ‘‘ General Court”’ 
on October * 19, ‘‘for establishing of the government.” 
On October * 3, 1632, Boston was formally declared 
to be ‘‘the fittest place for publique meetings of any 
place in the Bay.” 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to become 
a city. It was incorporated February 23, 1822, by 
St. 1821, c. 110, adopted by the voters March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, ce. 448; amended by 
St. 1885, c. 266 and again by St. 1909, c. 486. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
(In the interval 1630-387, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain 
islands in the harbor.) From 1637 till May 138, 1640, 


* Old Style. 
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when “‘Mount Woollaston’” was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are 30,598 
acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres “‘for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River” (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them on June * 30, 1737, for 
£3,660. (8) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘‘to build a public hospital.’”’ This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the ‘lown of Chelsea January * 8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included within 
the present limits of the City of Boston have been made 
as follows: 

(1) Noddle’s Island, by order of Court of Assistants, March 
* 9, 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester March 
6, 1804, by St. 1808, c. 111. (3) Washington Village set off 
from Dorchester May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
bury January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September _ 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of the Court of 
Assistants October * 8, 1630. It was incorporated as a city 
March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846. 
(5) Dorchester January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted 
June 22, 1869. It received its name September * 7, 1630, by 
order of the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 303, accepted October 7, 1873. Set off from 
Cambridge as the Town of Brighton February 24, 1807, by St. 
1806, c. 65. (7) Charlestown January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 
286, accepted October 7, 1873. Settled July * 4, 1629. It was 
incorporated a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, 
accepted March 10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1878, c. 314, accepted October 7, 1873. It was set off 
from Roxbury and incorporated a Town May 24, 1851, by St. 
1851, c. 250. (9) Hyde Park January 1, 1912, by St. 1911, c. 
469, and 583, accepted November 7, 1911. Incorporated a 
Town April 22, 1868.

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INTRODUCTION. 


As a public document THE Municipat R&GISTER is 
as old as the City of Boston itself, the first volume 
having been published in 1821, a year before the govern- 
ment of Boston changed from Town to City. Up to 
1840 the title of the volume was: The Rules and Orders 
of the Common Council. From 1821 to 1829 the docu- 
ment contained merely a register of the City Council 
and a list of the officers. 

In 1829 the City Charter was published as a part of 
the volume, and in 1880 the Acts relating to Boston, 
also the ordinances, were added. In 18382 the size of 
the volume was increased by the addition of an index 
to the contents. The volume published in 1822 con- 
tained fifteen pages and for the year 1840 there were 
eighty-eight pages, including three pages of index. 

The title THe Municipau REGISTER was adopted in 
1841 when the publication became more ambitious, 
incorporating in its pages the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, 
statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a 
list of the public schools, the City Government of 1841, 
the committees and departments (consisting at that 
time of the treasury, law, police, health, public land 
and buildings, lamps and bridges, fire, and public 
charitable institutions), and a list of the ward officers. 

From 1842 to 1864 it also contained a list of the 
members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the 
special statutes relating to the City. In 1851 a list 0 
the annual orators was added, and in 1853 a map of 
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the City and the Rules of the Board of Aldermen. In 
1876, statistics of registration and voting were included, 
carried from 1879 to 1924 in tabulated form. 

From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THE MuvUNICcIPAL 
REGISTER also contained a compilation of the Charter 
with the revision of 1854 and the amendments of 1885 
and thereafter. The Amended Charter of 1909 (15 
pages) was added in 1910, and the various changes 
since that year have been indicated by footnotes. 

In 1924 the important amendments to the Charter 
enacted in that year (10 pages) were included. 

The 1925 volume contained, as the latest addition, 
descriptions of the ward boundaries as fixed for the 22 
new wards (formerly 26) in December, 1924. 

Since 1925, the Register has been gradually reduced 
to its present size; primarily, because of the issuance 
of the Boston Year Book, a more ambitious publication, 
in 1925 and 1926, and secondly for the purpose of 
economy.

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CITY CHARTER OF 1909 (ACTS OF 1909, 
CHAPTER 486) WITH AMENDMENTS TO 
SEPTEMBER 1, 1949, INCORPORATED. 


Tue Mayor AND City CouNcIL. 


Section 1.* (The terms of office of the mayor and the members of both 
branches of the present city council of the city of Boston and of the street 
commissioner whose term would expire on the first Monday of January, 
nineteen hundred and ten, are hereby extended to ten o’clock a. m. on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and ten, and at that time the said 
city council and both branches thereof and the positions of city messenger, 
clerk of the common council, clerk of committees, assistant clerk of committees, 
and their subordinates shall be abolished. The officials whose terms of office 
are hereby extended shall, for the extended term, receive a compensation equal 
to one-twelfth of the annual salaries now paid to them respectively.) The 
mayor and city council elected in accordance with the provisions of this 
act, and their successors, shall thereafter have all the powers and privileges 
conferred, and be subject to all the duties and obligations imposed by law 
upon the city council or the board of aldermen, acting as such or as county 
commissioners or in any capacity, except as herein otherwise provided. 
Wherever in this act the phrase “mayor and city council” appears, it 
shall be understood as meaning the mayor and city council acting on and 
after the first Monday of February, nineteen hundred and ten, under the 
provisions of this and the three following sections. The city council may, 
subject to the approval of the mayor, from time to time establish such 
offices, other than that of city clerk, as it may deem necessary for the con- 
duct of its affairs and at such salaries as it may determine, and abolish 
such officers or alter such salaries; and without such approval may fill the 
offices thus established and remove the incumbents at pleasure. 

Section 1. (Chap. 479, Acts of 1924.) The terms of office of the 
mayor of the city of Boston, of members of the city council and school 
committee of said city which would expire under existing law on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and twenty-six, and of members 
of the city council and school committee of said city which would expire 
under existing law on the first Monday of February, nineteen hundred and 
twenty-seven, shall terminate at ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first 
Monday of January, nineteen hundred and twenty-six. There shall be 
no municipal election in said city in the year nineteen hundred and twenty- 
four, and the terms of office of members of the city council and school 
committee of said city which would expire under existing law on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and twenty-five, are hereby

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extended to ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first Monday of January, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-six. The salary of any official whose term 
of office is terminated as aforesaid shall cease at the time of such termi- 
nation and the salary of any official whose term of office is extended as 
aforesaid shall continue at the same rate as theretofore so long as he con- 
tinues to serve during the period of such extension. 


Sect. 2.x The mayor from time to time may make to the city council 
in the form of an ordinance or loan order filed with the city clerk such 
recommendations other than for school purposes as he may deem to be 
for the welfare of the city. The city council shall consider each ordinance 
or loan order presented by the mayor and shall either adopt or reject 
the same within sixty days after the date when it is filed as aforesaid. 
If the said ordinance or loan order is not rejected within said sixty days 
it shall be in force as if adopted by the city council unless previously 
withdrawn by the mayor. Nothing herein shall prevent the mayor from 
again presenting an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or 
withdrawn. The city council may originate an ordinance or loan order 
and may reduce or reject any item in any loan and, subject to the approval 
of the mayor, may amend an ordinance. All sales of land other than 
school lands, all appropriations for the purchase of land other than for 
school purposes, and all loans voted by the city council shall require a 
vote of two thirds of all the members of the city council; and shall be passed 
only after two separate readings and by two separate votes, the second 
of said readings and votes to be had not less than fourteen days after the 
first, except that in the case of loan orders for temporary loans in antici- 
pation of taxes the second of said readings and votes may be had not less 
than twenty-four hours after the first. No amendment increasing the 
amount of land to be sold or the amount to be paid for the purchase of 
land, or the amount of loans, or altering the disposition of purchase money 
or of the proceeds of loans shall be made at the time of the second reading 
and vote. If a petition signed by six members of the council requesting 
that action be taken forthwith upon a loan order presented by the mayor 
is filed in the office of the city clerk not earlier than fourteen days after its 
presentation, action shall be taken by the yeas and nays on the question 
of the adoption of such loan order at the next meeting of the council, or, 
if one vote has already been taken thereon, at the next meeting after 
the expiration of the required interval after such vote; provided, that such 
action thereon has not sooner been taken or such loan order has not been 
withdrawn by the mayor. 

Secr. 3.¢ All appropriations, other than for school purposes, to be 
met from taxes, revenue or any source other than loans, shall originate 
with the mayor, who, not later than the first Monday in February of each 
year, shall submit to the city council the annual budget of the current 
expenses of the city and county for the current fiscal year, and may 
submit thereafter such supplementary appropriation orders as he may 
deem necessary. The city council may reduce or reject any item, but, 
except upon the recommendation of the mayor, shall not increase any 
item in, nor the total of, a budget, nor add any item thereto, nor shall 
it originate a budget. Not later than the first Monday in April the city

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council shall take definite action on the annual budget by adopting, 
reducing or rejecting it, and in the event of their failure so to do the 
items and the appropriation orders in the budget as recommended by the 
mayor shall be in effect as if formally adopted by the city council and 
approved by the mayor. It shall be the duty of the city and county 
officials, when requested by the mayor, to submit forthwith in such 
detail as he may require estimates for the next fiscal year of the expendi- 
tures of the department or office under their charge, which estimates 
shall be transmitted to the city council. 

Srecr. 3A.* In the period after the expiration of any fiscal year, and 
before the regular appropriations have been made by the city council and 
the school committee, city and county officers who are authorized to 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may incur liabilities in 
carrying on the work of the several departments and offices entrusted to 
them, and payments therefor shall be made from the treasury from any 
available funds therein and charged against the next annual appropria- 
tion, or special appropriation, if any is made; provided, that the liabilities 
incurred during such interval for regular employees do not exceed in any 
one month the average monthly expenditure of the last three months of 
the preceding fiscal year, and that the total liabilities incurred during 
said interval do not exceed in any one month the sums spent for similar 
purposes during any one month of the preceding fiscal year; and provided, 
further, that said officers who are authorized to make expenditures may 
expend in any one month for any new officer or board lawfully created 
an amount not exceeding one twelfth of the estimated cost for the current 
fiscal year; and provided, further, that until a regular or special appropri- 
ation has been made for snow removal, expenditures may be made for that 
purpose to an amount not exceeding the average of the annual expendi- 
tures for snow removal in the five preceding fiscal years. Notwithstanding 
the foregoing limitations upon the authority of city officers to incur 
liabilities during said interval, such officers may incur liabilities to such 
extent as may be necessary for the purpose of compensating first assistant 
assessors for their regular duties. 

Sect. 3B.* After an appropriation of money has been duly made by 
the city of Boston for any specific purpose, or for the needs and expendi- 
tures of any city department or county office, no transfer of any part of 
the money thus appropriated shall be made except in accordance with 
and after the written recommendation of the mayor to the city council, 
approved by a yea and nay vote of two thirds of all the members of the 
city council; provided, that the city auditor, with the approval in each 
instance of the mayor, may make transfers, other than for personal service, 
from any item to any other item within the appropriations for a depart- 
ment, division of a department or county office. After December twentieth 
in each year the city auditor may, with the approval of the mayor, apply 
any income and taxes not disposed of and make transfers from any appro- 
priation to any other appropriation for the purpose only of closing the 
accounts of the fiscal year. . 

Secr. 4. Every appropriation, ordinance, order, resolution and vote of 
the city council, except votes relating to its own internal affairs, shall be 
presented to the mayor, who shall make or cause to be made a written

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record of the time and place of presentation, and it shall be in force if he 
approves the same within fifteen days after it shall have been presented to 
him, or if the same is not returned by him with his objections thereto in 
writing within said period of fifteen days. If within said period said 
appropriation, ordinance, order, resolution, or vote is returned by the 
mayor to the city council by filing the same with the city clerk with his 
objections thereto the same shall be void. If the same involves the expend- 
iture of money, the mayor may approve some of the items in whole or in 
part and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; and such items 
or parts of items as he approves shall be in force, and such items or parts 
of items as he disapproves shall be void. . 

Sect. 4A.* The mayor may designate one clerical assistant for whose 
acts he shall be responsible to sign his name in approval of all vouchers of 
less than five hundred dollars each. 

Sect. 5.7, Except as otherwise provided in this act the organization, 
powers and duties of the executive departments of the city shall remain as 
constituted at the time when this section takes effect; but the mayor and 
city council at any time may by ordinance reorganize, consolidate or 
abolish, in whole or in part, departments whether created on or before or 
subsequent to the first Monday of February in the year nineteen hundred 
and ten, including the transit department; transfer the duties, powers and 
appropriations of one department to another in whole or in part; and 
establish new departments; and may increase, reduce, establish or abolish 
salaries of heads of departments, or members of boards. Such an ordinance 
may provide that all of the employees of any department or division 
thereof thereby abolished who are subject to civil service shall be re- 
appointed to similar positions with similar status in any new department 
or division thereof thereby established or in any other department, or 
division thereof, without civil service examination or registration and 
that such employees shall, upon reappointment as may be provided in 
such ordinance, retain all rights to retirement with pension that shall 
have accrued or would thereafter accrue to them, and that their services 
shall be deemed to have been continuous, to the same extent as if such 
abolition had not taken place. Nothing in this act shall authorize the 
abolition or the taking away of any of the powers or duties as established 
by law of the school committee, the board of commissioners of school 
buildings, the department of school buildings, the election department 
or any department in charge of an official or officials appointed by the 
governor. 

Sect. 6. No contract for lighting the public streets, parks, or alleys, or 
for the collection, removal, or disposal of refuse, extending over a period of 
more than one year from the date thereof, shall be valid without 
the approval of the mayor and the city council after a public hearing, 
held by the city council, of which at least seven days’ notice shall have been 
given in the City Record. 

Sect. 7. The city council at any time may request from the mayor 
specific information on any municipal matter within its jurisdiction, and 
may request his presence to answer written questions relating thereto at a 
meeting to be held not earlier than one week from the date of the receipt of

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said questions, in which case the mayor shall personally, or through a head 
of a department or a member of a board, attend such meeting and publicly 
answer all such questions. The person so attending shall not be obliged 
to answer questions relating to any other matter. The mayor at any time 
may attend and address the city council in person or through the head of a 
department, or a member of a board, upon such subject as he may desire. 

SecT. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member or committee, officer, 
or employee thereof shall, except as otherwise provided in this act, directly 
or indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk take part in 
the employment of labor, the making of contracts, the purchase of materials, 
supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, alteration, or repair of any 
public works, buildings, or other property; nor in the care, custody, and 
management of the same; nor in the conduct of the executive or administra- 
tive business of the city or county; nor in the appointment or removal of 
any municipal or county employee; nor in the expenditure of public 
money except such as may be necessary for the contingent and incidental 
expenses of the city council. The provisions of this section shall not affect 
the powers or duties of the city council as the successor of the present 
board of aldermen relative to state or military aid and soldiers’ relief. 

It shall be unlawful for the mayor or for a member of the city council 
or for any officer or employee of the city or of the county of Suffolk or for 
a member of the finance commission directly or indirectly to make a 
contract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or to receive any 
commission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any 
share in the profits of any person or corporation making or performing 
such contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, officer, or 
employee or member of the finance commission immediately upon learn- 
ing of the existence of such contract or that such contract is proposed, shall 
notify in writing the mayor, city council, and finance commission of such 
contract and of the nature of his interest in such contract and shall abstain 
from doing any official act on behalf ofthe city in reference thereto. In 
case of such interest on the part of an officer whose duty it is to make such 
contract on behalf of the city the contract may be made by any other 
officer of the city duly authorized thereto by the mayor, or if the mayor 
has such interest by the city clerk: provided, however, that when a con- 
tractor with the city or county is a corporation or voluntary association, 
the ownership of less than five per cent of the stock or shares actually 
issued shall not be considered as being an interest in the contract within 
the meaning of this act, and such ownership shall not affect the validity 
of the contract, unless the owner of such stock or shares is also an officer 
or agent of the corporation or association, or solicits or takes part in the 
making of the contract. 

A violation of any provision of this section shall render the contract 
in respect to which such violation occurs voidable at the option of the 
city or county. Any person violating the provisions of this section shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or by impris- 
onment for not more than one year, or both. Chapter five hundred and 
twenty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight is hereby 
repealed. 
Tue ExecuTIvE DEPARTMENT. 

Srecr. 9. All heads of departments and members of municipal boards, 
including the board of street commissioners, as their present terms of- 
office expire (but excluding the school committee and those officials by 
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law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by the mayor without 
confirmation by the city council. They shall be recognized experts in 
such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons 
specially fitted by education, training or experience to perform the same, 
and (except the election commissioners, who shall remain subject to the 
provisions of existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as hereinafter 
provided. 

Sect. 10 and Sscr. 11, concerning approval by the civil service commis- 
sion of appointments by the mayor, repealed by chapter 167, Acts of 1930. 

Sect. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the provisions of section 
nine of this act apply, shall be filled by the mayor under the provisions of 
said section and pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a board to discharge the 
duties of the office temporarily. 

Sect. 13. Members of boards shall be appointed for the terms estab- 
lished by law or by ordinance. Heads of departments shall be appointed 
for terms of four years beginning with the first day of May of the year in 
which they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 

Sect. 14. The mayor may remove any head of a department or mem- 
ber of a board (other than the election commissioners, who shall remain 
subject to the provisions of existing laws) by filing a written statement 
with the city clerk setting forth in detail the specific reasons for such 
removal, a copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the person thus 
removed, who may make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be 
filed with the city clerk; but such reply shall not affect the action taken 
unless the mayor so determines. The provisions of this section shall not 
apply to the school committee or to any official.by law appointed by the 
governor. 

Sect. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary authorized by 
section twenty of chapter four hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five except those in the election depart- 
ment are hereby abolished, and except as aforesaid the said section is 
hereby repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment of the mayor’s 
secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and 
messengers connected with his office, and the mayor may remove such ap- 
pointees without a hearing and without making a statement of the cause 
for their removal. 

Secr. 16. No official of said city, except in case of extreme emergency 
involving the health or safety of the people or their property, shall expend 
intentionally in any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations 
duly made in accordance with law, nor involve the city in any contract 
for the future payment of money in excess of such appropriation, except as 
provided in section six of this act. Any official who shall! violate the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by imprisonment for not more 
than one year, or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 


THe FINANCE CoMMISSION, 


Sect. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this act the governor 
with the advice and consent of the council shall appoint a finance com- 
mission to consist of five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in the 
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city of Boston, who shall have been such for at least three years prior to 
the date of their appointment, one for the term of five years, one for 
four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
and thereafter as the terms of office expire in each year one member for 
a term of five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the council for such cause as he shall deem suffi- 
cient. The chairman shall be designated by the governor. His annual 
salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall be paid in monthly install- 
ments by the city of Boston. The othermembers shall serve without pay. 

Sect. 18. It shall be the duty of the finance commission from time to 
time to investigate any and all matters relating to appropriations, loans, 
expenditures, accounts, and methods of administration affecting the 
city of Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any department thereof, that 
may appear to the commission to require investigation, and to report 
thereon from time to time to the mayor, the city council, the governor, or 
the general court. ‘The commission shall make an annual report in January 
of each year to the general court. 

Sect. 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim against the city 
is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the city treasurer, he shall, if 
the same seems to him to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or 
otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance commission, 
which shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; and 
pending said report payment shall be withheld. 

Sect. 20.* The said commission is authorized to employ such experts, 
counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such other expenses as it may 
deem necessary, and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition 
by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year the sum 
of fifty-five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be appro- 
priated for the purpose by the city council and approved by the mayor. 
A sum sufficient to cover the salary of the chairman of the commission and 
the further sum of at least fifty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses 
as aforesaid each year shall be appropriated by said city. The commission 
shall have the same right to incur expenses in anticipation of its appro- 
priation as if it were a regular department of said city. 

Sect. 21. For the purpose of enabling the said commission to perform 
the duties and carry out the objects herein contemplated, and to enable the 
mayor, the city council, the governor or the general court to receive the 
reports and findings of said commission as a basis for such laws, ordinances, 
or administrative orders as may be deemed meet, the commission shall have 
all the powers and duties enumerated in chapter five hundred and sixty-two 
of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight and therein conferred 
upon the commission designated in said act; but counsel for any witness at 
any public hearing may ask him any pertinent question and may offer 
pertinent evidence through other witnesses subject to cross-examination 
by the commission and its counsel. - 


THe Ciry CimerkK. 
Sect. 22. The present city clerk shall hold office for the term for which 
he has been elected, and thereafter until his successor is chosen and quali-

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fied. In the year nineteen hundred and eleven, and every third year 
thereafter, a city clerk shall be elected by a majority of the members 
of the city council, to hold office until the first Monday in February in the 
third year following his election, and thereafter until his successor has been 
duly chosen and qualified unless sooner removed by due process of law. 
The city clerk shall act as clerk of the city council established by this act. 


THe City AvupIToR. 

Sxct. 28. All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject to the inspection and 
revision of the city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such form 
as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require any person presenting 
for settlement an account or claim against the city or county to make oath 
before him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy of such 
account or claim. The wilful making of a false oath shall be perjury 
and punishable as such. The auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in 
whole or in part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or unlawful 
and in that case he shall file a written statement of his reasons for the 
refusal. 

Sect. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement by any officer 
or board of the city or county, a bid for a contract to do work or furnish 
materials is sent or delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the 
same shall be furnished by the bidder to the auditor, to be kept by him 
and not opened until after the original bids are opened. After the original 
bids are opened, the auditor shall open and examine the bids submitted to 
him, and shall compare the same with the original bids. In case any of 
the bids submitted to the auditor differ from the corresponding original 
bids, those submitted to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. 
The contract shall not be awarded until after both sets of bids are opened. 

Secr. 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each head of depart- 
ment a statement of the unexpended balance of the appropriation for that 
department, and he shall furnish to the mayor and city council a state- 
ment of the unexpended balances of all the departments. He shall furnish 
quarterly to the city council an itemized statement showing the amount 
of money expended by the mayor and the city council for contingent 
expenses. 

MIscELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 

Secr. 26.* All loans issued by the city after the passage of this act 
shall be made payable in annual installments in the manner authorized by 
section thirteen of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund shall be established 
for said loan. All bonds shall be offered for sale in such a manner that the 
premiums, if any are received, shall be applied in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and seventy-nine of the acts of the

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year nineteen hundred and ten. No city or county money shall be de- 
posited in any bank or trust company of which any member of the board 
of sinking fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, or agent. 
Nothing herein shall apply to transit bonds of the city of Boston issued 
under the provisions of the several acts authorizing the construction of 
tunnels and subways in said city by the Boston Transit Commission, and 
said bonds may be issued as heretofore and secured by sinking fund. 

Secr. 27.* Every officer and board in charge of a department of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall, on or before the sixth day of 
January, in the year nineteen hundred and thirty-nine and on or before 
the sixth day of January in each year thereafter, prepare and furnish to 
the city auditor a list of the officials and employees under said officer or 
board and paid by the city or county on the first day of such January; 
and every such officer and board shall, on or before the sixth day of June, 
in each of the years nineteen hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hun- 
dred and forty-three, inclusive, prepare and furnish to the city auditor a 
list of such officials and employees paid by the city or county on the first 
day of such June. Such lists shall give the names, residence by street 
and ward, designation, compensation, and date of election or appoint- 
ment of each of said officials and employees and the date when each first 
entered the employ of the city or county. It shall be the duty of the 
city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls and to keep a copy of said 
lists open for public inspection, and to prepare and publish in the City 
Record, in the year nineteen hundred and thirty-nine and annually there- 
after, a comparative table containing the number of such officials and 
employees holding office or employed in each such department or board 
and paid by the city or county on the first day of January in each of the 
ten years next preceding such publication; and, in addition, in each of 
the years nineteen hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hundred and 
forty-three, inclusive, he shall prepare and publish in the City Record, a 
comparative table showing the number of such officials and employees 
holding office or employed in each such department or board and paid 
by the city or county on the first day of June in each of the ten years 
next preceding such publication. Each such comparative table of the 
number of such officials and employees paid by the city or county on the 
first day of January, in any year, shall be so published not later than 
during the first week in the month of March next following; and each 
such comparative table of the number of such officials and employees 
paid by the city or county on the first day of June, in each of the years 
nineteen hundred and thirty-eight to nineteen hundred and forty-three, 
inclusive, shall be so published not later than during the first week in the 
month of August next following. 

The jurisdiction now exercised by the board of aldermen 
concerning the naming of streets, the planting and removal of trees in the

purposes, is hereby vested in the board of street commissioners, to be 
exercised by said board with the approval in writing of the mayor; and 
the mayor and city council shall have authority to fix by ordinance the 
terms by way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which permits or 
licenses for the storage of gasoline or oil, or other inflammable substances 
or explosive compounds, and the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, 
bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the public ways shall be 
issued.

published in the City Record. Failure to publish in such newspaper or 
newspapers as the mayor may order shall not invalidate any purchase, 
contract or sale made or action taken by the city. The proceedings of the 
city council and school committee together with all communications from 
the mayor, shall be published in the Crty Record; provided, that the 
substance of debates by and among the members of the city council shall 
not be so published or published elsewhere at the expense of the city. 

Secr. 30.¢ Every officer or board in charge of a department in said 
city and every officer, board or official of the county of Suffolk having 
power to incur obligations on behalf of said county in cases where said 
obligations are to be paid for wholly from the treasury of said city, when 
authorized to erect a new building or to make structural changes in an 
existing building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each 
contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and when about to do 
any work or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which alone, or in 
conjunction with other similar work or purchase which might properly be 
included in the same contract, amounts to or exceeds one thousand dollars, 
shall, unless the mayor gives written authority to do otherwise, invite 
proposals therefor by advertisements in the City Record. Such advertise-

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ments shall state the time and place for opening the proposals in answer to 
said advertisement, and shall reserve the right to the officer, board or 
official to reject any or all proposals. No authority to dispense with 
advertising shall be given by the mayor unless the said officer, board or 
official furnishes him with a signed statement which shall be published 
in the City Record giving in detail the reasons for not inviting bids by 
advertisement. 


Sect. 31. At the request of any department, and with the approval of 
the mayor, the board of street commissioners, in the name of the city, may 
take in fee for any municipal purpose, any land within the limits of the city, 
not already appropriated to public use. Whenever the price proposed to 
be paid for a lot of land for any municipal purpose is more than twenty-five 
per cent higher than its average assessed valuation during the previous 
three years, said land shall not be taken by purchase but shall be taken by 
right of eminent domain and paid for in the manner provided for the 
taking of and the payment of damages for land for highways in said city. 
No land shall be taken until an appropriation by loan or otherwise for the 
general purpose for which land is needed shall have been made by the mayor 
and city council by a two thirds vote of all its members; or in case of land 
for school purposes by the school committee and schoolhouse department 
in accordance with law; nor shall a price be paid in excess of the appropria- 
tion, unless a larger sum is awarded by a court of competent jurisdiction. 
All proceedings in the taking of land shall be under the advice of the law 
department, and a record thereof shall be kept by said department. 


Sect. 32.* Beginning in the year nineteen hundred and twenty-five, 
the municipal election in said city shall take place biennially in every odd 
numbered year on the Tuesday after the first Monday in November.

The Art Department, established in 1898, is in charge of five commis- 
sioners, appointed by the Mayor. Each year one of the following-named 
bodies, namely, the Trustees of the Museum of Fine Arts, the Trustees 
of the Boston Public Library, the Trustees of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, the Boston Art Club, and the Boston Society of Architects, 
submits a list of three persons to the Mayor; and the Mayor appoints 
one person as Art Commissioner from the list so submitted, to serve for 
five years. Whenever the term of a member of the Board expires, the 
Mayor appoints his successor from a list selected by the body which made 
the original selection, as aforesaid. 

No work of art can become the property of the City of Boston without 
the approval of the Art Department, which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other 
structure to be erected upon land belonging to the City. No work of art, 
the property of the City of Boston, shall be removed except by order of the 
Art Commissioners and with the approval of the Mayor. Moreover, all 
contracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue, 
bust, bas-relief, or other sculpture for the City shall be made by said 
Board, acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval of the 
Mayor. By Chap. 87, Special Acts of 1919, all works of art owned by the 
City were placed in the custody and care of the Art Commissioners.

Regular annual reports of receipts and expenditures have been pub- 
lished by the Auditor since 1825.

The Board consists of twelve members, the Chairman of the City Plan- 
ning Board, ex officio, and eleven members, appointed by the Mayor in the 
following manner; one member from two candidates to be nominated by 
each of the following organizations: Associated Industries of Massa- 
chusetts, Boston Central Labor Union, Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
Boston Real Estate Board, Massachusetts Real Estate Association 
Boston Society of Architects and the Boston Society of Landscape Archi- 
tects, Boston Society of Civil Engineers, Master Builders’ Association, 
Massachusetts Motor Truck Association, Inc., United Improvement 
Association, and one member to be selected by the Mayor. All appointive 
members shall be residents of or engaged in business in Boston. The term 
of office is five years. 


The members of the Board serve without compensation. Any petition 
for changing the zoning map must be accompanied by a fee of twenty- 
five dollars before being considered by the Board. 


Either upon petition or otherwise, the Board may, by a decision of not 
less than four-fifths of its members, rendered after a public hearing follow- 
ing advertisement and due notice to the owners of all property deemed by 
the Board to be affected, change the boundaries of districts by changing 
the zoning map on file at the state secretary’s office, to meet altered needs 
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of a locality, to avoid undue concentration of population, to provide ade- 
quate light and air, to lessen congestion in streets, to secure safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers, to facilitate the adequate provisian of transporta- 
tion, water, sewerage, and other public requirements and to promote the 
health, safety, convenience and welfare of the inhabitants of the City of 
Boston. 

No decision of the Board of Appeal permitting the erection or altera- 
tion of a building to an extreme height greater than that otherwise author- 
ized under the provisions of the zoning law for the lot or building in ques- 
tion is effective until and unless confirmed by the decision of not less than 
two thirds of the members of the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 

If a change in the boundaries of districts is favorably decided upon or if 
a decision of the Board of Appeal is confirmed, any person aggrieved or 
any municipal officer or Board, may within fifteen days after the entry 
of such decision, appeal to the Superior Court sitting in equity, for the 
County of Suffolk.

The Act establishing the commission became effective April 30, 1929, 
after approval by the Governor and acceptance by the Mayor and City 
Council. The commissioner is appointed by the Mayor, to serve four 
years and until the qualification of his successor, receives compensation 
established by the Mayor and City Council, and may be removed by the 
Mayor. The associate commissioners receive no compensation. 

The commissioners may employ, subject to the approval of the Mayor 
and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws, engineers, experts, assist- 
ants and other officers and employees. The commission has exclusive 
authority to adopt, amend, alter and repeal rules and regulations relative 
to vehicular street traffic, and to the movement, stopping or standing of 
vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or any streets, ways, highways, 
roads and parkways, under the control of the city. The commission has 
the power to erect, make and maintain, or cause to be erected, made and 
maintained, traffic signs, signals, markings and other devices for the 
control of such traffic in the city and for informing and warning the public 
as to the rules and regulations adopted by the commission. 


* Ex officiis. 
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The latest revision of the Traffic Regulations contains 509 one-way 
streets and 675 no-parking streets. The Commission maintains 215 
traffic signals, including two (2) interconnected systems in downtown 
Boston, 16,000 traffic signs, and 91 traffic officers’ spotlights. One hundred 
and ninety-four (194) miles of white lines painted in the roadway, in- 
cluding crosswalks, center lines, lane, lines and stop lines, are maintained 
by the Commission. Nine hundred and forty-seven loading zones, re- 
quiring 24,474 feet of painted curb, are maintained. Fees amounting 
to $12,958.35 are collected for the establishment and maintenance of 
these loading zones. The Commission also maintains 5,000 parking 
meters which, for the year ending July 31, 1950, have collected $488.435.10.

The Budget Department was established by ordinance in 1917 as a 
result of the report and recommendations by the Budget Commission of 
1915, and was placed in charge of a Budget Commissioner. General 
supervision over all matters relating, or incidental, to the appropriations 
and budgets of all municipal departments, with the exception of depart- 
ments not directly under the control of the Mayor, was placed in the 
jurisdiction of the Budget Commissioner. 

Under direction of the Mayor, the Budget Commissioner prepares in 
segregated form the annual and all supplementary budgets to be sub- 
mitted by the Mayor to the City Council, and also prepares the forms of 
estimate sheets to be used by each officer, board, commission, and depart- 
ment, and each division of a department, for which the city appropriates 
money. He also reports to the Mayor on all subsequent revisions of the 
items in the budget. 

In compliance with the provisions of Chapter 400 of the Acts of 1930, 
Compensation and Classification Plans for the Officers and Employees of 
Suffolk County were adopted by the City Council on April 18, 1931, and 
approved by the Mayor on April 15, 1931. By virtue of that statute and 
those plans, the Budget Commissioner is empowered to pass upon all 
promotions, transfers, new appointments, and the compensation of the 
personnel of Suffolk County included in these plans, thus establishing the 
Budget Commissioner, in effect, as the personnel director of Suffolk 
County. The records required to comply with the provisions of these 
plans are compiled by, and maintained in, the Budget Department. 
These records include, among others, an official roster of each officer and 
employee in the service of Suffolk County, their classification title, rate 
of pay, a record of each change of their status, and such other relevant 
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information as the Budget Commissioner deems advisable for the ‘main- 
tenance of a proper record of the personnel of Suffolk County. 
In addition to the records of the County personnel, there is also com- 


piled and maintained in the Budget Department a similar record of the 
personnel of the City of Boston.

The duty of the Building Commissioner, under the provisions of 
Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938, as amended (the Building Code), is to 
inspect all buildings and structures in the City of Boston except bridges, 
quays or wharves, buildings owned and occupied by the United States 
or the Commonwealth, railroad stations and structures used primarily for 
railway purposes, voting booths, tanks of certain specified capacities, 
tunnels constructed and maintained by the public authority, tents cover- 
ing an area of less than one hundred square feet, fences less than six feet 
in height, signs or billboards upon the ground and signs less than one 
square foot in area, and flagpoles less than twenty feet in length. 


The Code authorizes the Commissioner to issue permits to erect, 
enlarge, alter, substantially repair, move, demolish or change the occu- 
pancy of any building or structure; or to install, alter, or substantially 
repair plumbing, gas fitting, fire extinguishing apparatus and elevators; 
or to install steam boilers, furnaces, heaters or other heat producing 
apparatus the installation of which is regulated by the Code; or to install 
engines or dynamos. 


The Zoning Act.also is administered by the Building Commissioner. 
Under the provisions of this Act the city is divided into use districts, 
defined as Residential, Business, Industrial and Unrestricted. With 
minor exceptions, no building shall be erected or altered, nor shall any 
building or premises be used, for any purpose other than the use per- 
mitted in the district in which such building or premises is located. 
(Chapter 488, Acts of 1924, as amended — the Zoning Act.) 
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The Commissioner also licenses gas fitters, both master and journeyman; 
registers master and journeyman plumbers; establishes the qualifica- 
tions of welders and licenses operators of elevators. 

In addition, Chapter 148 of the General Laws, in so far as applicable 
to Boston, is administered by the Building Commissioner under delegated 
authority from the State Commissioner of Public Safety. 

The primary purpose of the public safety regulations promulgated 
under this chapter is to establish a minimum code of safety for the entire 
state. Cities and towns may make further exactions in accordance with 
local building ordinances and not inconsistent with law, but in no case may 
the provisions of state law be avoided or minimized. 

The law falls with particular force on all places of assembly — 
restaurants, taverns, dance halls, meeting halls and all places of similar 
occupancy in which fifty or more persons may be accommodated. Lodg- 
ing houses and apartment houses in which there are eight or more rooms 
above the second floor, or in which ten or more persons are accommodated 
above the second floor come also within the provisions of this Act. All 
such buildings must be certified by the Building Commissioner as to com- 
pliance with these particular regulations in addition to the Boston Code 
requirements.

The Board consists of five members appointed by the Mayor in the 
following manner: One member from two candidates, one to be nominated 
by the Boston Real Estate Board and one by the Massachusetts Real 
Estate Board one member from two candidates, one nominated by 
the Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers; one member from three candidates, one to be nominated by 
the Master Builders’ Association, one by the Building Trades Employers’

Chapter 41 of the General Laws, Sections 70, 71 and 72, provides that 
every city and every town in the state having a population of more than 
10,000 shall, and towns having a population of less than 10,000 may, 
create a planning board which shall make careful studies of the resources, 
possibilities and needs of the town, particularly with respect to conditions 
injurious to the public health or otherwise in and about rented dwellings, 
and make plans for the development of the municipality, with special 
reference to proper housing of its inhabitants. 

In January, 1914, an ordinance was passed by the Boston City Council 
establishing ‘‘The City Planning Board” consisting of five members, one 
of whom shall be a woman, for a term of five years, all to serve without 
compensation. 
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In April, 1940, an amendment to the above ordinance was passed by 
the City Council enlarging ‘“‘The City Planning Board” from five to nine 
members, to include at least one engineer, one architect and one land- 
scape architect or city planner and a woman. The members of the Board 
shall serve for terms of five years, without compensation.

The functions of the department are set forth in Chapter 8 of the 
Ordinances of 1950, which is as follows: 

SecTION 1. DEPARTMENT OF CiviL Derense. There is hereby 
established a department of civil defense (hereinafter called the “‘depart- 
ment”). It shall be the function of the department to have charge of 
civil defense as defined in Section 1, Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and to 
perform civil defense functions as authorized or directed by said chapter 
or by any and all executive orders or general regulations promulgated 
thereunder, and to exercise any authority delegated to it by the governor 
under said Chapter 639. 

Sect. 2. Director or Crvin Drerense. The department shall be 
under the direction of a director of civil defense (hereinafter called the 
director”), who shall be appointed as prescribed by law. The director 
shall have direct responsibility for the organization, administration, 
and operation of the department subject to the direction and control of 
the appointing authority and shall receive such salary as may be fixed | 
from time to time by the appointing authority. The director may, with- 
in the limits of the amount appropriated therefor, appoint such experts, 
clerks, and other assistants as the work of the department may require, 
and may remove them, and may make such expenditures as may be 
necessary to execute effectively the purposes of Chapter 639, Acts of 
1950. The director shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordina- 
tors and may accept and may receive on behalf of the city, services, 
equipment, supplies, materials, or funds by way of gift, grant, or loan 
for purposes of civil defense, offered by the federal government or any 
agency or officer thereof or any person, firm or corporation, subject to 
the terms of the offer and the rules and regulations, if any, of the agency 
making the offer. The director shall cause appropriate records to be kept 
of all matters relating to such gifts, grants, or loans. ; 

Sect. 38. Crvin DEFENSE Apyisory Counciu. There is hereby estab- 
lished a civil defense advisory council (hereinafter called the “‘council’’). 
Said council shall serve without pay and shall consist of the director 
of civil defense, such other department heads and such other persons 
as the authority appointing said director may deem necessary. Such 
member of said council as said appointing authority shall designate shall 
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serve as chairman of said council. Said council shall serve subject to the 
direction and control of the appointing authority and shall advise said 
appointing authority and the director on matters pertaining to civil 
defense. 

Sect. 4. Porick Arp TO OTHER CITIES AND Towns IN EVENT OF 
RIoTs AND OTHER VIOLENCE THEREIN. The police department is hereby 
authorized to go to aid another city or town at the request of said city 
or town in the suppression of riots or other forms of violence therein. 

Sect. 5. TERMINATION OF ORDINANCE. This ordinance shall remain 
in force during the effective period of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and 
any act in amendment or continuation thereof or substitution therefor. 

Sect. 6. Derrnirion. All references to Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, 
as now in force shall be applicable to any act or acts in amendment or 
continuation of or substitution for said Chapter 639.

One Election Commissioner is appointed by the Mayor each year, term 
beginning April 1. The two leading political parties must be equally 
represented on the Board and the Chairman is designated annually by the 
Mayor. | 

The Board of Registrars of Voters was appointed in May, 1874, and 
was succeeded July 1, 1895, by the Board of Election Commissioners. 

This department exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the Board of Registrars of Voters (including the preparation of the 
jury list), except the power and duty of giving notice of elections and 
fixing the days and hours for holding the same.

The Boston Fire Department was organized in 1837. It is in charge 
of 1 Commissioner, 1 Executive Secretary, 1 Chief of Department, 17 
Deputy Chiefs, 51 District Chiefs, 3 Chaplains, 1 Superintendent of Fire 
Alarm, 1 Superintendent of Maintenance, 1 Medical Examiner, 1 Engineer 
of Motor Vehicles, 97 Captains, 251 Lieutenants, 1,765 Engineers, Ap- 
paratus Operators, Masters, Aides, Hosemen, Laddermen, 39 Clerks, 
30 Fire Alarm Operators, and 126 Mechanics, Painters, Linemen, Re- 
pairers, Electricians, Workmen, and other employees. 


Total officers, engineers, privates and employees (including Electrical 
Inspection Division), 2,423, of whom 8 are serving in the armed forces of 
the United States. 


There are 54 fire stations, a fire alarm branch with 71 employees, oper- 
ating 1,840 signal boxes, and repair shops with 126 employees. Annual 
reports have been published since 1838. 


Yearly salaries of deputy chiefs, $5,690; district chiefs, $5,140; captains, 
$4,300; lieutenants, $3,800; apparatus operators, $3,400; first-year pri- 
vates, $2,800, with annual increase of $200 and $300, until the maximum of 
$3,300 is reached. 

In 1919 the Wire Department became the Wire Division of the Fire 
Department. On May 2, 1944, it became the Electrical Inspection 
Division. It was established in 1894 for the purpose of supervising and 
inspecting all electrical wires, cables and conductors, and substituting 
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underground for overhead transmission. The Electrical Inspection 
Division is in charge of 1 Superintendent, 1 Chief Clerk, 9 Clerks, 1 Chief 
Inspector, 1 Chief Interior Inspector, 25 Inspectors, 1 Chauffeur. A total 
of 39 employees (included in above 2,423). 


Boston FIREMEN’s RELIEF FuND.

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The first Board of Health in Boston was established in 1799, under the 
special statute of February 13, 1799. It was abolished by the first 
City Charter and from 1822 to 1873 its functions were exercised through 
the City Council. The last Board of Health was established by an ordi- 
nance of December 2, 1872. It published annual reports, beginning 
with 1873. By Chap. 1, Ord. 1914, 2d Series, the department was placed 
in charge of one executive, the Health Commissioner, who appoints the 
deputy commissioners. Chap. 1, Ord. 1915, provided that the quarantine 
service should pass from the control of the Health Department when the 
property was leased to the United States, in effect June 1, 1915. 

On March 31, 1927, an ordinance was enacted abolishing the Boston 
Sanatorium Department and placing the Tuberculosis Hospital at Matta- 
pan under the jurisdiction of the Trustees of the Boston City Hospital; 
all other powers and duties, as well as the Out-Patient Department, were 
transferred to the Health Commissioner by Chap. 1 of the Ordinances 
of 1927, as amended February 16, 1931.

The department -has charge of the Long Island Hospital, the Child 
Welfare and the Registration Divisions. 
The Long Island Hospital furnishes full support to poor persons having 
a legal settlement in Boston, also hospital care and treatment for those 
afflicted with chronic illness. January 1, 1950, there were 1,149 in the 
care of the institution, of whom 478 were in the hospital. The department 
controls about 215 acres and buildings on Long Island, valued at about 
$7,331,212. The M. V. ‘James Michael Curley” is maintained for _ 


transportation service. 
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The Child Welfare Division, 1110 City Hall Annex, has charge of de- 
pendent children and those committed through the Court as neglected. 
They are placed under careful supervision in foster homes within the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. January 1, 1950, the division had 
1,246 children in its care, was using 18 different institutions for medical 
care or special training, and 526 foster homes, 

The Registration Division, Room 5, City Hall, receives and investigates 
applications for care of dependents, determines legal settlements, and 
supervises the commitment of the insane. 

The department has under its control Rainsford Island, comprising 
about 11 acres. .

The Law Department consists of a Corporation Counsel, twenty-nine 
assistants, a medical supervisor, and forty-eight other employees, com- 
prising the investigating, tax title, secretarial, and clerical staff. 


The Law Department has general charge of the legal work of the 
city, represents the city in all litigation to which it is a party, prosecutes 
certain criminal proceedings, does the conveyancing work for the various 
municipal departments, performs the legal work incidental to tax title 
foreclosures, prepares and approves all municipal contracts and bonds, 
furnishes legal opinions to the Mayor, the City Council, and the various 
department heads and city officials, including the School Committee, 
on matters relating to the discharge of their official duties, prepares 
petitions for and drafts of legislation in which the city has an interest, 
and appears and represents the city before the various committees of 
the legislature and before other public boards, commissions, and ad- 
ministrative agencies, including the Interstate Commerce Commission 
Civil Aeronautics Board, and other federal agencies, the Appellate Tax 
Board, and the Department of Public Utilities of Massachusetts.

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The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, five in number, 
are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five years. 
They were incorporated in 1878, and authorized to receive and hold real 
and personal estate to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. This amount 
was changed to $10,000,000 in 1919 and to $20,000,000 in 1931. The first 
Trustees were appointed under an ordinance of October 14, 1852. 


The old library building on Boylston street was opened to the public 
in September, 1858, and closed finally in January, 1895. The Central 
Library Building in Copley square, costing $2,756,384, was first opened 
on March 11, 1895. 

The Library is maintained by an annual appropriation made to the 
Trustees by the City Government. 

The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been 
continued without interruption. 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square, 
the Kirstein Business Branch in the Edward Kirstein Memorial Library 
Building at 20 City Hall avenue, the School Issue Department at 400 
Shawmut avenue and twenty-nine Branch Libraries. In addition, through 
an agreement with Harvard University, the Baker Library of the Harvard 
Graduate School of Business Administration is a branch of the Boston 
Public Library. By similar arrangement, the Boston Medical Library at 
8 Fenway serves as a medical branch. 


The component parts of the library system are the following: 


General Administrative Offices. 

The Circulation Division. 

The Reference Division. 

The Division of Business Operations. 


GENERAL ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICES. 


The general administrative work of the Library is centered in the 
Director’s Office. It is responsible for the general administration of the 
entire library system as a whole. It cares further for all activities that 
are not handled directly by the Circulation Division, the Reference 
Division, or the Division of Business Operations. 

There is also supervised from the Director’s Office the work of such 
subsidiary offices as the Personnel Office, the Information Office, the 
Records, Files, and Statistics Office, and the general publishing activities 
of the Library. 


THE CIRCULATION DIVISION. 


The greater part of the circulation of books to borrowers is centered in 
the Branch Libraries. The purely library activities of the Branch 
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Libraries are therefore considered as a unit which is designated as the 
Circulation Division. Within this division there are closed departments 
and public departments. The main grouping of the public departments 
is that of the Branch Libraries, and the Open Shelf Department in the 
Central Library. In direct relationship with the work of the Branch 
Libraries is the Work with Adults and the Work with Children and Young 
People.

SPECIAL ACTIVITIES. 


In addition to the regular activities of the various departments, the 
Library carries on programs of free lectures and concerts which are given 
in its lecture hall several times each week from October through April each 
year. Exhibits in the Treasure Room, and in the Chavannes, Sargent 
and Wiggin Galleries in the Central Library Building afford opportunities 
for emphasizing the Library’s valuable resources. Storytelling in the 
Young People’s Room and in many branch libraries by trained storytellers 
is a part of the Library’s program of work with children. Two publi- 
cations are distributed free throughout the system: Books Current, issued 
four times a year, and B. P. L. News, issued ten times a year. For The 
Boston Public Library Quarterly, issued in January, April, July, and 
October, there is a subscription fee of $2.00 a year, 50 cents a single copy.

The printing plant was established March, 1897, for the express purpose 
of executing the printing required by all city and county departments. 
It was originally operated partly from an appropriation and partly from 
revenue. Since 1910,it has been entirely self-supporting and no appro- 
priation of any kind has been made. The entire expense of maintenance 
including pay roll, has been met from revenue. 

The plant is located at the corner of North and Richmond streets in a 
city-owned building for the exclusive use of the department. It is organ- 
ized and equipped especially for the city’s printing requirements and 
consists of modern type-setting machinery, presses and accessories. The 
building and plant is appraised at approximately $600,000. . 
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Chapter 24, Section 1, of the Revised Ordinances provides that the 
Superintendent of Printing ‘‘shall have charge of the printing plant and of 
all the printing of the city, shall supply all printing, binding, stationery 
and other office supplies, except furniture, used by any board, commis- 
sion or department for which the City of Boston is required by law to 
furnish such supplies, and shall, wherever practicable, standardize all such 
printing, binding, stationery and other office supplies.”’ 

In addition to the above, the Superintendent purchases all postage used 
by the City of Boston.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation estab- 
lished in 1772 by act of the Legislature, were succeeded in 1864 by the 
corporation called ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,” con- 
sisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed annually 
to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. The 
Board issues annual reports. In 1921 the name was changed to Over- 
seers of the Public Welfare 


The Overseers of the Public Welfare are also incorporated as a Board 
of Trustees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds. The total 
amount of the 18 permanent charity funds in the custody of the Over- 
seers on December 31, 1949, was $821,028.22, the annual income from 
which ($27,719.36 in 1949) is distributed in accordance with the terms of 
the donations. 


In charge of the Overseers are the Wayfarers’ Lodge on Hawkins street, 
opened in 1878, which gives free lodging to homeless men who are out of 
employment, and the Temporary Home on Chardon street for temporarily 
destitute women ‘and children, opened in 1870.

The Public Works Department was established in 1911, consisting of 
the Street, Water, and Engineering Departments combined under a single 
executive head, the Commissioner of Public Works, who is authorized 
to create such divisions of the department as he may find necessary. The 
department is composed of the Bridge and Highway, Automotive, Sewer, 
Sanitary, and Water Divisions, each in charge of a Division Engineer. 


PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT. To 


The new Automotive Division was established on February 8, 1950, 
in accordance with the provisions of Section 33 of Chapter 27 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1947. The Bridge and Highway Division is also 
a new division. The old Bridge and Ferry Division and the old Highway 


Division were merged into a single division, effective 12.01 a.m., Monday, 
May 15, 1950. 


The Commissioner of Public Works must be a civil engineer of recog- 
nized standing in his profession. He is in charge of the following activ- 
ities: construction and maintenance of all streets, sidewalks, and sewers; 
granting of permits to open, occupy, obstruct, and use portions of the 
streets and sidewalks; street lighting, both gas and electric; installation, 
maintenance, and operation of all fixtures and appliances held by the City 
for its water supply; cleaning, oiling, and flushing of streets, as well as snow 
removal from streets; collection and removal of ashes, garbage, and refuse; 
installation and maintenance of street signs, and assignment of street 
numbers for houses, stores, etc.; construction, maintenance, and opera- 
tion of City-owned bridges used as highways; and maintenance and 
operation of the Sumner Vehicular Tunnel and of the ferries connecting 
the City Proper and East Boston. 


By an executive order of his Honor the Mayor, dated July 6, 1948, 
the administration of the Workmen’s Compensation Law (Chapter 152 
of the General Laws, as amended) in its application to all employees of 
the City of Boston and of the County of Suffolk — with the exception of 


members of the police and fire forces — was placed under the jurisdiction 
of this department.

The Division Engineer is responsible for the care, control, and main- 
tenance of all department-owned vehicles. He also is in charge of all 
department garages, gas pumps, and related properties. The control 
and sale of all junk or outmoded equipment in the department is also 
under the control of this division.

The Division Engineer has charge of the design, construction, operation 
and maintenance of the greater number of the highway bridges within the 
limits of the City, the care and management of the municipal ferries, the 
abolishment of grade crossings, the maintenance and operation of the 
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Sumner Tunnel, and also has charge of special engineering work for other 
City departments. 9,162,266 motor vehicles passed through the Sumner 
Tunnel during the year 1949. 

The Division Engineer also has charge of the construction and main- 
tenance of all public streets, including snow removal, the issuing of per- 
mits to open, occupy, and obstruct portions of streets, the care and up- 
keep of the electric and gas lamps on the public streets, alleys, parks and 
public grounds, and the numbering of buildings and the placing of all 
street signs. 

On December 31, 1949, this department had under its jurisdiction 
720.63 miles of public streets throughout the City.

The Division Engineer has charge of the collection and removal of 
ashes, garbage, and refuse, and the cleaning and flushing of streets. 

Total expenditure for the year 1949 was $5,419,665.82 for collection 
and disposal of the City’s waste materials and the cleaning and flushing 
of the streets. 

REMOVAL OF STORE REFUSE. 

While the department is not required to remove refuse from shops, 
stores, and other business establishments, it is permitted by City Ordinance 
to make such removals upon payment by the producers of the charge 
prescribed by the Commissioner of Public Works. A charge of 20 cents 
a barrel or bundle (not larger than a flour barrel) has been established, 
and no removals are made by City forces. 

In all districts refuse collections are made under yearly contracts, and 
the contractors are not permitted to charge for this service a higher rate 
than 20 cents a barrel, as prescribed by the Commissioner of Public Works. 
The producers pay the contractors direct for the service rendered.

The Division Engineer has charge of the maintenance and construction 
of all sewerage works. 
The work of the Sewer Division is carried on by the following authority:

Assessments upon estates benefited by new sewers are not levied by the 
Public Works Department, but by the Board of Street Commissioners 
who also award damages for land-takings made for sewer construction. 
The assessment upon the several estates for a new sewer is limited to $4 per 
linear foot, and it is a lien upon the property. An Act of the Legislature 
prohibits the assessment in similar cases of the cost of surface drains. 


In the calendar year 1949, there were built by contractors and day 
labor 7.29 miles of sanitary sewers and surface drains, and 115 catch-basins, 
making on January 1, 1950, a total of 1,279.36 miles of common and inter- 
cepting sewers and 23,155 catch-basins in charge of the Sewer Division. 

The Boston Main Drainage System, comprising 24.12 miles of inter- 
cepting sewers, with a pumping station at Old Harbor Point, and storage 
reservoirs and outlet into the harbor at Moon Island, in operation since 
1884, takes care of the sewage from City Proper, South Boston, and parts © 
of Roxbury, West Roxbury, and Dorchester. 

The common sewer system has two electrically-operated automatic 
pumping stations. The station at Union Park and Albany streets was 
built in 1915 to relieve floodings in the South End district of Boston, by 
pumping and discharging the surplus storm water flow into the South Bay. 

The station at Summer. street, opposite E street, was built in 1913, and 
takes care of the sewage from the Commonwealth Pier district, and the 
Army and Navy Bases. 

Charlestown and East Boston sewage discharges into the main North 
Metropolitan System of the State, which discharges into the harbor waters 
just south of Deer Island. 

Sewage from all of Brighton, a portion of the Back Bay and a small 
part of Roxbury, discharges into the South Metropolitan System, is lifted 
by pumping at the Ward Street Pumping Station, then flows through 
the main sewer, which also drains by gravity portions of West Roxbury 
and Dorchester and all of Hyde Park, finally outletting into Quincy Bay 
at Nut Island.

Under the control of the Division Engineer are the care and maintenance 
of all pipes and other fixtures and appliances for the purpose of the City’s 


water supply, and all water assessments and other charges necessary for the 
maintenance of the Division. 


The total length of supply and distributing water main on December 31, 
1949, was 1,007.523 miles; number of fire hydrants, 12,353, including 505 
high pressure, 387 private; number of meters now in service, 102,857. 


The first water document published by the City of Boston appeared 
in 1825. In addition to the annual reports of the Cochituate supply, 
from 1850, and of the Mystic supply, from 1866, there are numerous special 
reports. By Chapter 449, Acts of 1895, the Boston Water Board, the 
Water Income Department, and the Water Registrar were abolished and 
the Water Department created, a single commissioner being entrusted 
with all the powers previously exercised by the Boston Water Board 
and the Boston Water Registrar. 

A State commission, the Metropolitan Water Board, took possession 
in 1898 of all that part of the Boston water system lying westward of 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir, also the pumping station there, with adjacent 
lands. The sum paid to the City was $12,531,000. Payments to the 
State by the City for its supply of water have been regularly made since 
1898. Total available quantity of water in the six storage reservoirs 
of the Metropolitan system on January 1, 1950, 484,544,000,000 gallons, 
of which about 88.6 per cent was in the Quabbin Reservoir, about 65 
miles west of Boston, an artificial lake, 25,216 acres in surface and area 
and added to the system in 1948. There are also thirteen distribution 
reservoirs with capacity of 2,718,036,000 gallons, six pumping stations 
being connected with these, in which stations 33,112,000,000 gallons of 
water were pumped during the year 1949. In the existing Metropolitan 
Water District are ten cities besides Boston, and eleven towns, and a 
portion of Winchester. Boston takes about 65.6 per cent of the entire 
water supply of the District. 

The daily average amount of water used in Boston in 1949 was 
113,771,500 gallons, or 148 gallons per capita. 


HIGH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 


By the provisions of Chapter 312, Acts of 1911, the Commissioner of 
Public Works was authorized to install an efficient system of high pressure 
fire service for the business center of the City. The work completed, 
including the old salt-water fireboat line installed in 1898, comprises 
18.71 miles of pipe with 505 hydrants. Total expenditure for installation 
of system to December 31, 1949, was $2,599,379.45. Two pumping 
stations are now in use. ;

The Board of Real Estate Commissioners was established in accordance 
with Chapter 434 of the Acts of 1943. It consists of five members, three 
of whom are appointed by the Mayor, and the fourth and fifth are the 
City Treasurer and the Chairman of the City Planning Board who serve 
ex officio. The Chairman is designated by the Mayor and is the only ~ 
member who receives a salary. 

The Chairman, subject to the regulations of the board with respect to 
his procedure, shall have the care, custody, management, and control of 
all property acquired by the City by foreclosure of tax titles, or acquired 
under Section 80 of Chapter 60 of the General Laws, whether acquired 
before or after the effective date of Chapter 434 of the Acts of 1943. 

The Chairman, subject to the unanimous approval of the Committee on 
Foreclosed Real Estate, or by a vote, approved by the Mayor, of a majority 
of the board, may let, lease, or sell real estate under his control, or any 
portion thereof, subject. to the regulations as set forth in Section 4 of 
Chapter 434. )

This department, established in 1897, is in charge of a board of five 
trustees, whose duty it is to collect, compile, and publish such statistics 
relating to the City of Boston, and such statistics of other cities for purposes 
of comparison, as they may deem of public importance; also to compile 
and furnish such other statistical information as.may be required by the 
Mayor or City Council. 

As defined by the board of trustees, the routine work includes informa- 
tion service on historical, geographical, political, and population facts 
about Boston and the personnel and accomplishments of present and past 
municipal administrations; modern foreign language translations; exchange 
of public documents with municipal, state, federal, and foreign govern- 
ments; and a newspaper clipping service of all the Boston papers. 

The Statistics Department has published annually since 1898 the 
Boston Municipal Register. Special publications have ranged from the 
handbook of Boston Statistics to the Boston Year Book of 511 pages. 

The City Record, ‘Official Chronicle of Boston Municipal Affairs,” 
is published weekly by the board of trustees, under the direction of the 
Mayor, in accordance with legislative act and city ordinance. The Editor 
and Associate Editor are appointed by the Mayor. 

In his capacity as Business Agent of the Czty Record, the Secretary of 
the Board of Trustees of the Statistics Department has charge of all 
business details of the City Record.

The Board of Street Commissioners consists of three members, one of 
whom is elected by them to be Chairman. One member is appointed by 
the Mayor each year to serve for three years from the first Monday in 
January. The Board has jurisdiction over the laying-out, widening, relo- 
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cation and discontinuance of highways; the taking of real property for 
municipal purposes; the levying of assessments for betterments resulting 
from the construction of streets or sewers; the plotting of undeveloped 
areas for streets and the opening of private ways; the granting of licenses 
for the storage or sale of merchandise in public streets; the making of 
specific repairs in public streets; the naming of public streets; the issuance 
of licenses for the keeping, storage, manufacture and sale of gasoline, oil, 
and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds; and the use 
of public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction or projection 
in, under, or over the same, including the location of conduits, poles and 
posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway or illuminating purposes; 
signs, marquees, bay windows, coal-holes and vaults. Incidental to its 
powers to take lands and construct streets, it has authority to award 
compensation to land owners for damages resulting from such taking and 
construction. In certain instances its awards and its grants of licenses 
or permits must bear the approval of the Mayor. 


In 1895 the duties of the Board of Survey were transferred to the Board 
of Street Commissioners. In 1907 the Board of Street Commissioners 
was charged with the licensing of street stands for the storage or sale of 
merchandise. In 1909, by Section 28 of the City Charter (Acts of 1909, 
Chapter 486 and amendments thereto) the jurisdiction previously exer- 
cised by the Board of Aldermen concerning the naming of streets, the issue 
of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of gasoline, oil and other in- 
flammable substances or explosive compounds and the use of public ways 
for any permanent or temporary obstruction or projection in, under, or over 
the same, including the location of conduits, poles and posts for telephone, 
telegraph, street railway or illuminating purposes, was vested in the 
Board of Street Commissioners, to be exercised with the approval in 
writing by the Mayor, and the Mayor and City Council were given 
authority to fix by ordinance the terms by way of cash payment, rent, 
or otherwise, upon which permits or licenses for the storage of gasoline or 
oil or inflammable substances or explosive compounds and the construction 
or use of coal-holes, vaults, bay windows, signs and marquees, in, under, 
or over the public ways shall be issued. The fees for licenses or permits 
to sell or store inflammables or explosives are collected by the Board of 
Street Commissioners upon their original issuance of such licenses. There- 
after, an annual renewal fee for such licenses, which is one half of the original 
fee, is collected by the Fire Department. The fees for licenses or permits 
to maintain obstructions or projections in, under, or over the streets are 
collected by the Board of Street Commissioners. 

In 1913 the Board of Street Commissioners was granted authority to 
issue permits for the erection of garages. 


By virtue of Section 1 of Chapter 33 of the Revised Ordinances of 1925, 
the Board of Street Commissioners is charged with the care and main- 
tenance of all land and buildings belonging to the city and not used for 


specific purposes. 
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In 1927, by authority of, and in conformity with, Section 8 of Chapter 85 
of the General Laws (1921), the Board of Street Commissioners adopted 
“Rules and Regulations Relating to Projections in, on or over Public 
Highways,” amending and revising all its pre-existing rules and regula- 
tions concerning such projections. The penalty for violation of these 
Regulations is a fine not exceeding five dollars for each day that the viola- 
tion continues, after five days’ notice given by the Board of Street Com- 
missioners to the violator. 


In 1930 (by Chapter 399 of the Acts of 1930) the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Street Commissioners as to the storage and sale of gasoline, oil 
and other inflammables or explosives was amplified and its jurisdiction 
extended to include the licensing and regulation of open-air parking spaces. 


In 1908 the Board of Street Commissioners was charged with the regu- 
lation of pedestrian and vehicular traffic. In 1929 (by Chapter 263 of the 
Acts of 1929) jurisdiction over the regulation of traffic was transferred 
from the Board of Street Commissioners to the Boston Traffic Commission. 


In 1929, also, the Board of Street Commissioners was granted authority 
(by Chapter 187 of the Acts of 1929) to license the holding of religious 
meetings, political meetings or rallies in public ways. That Act was, 
however, repealed by Chapter 173 of the Acts of 1931. 


Under Chapter 148, Section 56, of the General Laws (Tercentenary 
Edition), the Board of Street Commissioners grants licenses for open-air 
parking spaces. 


In 1950 (by Chapter 78, Acts of 1950) power of the Board of Street 
Commissioners to grant permits for parades, processions, and organized 
formations was transferred to Boston Traffic Commission. 


In 1950 (by Chapter 318, Acts of 1950) the care, custody, management, 
and control of all property of the City not held for a specific purpose was 
transferred to Real Estate Commission. (Chapter 33, Revised Ordinances 
of 1947, repealed.)

The Department of Veterans Services was established as a department 
of the City of Boston by Ord. 1946, Chapter 9 (Revised Ordinance 1947, 
Chapter 37) and is under the charge of a director, who is also soldiers’ 
relief commissioner, and who is appointed by the Mayor and confirmed 
by the City Council. This department performs the functions formerly 
performed by the Soldiers’ Relief Department which it replaces. The 
Director exercises all powers and duties for the distribution of State and 
City benefits to veterans and their eligible dependents in the City of 
Boston, such as were formerly vested in the Mayor and Board of Alder- 
men. Under his direction assistance is rendered to veterans and their 
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dependents of the Civil War, Indian War, Spanish-American War, Philip- 
pine Insurrection, China Relief Expedition, Mexican War, World War 
No. 1 and World War No. 2. 

An office is maintained on Boston Common to provide information, 
advice and assistance to veterans of all wars to enable them to procure 
the benefits to which they are entitled relative to employment, vocational 
and educational opportunities, hospitalization, medical care, pensions 
and other veterans’ benefits.

The department was organized by ordinance in 1890. 


The duties of the department are set forth in the General Laws, Chap- 
ters 94, 98 and 101, with amendments and additions thereto. 


The Sealer is required to give public notice annually by advertisement 
to all persons having places of business in the city and using weighing 
and measuring devices for the purpose of buying or selling of goods, wares 
or merchandise, to bring them into this office to be tested and sealed. 
After giving the said notice, he shall visit the places of business not com- 
plying and shall test, adjust, seal or condemn in accordance with the 
results of tests made, the weighing and measuring devices of said persons. 
In addition the department is charged with the enforcement of all laws 
relative to the licensing of hawkers, peddlers and transient vendors, the 
giving of false or insufficient weight or measure, the reweighing of coal, 
the examination of coal for quality and the inspection of certain con- 
tainers as to size, shape and dimensions. The department must in- 
vestigate all complaints registered with the department and, when the 
evidence warrants, shall prosecute violations of the law.

At Administration Building Annex, 45 Myrtle street, educational and 
employment certificates are issued daily (except Saturdays) from 8.30

certificates daily from 8.30 to 10 a.m. 

At the Brandeis Vocational High School Building, 25 Warrenton street, 
minors’ licenses (7.e., minors under 16 years of age to act as newsboys, 
etc.,) are issued daily, except Saturdays, after school hours. During the 
school year, licenses are issued on Saturdays from 9 a.m. to 11 A.M. 
Licenses are not issued during school hours. 


BUREAU OF CHILD ACCOUNTING.

The Bureau of Child Accounting comprises the following-named depart- 
ments: Educational Investigation and Measurement, Vocational Guidance, 
and Attendance (including Certificating Office); and the following divisions: 
Division of Employment; Division of Juvenile Adjustment; Division of 
Statistics and Publicity. 


SUPERVISORS OF ATTENDANCE. 
[Stat. 1931, Chap. 394, Sect. 146.] 

These officers are appointed by the School Committee, and under their 
direction enforce the laws relating to absentees from school. There are 
33 supervisors of attendance besides the head supervisor and they may be 
seen at 9 A. M. and 3 P. M., on the days that the schools are in session at 
the school designated by the head supervisor. 


SCHOOL PHYSICIANS AND SCHOOL NURSES. 
Regular medical inspection of the schools was maintained from 1894 to 
1915, under the supervision of the Health Department. Beginning 
September 1, 1915, the School Committee took charge of this service.

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For all schools and districts there is 1 Director of School Hygiene in charge 
of 4 supervising school physicians, 1 medical inspector, 1 school physician 
assigned to the certificating office, 1 ophthalmologist, 1 otologist, 50 school 
physicians, 1 supervisor of nutrition, 17 school medical aids, and 1 sanitary 
engineer. 


Chapter 357, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the School 
Committee of 1 supervising female nurse and as many district female 
nurses as are deemed necessary. For the 80 junior high and elementary 
school districts there is 1 supervising nurse in charge of 4 assistant supervis- 
ing nurses, 1 nurse assigned to the certificating office, 1 nurse assigned to 
the ophthalmologist, and 57 school nurses (including high schools), and 2 
nurses assigned to the otologists and audiometer tests. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 

In 1907, the School Committee was authorized to provide for the 
extension of physical education and recreation of pupils, including proper 
apparatus and facilities in the buildings, yards and playgrounds under their 
control. 


The School Committee appropriates, out of the tax levy, for this branch 
of education such amount as it deems necessary. The Committee has 
also the right to appropriate the unexpended balance of the previous year, 
plus the estimated income for the current year. The appropriation for 
1949 is $733,345.29. The cost of Military Science is not charged against 
the appropriation for Physical Education. 


The Department of Physical Education comprises 1 director, 4 assistant 
directors, 16 instructors of military science, 2 armorers, 40 women and 
10 men instructors of physical education, 15 teacher coaches of athletics, 
high schools, 37 teacher coaches of athletics, junior high schools, 62: 
assistant teacher coaches, 64 play teachers. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS PARTLY MAINTAINED BY STATE, 

By Chapter 471, Acts of 1911, and Chapter 106, Acts of 1912, the State 
especially encourages the establishing of Independent Industrial Schools, 
allowing financial aid for their maintenance proportionate to the amount 
raised by local taxation and expended for all public schools. Under this 
arrangement the School Committee is reimbursed by the State to the 
extent of one half the net maintenance cost of such industrial schools 
established in Boston thus far with the approval of the Massachusetts 
Department of Education. By Chapter 805, Acts of 1913, Continuation 
Schools, for employed children between fourteen and sixteen years of age, 
were included under the same plan of State aid. The schools thus main- 
tained are the Boston Trade High School (for Boys), day and evening 
classes, Trade High School for Girls, Compulsory Continuation School, 
Brandeis Vocational High School (day and evening classes), High School 
of Practical Arts, also co-operative courses in Brighton, Charlestown, 
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Dorchester High School for Boys, East Boston, Hyde Park, Roxbury 
Memorial High School for Boys and South Boston High, and practical arts 
courses in the evening elementary schools. 

For the agricultural course in the Jamaica Plain High School, the School 
Committee is reimbursed to the extent of two thirds of the cost of 
instruction. 

INDUSTRIAL ARTS, 

There are eight co-operative courses in high schools, as follows: Brighton 
(automobile mechanics), Charlestown (electricity), Dorchester (wood- 
work), East Boston (machine shop practice), Hyde Park (machine shop 
practice), Jamaica Plain (agriculture), Roxbury Memorial High Schoo 
for Boys (printing), and South Boston (sheet metal). 

Mechanic arts courses in shopwork are given in the following high 
schools: Dorchester High School (Boys), East Boston High School, 
Hyde Park High School, Roslindale High School, Roxbury Memorial 
High School (Boys), and South Boston High School. 

There are 163 shops in elementary and junior high schools, in which 
the following-named subjects are taught: Automobile mechanics, drafting, 
electricity, interior decoration, machine shop practice, printing, sheet 
metal, woodwork, and diversified shop subjects. 

Cardboard construction and elementary bookbinding in the fourth and 
fifth grades, although taught by classroom teachers, are supervised by the 
department. 

Gardening is conducted by the department as an after-school and summer 
activity; home gardening in 56, and school gardening in 16 elementary 
and junior high districts and on a five-acre plot of City of Boston property 
in Woburn. ; 

HOUSEHOLD SCIENCE AND ARTS. 

In the Household Szience and Arts Department there are 184 teachers,* 
an assistant director, and a director. 

There are thirteen high schools offering courses in Household Science 
and Arts: Brandeis Vocational, Brighton, Charlestown, Dorchester, 
Kast Boston, Girls’ High, High School of Practical Arts, Hyde Park, 
Jamaica Plain,t Jeremiah E. Burke, Roslindale High, Roxbury Memorial, 
and South Boston. 

In the high schools of Boston there are 23 appointed teachers of Dress- 
making; 2 appointed teachers of Millinery; 16 appointed teachers of 
Household Science (Foods and Household Management), and 1 temporary 
teacher. Three of the appointed teachers of Household Science have 
part-time programs of Dressmaking. One of the appointed teachers of 
Household Science is assigned as a “Teacher of Cookery,” Junior High 
School. There are 30 standard sewing rooms, 15 cooking rooms, and 9 
home practice suites.

{Jamaica Plain— No Household Science. (Foods and Household 
Management). 
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In the junior high and elementary schools there are 76 teachers of 
Sewing, 19 temporary teachers of Sewing, and 1 part-time temporary 
teacher of Sewing; 46 teachers of Cookery, 1 temporary teacher of Cookery 
and 1 part-time teacher of Cookery. 

In addition to the above teachers there is 1 teacher assigned from the 
M. Gertrude Godvin School to an elementary sewing program, and 1 
teacher from the Trade High School for Girls to a program of high school 
dressmaking. 

There are 56 rooms equipped for instruction in cooking, 18 of these 
cooking rooms have adjoining suites, and 99 classrooms are sabe a 
for the teaching of sewing. 


EVENING HIGH, ELEMENTARY AND TRADE HIGH SCHOOLS. 


There are eight evening high schools: Brighton, Central (English High 
Schoolhouse), Charlestown, Dorchester, East Boston, Roslindale, Rox- 
bury (Boston Clerical Schoolhouse), and South Boston. These schools, 
the sessions of which are held on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, from 
7 to 10 o’clock, are conducted in the several high schoolhouses of the 
districts named. All but the Central High are commercial schools. 

There are eleven evening elementary schools in session on Tuesday 
and Thursday evenings. 

There are two evening trade high schools: Boston Trade High School 
(Evening Classes); and the Brandeis Vocational High School (Evening 
Classes), located in the Brandeis Vocational High Schoolhouse, with 
three branches located in the Brighton High, Hyde Park High, and South 
Boston High Schoolhouses. These schools are conducted on ‘Tuesday 
and Thursday evenings, from 7 to 10 o’clock. 


DAY SCHOOL FOR IMMIGRANTS. 


There are four schools for immigrants where instruction in the English 
language is provided, classes being conducted daily (except Saturday) 
for two hours in the forenoon and the same in the afternoon. 


CONTINUATION SCHOOL. 
Classes for boys are held in the Brandeis Vocational High School, 
25 Warrenton street; classes for girls, at 10 Common street. 
All children 14 to 16 years of age employed under an employment 
permit are required by law to attend the school four hours per week. 


USE OF SCHOOLHOUSES FOR EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL AND CIVIC PURPOSES. 


In 1912, the School Committee was authorized by statute to allow the 
use of buildings under their control by associations and individuals (other 
than school pupils) for educational, recreative, social, civic, philanthropic 
and similar purposes at times when the schools were not in session. Under 
this arrangement there are now fourteen School Centers, each having a 
manager and largely attended on two evenings and one afternoon a week. 
More than 125 school buildings are also used by Non-School Center groups. | 
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The School Committee may annually appropriate for this purpose such 
amount as it deems necessary. The appropriation for 1950 is $143,937.22. 
Besides the renting of school halls for club meetings, entertainments, etc., 
basements and other accommodations in schoolhouses are used by the 
Election Department as polling places, lighting and custodian service’ 
being paid for by the Election Department. 


PENSION AND RETIREMENT FUND FOR TEACHERS. 


The School Committee, by a majority vote of all its members, may 
retire with a pension any member of the teaching or supervising staff 
of the public day schools who has reached the age of sixty years, also 
such other members as are incapacitated for further efficient service. 

These pensions are paid to teachers who were retired before the estab- 
lishment of the Boston Retirement System, or who have not become 
members of the Boston Retirement System or State-Boston Retirement 
System. 

The School Committee is authorized to provide for these pensions by 
appropriating annually such amount as it deems necessary, which, to- 
gether with the unexpended balance of the previous year, the amount 
of reimbursement from the Commonwealth, and the appropriation of 
accrued interest in the Permanent School Pension Fund, will pay pensions 
for the year. 

The Permanent School Pension Fund amounted to $1,279,393.89 on 
January 1, 1950, and 333 retired teachers were receiving pensions there- 
from. 

The Boston Teachers’ Retirement Fund Association, started in 1900, 
is paying $120 per year to 803 annuitants, the total amount of its fund 
on September 30, 1950, being $2,453,599.79 (Total Investments) or 
$2,490,756.00 (Market Value of Investments). At that date 2,700 teachers 
were each contributing $18 per year to this fund.

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At the City Election held November 5, 1929, on the referendum — 
‘Shall chapter 351, of the Acts of 1929, entitled ‘An Act to establish a 
board of commissioners of school buildings and a department of school 
buildings in the city of Boston’ be accepted?” there were 110,453 votes 
in favor, 57,276 against, and 50,632 blanks. 

By the provisions of the Act, the board “shall consist of three citizens 
of Boston who otherwise are neither officials nor employees of said city, 
one of whom shall be appointed by the mayor . . . without approval 
by the civil service commissioners, one by the school committee, and one 
shall be chosen by the two so appointed, or shall be appointed by the 
governor if the appointees of the mayor and school committee fail to 
choose a commissioner as aforesaid within thirty days after a second 
of such appointees has been appointed.” 

According to section 2 of the Act, the Department of School Buildings 
is established, to be under the charge of a superintendent of construction 
who shall be elected by the board of commissioners, to serve at the pleasure 
of the board. 


Upon the election of a superintendent of construction, the board of 
schoolhouse commissioners of the schoolhouse -department and said 
department shall be abolished.

The City is divided into seventeen Police Divisions, in each of which is 
a station house, the quarters of a captain and a force of men. 


The Bureau of Criminal Investigation, a central detective agency of the 
Department, located in Headquarters building, and consisting of several 
subdivisions, is operated on a large scale and in an efficient manner. 
Members of this Bureau investigate felonies committed within the juris- 
diction of the City of Boston. In addition to its divisions for investiga- 
tion of reports of automobiles stolen, lost and stolen property, and homi- 
cides, squads are assigned to cover the following phases of police work 
and investigation: Banking, express thieves, general investigation, 
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hotels, narcotics, pawnbrokers, including junk-shop keepers and dealers in 
second-hand articles, pickpockets, radical and shopping crimes. A night 
motor patrol squad performs duty throughout the city, to prevent, so far 
as possible, the commission of crime and, if acts of violence or other serious 
crimes have been committed, to arrest and prosecute the offenders. 
Criminal identification, fingerprints and photographs, missing persons, 
warrants and summonses are handled by this Bureau. The Bureau also 
handles cases of fugitives from justice and conducts hundreds of investi- 
gations during the course of a year for various police departments through- 
out the United States and foreign countries. Further, it cooperates 
in every way possible with outside police departments in the investigation 
of crime and prosecution of criminals. Supervision of the daily line-up 
of all prisoners arrested for serious offenses is conducted by this Bureau. 


The criminal identification division of this Department has continued 
to prove of great value and stands in favorable comparison with identi- 
fication units of the most advanced departments. 

Advancements and changes are constantly being made to maintain 
efficiency of various divisions of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation. 
To bring about this efficiency of service, equipment of the Bureau is con- 
tinually being augmented by addition of modern identification apparatus. 

Files of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation contain records of assign- 
ments made in the Bureau and all records of arrests made throughout the 
Department. 

On file, also, are reports of all felonies committed within the city and all 
reports of investigation of these felonies. 

The Bureau of Operations supervises the development and maiitte- 
nance of the system of operations of the Department, including two police 
broadcasting stations, ‘‘KCA860,” located at Police Headquarters and 
on the roof of the new Courthouse Building, Pemberton Square; the 
latter station being operated by remote control from the Bureau of Opera- 
tions at Police Headquarters. 

These broadcasting stations insure speedy response to a call for police 
assistance and render possible speedy dissemination of information and 
quick concentration of necessary police power at a point where needed. 

The Boston Police Department is completely equipped with modern 
two-way radio. There are 111 police cars, 4 police boats, and 27 combina- 
tion patrol wagons and ambulances, fully equipped with two-way radio 
telephone. Police automobiles with two-way radio are moving through 
all parts of the city day and night. Any part of the city may be reached 
by a police radio car in a very few moments after receipt of a radio message 
from either of the broadcasting stations. 

The radio has been a very important factor in the prompt apprehension 
of law violators as well as increasing the number of arrests. In many 
instances, the offenders have been taken into custody while in the act of 
committing crime. 

The Traffic Division is located in the Police Building, 229 Milk street. 
Its commanding officer is responsible for proper regulation of traffic condi- 
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tions and for safety of the public using the highways from 8 a.m. to 
12 o’clock midnight, within the intown and Back Bay sections of the city. 

The Property Clerk’s Office is charged with the care of all police buildings, 
lost, stolen and abandoned property, money or other property alleged to 
have been illegally obtained, and all articles and property taken from 
' persons arrested for any cause. In its custody are also placed all seized 
liquor and gaming implements which come into possession of the Depart- 
ment. 

All orders for supplies, building maintenance, repair work, plumbing, 
steamfitting, etc., uniforms and equipment are issued by this office. 

The Commissioner appoints a Harbor Master and assistants from the 
police force. The following motor launches are used in this service: the 
“Michael H. Crowley,” a 60-foot craft, the “William H. Pierce” and 
the “William H. McShane,” both 38-foot crafts; the “Argus,” a 28-foot 
craft; and a Chris-Craft 16-foot speedboat named the “Warren C. Per- 
kins.” . | 

The Police Department is responsible for the annual listing of all resi- 
dents within the city 20 years of age or over. 

On August 1, 1950, the police force numbered 2,501, consisting of 1 
superintendent, 3 deputy superintendents, 34 captains, 70 lieutenants, 
187 sergeants, 2,193 patrolmen, 13 policewomen. 

There are 20 men assigned to the signal service, whose director has 
charge of 566 signal boxes.

The Finance Commission is constituted under the Amended Charter of 
1909. It consists of five commissioners appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Executive Council, the term of each being five years. 
The Chairman of the Commission is named by the Governor. The members 
of the Commission, other than the chairman, serve without pay. 

It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and . 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
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of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor 
or the General Court. 

The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay roll, bill or claim referred to it by them.

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Statutes 
of 1906, Chapter 291. It consists of three members appointed by the 
Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. They must be 
citizens of Boston who have resided in Boston for at least two years pre- 
ceding the date of their appointment. The two principal political parties 
must be represented on the Board and the term of the members is fixed 
at six years after the first appointment, which was for six, four, and two 
years. The Board was created to exercise all the powers and perform all 
the duties conferred upon the Board of Police of the City of Boston rela- 
tive to intoxicating liquors (now called alcoholic beverages), innholders, 
common victuallers, billiard and pool tables, sippio tables, bowling alleys, 
intelligence offices, picnic groves, and skating rinks. By Chapter 169 
of the Acts of 1936 skating rinks are now licensed by the Licensing Division 
of the Mayor’s office. 

The fee fixed by Section 202 of Chapter 140 of the General Laws is 
not less than $2 for each class of license, with the exception of licenses 
for common victuallers and innholders. The fees for common victualler 
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and innholder licenses were fixed by Section 2, Chapter 140, of the General 
Laws, at not more than $5 for each license. By statutory authority the 
City Council has fixed the fee of $10 for common victuallers and $25 
for innholders without alcoholic beverages; with alcoholic beverages, 
innholder’s fee is $5. 

By Statutes of 1909, Chap. 423, the Board was given the right to issue 
licenses to ‘‘Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water 
or fruit,’”’ the fee for such licenses not to exceed $6. 

The City Council has fixed the fee of $10 for common victuallers, 
$6 for Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water or 
fruit, and a fee of $3 for retail vendors of soft drinks. | 

By Statutes of 1918, Chap. 259, the Board. was granted the right to 
issue licenses to lodging houses. No fee was to be charged. By Statutes 
of 1921, Chap. 59, a fee of not more than $2 was allowed, if established 
by the City Council. The Council established the fee at $2 in 1922. 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 392, the Board was given the right to license 
“retail vendors of soft drinks.’”’ The fee for such license was not to 
exceed $1. By statutory authority the City Council has fixed the fee of 
$3 for such license. 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 485, the “‘ firearm’ law was amended, giving 
the licensing of vendors of firearms to this Board. The law relates to 
the renting, selling or leasing of firearms, and the word firearms includes. 
a pistol, revolver or other weapon from which a shot or bullet can be 
discharged, and of which the length of barrel not including any revolving, 
detachable or magazine breech does not exceed twelve inches, and a 
machine gun irrespective of the length of the barrel. It does not include 
antique firearms incapable of use, nor sales of firearms at wholesale. The 
fee for such license to be fixed by the Board not to exceed $5. 

By Statutes of 1926, Chap. 299, the Board was given the right to grant 
entertainment licenses in places where such entertainment was carried on 
in conjunction with sale for cash of food or drink six days of week but not 
on Sundays. No fee was to be charged to common victuallers and inn- 
holders carrying on such entertainment, but a fee of $5 could be charged to 
persons selling drinks who carried on an entertainment. Entertainments 
consist of dancing, music, ¢abaret, or amusements. 

By Chapter 284 of the Acts of 1933, the Board was given authority to 
grant victuallers’ licenses to clubs, societies, associations or other organiza- 
tions which dispense food and beverages on their premises, to their stock- 
holders or members and their guests and to none others, 

By Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1933, now Chapter 138 of the General 
Laws, the Board was given the authority to issue alcoholic beverage 
licenses to common victuallers, innholders, taverns, clubs and retail 
package stores, and to suspend or revoke the same after a hearing. 

Norte: Chapter 120 of the Acts of 1933, which gave the Board authority 
to issue non-alcoholic beverage licenses containing not more than 3.2 per 
cent of alcohol, was repealed when the new alcoholic law (Chap. 376) was 
enacted. Any 3.2 licensee could carry on his business until May 1, 1934; — 
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or could surrender his license and get a refund, or a credit on the fee paid 
for an alcoholic beverage license. 

By Chapter 183 of the Acts of 1946, the Board was given the authority 
to charge a fee, not exceeding one dollar, for the issuance of a duplicate o 
any license granted and issued by said Board. 


By Statute of 1949, Chapter 361, the Board was given the right to 
license mechanical amusement devices and regulate the operation thereof

FRANKLIN TECHNICAL INSTITUTE, Corner Appleton and Berkeley Streets.

The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, a board of twelve citizens being named therein who control 
the Franklin Fund and having the standing of a City department with 
the object of maintaining the Franklin Technical Institute as an inde- 
pendent technical institute for adults. 

The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand pounds 
to ‘“‘the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts’? made by 
Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1789. The 
codicil provided that the fund “if accepted by the inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston” be managed ‘‘under the direction of the Selectmen, 
united with the Minister of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational, and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,”’ who were to make loans on certain 
conditions to ‘‘young married artificers under the age of twenty-five 
years.” 
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Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to £131,000, ‘“‘of which,” he says, 
“T would have the managers then lay out at their discretion £100,000 
in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility to the 
Inhabitants. The remaining £31,000, I would have continued to be let 
out on interest for another hundred years. At the end of this second 
term, if no unfortunate accident has prevented the operation, the sum 
will be £4,061,000, of which I leave £1,061,000 to the Town of Boston, 
and £3,000,000 to the disposition of the Government of the State, not 
presuming to carry my views farther.’”? The Town accepted the donation 
at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 

A futile suit brought by the Franklin heirs in 1891 prevented the division 
of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on January 17, 
1894, by direction of the three ministers and the Board of Aldermen of 
the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the “Selectmen,” 
$329,300.48 ({$2 of the fund) was paid to the City Treasurer, for ‘‘the 
purchase of land and the erection thereon of the Franklin Technical In- 
stitute and for the equipment of the same.’’ Owing to a series of com- 
plications the money remained in the custody of the Treasurer. Mayor 
Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the City to be filed in the Supreme 
Court, praying for instructions as to the authority of the persons then 
cting as Managers of the fund. The Court rendered an opinion Novem- 
ber 25, 1903 (184 Mass. 373, page 43), to the effect that the three ministers 
were Managers of the fund under Franklin’s will, but that the Aldermen 
did not succeed the “Selectmen” as Managers and had no powers with 
reference to it. The Court, under its general power to care for public 
charitable funds, appointed, on March 16, 1904, a Board of Managers to 
take the place of the ‘Selectmen,’ and provided in the decree of the 
Court, that the Mayor of Boston should be one, ez officio. 

On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being equal to the amount of the Franklin 
Fund in August, 1904, which Mr. Carnegie agreed to duplicate. Only 
the annual income from this fund is used. 

On November 17, 1927, $100,000 was received by the Foundation from 
the estate of the late James J. Storrow, the income to be used for main- 
tenance of Franklin Technical Institute. 

On January 31, 1907, the amount of the ‘‘accumulated”’ fund available 
for expenditure by the Managers was $438,741.89, and in that year the 
Franklin Technical Institute Building was erected at the corner of Apple- 
ton and Berkeley Streets. In 1908 the Franklin Fund Managers became 
the Franklin Foundation by special act of the legislature. It was opened 
in September, 1908, as a Technical Institute to train young men and 
women for positions of supervision in industry. In 1941 the name was 
legally changed to Franklin Technical Institute. It is maintained partly 
by tuition fees ($419,008.46 for the school year 1949-1950), and income 
from the above mentioned Funds (7. e., the Andrew Carnegie Donation 
and the Storrow bequest). The building contains 11 classrooms, 5. 
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draughting rooms, and 16 shops and laboratories. 1,117 adult students 
received instruction at evening sessions and 503 in day courses during 
the school year 1949-1950. There is also an auditorium with a seating 
capacity of 927. The building, with equipment, cost $436,970.59. The 
site, containing about 16,000 square feet, was purchased in 1906 for 
$100,000, a 20-year loan being issued to cover same. 

The Franklin Fund (Second Part) will become available in 1991.

The late George Robert White, who died in Boston, January 27, 1922, 
left the residue of his estate to the City of Boston to be held as a per- 
manent charitable trust fund, ‘‘the net income only to be used for creating 
works of public utility and beauty, for the use and enjoyment of the 
inhabitants of the City of Boston.” 

The control and management of the fund is in the hands of a board of 
five trustees, consisting of the Mayor as Chairman, the President of the 
City Council, the City Auditor, the President of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the President of the Bar Association of the City of Boston. 

At a meeting of the Trustees held on Tuesday, April 5, 1938, it was 
unanimously voted that the services of a paid Manager be engaged. In 
accordance with this vote the custody, care, control and management of 
all real estate constituting a part of the George Robert White Fund is 
now in the hands of a Manager; all legal matters are attended to by the 
Corporation Counsel; all financial disbursements and investments are 
in the hands of the City Treasurer; all collections and receipts are handled 
by the City Collector; and the examination of all bills and demands 
rendered against the Fund, together with the approval of all expenditures 
and the auditing of all accounts, rests with the City Auditor. 

Health Units have been provided at Baldwin Place and North Margin 
Street in the North End, at Paris and Emmons Streets, East Boston, at 
Dorchester and West Fourth Streets, South Boston, at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Savin Street, Roxbury, at High and Elm Streets, Charlestown, at 
Blossom and Parkman Streets, West End, at Whittier and Hampshire 
Streets, Roxbury, at Central Avenue, Hyde Park, at the Schoolboy 
Stadium, Franklin Park, at the War Memorial, Back Bay Fens, at the ~ 
Swimming Pool, Charlestown, and at Blue Hill Avenue and Harvard 
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Street, Dorchester, in the hope of being able, by proper instruction to 
better the living and health conditions of the communities in the con- 
gested districts. 

A Prado has been established at Hanover and Unity streets in the 
North End, to provide an open air space for the residents of the North 
End. In 1935, the Trustees voted to change the name of the Prado to 
Paul Revere Mall. 

In the spring of 1936 the Trustees voted to establish a wading pool 
and locker building in the yard in the rear of the Whittier Street Health 
Unit, Roxbury. The wading pool and locker building have since been in 
full operation for the use and enjoyment of the inhabitants of the City. 

In the summer of 1936 the Trustees voted to have thirteen memorial 
bronze tablets fabricated and placed in the walls of the Paul Revere Mall 
in the North End. The inscriptions to be placed on these tablets in- 
volved considerable research work and as a consequence these tablets 
were not completed until the summer of 1940. This was done as an im- 
provement to the Mall. 

On January 27, 1940, the Trustees voted to purchase an equestrian 
statue of Paul Revere — made by Cyrus E. Dallin, sculptor — to be 
placed in the Paul Revere Mall in the North End, as an addition and 
further improvement in accordance with provision of the will. 

On September 22, 1940, the Trustees dedicated the thirteen bronze 
tablets and the statue of Paul Revere at the Paul Revere Mall in the 
North End. . 

In the summer of 1941 the Trustees voted to establish a number of 
play spaces, fully equipped, in various sections of the City from the 
Income of the Fund, for the use and enjoyment of children under 12 years 
of age. It was voted to establish the first four play spaces at the following 
locations: 

Pitts and Hale Streets, in the West End. 
London and Decatur Streets, in East Boston. 
Troy and Rochester Streets, in the South End. 
King and Roxbury Streets, in Roxbury. 


This chain of play spaces consists of the most modern architecture: 
Wading pools, play-yard-equipment, concrete seats, concrete sandboxes, 
etc., and is a great asset to the City. 

Starting in the spring of 1946 and ending in the fall of 1949 the Trustees 
of the Fund voted to establish the following projects from the Income of 
the Fund: 


Health Unit at Central avenue and Elm street, Hyde Park. 

Health Unit at Blue Hill avenue and Harvard street, Dorchester. 

Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Doherty 
Heights, Charlestown. 

Playground, Bunker Hill street, Charlestown. 

Schoolboy Stadium in Franklin Park. 

War Memorial Center in the Fens. 

Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Commercia] 
street, North End Park.

The Boston Housing Authority, established in accordance with the 
Housing Authority Law of the Commonwealth, consists of five members, 
who may be compensated at the rate of $25 per day for the Chairman, 
and $20 per day for a member other than the Chairman. As the terms 
of the members expire, successors are appointed by the same appointive 
power for terms of five years. 

The Authority is charged with investigation to determine the un- 
sanitary and sub-standard housing conditions existing within its juris- 
diction which cannot readily be remedied by private enterprise, and the 
clearance, replanning and reconstruction of such areas in accordance 
with the terms of Chapter 574 of the Acts of 1946. With the approval 
of the State Housing Board and the Mayor, it is empowered to enter 
into agreement with any agency of Government for assistance, financial 
or otherwise, to remedy such sub-standard conditions. 

Eight Federally Aided Developments consisting of 5,975 units in the 
City are now operated by the Authority. All of them with the exception 
of the Development in the Bay View section of South Boston, are operated 
for the housing of low-income families, preference being given to veterans 
and servicemen. The Development in the Bay View section which was 
constructed by the Authority was subsequently sold to the Federal Gov- 
ernment to house war workers. It is operated by the Authority, under 
lease from the Federal Government, and tenancy is now restricted to 
veterans and servicemen with families. Old Harbor Village, South Boston, 
the only Development built by the Federal Government, is now leased to 
the Authority to house low-income tenants. A Development of 508 units 
in the East Brookline Street section of the South End is presently under 
construction. Approval has been given under the Housing Act of 1949 
to construct 4,000 dwellings in 1950 and 1951. 

Acting under the provisions of Chapters 372 and 568 of the Acts of 
1946 as amended, the City of Boston, acting by and through the Authority, 
provided distressed veterans and servicemen with 763 temporary dwelling 
units. 

The Federal Government made available to the Authority military 
structures which were converted to dwelling accommodations. The 
transportation of these structures to the sites selected for them in the 
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City of Boston, as well as their actual reconversion, was done by the 
Federal Government. The City provided the sites and utilities in the 
adjacent streets. These accommodations were distributed throughout 
the city, being located at Columbia Village, South Boston, Franklin 
Field, Dorchester, and Alsen Village, Dorchester, and are managed by 
_ the Authority in behalf of the City of Boston. 

Also acting under the provisions of Chapters 372 and 568 of the Acts of 
1946 as amended by Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1947, the Authority has 
provided 991 permanent one- and two-family homes, as well as 319 multiple 
dwellings for veterans of World War II. These are rented to veterans at 
reasonable rents provided that no later than one year after the termination 
of the emergency period, unless a postponement to a later date has been 
approved by the State Housing Board, such dwelling units shall be offered 
for sale at their fair market value and disposed of as rapidly as is consistent 
with sound business judgment. 

The one- and two-family dwellings so constructed may be sold to veterans 
of World War II prior to the termination of the present emergency with 
the approval of the State Housing Board. 

The City of Boston has appropriated $20,000,000 for the purpose of 
carrying out this program. 

The basic Massachusetts Housing Authority Law was amended in 
1948 by Chapter 200. This legislation provides for State aid to local 
authorities in building homes for families of low income by means of 
State guarantee of the principal and interest on local housing authority 
notes or bonds issued for this purpose and annual subsidy by the State 
not to exceed 23 per cent of total development costs, for 40 years. 
Forty-eight million dollars have been earmarked for the City of Boston 
under this program which it is estimated will provide some 3,800 apart- 
ments. Veterans of World War II, and other veterans with families of 
low income, receive preference in this program in that order. 

Under this legislation, 1,302 multiple dwelling units have been built 
and occupied. There are 1,138 units under construction and 2,320 in the 
planning stage. 

The Housing Act of 1949 also provides for loans and capital grants 
to assist cities and towns in clearance of slum areas and the redevelop- 
ment of such areas in accordance with a general plan to be adopted by 
the City of Boston. The Authority is the local agency charged with the 
duties of carrying out the provisions of the Act in Boston.

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The Commission was established by Special Act of the Legislature, 
for the care, custody and control of the Suffolk County Court House, 
and is required to appoint a Custodian and such other officers as it may 
deem necessary for the proper operation of the building, and to determine 
their term or terms of service. 


The Commission succeeded to the authority given to the Sheriff of 
Suffolk County over the Suffolk County Court House, in Chapter 525 
of the Acts of 1922, and took over the management and control of the 
Court House upon its completion during 1939, by the Special Commis- 
sion created under Chapter 474 of the Acts of 1935 for providing additional 
accommodations and facilities for the Suffolk County Court House. 


A thirty per cent contribution by the Commonwealth to the annual 
costs and charges of maintenance and operation of the Court House began 
in the calendar year 1939 when the additional Court House enlargements 
and improvements, made under authority of Chapter 474 of the Acts of 
1935, were ‘‘substantially completed’”’ and in ‘‘actual use,’’ and the re- 
maining seventy per cent is paid by the City of Boston. While the 
Commonwealth now pays thirty per cent of the operating costs of the 
Court House, it has taken no part in its operations, other than the exercise 
of its authority in the make-up of the Commission in charge.

Chapter 489 of the Acts of 1906, establishing a court to be known as 
the Boston Juvenile Court for the ‘‘Care, Custody and Discipline of 
Juvenile Offenders,’ provides for the transfer to said court of the jvris- 
dictions, authority and powers hitherto vested in the Municipal Court of 
Boston, under Chapter 334 of the Acts of 1903. The Act took effect 
September 1, 1906. 

The jurisdiction of the Court has been increased from time to time so 
that, at the present time, the Court has concurrent jurisdiction with the 
Boston Municipal Court over adults who commit the offences of Con- 
tributing to the Delinquency of Children under the age of 17 and against 
parents for neglect of minor children, and against parents for failing to 
have children attend school. 

The Justice, Special Justices and Clerk of this Court are appointed by 
the Governor.

ORGANIZATION AND OPERATION OF THE BOSTON BOARD OF RECREATION. 


The seven members of the Board serve without remuneration, but are 
empowered by the Act to employ such persons in such positions as may be 
necessary to carry out the duties of the Board. 

These duties and powers are as follows: 


To appoint a Superintendent. 


To hire necessary employees. 
To study recreation needs of the city and formulate plans for 
adequately distributed, coordinated and diversified recreational 


services. 
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To encourage establishment of voluntary committees to advise and 
cooperate with the Board with respect to the operation and super- 
vision of neighborhood play areas. 

To submit recommendations to any licensing authority. 

To consult from time to time with any city department or agency 
empowered to provide recreational services or having jurisdiction 
over premises and facilities which may be used for recreation in 
relation to recreational services or premises and facilities provided 
by such departments and in relation to recreational services formu- 
lated by the Board. 

To receive from such city departments or agencies from time to 
time the management of such recreational services or the use of the 
premises and facilities under the control of said departments or 
agencies, together with such personnel as might be transferred. 

To provide and conduct recreational activities and supervise 
recreational premises and facilities delegated or made available to it 
by other city departments. 

To cooperate with and promote by advice, suggestion and other- 
wise, such voluntary or amateur organizations for recreation, enter- 
tainment or mutual improvement as shall meet its approval. 

To acquire and utilize recreational supplies and equipment and 
other supplies and equipment necessary for the conduct of its work. 

To report annually to the Mayor its activities during the preceding 
year, making such recommendations for the development of play- 
grounds and recreational facilities, including additions thereto, as it 
may deem advisable.

Brimmer’s term of office till the election of his successor, Thomas A. Davis, the Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen, William Parker, performed the duties of Mayor. 

In the interim between the death of Mayor Davis, on November 22, 1845, and the 
election on December 11, 1845, of his successor, Josiah Quincy, Jr., Benson Leavitt, Chair- 
man of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor. 

There were three ballotings for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 12, 
1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the Congress 
of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard R. Cutter; 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ex officio as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, viz., 
September 15, 1905, to January 1, 1906. 

Mayor Tobin, having been elected Governor, resigned January 4, 1945. By Chapter 4 
of the Acts of 1945, the President of the City Council was given all the powers of the 
Mayor and served from January 25, 1945, for the remainder of the year. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Acts of 1947, City Clerk John B. Hynes 
served, under the title of Temporary Mayor, with full powers as Mayor, for the period 
from June 26 to November 28, 1947, during the absence of Mayor Curley.

CONCERNING FANEUIL Hatt MARKET LEASES.

SECTION 1. Section twenty-two of chapter forty-one 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, as amended by 
chapter two, second series of the Ordinances of 1947, is 
hereby further amended as follows: 

In clause 3, relative to transportation of milk, line 5, 
by striking out $1.00 and inserting $2.00. 

In clause 5, striking out said clause and inserting the 
following: 

5. The fee for the license for occupying or using a 
building or other premises for carrying on the business 
of slaughtering cattle, sheep or other noxious or offensive 
trade and occupation or permitting or allowing said 
trade or occupation to be carried on upon premises 
owned or occupied by the person carrying on said busi- 
ness or trade or occupation, provided for under section 
151 of chapter 111 of the General Laws, shall be $1,000.00 
per annum for the slaughtering of animals, and $100.00 
per annum for all other noxious or offensive trades, 
occupations or businesses.

CONCERNING AUTOMATIC AMUSEMENT DEVICEs. 


Chapter forty of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 
hereby amended by inserting after section one hundred 
and one the following: 


AUTOMATIC AMUSEMENT DEVICES. 


Section 101A. (1) On and after May 1, 1948, no 
person managing or controlling any restaurant, cafe, 
tavern or other eating or drinking establishment or 
any inn, hotel, club or public lodging house or any 
store, terminal, public hall, bowling alley, place of 
amusement or other place to which members of the 
public may resort, shall keep or offer for operation 
therein or allow to be kept or offered for operation 
therein any automatic amusement device, unless and 
until such automatic amusement device has been 
licensed by such licensing authority as the mayor shall 
from time to time appoint. Such authority may, upon 
written application and upon such reasonable terms 
and conditions as the mayor may prescribe, grant a 
license for any or all automatic amusement devices 
and may, after written notice to the licensee, suspend 
or, after hearing, revoke the same. The licensing 
authority shall act upon every application for a license 
under this section within fifteen days after the filing 
of such application, shall not deny any application 
except for good cause, and upon the denial of any 
application shall forthwith endorse thereon the reason 
for such denial. No license shall be granted under this 
section for any automatic amusement device unless 
such device is of a type approved by the director of 
standards and necessaries of life under section two hun- 
dred eighty-three of chapter ninety-four of the General 
Laws. No license shall be granted under this section 
for any automatic amusement device to be kept or 
offered for operation upon premises within a radius of 
three hundred feet of a church or a school except after 
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a public hearing of which notice shall be given by the 
licensing authority, at the expense of the applicant, to 
the minister, priest, rabbi or other person in charge of 
the church, or the headmaster, principal or other person 
in charge of the school, by registered mail sent at least 
five days (Saturdays, Sundays and holidays excluded) 
before the hearing. 

(2) The term ‘‘automatic amusement device” as 
used in this section shall be construed as meaning any 
mechanism whereby, upon the deposit therein of a coin 
or token, any apparatus is released or set in motion or 
put in a position where it may be set in motion for the 
purpose of furnishing music or other entertainment 
or for the purpose of playing any game involving, in 
whole or in part, the skill of the player, including, but 
not exclusively, such devices as are commonly known 
as juke boxes, music boxes, phonographs, pinball 
machines (including free play pinball machines), marble 
games, diggers, grab machines, baseball or football 
game machines, bowlers, roll-down machines, target 
machines and horse racing machines. 

(3) Licenses granted under this section, unless 
sooner revoked, shall expire on December thirty-first 
of each year. Every such license shall specify the 
street and number of the premises where the automatic 
amusement device is to be kept or offered for operation 
or give some particular description of such premises, 
shall name the person managing or controlling such 
premises, shall state the type of the automatic amuse- 
ment device to which it relates, and shall protect any 
automatic amusement device of the same type which 
as a substitute or replacement for the automatic amuse- 
ment device licensed may, during the term of the 
license, be kept or offered for operation on the premises 
specified while managed or controlled by the person 
named; but such license shall under no circumstances 
protect an automatic amusement device of a type other 
than the type stated in such license; and such license 
shall not protect the automatic amusement device if in 
any place other than the premises from time to time 
specified in such license or if such premises be managed 
or controlled by any person other than the person from 
time to time named in such license. No such license 
shall specify more than one premises at one time. 
Upon written application, the licensing authority may 
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from time to time amend any license granted under this 
section by changing the premises specified or by chang- 
ing the person named as managing or controlling the 
premises or by changing both; provided, however, that 
no premises within a radius of three hundred feet of a 
church or a school shall be specified by amendment 
except after a public hearing of which notice shall have 
been given as hereinbefore provided. 

(4) The annual fee for a license under this section 
for any automatic amusement device other than a 
pinball machine (including a free play pinball machine), 
or for any renewal thereof, shall be twelve dollars. 
The annual fee for such a license for a pinball machine 
(including a free play pinball machine), or for any 
renewal thereof, shall be thirty dollars. The fee for 
any license issued after January thirty-first in any year 
shall be prorated on the basis of the number of months 
in which the license is to be in force compared with 
twelve months. The fee for every change of premises 
and the fee for every change of person shall be two 
dollars. 

(5) Automatic amusement devices licensed under 
this section shall be so installed on the premises described 
in the license as to be in open view at all times while in 
operation, and shall at all times be available for inspec- 
tion by the mayor and the police commissioner of the 
city of Boston or their authorized agents. 

(6) No person keeping or offering for operation or 
allowing to be kept or offered for operation any auto- 
matic amusement device licensed under this section 
shall permit a minor to operate the same; nor shall he 
use or permit the same to be used for the purpose of 
gambling. 

(7) Any violation of any provision of this section 
or of chapter one hundred and thirty-six of the General 
Laws by any person managing or controlling any 
premises where an automatic amusement device licensed 
under this section is kept or offered for operation shall 
be cause for the revocation of all licenses for automatic 
amusement devices kept or offered for operation on 
such premises. 

(8) The mayor may make rules regulating the use 
and operation of automatic amusement devices licensed 
under this section and may require, from time to time, 
the furnishing of reports concerning the ownership of 
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such devices or any interest therein, and any other 
information which he may deem pertinent concerning 
such devices and their use and operation. 

(9) If any of the provisions of this section shall be 
invalid, such invalidity shall not affect other provisions 
which can be given effect without the invalid provisions, 
and to this end the provisions of this section are hereby 
declared to be severable. [Approved April 14, 1948.

CONCERNING CERTAIN BILLs AND DEMANDS

The auditor shall examine every bill and 
demand rendered against the city of Boston or the 
county of Suffolk and shall ascertain whether the 
following facts exist: (a) that such bill or demand 
has been incurred by some person duly authorized; 
(b) that funds appropriated for the purpose are on 
hand in a sufficient amount for the payment of such 
bill or demand; (c) that the clerical computations 
involved in such bill or demand are correct; and (d) that 
the certificate prescribed by section nineteen of chapter 
three of these ordinances has been furnished. If the 
auditor finds that all of said facts exist, he shall make 
an appropriate notation on the bill or demand and 
forthwith forward the same to the city treasurer for 
payment, and, as soon thereafter as conveniently may 
be, shall draw a draft upon the city treasurer for the 
payment of such bill or demand.

CHAPTER | 1. 





CONCERNING FEES FoR THE Use or MunicrpaAL GOLF 
CouRSES. 

Section 1. Section 22 of chapter 41 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, as most recently amended by 
chapter 7 of the Ordinances of 1949, is hereby further 
amended by inserting the following new clause: 

26. The fees for the playing of golf on the municipal 
golf courses shall be as follows:

CHAPTER 2. 





CONCERNING Days OFF FOR FIREMEN. 


Chapter sixteen of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 
hereby amended by adding the following two sections: 

Section 8. If any member of the fire fighting force 
or fire alarm division of the Fire Department of the 
City of Boston is required to work on January first, 
February twenty-second, April nineteenth, May thir- 
tieth, July fourth, the first Monday of September, 
October twelfth, November eleventh, Thanksgiving day 
or Christmas day, or the day following when any of the 
five days first mentioned, or October twelfth, November 
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eleventh or Christmas day, occurs on Sunday, he shall 
be granted an additional day off, or, if such additional 
day off cannot be granted by reason of a personnel 
shortage or other cause, he shall be entitled to an ad- 
ditional day’s pay. 

Sect. 9. The provisions of section eight shall apply 
to those men whose hours of duty are within the twenty- 
four hour period commencing at eight o’clock ante 
meridian on the days there specified.

CHAPTER 3. 





CONCERNING SALARIES OF ENGINEERS IN CHARGE OF 
DIVISIONS OF THE PuBLIC WoRKS DEPARTMENT. 


Section five of chapter three of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947, as amended by chapter six of the Ordinances of 
1949, is hereby further amended in the clause establish- 
ing the salaries of engineers in charge of divisions of the 
public works department, by striking out the words 
‘‘the engineer in charge of the water division, not more 
than seventy-seven hundred dollars’, and inserting in 
place thereof the words ‘‘the engineer in charge of the 
water division and the engineer in charge of the bridge 
and highway division, each not more than seventy-seven 
hundred dollars.”’

CHAPTER 4. 


CONCERNING ORGANIZATION OF THE HEALTH 
DEPARTMENT. 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 17 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by adding at 
the end thereof the following: The health commissioner 
may appoint, subject to the approval of the mayor, an 
assistant health commissioner, who shall be sworn to 
the faithful discharge of his duties and shall hold office 
until his successor is appointed and qualified. The 
assistant health commissioner shall perform such duties 
as may be assigned to him from time to time by the 
health commissioner. 
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Sect. 2. Said chapter 17 is hereby further amended 
by striking out section 2 and inserting in place thereof 
the following: Section 2. There shall be in the health 
department the following sections: section of general 
services, section of medical services, section of environ- 
mental sanitation, and section of local health service. 
Each section shall be in charge of a director who shall 
be appointed by the health commissioner. The health 
commissioner may, from time to time, determine the 
divisions, if any, within each of said sections, and shall 
appoint the heads of such divisions. In appointing 
the director of a section or the head of a division, the 
health commissioner shall certify that in his opinion 
the person appointed is an expert in the work which 
will devolve upon him, that he is a person specially 
fitted by education, training, or experience to perform 
the duties of the position, and that the appointment is 
made solely in the interest of the city, such certificate 
to be filed with the city clerk and to be open to public 
inspection. 

Sect. 3. All employees of the divisions of the health 
department abolished by this ordinance who are sub- 
ject to civil service shall, without civil service examina- 
tion or registration, be reappointed to similar positions 
with similar status and like compensation in a division 
established by the health commissioner under this 
ordinance; and all such employees shall, upon such 
reappointment, retain all rights to retirement with 
pension that have accrued or would hereafter accrue to 
them; and the service of all such employees shall be 
deemed to have been continuous, to the same extent 
as if such abolition had not taken place. This ordinance 
shall take effect on July 5, 1950.

CHAPTER 5. 


CoNCERNING FEES FOR LoapING ZONE PERMITS. 

Section 22 of chapter 41 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947, as most recently amended by chapter 1 of the 
ordinances of 1950, is hereby further amended by adding 
after clause 26 the following new clause: 
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27. The fee for a permit for a loading zone, so 
called, issued under the provisions of section 2 of chap- 
ter 263 of the Acts of 1929 shall be computed at the rate 
of one dollar for each foot of curbing abutting on said 
zone, but in no event less than twenty dollars.

CHAPTER 6. 





FURTHER AMENDING THE Boston BUILDING CODE. 


Section 1201 of chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938 is 
hereby amended by striking out paragraph (c), as 
amended by section 138 of chapter 2 of the Ordinances 
of 1943, and inserting in place thereof the following :— 

(c) Structures of Division 2, erected on the roof or on 
the facade of a building in the first or second fire zone, 
shall be constructed with incombustible materials, 
except water tanks, flag poles, isolated signs flat against 
an exterior wall not more than twenty square feet in 
area, and isolated signs projecting from an exterior 
wall; provided, that such projecting signs have a frame 
of incombustible material, that the combustible mate- 
rial in such projecting signs is no more combustible 
than wood, that no part of such combustible material 
is nearer an exterior wall than fifteen-inches, and that 
the surface area of such combustible material is not 
more than thirty-five square feet on any face and not 
more than seventy square feet in the aggregate, except 
that the surface area of such combustible material, if 
the nearest point thereof is eighteen or more inches 
from all exterior walls, may be more than thirty-five 
square feet on a face ‘and more than seventy square 
feet in the aggregate if the building commissioner cer- 
tifies on the application for the permit to erect such 
sign that in his opinion the spread of fire therefrom is 
no more likely than from a projecting sign having an 
incombustible frame and two wooden faces each thirty- 
five square feet in area the nearest point of which wood 
is fifteen inches from the nearest exterior wall.

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CHAPTER 7. 





CONCERNING THE StreET LAyInc—-Our DEPARTMENT. 


SEcTION 1. Chapter 33 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 1 
and inserting in place thereof the following section:— 
Section 1. The street laying-out department shall be 
under the charge of a board of three commissioners, 
who shall exercise the powers and perform the duties 
provided by statute. 

SEcT. 2. Section 2 of said ehapter 33 is hereby 
repealed. 

Sect. 3. This ordinance shall take effect as of 
the effective date of chapter 318 of the Acts of 1950.

CHAPTER 8. 


ESTABLISHING A DEPARTMENT OF CIvIL DEFENSE. 


SECTION 1. DEPARTMENT OF CiviL Derense. There 
is hereby established a department of civil defense 
(hereinafter called the ‘‘department”’). It shall be the 
function of the department to have charge of civil 
defense as defined in section 1, chapter 639, Acts of 
1950, and to perform civil defense functions as authorized 
or directed by said chapter or by any and all executive 
orders or general regulations promulgated thereunder, 
and to exercise any authority delegated to it by the 
governor under said chapter 639. 

Sect. 2. Drrector or Civin DeFense. The depart- 
ment shall be under the direction of a director of civil 
defense (hereinafter called the ‘‘director”’), who shall 
be appointed as prescribed by law. The director shall 
have direct responsibility for the organization, adminis- 
tration, and operation of the department subject to 
the direction and control of the appointing authority 
and shall receive such salary as may be fixed from 
time to time by the appointing authority. The director 
may, within the limits of the amount appropriated 
therefor, appoint such experts, clerks, and other 
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assistants as the work of the department may require 
and may remove them, and may make such expendi- 
tures as may be necessary to execute effectively the 
purposes of chapter 639, Acts of 1950. The director 
shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordina- 
tors and may accept and may receive on behalf of the 
city, services, equipment, supplies, materials, or funds 
by way of gift, grant, or loan for purposes of civil 
defense, offered by the federal government or any agency 
or officer thereof or any person, firm or corporation, sub- 
ject to the terms of the offer and the rules and regula- 
tions, if any, of the agency making the offer. The 
director shall cause appropriate records to be kept of 
all matters relating to such gifts, grants, or loans. 


Sect. 3. Crvit DEFENSE ADVISORY CouNcIL. There 
is hereby established a civil defense advisory council 
(hereinafter called the ‘‘council’’). Said council 
shall serve without pay and shall consist of the 
director of civil defense, such other department 
heads and such other persons as the authority appoint- 
ing said director may deem necessary. Such member 
of said council as said appointing authority shall desig- 
nate shall serve as chairman of said council. Said 
council shall serve subject to the direction and control 
of the appointing authority and shall advise said 
appointing authority and the director on matters per- 
taining to civil defense. 


Sect. 4. Ponice Arp TO OTHER CITIES AND TOWNS 
IN Event oF Riots AND OTHER VIOLENCE THEREIN. 
The police department is hereby authorized to go to aid 
another city or town at the request of said city or town 
in the suppression of riots or other forms of violence 
therein. 


Sect. 5. TERMINATION OF ORDINANCE. This 
ordinance shall remain in force during the effective 
period of chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and any act in 
amendment or continuation thereof or substitution 
therefor. 


Sect. 6. Derrrnition.. All references to chapter 
639, Acts of 1950, as now in force shall be applicable 
to any act or acts in amendment or continuation of or 
substitution for said chapter 639.

CHAPTER 9. 





EXEMPTING THE Boston Housing AUTHORITY AND 
Pgersons ACTING IN ITS STEAD FROM CERTAIN 
LICENSE AND PERMIT FEEs. 


Chapter 41 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is hereby 
amended by inserting after section 23 the following 
new section: 

Section 23A. Neither the Boston Housing Authority 
nor any person acting in its stead shall be charged any 
fee for any license or permit for which the fee may be 
fixed by ordinance under chapter 222 of the Acts of 1949.
